Tbe fiist ])olitical intercourse with tbe Cbic'fs of Aden took ])]aee 
in 1799, wben a naval force was .sent from (xieat Tlritain, with a detacb- 
meni of troops from India, to o(*cupy tbe island of Fewim and i)iev(*nt 
all communication of the French in Efxypt wutb tbe Indian Ocean, by 
wav of tbe bed Sea. The i.sland of Ferim was found unsuitable for 
tioo])s, and tbe Sultan of T^abej, Ahmed bin Abdul Ivarim, it‘ceived tin* 
d(*tacbm(‘nt for some time at Aden TTe projiosed to entei into an 
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nlliaiico and in ovniH Aden as a y)erinaneni siaiinn, ljul il»e nlYer was 
declined. A Treaty (JVo. IJ) was, however, concluded with the Snltan 
in 1802 hy Admiral Sir Home Topham, who was instructed to enter 
into j)oliiical and coimnercial alliances Aviih the (Chiefs on the Arabian 
coast ol the Ited Sea.

salisfactinn H(‘ was at the same time to endeavour to ])urchase Admi 
as a (oalin<:^ (h'pdj foi tlie steamers iilyin** between India and the Red Sea 
Sultan ]\Iuhsin, who had succi^eded his umde, Sultan Ahmed, in 1S27, 
at fiist denii'd all jiarticipation in the plunder; hut, findin”’ the lliitish 
(Commissioner fiini in his demands, he eventually consulted to p-ive up 
pa?t of the piojieitx and pay (‘ompruisation for tin* rest. A draft treaty 
for th(' cession ol Aden was laid before the Sultan, to whi<*h he y;;ave 
his veihal consent and ])iomised tornially to a^ree aftei consulting his 
Chiefs In this diatt the amount of comjiensation to he paid for Aden 
w'as h'ft nndidorniined, hut it was aftenvards aiianj^'ed that an annual 
payimmt of 8,7(10 crowuis should he made. On the 22nd Tanuary 1888 
Sultan Muhsiu sent lett(‘r umhu* Ins s(*iil,* en^Mojn^ to make ovei 
Aden, alter two months, hut sti])ulatiny>: that his {iuthorit\ ovei his 
j)eo])le in Aden should he maintained after the cession. To the con- 
tinuanie o( the Sultan’s yuiisdution the Hiitish A^vnt ohjeided 8die 
Sultan rcjdied that he Avas willing’ to abide hy the teims first offered: 
hut, 11 thi'M* w(Me not ac(i‘pted, his letter of the 22nd Januarv should 
he retuined to him IVe^otiations wei*e at this stage wdien a plot was 
laid hy AIitikmI, the Sultan’s sou, to seize the Agent and roh him of 
his papers, .ind dcdiviuN of the piojierty stolen fioni the wreidi of the 
Dcrid Dinrlul was also lefused. Prejiarations Aveie tlieiefore made 
to coerce the Sultan. On tin* 10th January 1880 Aden was homhaided 
and taken, and the Sultan and his family fled to Lahej.

Foi' some years after the introdiudiou oi this s}stein tloi (iondiiei of 
Uh* Fadhli Sultan, Alnned bin Abdulla, was satisladoiy ily his be- 
ha\lom .it 11 h‘ wieeU oi th(‘ N/o/cZ/c in .lanuai\ lSli4 lu‘ earned the 
ap])iobalion ol th(‘ Hi itish (ioveumuMit ; but soon .iMiuwaids, i'iIIhm lioni 
dissatislaetion at the amount ot the rewaid •granted to him for his 
s(*r\ iec's on tliis oeeasion, or out of j(*alousA at llie intimacy ol lliitish 
ic'lations with the Sultan of Ijaliej, he jesumcMl liis attitude of persistent 
liostility Within j»unshot of the fortific*ations oT Achui he plundered 
a earavan, and assembled a lai<:;e I'oiee with the objec t of dt'stro\ in^; 
tlie c-]‘oj),s of the Abchili and defying the authoiitv ol thc‘ lliilish (ioA- 
ei nnicmt. 

A small bod\ ot troojis was a<‘c‘oidinoly dc'sjiatc hcsl against him in 
l)c‘ec*mbm iStlb; h(‘ was chdeatc'd and camijadled to s(‘ek safet\ in Hi^ht, 
while the tioojis entc*red the Fadhli countiA ami (b‘sl?o\c*(l scweial 
villages. The sc'apoit of Shiicjin w.is at fiist sp.iiiM], in hope's that the* 
jinnishmc'ut alieadA administerc'd Avould pioAU' sutiieic'nt; but, some 
flirth(‘r outrajjfos having been perpetrated Iia the hadhli, aiiothc'r c'\'- 
jK'dition left Adc'ii, dc'stioyed the* I'oits inland, .ind letinnc'd Avithin 
thrc'c' d.iAs, thus showing* the Fadhli that thc'A could be ajiproadied 
liA land o? b\ sea with e(|ual faeililA'. It A\as decided that (‘ithcT ihe 
Sultan 07 his son should c'ntc'i Aden and t(*ndc*r unc ond11lonaI submission 
bc'foK' tiiendly relations eould be ic'sunu'd AH otlii'i' ovc'itures am'H' 
deelinc'd and, in Alareh ISbT, a b'ttei Aias leeeived tiom the' Sullaji 
stating In’s wish to si»jid his eldei son to tc'iidei the submission ot the 
tribe* A sate eonduet Avas granted and finally a Tieaty (Ab). XAIII), 
emhod\jng the pieseribed teims, aaus siguic'd b\ the* Sultan in IStiT, the 
Jb'sident agicueing on the jiart ot the Hiitish Govc*rnme*nt that the past 
should be* forgotten. 

This bheaty has been authc>ritatiA'c'l\ deelan*el to be the otiK one 
now ill force'. In aec'oidanc*e with aitie-lc* 4, a rc'lation of the Sultan was 
dejiute'd to ie*side in Ade*n as a jiermaiic'iit hostage; but, on his death 
in 1870, this aitic*b* was allowed to remain in abcAance* Shorth^ after 
the ratification of the Mheaty of bSfiT the sliju'iid of tlie haelhli Sultan 
A\.is laise'd from dt) dollars to 100 dollais a month Sultan Ahme*cl bin 
Abdulla died in Fe'hruary 187f), and A\as suc*cec'ded Iia his eldest son, 
Haielaia, A\ho was assassinated in August 1877. JTis bi-oihc'r Sultan 
llu.sc'in was belieAed to be* the* muiderc'r and AAas e\pelh*d b\ the* tube*, 
A\ho elc'cted the lattei’s son Ahmed to be* thc'ir (Oiief The* suc*e*e‘ssion 
was le'cognised by the llritish (io\c*rnim*n1. In July 1870 Sultan 
llusein, being found to he implieat-'d in certain intiigues, which had 
for their object a rebellion in the Fadhli country, w^as arrested and 
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(le])()riod to Tioirihay. JIo was li})oratotl in December 188 G, and His 
conduct after liis i'cJ<*asc ojivc no cause tor uneasiness. 

Jn J(S72 tlic iriHc ai^KMsl (No. .\X1V) to abolish transit duties on 
goods convi'yeil to .Hid from AiHmi thiough their teriitorit'S, in con¬ 
sideration ol wliich tlie ('Hud’s stuuMid was finther iiu'veased to 180 
dollars a month. 

In 1881 a l)ound.H\ dispute, A\hi(di Had long caused ill-feeling 
between tlie Fadlili and Al)dati, was t(*rminated by the conclusion of a 
Treaty (No. XXV) defining tHcir respeidive limits. 

Tn 18S'I it was lejioited tliat th(‘ Lowei Auliuji Had invaded Fadhli 
t(‘iTiloi\, and a toice was despatidual from Aden by sea and land to 
tlie assistanci‘ of the latter. No invasion liaving actually talven idace, 
the force wa> withdraw'ii, but it <lid taK(‘ ])bu (“ shortly afttMwaids and 
resultinl in completi* failuie.

In Oi tobm iS!)l, in i onse(|uenc(‘ of the misconduct of the Fadhli, 
li became luwasssaiy to inijmse a fim* of IN. 1,()()() u})oii th(‘ Sultan, and 
to susjxuid the |)aMiu‘iit of his stijuuid. TH(‘ advisaliility of reviving 
the fouitJi artiede of the agii'enuuit of 18G7, lerjiiiring the rissidenee of 
a h’adhli icpieseiital i\e at Aden, was al.so taken into consid(*ration. 
In December 1891, howevm-, on bis making full submission, the punish- 
mmit was in jiart icmilti'd b\ the (loveininent of India. 

In and the following* yeai d(‘sultory strife, interrupti‘d by 

.short. Iiuces, continued with the Lower Vafai over the water-supply of 
the Naza. In 189d a truci* wms made for one yeai and was continued 
in 1894 and the following \eais. 

The Afar([ashi also ga^e considerable trouble by ])lundeiing in 
British territoiy. The Sultan finally declared himself responsible for 
them. 

In 189J) at tlie Sultan’s request his twm biothers, Salih and Abdulla, 
were deported to India tor cons])i?jng against him. In 1900 Salih died 
at Karachi, and Abdulla was ndea.sed. 

Hostilities wdth the Ahifai recommenced in consequence of the Sultan 
Having established a new customs post at Zanzibar for the purpose of 
levying dues on (|afilahs. All efforts to effect a reconciliation faib‘d, 
till in 1904 the Sultan visited the B-esident at Aden, and promised to 
stop levying dues and to abandon his po.st at Zanzibar.

In 1867 the Jhmi Asu tube* a,uain udielled aoa-'nst the Turks and re- 
occupied the luoMiicc's tiom which t luw had hecn expelled Th(‘ distui- 
banc es weie temporaiiiy put down ]>y F^vjilian troojis, but were renew'ed 
in No^emb(u• 1870. The J»orle them pielened to dc.il with the levolt 
without the aid of the Khedive*, and a foice ot I'),(}(!() tioops was des¬ 
patched lo Yemen by the Sultan. Jhd'oie the UMival ol tins foice in 
February 1872, the Ahl Asir had attaciked Ilodcudah, but weie repiiLsed 
by the Turkish garrison. The Turkish expeditionary foice attatdved and 
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captured Sauaa in April 1872, since wlien Yemen was administered by 
a Turkish Governor-tiern'ral with head-ipiarters at Sanaa until 1919. 
Ilasan Edib Pasha was aiipoinied to be (ion ernui-(leneial in June 1891. 
A rebellion whieh took pbne in the eouis<* of the yeai was put dowm by 
Ottoman troops. 

The w^ithdi’awal of the Turks fiom Arabia in 1919 j»rocured foi the 
Imam of Sanaa a state oi comjilete imlependenee. Jle le-establislied 
his authoiltv o\(*i tin' n*i('j|jer jiait ol tlie ^ emen, and la^ji’an to eiieroaeh 
on the Admi Protc'ctoiatc' which he cdaimcMl to have beem a pait ot his

(d the ^I'calei [)ail ol (lie aVadImli ioumIin In 192(i Sn (iillxnt (da\t<»n 
was deputed by Ills Ma|esl\'s Oovi'mineiit to (‘mh^avom to coiielude a 
treat}^ with the Imam, but (he lu'^otlations tailed. 

The Imam’s attempts at furtliei eneioaelummt on the J’loteetorate 
(ontiniu'd unlil, in l''(*l)i ii.ii\ 1928, Ihe Alawi Shaikh Ahdiin A.ibi Inn 
All lX.islin, and Mucjlnl Abdulla um le ot th(‘ Qutenbi Shaikh, were 
kidnafiped liy his I'orces. 

In March 1927 the Imam had been Avarned hy His Majesty’s Goveru- 
ment tluit he would laA himself o[)en to letaliatoiy nnovsiiK's it he juade 
farther eneroac hinents on the J'lotec toi at(‘ Jn spite of this waiiiine, a 
lar^H* loice ot Imainn ie<^uiar and iiie^uiai tioops imadi'd tlu‘ SuIiimIu 
teriitoi} in Septenihei 1927, hiuniii^ and looline as t.ii as tin* iiei^hbouj- 
hood of Jhiran, but letiied as a rt*sult ot warning,s to the* etlect that th(‘y 
would be bombed if they did not evacuate tin* invaded area withm 48 
hours. 

The Imam was a^ain warned that, ui the event of fuither raids, air 
ac.tion would be tak<*n iinniedi.ilel\ aj^aiiist his towns ot (iataba, Jhh, 
Taiz and other places within his teiritory. The kidnapping of the 
Shaikhs leleried to above was iherelore (lie cnlnnnatiiifj joint that ren¬ 
dered immediate conceited action against him essential. Bombing 
operations were accordingly c*arriecl out and rc^sulted in the release of 
these two Shaikhs. The bombing opc*ra(ions had so shaken the morale 
of the Imam’s troops that a combination of the Badtan tiibes, in cej- 
operation with a contingent of Abdali troojis and the Jtoyal Air Force, 
was al)le to exjiel the Zeidi fiom, and recovei, all the tc‘rritor\ whic'h 
they had hitherto oc'ciipied, wuth the* excejition ot JNawa, Bubiatein and 
Dabiani and part of the Audhali country. The Imam has made no 
attempt to lesume his incursions into the Protectorate.

(Uptain in the Indian Navy and Political Agent 
at Aden, on behalf of tin* Goveinuieiit of India, and Sultan ’Ah Mohsin Fadthl, 
on behalf of hiiriself, his heirs and suetcessors, it was agreed that the bridge of 
Khor Maksar and the plain between it and the mountains of Aden, lorming the 
Isthmus, are Ihitish pioperty and no further noith ; and whereas a sum of dollars

Th(‘refoie we, whose names are hereunto subscribed, namely Abdoollah bin 
Khadhar, the Mansoorei*, Naseer bin Khadhar, the Mansooree, Ahmed Tukkee, 
the Mansoore(‘, Ibralieem Sayl, th(‘ Khaleefee, All bin Ahmed, the Khaleclce, 
Abd Ahmed bin Mahamcd 8aeed, the Atawee, Hasan Nooman, the Khaleeha*, 
do hereby agrei* witli Major-(Teneral (^harlea William Tremenh»‘(‘ie, C\B. Poli¬ 
tical Resident at Admi, on the jiart ol the British (Tovernment, as iollows -— 

Article 1. 

That we liei(‘by forego and relin({uish all dues or taxes u])ot goods within 
our territory, oi our roads, or in oui maikets, which have hitluntc been levied 
upon travellers passnig t.o oi horn Aden.

Tlie Bntisli Govcriimont tincl Sa*id-ba-Ali, ’Abclalla-ba-Ali, Ahmed bin Saleh' 
ba-Rajeh, Ali Mohammed, Salch-ba-Sa’id Abdalla Mohammed, Fara Hasan,

-al-Ajam, SJieikhs of the Atifi ttjrritory, beinpj desirous of maintaining and streng¬ 
thening the relations of ])eaee and friendship existing between them. 

The British Govt'rnment have named and appointed Brigadier-General Adam 
Gooige Forbes Hogg, (\B , ]*oli1ieaI Resident at Aden, to conelude a Treaty for 
this purposf'. 

The said Brigadier-fJeneral Adam George Forbes Hogg and Said-ba-Ali, 
’Abdalla-ba-Ali, Alimed-])in-8aleh-])a-ltajeh, Ah Mohammed, Saleh-ba-Sa’id 
Abdalla Molianimed, Fara Hasan, Ali-ba-Yahya, Rajeh-ba-Hasan, Ra]eh-ba-Ali 
’Abdalla-bm-Awad1 h, and Ahmed-al-Ajam, Bhaiklis of the Atifi tribe aforesaid, 
have agieiKl upon and concluded the following articles :— 


AuncLE 1. 

The British Govermnent, in compliance with the wnsh of the und(‘rsigned 
Shaikhs of th(‘ Atifi tribe, hereby und(‘rtakes to <‘xtend to the Atifi territory on 
the south coast of Arabia and situated between the territory of the Birhimi tribe 
and Ibat under tin* autbonty of the Turkish Government at Shaikh Sa'id, and 
whirdi territory is under their authority and jurisdiction, the gracious favour 
and jirotectnm of Her Majt‘sty the Qneen-Emjircss. 


Article 2. 

The aforesaid Shaikhs of the Atifi tribe agree and promise, on behalf of them¬ 
selves, their relations, heirs and successors, and the whole of tlie tribe, to refrain 
from entering into any eorrespondenee, agreement or treaty, with any foreign 
nation or power, except with the knowledge and sanction of the British Govern 
ment, and further j)romisc to give immediate notice to the Resident at Aden, 
or other British uflicer, of the attempt by any other power to interfere with the 
Atifi territory. 


Article 3. 

Th<*, aforesaid Shaikhs of the Atifi tribe bind themselves, their relations, heirs 
and successors, and the whole tribe for ever, that they will not cede, sell, mort- 
gage, lease, hire or give, or otherwise dispose of the Atifi territory, or any part 
of the same, at any time, to any power, other than the British Government. 
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Article 4. 

The above Treaty shall have effect from this date. In witness whereof the 
undersigned have affixed their signatures and seals at Aden this seventeenth day 
of September one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine.

Barhimi territory.

The aforesaid Shaikhs of the Barhimi tribe hereliy bind themselves, their 
relations, heirs and succ<*ssois, and the whole tribe for ever, that tliey will not 
cede, sell, mortgage, lease, hin*, or give, or otherwise dispose of, the Barhimi terri¬ 
tory, or any pait of the same, at any time, to any power, other than the British 
Government.

Whereas there is a long-exisfing friendship b^.wfen tin* British Govern¬ 
ment and the ’Abdali and Fadthli and whereas the boundaiies betwemi tlu^se 
two tribes are not satMlact-oiily defined , and whereas this last mentioned state 
of atlairs has been the freipicnt cause of correspondence and (lispuf<\s , and where¬ 
as Sultan Fadthl bin ’All, on the part of the ’x\}KLdi, and Sultan Ahmed bm Husain, 
on behalf of the Fadthli, have agreed and eonseiited to the setthnnoiit herein¬ 
after set forth in the jiresenci^ of lingadier-General F Loeli, (’ B , Political licsi- 
dent at Aden. Now be it kiiowni to all wdiom it mav concern, tliat tiie Fadthli 
limit meets tli(‘ Biitish limit at Imad, and stretch(‘s from the sea 1 .J mile west¬ 
ward to the north-east shore of tlie Wadi-as-Sughir, and from tlience it runs gra¬ 
dually upward till it reaches Uiswatal Musaiferah. Tin* ’Abdali limit to the west 
is as far as Bir ’All and Bir Dervish. 

II there are any fields at Wadi-as-Saghir belonging to the Fadthli within the 
limits of the ’Abdali, and if the owners of tlie said fields are able to prove their 
claim to them by certain and indisputable evidence whether documentary or 
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by length of possession, according to the Shariah (Mahomcdan Law), such lands 
are to remain with the said owners, who have the right to cultivate their lauds 
and to enjoy the same rights and privileges as are enjoyed by other subjects of 
the ’Abdah. 

This agreement is concluded and agreed to on Tuesday, the 3rd day of May, 
in the year of Our Lord 1881, corresponding with the 5th day o( Jumad-al-Akhii, 
1298 Al-llijri.

Sultan Mana bin Salam, of the IlowshabcM*, and his son Salam bin Mana, of 
the Howsliaboo, declare of their own accord that tliey enter into an airreeinent 
with all those under th(*m, belonging to Ilowsliabee, their (;lans, and all those 
dejiendent upon them, the Chief of llaroor-ool-Awajeer, and th(‘ whole* Ilowshabee*. 
as before arranged with (Vmimander Haines, (lovernor of Aden, wdio sincerely 
agrees to pay the allowances received by them from Sultan Miihsm Fadhl Abdalee. 
What has been arranged between th<‘m (Commander llames and the Sultan) is 
that whatev(‘r belongs to the Sultans of Abdalee, former and succeeding, and 
to those of the Ilowshabee, former and succeeding, shall la* th(‘irs res])ectively. 

The Abdah*(* shall be responsible, as is agrei'd upon, for all outrages committed 
in Lahej, its neighbourhood, or within its limits, or m Aden, its roads, or within 
its boundaries, and Mana lun Salam for those ]>erp(*trated by the Ilowshabee, 
their clans, or those subject to them.

Should any one commit 
an assault or murder m Lafi<*j‘ or Ad(*n, or on the roads, and should such person 
be jiroved to lx* one of the IIowshalx‘e or of their elans, he shall lx* seized and 
considered an oftVnder.

numerous sons weie ])io\ided witli ceitain ])ersonal allowances by the 
Shaikh of Hahiain. Jii < tetober 1S88 Shaikh Ahmad bin All, the most 
influential of Shaikh Isa’s biothers, died He had, in accordame with 
an (dd custom, enjoyed a moiety of the levenues of the island and exer 
cised a considerable amount of pov^er and authoiity. The Shaikh of 
Halirain then ap])ointed his own eldest son Selnian us suceessoi' to Ins late 
brother. On Selman’s death in 189d the Sliaikh’s second son Hamad was 
nominated as his lieir. 

The weakness of Isa l)in Ali’s rule more than once led to intrigues 
for the restoration of tlie exiled (Al Abdulla) brancli of tlie family;

After the ac('es.sion of Shaikh Isa, tin* 4’urkish authoiities mi several 
occasions e\uic(*d a disjiosition to interleif* in the aflaiis of Bahiain; but 
the Biitisli (io\eiiiment uuarialdy asseited the Slia'ikh’s independence 
fioin Turkish contiol 

In 1880 Shaikh Isa signed an Afiieement (No XTl) undeitakinp^ to 
alistain from enteiinjj: into nefjotiations or niakiiif;’ treaties wdth any 
foreif^n poAver without the consent ol the British Ooveinment. 

In 1892 Shaikh Isa signed an Afiieennmt (No XII]) jiromisin^ to 
enter into no agreement or correspondence AAu’th any other power than the 
British; to disallow the lesideiice within his teintory of tJie a;>ent of any

Treaties and Engagements 

relating to 

Oman (Muscat). 

I N the middle of the seventeenth century the Muscat Arabs, having- 
driven the J^ortuguese, Avho liad occupied the Oman coast since 1507, 
from Mus^al, (‘slablished iheir asceiidem-y in (Ik* Pcisian (Jull and, Ia 
the end of tlie century, had gained possession of Mombasa and otlier ports 
on the Afric.an coast. In the reign of Nadir Sliali Uie Persians invaded 
Oman and gained supremacy over the countiy loi some tiirn*, but veie 
eventually expelled ly Ahmad bin Said, the Arab Ooveriior of Soliar, a 
town on the Batrnali coast about IbO miles nortb-we^^f of Mus(*at, who 
contemptuously rejected Nadir Shah’s claims to tribute. Por tliis servi(‘e 
Ahmad was elected Inmm m 1741 and founded the pT(*sent dynasty of 
the A1 Bu Said is. Tie died in 1775 and was succuieded by his second son 
Said wlio, ]iowev(‘i, proved an im-apable ruler, and (en years later the 
power was usurped by the fifth son, Sultan. Tt wuis in 171)8, during 
the rule of (his Imam, Ilia! (he first Ti(‘a(y (No. I) wu(b Muscat was 
negotiated by the (^unpaiiA’s Agent at Bushire, with a view to exclude 
from M useat. the ])ieiudicial influence of the Fri'iirh, with whom Saiyid 
Sultan was hrouglit in contact through liis trade with Mauritius When 
Sir J(din Malcolm visited Muscat on his first mission to Persia in 1800, he 
formed another Engagement (No. TT) wdth Saiyid Sultan, sti[minting for 
the strict observance of the previous tieatv and for the resid(‘nce of an 
English gentleman in an official capacity at Mus(*at. 

Saiyid Sultan bin Ahmad was killed in 1804 in a contest at sea with 
his enemies, (Ik* Atl)is and (Tawasim. T’he lights of his tw'o young sons 
weie disputed b\ th(‘ii uncles, es|KM*iall\ hy S.nvid ()ais of Sohar, wdio 
aimed at usurping the government of Oman To op[)ose their uncle’ts 
[ireteiisions the two youths [)ui themselves in the hands of their cousin 
Saiyid Badar bin Saif, who called in the W.ihhabis, and with their help 
defeated Saiyid ()ais and recovered Bandar Abbas and Hormuz, wdiich 
had been seized by the Shaikh of Qishm. The weakness resulting from 
this disjmted succession gave the Wahhabis a footing in Muscat which

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of time, and they would not he prevented for more than a qtiarter or half 
an hour from eontmuinnf their vf>yage. 

In eonseqlienee of some diseussinn regardinp^ ihe rif>ht of Saiyid Said 
to d\i1\ on noods 1 i‘ansln])]>ed in his ])oits, he issued Rules (IVo. YIJ) in 
ISRi loi ihe levy of tlie full duty of 5 pei rent, on j^’oods tianshijiped, 
hul, (‘\enjj)iinp- fiom duly sliips putting into his li;nhours fiom stress of 
wejithor, and all siores of ihe British (lovernment landed at his ]K)rts. 

In ISM Saivid Said eeded (No. VTIf) to the Bi itish Oown ihe Kuria 
Muiia islands on ilie south eoast of Arahia The islands were valuahle 
only for Ihe puano dejiosits which were found on them and which are now 
e.\hausied In 1871 a piiaiieal oiiirape was committed hv the Jaaferah 
seciion <»i llie Barn Bu All iiihe mi iwo ii-adinp vessels ai ITallaiiiyiih in 
Ihese islands, ioi whnh ihe\ wei(‘ fined (101) dollais, and a ])romise oi 
luiuie pood heha\ioui was e\a( led from iliem. 

Duiiiip the lai<‘i‘ years of his iiile the affairs oi Saiyid Said in his 
Asiatic dominions fell into much confusion, ow inp ])ariK lo his ]>iolonped 
lesnlence al Z.mzihai’, which in 1840 he made the permanent s(‘ai of his 
po\einnienl, and paillv io lh(‘ incapa(‘il\ oi the apents whom he l(‘fi at 
Mus<al, and la(leil\ oi his son Saiyid 44mwaini On mori* than one 
oiiasion his p(<w(M w.is saved onlv h\ the intervention id' ih(‘ Biiiish Oov' 
eininmil Ills (onltvsls with llie Wahhahis in 188L^ and apain in 1845 and 
IHV,? ai(' des( rihed in Rait II ol this volume In 18^18 Saiyid Said

S.n'md Said died in 1850. In 1844 he had iniimaied his desire io 
appoint his sons, Saivid ]\Iajid and Saiyid IMinwaiiu, as his successors 
111 his Afin an and Asiain donmiions lespei iively, and had ap])ointed 
them Lis (h'pnlies. Saiyid Thuwaini accoidinply sin ceeded lo ihe pov- 
erniiMMil of Musi at on his faihei’s death, and Saiyid DJajid to that of 
Zanzihar, In virtue of his succession to Oman, Sai\id Thinvuini 
claimed also feudal supremacy ovei Zanzihai, and ])iepared to 
esiahhsli his claim hy foice of arms The disunite was suhmitted to the 
aihiiiaiion of Loid (5inninp, who in 1801 dechled (No IX) that Zanzibar 
should 1)(‘ nidependeni (d Muscat, hut should jiay an annual siihsidy 
of 40,000 'jrowns.

As the oroat obstacle to the 
consolidation of Saiyid dhiiki’s jiowei and the establishment ol a ]iea(*(‘- 
ful adininistiat ion in ()nian \\as his \\an< ol tunds, it uas detmunined 
to guarantee to him the ])ayment of the subsid\, with ain'ai tioin the 
date of his succession to pow’cr; and an assuiance was conveyed to him 
in I87d that, so lon^ as he continued faithfully to obscu ve his treaty 
on;»‘a^ements and nianitest his trimidship towaids the Ibitish (loviun- 
ment, the subsidy of 40,(HH) ciowns would be paid to him annually 
dnrin<^‘ his laile. In accoidame with this onaiant(‘e, the paNinmit was 
ie^Milarl\ made and, attcM the (b‘ath ol Sai\id TiiiKi in 1S88, the sub- 
si(h was ('ontinu<*d to his siniessois alwa\s on the iiiidm sj.mdin^ and 
with the piovisos undei which it was paid to Saiyid TiiiKi. 

The j^reatm ])oition of the money thus H‘c<‘i\ed by Sai\id I’uilvi was 
Sjient in subsidising the vai lous tribes in the iiitmioi ; but the sincesslut 
raid ol Salih bin Ali showed how littb* ridianci' could b(> placed on then 
a 1 l(‘ 0 ’ian<'(*, and illustiated tin* i(*al wi'akness ol S.iiNid lurkTs authorit\ 
in Oman. Asa means of m.nnt.iinino- his [losit.ion SaiMd Tuiki s()uj>ht a 
leconciliation with his lirothei Saixid Abdul Aziz Teinis wmi* finally 
aiiaii^ed ladweeii ih(‘ biothms, and Saiyid iVbdul Aziz was peiinitted to 
proi'eed to Musi at and was associated with SaiNid Tuiki in the govern¬ 
ment of the counti\. 'Jdie ditliculties, howe\ei, with which Saiyid T'uiki 
had to contend did not disappeai with the .iirival of his biother: and 
Saiyid Ihirki, alter an ineftectual atteiujit to conduct .iltaiis unaided, 
entrusted the ^o\ei nnimit to Sai\ id Abdul Aziz timl rih iied tempoiai ily to 
(f w adar. 

Si^ns of opposition to the adminiRtiation of Saiyid Atxlul Aziz soon 
became a])]Kir(*nt : and, A\ithiii a few months of his ret ii eimoit , Saivid 
Tuiki found himself in a ])ositio!i to retuin to Miisiat. In DeiiMiibtM- 
1875, in the absence ot Sai\id Abdul Aziz, he onci' mori* took possession 
of the town aiul forts- and b\ Kebiuaiy I87(i he had completed the i e- 
establishmiMit. of his authority, Ibrahim bin (^ais alone remaininn- inde* 
jieiident at the stronghold of Itustaij. 

In 1870 Saiyid Tuiki, at the iiiAitation ot tlu' Shaikhs, sent an (‘\p(‘- 
dition to Dliufar from AA'hirh the notoiious Mo])lah usuiper, Saiyid 
Fadlil, had lately been ex]>elled by the inhabitants Tbe distiict was 
occupied by Saiyid Turki’s troops: and, although tw^o unsuccessful 
attempts wore made by the inhabitants in I8(S1 and 1888 to overthrow- 
the Sultan’s rule, it still forms part of Ins dominions.

Treaty of Commerce between Her Majesty the Queen of the United King¬ 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and Ills Highness Sultan Seid Saeed 
BIN Sultan, Imam of Muscat, —1839. 

rrc'anible —Her Majesty the Queen of the Unit.(*d Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and His Highness the Sultan of Museat and its dependencies, being 
desirous to confirm and strengthen the good understanding which now subsists 
between them, and to promote by means of a convention the commercial inter¬ 
course between their respective subjects; and His Highness the Sultan of Muscat 
being, moreover, desirous to record in a more formal manner the eiigagiunents 
entered into by His Highness on the 10th of September 1822, for tlie perjietual 
abolition of the slave trade b<*tween the dominions of His Highness and all Chris¬ 
tum nations, they have accordingly appointed as the Plenipotentiaries, that is 
to say, liobert Cogan, Esq., a Captain in the Naval Service of the East India Com- 
pany, on behalf of Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Bri¬ 
tain and Ireland, &c., cSi.c., and Hasin bin Ebrehim, and Ali bin Naser on behalf 
of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, &c., &c., who having communicated their 
full powers found to be in due and proper form, have agreed upon and concluded 
the following articles :— 

Article 1. 

The subjects of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall be at liberty to enter, 
reside in, trade with and pass with their merchandize througJi all parts of Her 
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Britannic Majesty’s dominions in Europe and in Asia, and shall enjoy in those 
dominions all the priviloj?es and advantages, with respect to commerce or other¬ 
wise, which are or may be accorded therein to the subjects or citizens of the most

Eaeh ol tin* high contracting paiti<*s 
furtln*!’ agrees to jierniit Ins own subjects to be appointed to consular ollices by 
tin* other eojdractmg party, provided always that the persons so ajipointed shall 
not begin to act without the previous ajifirobation of the sov(‘reign whose subjects 
they may be. 

The juiblic funetionari(*s of either government residing in tin* dominions of 
the other shall enjoy tin*, sann* privileges, immunities and (‘X(*mptions which aie 
enjoyed withm the same doiumions by similar j)ublic lunctionanes ol other 
countries. 


Article 4. 

f^ubjects of the dominions of His Highness the Hultan of Muscat, actually 
in the service of Britisli subjects in those doiiimions, shall enjoy the samt* pro- 
te<*tion which is granted to British subjects themselves, but if such subjects of tin; 
dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall be convicted of any crime 
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or iiifrartion of tlio law requiring punishment, they sluill he diseharged by the 
British sulqeet in whose service, they may he, and shall he deliveied over to the 
aiithorities of ITis Highness th(‘ Sultan of Muscat.

If it. shall ha]>jien that either the Queen of England or Ills Highness th(‘ Sultan 
of Muscat should he at war with another country, the subjects of Her Britannic 
Map'sty and the suhj(‘cts of His Highiu'ss the Sultan of Musiat shall n<‘verth(‘- 
lesH h(* allowed to pass sucli country thiough the dominions of either powiT with 
merchandize ol every descrijition exce]>t warlike stores, but th(‘y shall not be 
allowed to enter any ])ort or plac(‘ actually bhickaded or besieged. 

Article 14, 

Should a vessel undei tin* British flag enter a jiort in the dominions of Ilis 
Highiu'ss the Sultan of Muscat in distress, the local authorities at such ])ort shall 
afford all necessary aid to (‘uahle the vessel to T(‘fit and to jirosecute her voyage ; 
and if any such vessel should he wrecked on the coast oi the dominions of His 
Highness tlie Sultan of Muscat, the authorities of His Highness shall give all the 
assistance in their power to recover and to deliver over to the owners all the 
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property that can l)e save<l iroin such vessel The same assistance and iirotection 
shall be aftonled to vessels of the dominions of His Highness the Sultan ol Muscat, 
and property saved thereirom under similar circumstances in the ports and on 
the coast ol the British dominions. 


Article 15. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat liiTeby renews and conliims tht‘ engnge 
incuts entered into by His Highness with Great Britain on the lOth oi S(‘ptemb(u 
1822 lor the entin* siippiession of slave trade between his dominions and all (-hris- 
tiaii countries; and Ifis llighiiess further engages that the shi|)H and vessids of 
war belonging to the Bast India Company shall be allowed to give full Jorce and 
eifect to th«‘ stipulations of the said Treaty, agreeably with tin* conditions jire- 
scribed there/m, and in tin* same manner as the ships and vessels of Her Britannic 
Majesty. 


Article 16. 

It IS further acknowledged and declared by the high contracting parties that 
nothing in this Convention is intend(‘d m any way to interfere witli or rescind 
any of the rights or privileges now enjoyed by the subjects of His Highness the 
Sultan of Muscat in respect to commerce and navigation within 1 he limits of the 
East India Company’s Charter. 


Article 17. 

The firi'sent Convention shall be ratified, and the ratilications tlnT(‘of shall 
be exchanged at Muscat oi Zanzibar as soon as possible, and in any case, wuthin 
the space of fifteen mouths from the date thereof.

Aorfemevt between Her Majesty the Quern of the United Ktnodom of (treat 
Britain and Ireland and TTis Hioitness Syud Saeed bin Sih/i’an, “the 
Sul'I’an of Muscat,” for the ternimation of the Rxfort of Slaves from the 
African Dominions of TTis Highness the Sultan of Muscat— 1815 . 

Her Majesty the (^iK'en of the United Kingdom of Or<‘at Britain and Ireland 
being (^a,rm‘stly di'sirous that the expoit of slaves from the African dominions 
of Ills Highness tli(‘ Sultan of Muscat should cease, and JIis Higlim^ss tin* Sultan 
of Muscat, in debu'enei' to the wishes of Her Majesty and of the British nation, 
and in furtherance of the dictates of humanity wliitdi have luTidofore indiic(‘d 
him to enter into (mgagemont with (rreat Britain to restrict the export of slaves 
from his dominions, being willing to jmt an end to that trade and Hm Mujesty 
th»‘ Qinien of the United Kingdom of Oeat Britain and Ireland and His High¬ 
ness the Sultan of Muscat having resolved to record with due form and solemnity 
this further restriction of the exjmrt of slaves, and Her Majesty having given 
due .luthonty to (lajitain Hamertoii, Her Hejiresentative at the (.‘ourt of Hie Sul¬ 
tan of Muse<it, to conclude an agr<*eiiieiit wit.h His Highness, aiic.ordingly His 
Highru *ss Sa(‘(*d Syud bin Sultan, for himself, his heirs and suricessors, and Cap¬ 
tain llaimTton, on behalf of the (^iieen of the United Kingdom of (Inait Britain 
and Ireland, her hmrs and successors, have agreed upon and concluded the follow¬ 
ing Articles .— 


Article 1. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat here engages to prohibit, under the si'verest 
penalties, the exjiort of slaves from his African dominions, and to issue orders 
to his OtFitiers to prevent and suppress such trade. 
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Article 2. 

Ills Hipflmoss the Sultan of Muscat furtlier engages to prohibit, under the 
severest penalties, the importation of slaves from any part of Africa into his 
possessions in Asia, and to use his utmost influence with all the Chiefs of Arabia, 
tbe Red Sea, and the Persian Gulf, in like manner, to prevent tlie introduction 
of slaves from Africa into their respective territories. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat grants to tb(‘ ships of H<‘i Majesty's Navy 
as W(‘ll as to those of the East India Company, jieimission to vseize and confiscate 
any vessels, the prop(‘rty oi His Highness or of his subji'cts, carrying on slave

That the cost of materials, lan<ling charges, labour, housing, provisions, etc., 
etc., shall be ])ai(l by the British Government, who will make any orrangement 
they consider most e-onvouieiit regarding their own supplies, labour, etc., the 
Sultan of Muscat undertaking tiiat no impediment of any sort shall be thrown 
in their way in collecting them ; on the contrary, that every protection and 
assistance shall be given on his part. 

Article 3. 

That His Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall afford protection to the best 
of his ability to the lin<‘s of Telegraph, the Telegraph Stations, and tht‘ jiersons 
employed in their construction and maintenance. 

Article 4. 

Should any disagreements arise in the ])ossessions of the Sultan ol Muscat, 
situate near Arabia, between the Telegraph officials and the siibjt‘ets of His High¬ 
ness, the said disagreements shall be referred to the British Political Officer at 
Mus(ial., if they cannot be satisfactorily settled on tbe spot. 

Article 5. 

In like manniT, should any disagreements arise m the jiosseHsions of tlie Sultan 
of Muscat, situate in Mekran, between the Telegrajih officials and tin* subjects 
of His Highness, the said disagriMunents shall be referred to the Assistant British 
Political Officer at Gwadur, if they cannot be satisfactorily set tled on the sjiot.

1’his Convention, together with any supplementary Articles that may here¬ 
after thereunto be added, is to be considered dependent for coinphdion and elfect 
upon the ajiproval of the British Government.

Her Majesty the Queen of tiie United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Emjiress of India, t'olonel Edward diaries Boss, Companion of the Star of India, 
Her Britannic Majesty's Political Besideiit in the Persian Gulf; and His High- 
n<‘.ss the Sultan of Muscat in jierson ; w'ho ha«l agre<*d upon and (‘oru liidial the 
following At tides :— 


Artk’LE 1. 

The Ticaty conehidiMl lietween the British GoviTiiment. and Sultan Sc'yyid- 
biii-Sull-an of Muscat an<! Oman on t.ln* .‘>lst May, 18.‘V.) (17 Babia Ist,, 125.'')), is 
hereby cancelled and <leelar<*d void, and the jiie.smit Tns'ity, when ratified, shall 
be sulistituted for it. 


Article 2 

Subjects of TT(*r Britannic Majesty shall, for tin' ])urposes of this Treaty, include 
subjects of Native States in India in allian<*e with llei Majesty. Sucli subject 
shall enjoy, immediatelv and iineonditionallv, throughout, the dominions of His 
Highnes.s the Sultan of Mu,scat., with lespect to coinnierci*, shi])]Jing and the (‘ver- 
cise of trade, as in <*very other r(‘sjK‘ct, all the riglits, [irivihigc's, immunities, 
advantage's, and jirotection of wliat.soever nature', which are, or he'reafter maybe, 
enjoyed by, ui a,e*e*oreled to, the subjects eir citizens of the raeist favoured nation. 

They shall more* espe'cially not be liable to other or more one'.reius duties, im¬ 
posts, restrie-tions, eir obligation of whateve'r de.serijitiem, tlian the)se to which 
subjexjts or citize'iis of the most favoure'd nation iieiw^ are, eir h(‘re‘afte*r may be, 
subjected. 

Article 3. 

The two High Contracting Parties acknowledge ri'ciprocally to I'ach other tlie 
light of appointing Consuls to reside in each other’s doiuinious wherever the 
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interests of comraerco may require the j>resenre of such officers ; and such Consuls 
shall at all times be placed, in the country in which they reside, on the footing 
of the Consuls of the most favoured nations. Each of the High Contracting 
Parties further agrees to permit his own subjects to bo appointed to Consular 
Offices by the other (Contracting Party, jirovided alwyas that the person so 
a])j)ointed sliall not begin to act without the previous approbation of the Sovereign 
whose subjects they may lie. The public functionaries of either (JovtTiiment 
residing in the dominions of tin* other, shall enjoy the same j>rivilegos, immuni¬ 
ties, and ex(‘m])tioiis which arc enjoyed within the same dominions by similar 
public functionaries of other countries. 

Article 4. 

There shall be perfect freedom of commerce and navigation between the High 
(Contracfing Parties ; (‘acli shall allow the subjects of fhe of her to enter all ]»orts, 
creeks, and rivers with their vessels ami cargo<‘s, also fo fravid, n‘side, ])ursue 
comni(‘rc(‘ and trade, wdicth(‘r whoh'sah* or rid-ail, m (‘ach oth<*i's dominions, and 
therein to hire, ])iirchasc, and ])osHess hous(‘s, war(‘hous(‘s, sho])s, stores, and lands. 
British subjects shall evcrywdierc be freidy permittial, whethiu p(*rsonally or by 
agent, to liargain for, buy, barter, and sell all kinds of goods, articles of import, 
or native production, whether intended for sale within the dominions of His High¬ 
ness or for ex])ort, and to arrangi* with the ow^ner or his agerd. regarding the jiriee 
of all such goods and jiroducc without interference of any soit on the ]>art of the 
authorities of Ilis Highness. 

His Highn<‘ss the Sultan of Muscat binds himself not to allow’ or rieognisi* 
the estalilislirneut of uny kind of monojioly or (*\cliisive jirivilegc' ol txaile within 
his dominions to any (jioverninent. Association, or individual. 

Article 5. 

Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall be permitted, throughout the ilomi- 
nions of His Highness tin* Sultan, to acquire by gift, juirchasc, intestate succes¬ 
sion, or under will, or any other legal manner, land, houses, and ])r()[)(*rty of every 
dese.rqition, whether mo\eabl(‘ oi immoveable, to jiossess the same , and fn'cly 
to (lisjiose thereof by sale, barter, donation, or otherwise. 

Article 6. 

His Highness the Sultan shall be permitted to levy a duty of entry not ex¬ 
ceeding f) jicr cent, on the value of all goods and merchandise, of whatever de- 
scri})tion, imjiorted by sea from foreign eountiies into IIis Highn(‘ss\s dominions. 
This duty shall be jiaid at that ])ort in His Highness’s dominions where the goods 
are first landed, and, on jiayment thereof, such goods shall thereafter be exemjit, 
within the Sultan’s dominions, from all other custom duties or taxes, h^vied by, 
or on behalf of, the Government of IIis Highness the Sultan, by whatever names 
these may be designated, and no higher import duty shall be claimed from British 
subjects than that which is paid by subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation. 
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This duty, once jiaid, shall cover, from all other tharfi(\s on the jiart of His 
Jliglit less the Sultan, ^oods of whatever dcseri[*tion cominj^ from Foreign coun¬ 
tries hy sea, ^^hethcr tlu'se are intended for local consumj)tion oi for transmis¬ 
sion elsewhen; in bulk or otluTWise, and whether they remum in the state in wliich 
they are imported or huv(‘ Ix'en manufuctured. 

There shall, however, be exempted from jiayment of all duty the following* 

namely;— 

(1) All goods and HKTchandisc which, being deslirn'd for a foreign jiort, arc 

transh]])])cd from ()n(‘ vessel to another in any ol the ports of His 
Highness the Sultan of Muscat, or whi(‘h have been for this purpose 
jirovisionally luiuhxl atul dejiosited in any of the Sultan’s (historn- 
honses to await the arrival of a vessel in which to be r(‘-shi])p<‘d abroad. 
Hut goods and nn'rchandise so landed shall be (‘xeni])t(‘d only, ])rovided 
that the eonsigiK'e or his Agmit shall have, on tln‘ arrival of the shi]>, 
handc'd over tlu* said goods to be kept iindei Fusloms ,seak and de¬ 
clared tiieni as landed for transhipment, designating ,it tlie same tinu* 
the foreign ])oit of (h‘.stination, and also provided that the said goods 
are actually shijiped loi the said tor<‘ign ])OTt as oiiginallv deilared, 
within a jieriod not exceeding six months aftm tlnur first, landing, 
and wilhoiil having, in tin* intiuval. (hanged owncis. 

(2) All goods and mei(‘handisc which, not being consigiaxl to a poit witliin 

tJie dominions of tin* Sultan, ha\(‘ been inadvcitiMitlv landed, piovnh'd 
tiiat such goods are i(‘-shi])pcd within a month ol IxMiig so landed and 
transported abroad Should, howu*\er six h goods or iik'K handise, 
here spoken of, be optuxxl or lemoved fioiu ilii' < ustodv of the Customs 
aiiihoiities, the full duty shall then be ]»av{ibl(' on the same. 

(3) Coals, naval ]»rovisions, .stoies. .ind litlmgs, the ]U(>pcilv »)f Hei Majc'sty’s 

(u)vernnienl, landed in the dominions ol lli^ Highix'ss loi the use oi 
the shi])s ol Her Maje.stv's Navv 

(4) All gcxxls and merchandise tranship])ed oi landed lor the lejjaii ol daniagi' 

caused by str()ss ol weather oi other disasteis at sea, ]*iovidcd the, 
cargo so diseliarged shall he H'-sliippral and lakim away on board of 
the same vcss(d, or if the lattei shall havii Ixx'ii condemned, or her 
dejiarture delayed, in any other manner. 

Auticle 7. 

No article whatever shall be ])rohibit(*d from being importcxl into or exjiorted 
from tin; ti'rritories of Ills Highness the Sultan of Muscat, and no exjxjrt duties 
are to be levied on goods exjiorted ficmi those territories (‘xeept with the consent 
of the Govc'rnment of H(*r Britannic, M.ije.sty, HU(*h consemt being subject to the 
conditions that may b(‘ laid down in the notifications intimating the same. 

Aimcuifi 8. 

It is agreed and uiidersttxid by the High Contracting Bartie.s tliat., m the evcint 
ot an arrangement being entered into hereafter between Ills Highness and the 
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Powers having Treaty relations with Muscat, and to which CJreat Britain shall 
be a consenting party, whereby vessels entering the, ]»ort of Muscat shall be charged 
with shipping, tonnage, or harbour dues, such dues to be adniinistered under the 
control ol a spi'cial Bojinl for the improvement of tin* liarbour and construction 
and maintenance of lighthouses, etc. ; nothing in the alonninmtiom'd ])rovi-,ion3 
shall be (jonstrued so as to exempt British vessels from payment oi siudi sliijiping. 
harbour, or tonnage dues as may hcrealter be agreed Uj>on. 

Aktk^le 9. 

It shpll be at the option ol the British subji'ct in each cast' to pay the per¬ 
centage duties stipulated iii Article tl, either in cash, or, if the iiatuit' of llit' goods 
allows of it, in kind, by giving up an etpnvalent amount of the goods or produce. 

In the event of jiavnient being made in cash, the value of tht' mt'rchandise, 
goods, or prodiK t* on wdiich duty is to be levied, shall be lixt'tl according to the 
ready money market price ruling at the time wht'ii the duty is levied. In the 
case of loreign iinjiorts, the value shall be fixed according to tht' inaikt't ])rict' at 
Muscat, and in that of native gtiods and ])rt)duce by tht' market price at the placti 
where the merchant shall choose tt) pay the duty. 

In the event of any disjmte arising between a British subject and the (Custom¬ 
house authorities regarding tht' valut* of sutdi gootls, this shall bt* tlt'tt'rminetl by 
refeiencc to two experts, each jiaity liominating one, and tht' value so ascertaiiit'd 
shall be dt'cisivt' Shtmld, however, these exjierts luit bt* ablt' tt) agiet', tlu'y shall 
choose an umpire, whose dt*eisit)n is to be considen'd linal. 

Article 10. 

Ills Highness tlie Sultan t)l Muscat engages by thi' prt'St'iit Th'aty to prtivitle 
an I give onltus tt» Jus oHicials that the movtnnt'iit t)f gtitids in transit shall not 
be obstructed t»r tlelayetl in a vexatious manner by uimecessary Customs lormali- 
tics and Bcgulations, and that every facility will be given for tbeir traiisjiort. 

Article 11. 

British vessels entering a port in the dominions of Ills Highnt'ss the Sultan 
of Muscat, in distress, shall receive from the local authorities all necessary aid 
t(» enable them to re-victual and refit so as to proceed on their voyage. 

Should a British vessel be wrecked olf the (ioast of His Higliness’s dominions, 
the authorities of His Highness shall render all assistance in their power to the 
distressed vessel in order to save the ship, her cargo, and those on board; they 
shall also give aid and protection to jicrsons saved, and shall assist them in reach 
ing the nearest British Consulate ; they shall further take every possible care 
t-bat the, goods so recovered are safely stored, and kojit for the jiurpose of being 
haniled over to the owner. Captain, Agent of the ship, or British Consul, subject 
always to rights of salvage. 
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His Highness’s authorities shall further see that the British Consulate is at 
once informed of such disaster having occurred. 

Sliould a British vessel, wrecked on the coast of His Highness’s dominions 
he ])lan(h*red, the authorities of His Highness shall, as soon as they come to know 
ther(*(>f, nmder prompt assistance and take measures to pursue and punish the 
ro})l)ers, iind ri'cove.r the stolen projicrty. Likewise, should a vessel of His High¬ 
ness ihe Sultan of Muscat, or of one of his subjects, enter u British port in distress, 
or be wrecked off the coast of Her Majesty’s dominions, the like helj) and assist¬ 
ance shall be rendered by the British authorities. 

Article 12. 

Should sailors or others belonging to a British shi]) of war, or merchant vessel, 
desert, and take refuge on shore or on board of any of FIis Higliness’s shi|)s, the 
authoriti(‘s of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall, u})on request of a Con¬ 
sular official, or, in his absonci*, of the ('aptain of tin* shi]), take the neci'ssary 
steps in ord(‘r to have them arrested and delivered over to the (.Consular official 
or to the t’aj)tain. 

In this, however, the (/onsular officer and Captain shall render every assistance. 

Artk’lr 13. 

Subjects of Tier Brif-annic Maji'sty shall, as regards their jiersori and projierty, 
enjoy wifbin tin* dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat the rights of 
ex-teriitoriahty. 

Tin* authorities of Ills Highness the Sultan have no right to interfere in dis- 
])iites with subjects of Her Britannic, Majesty amongst themselves, or between 
them and members of other ('hristian nations ; such cjiiestions, whether of a civil 
or criminal nature, shall be decided by the competent Consular authorities. The 
trial and also tln^ punishment of all offences and (crimes of which British subjects 
may be accused within the dominions of His Highness the Sultan, also the hearing 
and settlement of all civil questions, claims, or disputes in wdiich they arc the 
defendants, is exjiressly reserved to the British Consular autlioiities and Courts, 
and r(‘moved from the jurisdiction of His Highness the Sultan. 

Should disputes arise b(*tween subjects of Ilis Highness the Sultan or other 
non-(-hristian Power, not rejiresented by C’onsuls at Muscat, and a subject of Her 
Britannic Majesty, in which the British subject is the jilaintifi or complainant, 
the matter shall be brought before and decided by the highest authority of the 
Sultan, or some jierson sjiecially delegated by him for this purpose. The proceed¬ 
ings and final decision in such a case shall not, however, be considered legal unless 
notice has been given and an opjiortunity afforded for the British Consul or his 
substitute to attend at the hearing and final decision. 

Article 14. 

Subjects of His Highness tin* Sultan, or any non-Christian nation, not repre¬ 
sented by Consuls at Muscat, who are in the regular service of British subjects 
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within the dominions of His Highness the Bultan of Muscat, shaJJ enjoy the same 
protection as British subjects themselves. 

Should they be charged with having committed a crime or serious offence 
punishable by law, they shall, on sufficient evidence being shown to justify further 
proceedings, be handed over by Jiritish einjdoyers, or by order of the British 
Consul, to the authorities of His Highness the Sultan for trial and ])unishment. 

Article 15. 

Should a subject of Her Majesty resiihng in the dominions of His Higliimssthc 
Sultan of Muscat lx; adjudicated bankrufit, the British Consul shall take jxisses- 
sion of, recover, and n;alis(i all available property and assets of sueli bankrujit, 
to be dealt with and distributed according to the 2 >rovision 8 of English Bankruptcy 
Law. 


Article 16. 

Should a subject of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat resist or evad(‘ j>ay- 
meut of the just and rightful (daims of a British subj(;et, the authorities of His 
Highness the Sultan shall afford to the British creditor every aid and facility in 
recovering the amount due to him. In like manner the British Consul shall afford 
every aid and facility to subjects of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat in recover¬ 
ing debts justly due to them from a British subject. 

Article 17. 

Should a British subject die within the dominions of His Highness the Sultan 
of Muscat, or dying clsewdicrc leave [iroperty therein, moveahh; or immov»*able, 
the British (Jonsul shall be authorised to collect, realise, and take jiossession of 
the estate of the deceased, to be disposed of according to the jirovisions of Enghsn 

law. 


Article 18. 

The houses, dwellings, wandiouses, an<l other premises of British subjects, or 
of persons actually in their regular service, within the dominions of Ills High¬ 
ness the Sultan of Muscat, shall not be, entered, or searcln;d under any jiretext, 
by the officials of His Highness without the consent of the oc(;u])ier, unless with 
the cognizance and assistance of the British Consul or his substitute. 

Article 19. 

It is hereby agreed between the two High Contracting Parties that, in the 
event of an agreement being hereafter arrived at bewteen His Highness tin* Sultan 
of Muscat and the various Powers with which His Highness shall be in Tr<‘aty 
relations, including Great Britain, which must be a consenting party, whereby 
the residents of a district or town shall, without distinction of nationahty, be 
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made flul)jcot to tlie payment of local taxes, for munieipyl and sanitary purposes, 
tJie, same to be fixed and administered by or under <be control of a special Hoard, 
notbin^T conlained in tins Treaty shall be understood so as to cximipt British rcsi* 
dents from the jiayment of such taxes. 

Article 20. 

Subjects of the two Ili^rh Oonlractmg Parties shall, within the dominions of 
P/ach oth(‘r, enjoy freedom of conscience and rdiij^ioiis tol(‘ration, the free and 
public exercise of all forms of rclij^iou, and the right, to build editiees for religious 
worship. 


Article 21. 

The stipulations of the jiresent treat.y shall be applicable to all the (.Vdonies 
and fori'ign jiossessions of Ibu* Britannic Majesty so far as the laws jiermit, except¬ 
ing to those hcrcinaft(‘r named, that is to say, exeejit. to—

Provided always that the stijnilations of the present Treaty shall be made appli¬ 
cable to anv of the above-named Colonies or foreign possi'ssions, on whose be¬ 
half notice to that ellect shall have been given by Tier Britannic Majesty’s Bo 
presentative in Muscat to His Highness the Sultan within two years from the 
date of exchangi* of the ratifications of the pre.sont treaty. 

Aritcle 22. 

Th(^ Present Treaty has been executed in (juadruplic.ate, two copies being 
written in English and two in Arabic. These are understood to be of similar 
import and signification ; in the event, however, of doubt hereafter arising as 
to the projicr interjiretation of the English or Arabic text of one (tr other of the 
Treaty stipulations, the English text shall be eonsidered deeisivi*. The Treaty 
shall come into ojieration within one month after the date when the ratifications 
may take place. 
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Article 23. 

After the lapse of twelve years from the date on whieh the Treaty shall come 
into force, and on twelve months’ notice f?iven by either })arty, this Treaty shall 
be subject to revision by Pl('ni])otentiaries a])])ointed on both sides for this pur]>ose, 
who shall be em])Owercd to decide on and adopt sucJi amendments as experience 
shall prove to be desirable. 

In witness whereof Colonel Edward (^hailes lloss, C.S.I., on behalf of Her 
Majesty the Queen of Creat IJritam and Ireland, and Empr(‘ss of India, and Ilis 
Highness Seyyid Feysal-bm-Turki, the Sultan of Muscaf, on Iiis own behalf, have 
signed the same and affixed thereto fJieir nsspective seals. 

Done at Muscat, this 19th day of March 1891, corresponding to the 8th 8haban 
of the year 1308 Hijreea.

Article I.

That the aul)jcots of the two contracting parties shall carry on a free inter¬ 
course with cac.h other’s territory for purposes of trade witliout hinderance or 
molestation. 


Article 3. 

Whenever Ru])jects of either of the two contiacting ])ar1ies remove volun¬ 
tarily from the territories of the one and take np tlndr residence in those of the 
other, no Marne shall attach i.o the ruler of the territory in whicdi they settle, and 
moieov(‘r it shall not be incumbent upon him to caiisi* them to return to their 
original country unless he thinks proper to do so.

That neit Inn of t,ln‘ two contra<*ting jrartic^s shall commit, any sort of aggres¬ 
sion iijam the terntorirs of tin* other, neitln‘r openly nor secretly, and shall not 
excite other's to do so 


Article 5. 

In the event of either of the two eontrar ting psirties pu>c(>eding to punish 
any rebellious peison among his own subjects, tin* otln‘i shall not. assist or suj)- 
jrort such rebel, eit her openly or secretly, nor shall encourage him in his rebellion 
by word or by letter. 


Article 6. 

As tin*, district id Koostak, wliicdi belongs to Syud Tlunnxxl bin Azan, is sur- 
rournled bv the territory of His Highn<‘ss Syud Saeed bin Sultan, the conimuni- 
catnm and road b(“tw(‘en t.ln* aforesanl district and the other territoii(;s of Syud 
llumorxl shall not be interrupted or closed. 

Article 7. 

In the event of an e.nemy arising against Syud llurnood and making war up<*ii 
him. Ills Highness Syud Saeed is to support him in every way to the utmost of 
his power and ability. 

These arci the condit ions upon which this engageanent has been made on both 
sidi's and with the consent of both parties, and to this the Almighty is a witness.

Gull ani reijuired, accordingly 1, Syud Svf bin Humood, (Chief of 8ohar, with a 
view to stn'iigthen the bonds ot friendship existing botwemi me and the British 
GjvernnKoit, do h<*rebv engage to prohibit the exportation of slaves fiom the 
coast of Africa and elsewlien* on board of my vessids and thosi belonging to mv 
subjects oi dependants, such |nohibition to take eflect from the 29th Riijiit 120-0,

And I do further consent, that whenever the criiizers of the British Govein- 
ment fall in with any of my visssels. or those belonging to my subjects or dejien- 
dants, suspected of being engaged in the slave trade, they may detain and seardi 
them, and in case of their finding that any of the vessels aforesaid have violated 
the eiigageimnit by the exportation of slaves from tin* coast of Afruai, or clse- 
wher<5, upon any pretext whatever, they (the Government cruizors) shall seize 
and conliscatc the same.

Nasir Khan granfiMl tho (linds ot tin* Hi’ahni nomad ti’ihes fiids in 
the rich plain of Kaolihi, on o,ondifion that tho\ supjilnil him Avifh a 
oertain ipiota, ot men at arms, H\ tho aoipiisition ol Kaolihi In* also 
acijiiiioil eontrcd over oeitain Ihilnoh tiilu's ot tho plains, and a less firm 
oonfiol ov(‘r fh(‘ Alaiii and Hugfi With the aid ol thosi* trihal oon- 
fingiMits ho exfondod his auf-lioiify t<» the sonfh-wosf oxn Maki.in. 
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Nusii Kiiai) wu^ siifct^fedeil iii 1795 |>y his sdh Alalnmul Klian, and 
1m* 111 1819 by his son Melirab Khan, in whoso ijine iho political connec¬ 
tion ol' the Jlntish Government with Kalat be^iui. 

Mehrab Khan was a well-meaning but weak luler. lie disgusted his 
(’hiel's by suirendering liimself to the influence ol one Daud Muhammad, 
a man of low extraction, for wliom he saci ificetl the hereditary minister, 
Fateh Muhammad. Daud Muhammad, hovvevei, was killed by Kateh 
Muliamuiad’s son, Naib Mulla Muhammad JIasaii, who was restored to 
the hereditary office; but lie nevei torgave the iiijui\ done to his lather 
and the misfortunes whnh subse(|uentl\ overlook Mehrab Khan weie 
due to his revenge. 

On the failure of Shah Shiija’s first alt<‘m])t to recover his dominions 
in 18dd, lie iound refuge loi a shoit time at Kalat beloie his let urn to 
lii.^eMb* at liiidhiana. When the expedition ol 1888 for the lestoration 
nf Shah Shnja was detei mined on, a llritish oHicer, lin‘ut(‘nant Ijeeidi, 
was sent to Kalat to seiuie the <’o-operation of Mehiab Khan, thiougii 
whose territories the armies had to iiiaich. ]\liilla Muhainmail Hasan, 
however, contiived to create enmit\ between the Khan and Lieutenani 
beech, who left without attaining his ob|e<*t. 98ie tH‘a<dieioiis ministei 
liiithei caused it to b<* belM‘\(‘d that the Khan had seiz(‘d stoi(‘s ol gi’ain 
wliuh had been collec>ted for the Ibitish troops, and wiote ordeis in the 
Khan’s name, but without liis knowledgi*, inciting the trib(‘s to rise and 
haiass the British arni> on its Iim* ol niaich. Sir Aiexandei BiiriM‘s was 
deputed to Kalat to allay the sujiposed hostility of the Khan and to 
negotiate a Treaty (No. I) witli liirn. 98ie treaty was signed contrarv 
t<» the secret w'lshes ol Mulla Muhammad Hasan, and the Khan agre(‘d 
to pro( (‘e<l to (Quetta to jiay his ies|>e< ts to Shah Sliiija. Sii A. Bur iies 
jiieceiled him; but on his way Mullah Miihaniniad ITasan (;au.sed him to 
be robbed of the draft treaty wdrich the Khan had signed. The belief 
that this was done at the instigation of the Khan was studiously nnpresseil 
on the British (foveinnient, and the Khan liirnself was prevented from 
going to Quetta In Mnlla Muhammad IFasaii, who frightened him into 
the belief that the British intended to make him a prisoner. The ])r*oofs 
ol the Khan’s hostility weie now apparently comjilete, and it was resolved 
to punish him when a fitting opportunity occurred. 

Accordingly, when General Wiltshire’s brigade W’as returning from 
Kabul in 1889, a detachment w^as sent to Kalat to punish tlie Khan, 
’rile iow^ii was taken on tlie b‘>th of November, Mehriah Khan fell in 
the assault, and his son Husain Khan fled. Kioin the pa]>ei‘s discovered 
in the fort the tivacheiy of Mulla Muhammad Ifasan was fully proved, 
and he was made a jriisouer. With Hie British army was one Shall 
Nawaz Khan, a youth of loin teeu, descended iii the direct male line from 
Mahabat Khan who had been deposed by Ahmad Shall. This youth and 
bis brother, Kateh Khan, had been imprisoned by Melirah Khan hut had 
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ciloctud ilioir escupe. Sliali JSawux Kiiun was tstd- up by tbo Jiiiiihli 
(ioverinneui an Kliau ol Kiilai, but the pioviuces oi Saruwau auil Kaoli 
(iandawa weio aiiae^ed U» ilie doii)Hii()ii.s ol tlie luler ol Kabul. 

Shortly alter the aecessioii ot Shab Nawaz Khan, a revolutioji broke 
out, headed by Mebrab Khau’.s son ilusain Kban, who Jiad assumed the 
uame ot Nasir Khan. Shab Nawaz Khan was deposed, tbe Britisb repre¬ 
sentative at Kalat w’as niuideied, and there was open w^ar between Nasii 
Khan and the British (iovei nnient. As the only means ol quieting’ the 
country and doing tai’dy justice to the memory ol tbe unlortunate jMebrab 
Klian, the Jliitish Goverirmeiit leverseil its policy, established Nasri 
Khan in power, and lestoied to Jnm the districts wlindi bad been annexed 
to Kabul. A Treaty (No. 11) w'as (ioncluded with bim in 1841, the main 
lt‘ature (d which was thal it lecogniseil Kalat as a dependency id Kabul. 

Alter the withdrawal of the Britisb arm\ liom Kabul, this Tieaty 
became a dead lettei In I81L^ a proposal was made to conclmle a 
supplemental^ tieaty, b> whu h pe<*unia!y aid should be substitutetl i'oi 
mihlaiy sup[)oit to the Khan; but this suggestion was md acted upon 
In I854j however, when wai between l<]ngland and Kiissia wars thieattmed, 
and it became id importance to strengthen Biitish inlluence on tbe western 
iiontiei, a mwv 4Teaty (No. Ill) was concluded with the Khan. This 
abrogated the 'rreat.y ol 1811, and leiiewi'd the obligations ol the Khan 
to oppose all enmuies ot the lliitish (loviMiiment, to aet in subordination 
lo the llritish (lover nmeiit. to entei into no negot lat ions with othiu’ sta,tes 
without their consent, and to receive^ Biitish tioops into his counti} il 
such a measure should bt‘ deemed ne<'essai\ ; while tbe Biitisb (iovein- 
nient granted the Khan an annual subsidy td Ks. 50,000 on condition 
that he jiievented his subjects liom committing outrages within oi 
near British teriitoiy, jiudected merchants, and permitted no r‘\actions 
on trade beyond certain specilied duties. 

Nasir Khan died in 1857, bis death being generally believed to bave 
b(*en caused by poison There wme three (daimants for the succession, 
Azim Khan, brothei ol Midirab Khan, his son of the same name, and 
Khudadad Khan, his hali-budher Khirdadad Khan was selected by the 
('hiefs of the country, but soon qrrair-elled with them. He also had to 
contemi against the jneteiisions ol Fateh Khan, brother ol the British 
nominee Shah Nawaz Kban, who was suj)])orted by Azad Kban of 
Kharan Brrt for the countenance and support of tbe Britisb (loveimment 
Khudadad Kban could not bave marntained himself in power. In 1851) 
the British (Toveiiimerit gave bim Bs. 50,000 in addition to tbe subsnh 
paid under tbe Tieaty, to enable him to strengthen bis hands and meet 
the coat of reducing tbe rebellious Marri tribe, who hail harassed the 
British frontier. This additional grant was paid for’ four successive 
years, but little good resulted from it. Tbe leading Obiefs of Kalat 
conspired against Khudadad Khan, and in March 18G3 prordaimed his 
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cousin Sherdil Klian a.s tlioir lulcr. The town and the fort of Kalat 
wore surrendered to the rebels without a show of deIVnee, and Khudadad 
Khan retired to Nasirabad in Kachhi. Sherdil Khan was murdered by 
his own guards in May J8(;4, ajid Kliiidadad Khan was re-elected Chief 
of the State. He was lecoonised l)y the Hj'itjsh (iovernnient as Klian of 
Kalat, and the payirieni of the subsidy of l{s. 50,000 under the Tieaty of 
1H54, which bad be»*n suspended durino Ihe disi in fiances in Ibi* country, 
was renewed. 

In J8()2 the Khan of Kalat siom»d an A<>rf‘emeiit (No, Vf) hy winch 
the houndary hehveiMi Sind and Kalat was dcHiicd. A |)oiiion ol tins 
houndary, on the border of ilie Shikaipur distiii't, was ior some years 
disputed, but W'as finally seflbal in ISS7 b\ an oid<M ol lh(‘ (bivenmuMit 
of India. 

In l<S(i7 tile Jluler of Kalat was giaided a j)(*rmanent salute of 10 
guns. 

The Telegraph Agreemenis made, dnecilv oi indn(‘f11y, wilb the 
Khan of Kalat in 1801 (No. JV), I8(;2 (No. Y), ISbd (No.’vil), 1800 
(No VITl) and 1870 (No. XI), as well as fbose made with certain 
tOind's of Peisiuu Hahicliistan in I8()0 (Nos. IX and X), are meiilioned 
under a later beading {Makran Trlcf/Hiph Lntr, (j. r ). 

Q^be history of Kalat alter Ihe resloralion of Khudadad Khan w’as 
marked by constant conflicts betw(*en tin* Khan and Ins luiluilent subjects, 
^fa] Muhammad Khan, the Chief ol the dlialawan cnuiiliy, was taken 
prisoner and placed in confinement, wIkmi^ h(‘ soon alterwards diiul : and 
till' Jam of Las Bela wais forced to take lefuge in llritish teiriton. Hut 
in 1871 a combination (4* the Hrabui (Jiiids (‘iidiul in ojien ridiiilHoii. 
The causes of their discontent w(*ie alleg(*d to bt* the resiini[)tion by the 
Khan of their hereditary lands and the int iodiict ion of changes wdiich 
dejirived them of their due share in tin* administration. Finding himself 
unable to coerce bis subjects, the Khan asked lor Hritish aid and dele¬ 
gated to th(‘ Commissioner in Sind lull jioweis to mediate a settlement. 
Idle malcontents weie summoned to Jacobabad, and an ariangenient 
was effected by wbich the Khan consented to restore to the Sardars their 
confiscated lands; to grant them the allowances customary in the time 
of Nasir Khan II; and to allow them to lise on their estates so long as 
they ])nid him projier allegiance. They, on the ollim hand, were to 
restore all property plundeied durijig then nJiellion, the Khan consent¬ 
ing to foiego all claims in regaid to his own jirojierty. The ojiportunity 
was taken to impress upon the Sardars the duty of obedience to the 
legitimate authority of the Khan, and to wain the Khan that high¬ 
handed interference with the rights of his subjeids would not be 
countiMianced. 

Tliese aiTangements, however, weie distasteful to t,h(‘ Khun, who 
resented the part taken in jiiomoting them by his minister the Shahgasi

VVali Miihanimad Khan. Ho then ranie undor Iho iiiiluenoo of nnwoHliy 
favourites, and quarrelled with Wali Muhammad: and it was not until 
the Tolitical Agent, whose appointment had been revived after remaining 
in abeyance since 1864, was oti Ibe point of leaving Kalat, that ho c*on- 
sented to restore the ministei to Ins former position and dismiss Ihe 
favourites. Finding his efforts to procure the re(‘all of these men un¬ 
availing, the Khan ceased to look after his administration, and took no 
steps to remedy the disorder which jirevailed in lais llela, or to comjien- 
sale merchants for tin* jdnndei of Iheir caiavans. 'riiis led lo lht‘ (hqiar- 
ture of ihe Political Agent, a(‘compani(Ml by VVali Muhammad, from Kalat 
terrilory in 1873, and io tlie w ithholding (d Ihe ])a\meiil oi lln‘ annual 
subsidy uiidei llie leinis of the 'rnnity of 1854. MMn* Khan was also 
infoimed tliat his ohhgations under the 3beal v to protect tiade and si*cure 
the peace of the frontnu' ri'inained unaltmed , but that, in the event of 
disturbances occurring on the frontier, the Jlritish (loverjimmit would 
be compelled to lake their own nnuisures for pieseiviiig order. 

JDuiing the rebellion against the Khan the attitude of the Marri 
and llugti vas uinertain: at its close an attack, said to liave been 
instigated by the Khan, was made by the Brahui on the section of the 
Marri to vhich the piotection of the Ihdaii Pass had lieen eiiti listed. 
The Marri retaliated bv plundering caravans, and a state of chronic 
disorder ensued. In these carcumstaruies the Khan was informed that, 
until In* showed both willingness and ability to put an i>nd to plundering 
and outrages near the British frontier, tin* (iov(*rnnienl of India would 
lake their own mcasines to piotect their territoiies and subj(*cts. Subjec ts 
of Kalat committing ofl'ences in British territory, if apprehended there, 
would receive the utmost penalty of the law. and, if they succeeded in 
escaping into Kalat, they would be followed and punished. At length 
the state of anarchy jiievailing on the fiontier becaiin* so intolerabb* 
that the (Government of India decided to depute a special agent to (‘fleet, 
if jxissible, some settlement betwu*(*n the Khan and his Saidars. (kiptain 
Sandemaii, the officer seh*cted for this duty, convinced himself, during 
his first mission in 1875, that a modus virvndi could be arrang(*d b(‘twoen 
the contending parties through the mediation of the British txovernment. 
The result of his labours was considered so fur satisfactory that in the 
spring of the following yeai he was again disputed to Baluchistan; and 
at a Harbar held at Mastung in July 1876 he effected a formal reconci¬ 
liation between the Khan and the leading Brahui Chiefs, the Balueh 
(Jhiefs being absent. 

In December of the same year the Khan met the Viceroy at Jacobabid, 
and a new Treaty (No. XTT) was concluded on Ihe 8tli of lhat monih. 
It re-affirmed the engagemf*nts made in 1854; and provided, among oilier 
tilings, for the location of troojis in, and the cnnstriiciion of railway and 
telegraph lines through, Kalat territory; political officers, with suitable 
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eticoiU, weie to be posted in tbe Kliuu's dominions; and the British 
(ioveriijijeut undertook to pii;y the Khan an annual subsidy of one lakii 
of rupees, which was to be supplemented by a eontnl)ution ol Us. 20,500 
a year for the development of traffic on the tiade routes running through 
Ills country. This tieaty was the foundation of the Baluchistan Agency. 
On the 21st February 1877 Majoi Sandeman was appointed Agent to tlie 
Oovernoi-(ieni*ral, his hejuhjuarters iveie fixed at (Quetta and British 
(loops weie cantoned at Quetta and Mitri. 

During the Alghan War Khudadad Khan loyally acted up to his 
cngag(‘inents, and proved liis w'lllingness to assist the Biitish Ooveriitnenl 
by all means in Ins power. 

In 1880 the Khan inadc^ over to Iht British (ifovernnient with full 
jiii isdudion (No. \IJlj tli* lands on which the Kandahar State Bail way 
iiad been constiucted. 

In 1870 if, had b(‘en arranged that Ihe distiict iinniediately surrouinl- 
ing (iu(‘ila, ^hould be adminislcred by Biifish o'tHceis, any surjilus 
r<‘veini(‘ being made ov<‘i to tlie Khan. In 1883 a tiesh Agreement (N > 
\l\) Mas entered into, by which Khudadad Khan agreed to lease the 
tincifa Niabat to the Bnlish Oovernment foi an annual lent ot 
Its 2o,000 ; and at th(‘ same time, in consideiation of a \<*arly jiayment 
<d Us. do,000, he surrendeH‘d his right lo colb** t tolls on the tra<le 
passing through the Bolan Bass. 

In 180d (ertain murdeis were committed at Bhag in Kalat territory, 
lor which Khudadad Klian was found to be responsible. The Khan 
himself asked the (iovernm<*nt ol India to u<*cept Ins resignation and to 
ie*ognise Malimud Khan as his su* cessor. The Government of India, 
Mlnle holding that Khudadad Klian's *‘oiiduet would justify his deposi¬ 
tion, d**cided, in cousiderafion ot the fact that he had been an ully of the 
Biitish Government foi many years, and in deference to Ins position and 
rank, to accept his alxlication. Kfiudadad Khan ac,**ordingly abdi(‘.ate<i 
III l8J)d III favour of Jiis eldest son the jueseiit Khan Mahmud Khan, 
boi 11 in bSbd He was installed hy the Agent to the Governor-General 
on the loth Noveinlier 1803. He enjoys a personal salute of 21 guns. 

In 1894 the Khan of Kalat ceded (No. XX) full jurisdiction over the 
lands required for the Mushkaf-Bolan Railway. 

TJie frontlei lietween Kalat and Persia from the sea to Kuhak had 
been settled, but not demarcated, by an Anglo-Persian Cominission in 
1872. Jn 1890 a joint British and Persian (Commission, wliicli had been 
a])p()iuled to decide upon and deniaicate the Perso-Baluch boundary 
fioni Kuhak to Koh-i-Malik Siali, surveyed and demarcated (No. XXll,) 
part of the boundary northward from Kuliak. 11 boundary pillars were 
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"set up; but the Persian Government failed to send a surveyor to worlf 
with the British surveyor, and the boundary uortl) of pillar No. 11 was 
not actually marked out on the ground, but was niendy deseribed and 
marked on the existing maps, which were subsequently found to be 
inaccurate. Some tension afterwards resulted, particularly regarding 
the possession of IMiijawa; and i< was de('rded thal Uie undemai‘(‘ated 
boundary should be marked oul by a joint Anglo-l^ersian (Vuumission. 
Later, it was decided to dispense with any actual delimitation, ])rovided 
that a suitable arrangement could he eonoludecl with tlie Peisian Govern¬ 
ment: and in May 1905 an Anglo-Persian Agreement (No. XXX) was 
signed, under wdiich Great Britain withdrew the claim to Mirjawa, while* 
<he IVrsiau Government umlertook to permit the British post at Padalia 
to procure w'ater from the Mirjawa side, and due ])iovisioii was made 
for supplies for the iicighhouring British jiosts. lu consideration ol 
this settlement, tlie two Governments agreed to iibandon the further 
examination of the boundary by a joint commission. 

In 1899 the Khaii transferred the Nnshki district and Niahat in 
jierpetuity to tlie Government of India in consideration of an annual 
(|uit-rent of Bs. 9,000 (No. XX VT); and in 1908 he similarly trails foiled 
the Niahat of Nasirabad, imduding the Manjnti lands, for a quit-rent of 
lls. 1,17,500 (No. XXVIIT). 

Full jurisdiction ovei the lands leijuired U>i the Nusliki Itailway 
was ceded (No. XXIX) by the Khan in 1908. 

The administration of Kalat ])io])er, oi the Kliaii of Kalat’s Niabals, 
is now in the hands of a Wnzii-i-Azam, whose services are placed at tin* 
disposal of the Khan by the Government of India, ami the Khan enjoy>- 
.1 civil list of Its. 8,50,000 pei annum. 'Phe administration of the tribal 
urea has passed into the hands of (he Political Agent; hut evci\ midcav- 
our is made to encourage I he Sardais to manage then own tribes. 

In 1917 the Khan agreed to the regularization ol the finances of the 
State. An Audit Office was established, and all revenue is paid into tin* 
State Treasury: payments can only be made in accordance with the* 
sanctioned budget which, after being sanctioned liy the Khan, is n])pro\fMl 
by the Agent to the Governor-General, who appoints the* Audit Office*! 
and his staff. 

Tn 1927 ihe Khan issued a decree abolishing slaveiy Ihmnghonf his 
dominions. 

According to estimates made in 1921 the area of Kalat, inc’lnding 
Kharan and Makran, is 73,278 square miles, and the ])opnlation 328,281. 
The revenue has in recent years amounted to between Hi and 17 lakhs 
of rupees, inclusive of the payments made to the Khan by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

The military forces of Kalat c'onsist ( 1920) of 154 Gavaliy, n<S Tnfaritrv 
and 20 Artillery men, with 12 serviceable and 23 unserviceable gnus. 
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2. Makran. 

Britisli MaKraii, tlio South Western Province of Kalat State, is divid¬ 
ed into two districts, Panjf^ur which consists of the valleys of the Gichk 
and Pakhshan llivers, and Kech which consists of the valleys of the 
Kech and Nihiiijj' Itivers, Kolwa and the coastal tract. 

The Gichkis, the ruliiif^ family in British Makran, are reputed to he 
of Ita jput ori^-in. They orifrinally settled in the Gichk valley and from 
that base f»ained control of the whole of Panjpfur. Early in the 
ei^^hteenth century a younger hrancli succeeded in ousting the Buledas, 
wIjo then ruled ovei Kecdij -and established themselves there. 

About 1750 TVasii' Klian 1, after more than mie expedition to Makian, 
extra(l(‘d from boili families of Gichkis an agreiunent whcTcby he under¬ 
took lo ])ro<ect them from e\t(‘rnal aggiession and internal dissension in 
return Ibr half (he land revenue of the countiv. Tlie Gichkis shook olV 
th(‘ Kalat yoke in the time of Mahmud Khan, but bis successor Mehrab 
Khan le-esiablished his rule over them. 

Th(* Khan of Kalal freijmmtly sebuded a Gichki as his Naib in Kech 
and Ihinjgur, but occasionally sent a Naib from a Brahui Sardarkhel; 
for instance Eaijir Muhammad, Bizanjo, who maintained peace in Kech 
for over f‘{() yi'ais. Dining this time Panjgur was ravaged by intei- 
iiecine strife between Mil's Gajiari and Isa, claimants to the Sardari of 
Panjgur, whom the Khan favoured in turn. 

At the signing of the Treaty of 1870 (N<i. XTI) at Tacobabad, Lord 
li\tton |)roinised the Khan that Colonel Sandeman should ju'oceed to 
Makian to sefth* the countiy. 'Phe Second Afghan AVar, ho\\(*v(‘i, 
inici veiled, and (kilonel Sandiunan was not abb* to visit Makian till 1<S84, 
by \\hich time Eaijii Muhammad was dead, and Kech was in as disturbed 
a state as Pan|gur. 

'Phe Governimmt of India then decided to undertake only the mini¬ 
mum of commitments in Makian. tn 1800 the services of a Hindu 
ollicial weie lent to tin* Khan as Nazim of Makran. The Khan himself 
went to Makran to instal the Nazim, but within two years the country 
had lisen. The rising, which Avas headed by Mir Mehiab Khan, half- 
biother of Sardar Shell TTmar, son of Sardar Mir Baian of Kech, needed 
a column of all arms for its suppression. The rebels were defeated at 
Gokhprosht, and Mehrab Khan fled across the border. vSardar Rheh 
Pmar and his cousin Abdul Karim, Naib of Kech, remained loyal to 
the llritish Government. 


The Government of India then decided that a new Nazim should be 
selected, .who should not take a direct hand in the collection of revenue, 
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l)ut should see tlmi the Naibs did their duty, and should keep the Khan 
iiitornied of wind went f)ii in tlie rountry. The Loeal Administration 
was at the same time enjoined not to interfere in the details of the 
administration of Makran. 

The possibility of adhering to these prohibitions was in any case 
doubtful; but the elioice of the new Nazim made such a course impossible. 
Mir Mehrullah Khan, uncle of the Ilaisani Sardar, was the man selected. 
Described as the stiongest man in Ihiluchistan, he had recently headed 
a demonstration against the British Government in Sarawan, and was 
at the Lead of a faction of Sajdars who claimed to be independent of the 
Khan. lie sooti crcafed an autocracy entirely independent of the Khan 
exc'ept for fijiancial sn])poit: an autocracy in which the rightful Sardar 
Slieh T^mar was pnsh(‘d on om* side in favour of his disloyal half-brother 
Mir Mehrab Khan, who had headed the reccjit lising. 

In lfH)4 till* IMakran L<‘v\ (/V)^psA^as raised, and an Assistant Jhditical 
Agent, who Avas (w-officio Oommandant of the Corps, was stationed in 
Panjgnr. llis duties wane (onfimMl to frontier affairs and the control of 
the (V)rps, and the Nazim continued to rule Makran nominally on behalf 
of the Khan. 

In lbl7 Mir Melnulhili Khan retired and the post of Nazim 
was held b\ Indian Oflicials lent to the Kalat State until 1922, when the 
Khan of Kalat’s bioiher Naw’ab Bahadur Mil Azam Jan was sent to rule 
the countiy on belialt of tlie Khan. 'Phis ex])eiiment proving unsuccess¬ 
ful, a Nail) AVazir Avas apj)ointed to take (diarge ot Makran under the 
AVazir-i-Azam. Tlie ix'culmr status of the Gichkis A\as provided for by 
])lacing them under the Assistant Political Agent who is also in control 
of the fiontier. 

'Pile ai(*a of Makian is estimated at 2d,2b9 sipiare miles. The popu¬ 
lation, acM'oiding to tlie Census of 1921, is 71,8()0: and the revenue, in 
lJI2()-27, showed a surplus of Bs 75,791. 

l*rr'^<)~Kahtl Froiifirr. 'Pho construction of the Tndo-lhiro])ean Tele- 
giajih Iiin<‘ ne(*essitated tlic <l(diningof jclaMoiisliijis Avith the j>etty (9iiefs 
Avho then dominati'd the country to the west of Kecdi. Dissensions 
among these (diiefs and their laids on Ihusian tei i itory alforded Persia 
o|)])ortunities, which she was not sIoav to seize, of extending her frontier 
to tfie eastw^ard until she had not only exacted tribute from the whole 
of Alakran Ave.st of Kech, ex<*e]>t a portion of the sea coast about 
(9mhl)ar and GvAnidar, but had asserted claims of sovereignty over Kech 
and its dependencies, Avhich Avere under the authority of the Khan of 
Kalat. 

The* British Governimuit, having treaty relations with Kalat, could 
not view Avdth indifference the threats of aggression Avbieh were constantly 
held oAM'r the Khan’s subjei ts in Keidi, and the expediimcy of jiutting a 
stop to these proceedings on the part of the Persian frontier authorities 
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was impressed on tlie minister of the »^hah. A proposal was then made 
liy the Shah that the boundaries between Persia and Kalat should bo 
defined by (Commissioners (m the part oi Knpjand, Persia and Kalat. 
To this tlie British Government assented, and the frontier from the sea 
at (jv\attui Bay fo Kiihah was settled, but not demareat(*d, by a Fiontiei 
(’onnnission whose award was aeoepted by the Shah in bSTl. Aeeordiuji 
to this Panjjrur and Ibirom and their dependencies, with Kuhak, Boleda, 
inchidinfr Zamiian, and tlieii depemlencj'es, Mand, including 'rump, 
Xasirabad, Keeh and all districts, dehs, and dependences to the east- 
w^ar«l, and Dasht witli its dependencies as far as the sew, were declared 
to be beyond the Persian frontier. 

(Jlaims were afteiwaids put foiward b\ Piusia to the small district of 
Kuhak below the frontier districts of Talk and Kalagan on the Peisian 
side Without. ])ionouncing‘ any opinion as to v\heihei Kuhak was l*ei- 
sian teiiitory oi not, the British (]to\ernment agn‘(‘d that the boundaiy 
line of Kalat should be diawn to the east ol Kuhak. Kuhak was ociaipied 
l>v the JVrsians in May 1874, and was toimally included in Piu’sia. in 
bSJh) by the ]*erso-Balneh Boundary (Vunimssion Agieeineiit (No XXll) 

In 1902 a joint Tirga of Sardars of Bntish and IVisian Baluchistan 
agreed to adojit* certain ineasuies foi the jieiiodical sidtlenient of border 
cases. Among othei jirovisions it was agre<‘d that then* should be an 
annual meeting on the bordei between the Nazim and the Deputy 
(loveinoi of Bampui. At the sann* time the* (iom*i noi-General of 
Kerman undt*rtoolvt to do all in his powei to <‘li(‘ck tln^ traffic in aims 
through Persian Baluchistan. 

As the lesult of tin* vi\Umic thus established tin* Political Agent, with 
an <*scoit consisting of eight British officers and oOO men <d all arms, 
a<‘companied the P(*rsian Gov(*rnoi on a man h thiough Peisian Balu- 
'•histan and assisted in destroying several foils which had affoided 
asylum to raiders. 

Persian contiol ot the province of Peisian Balucliistan ceased in 190S, 
and the 'Gov(*rnorship of Bampur was usurped by an adventurer, Mir 
Bahram Khan, Baranzai. The fioiitier enfento came to an end and 
raids into British Makran became frequent. 

In 1915 Mir Bahram Khan invaded British territory with 1,400 men 
and 2 guns which he had taken from the Persians. His force w'as to- 
pulsed from Mand Post by its garrison of 30 men of the Makran Bevy 
Corps, though the post was several times set on fire by bursting shells

In 
January 1802 a similar Agreeimuit (No. V) was made with Mir Fakir 
Muhammad, at that time the Khan ol Xalai’s Naib in Kech, for the 
protection of the line from J\almal to (jwadar. These agreements 

were made with tlie knowleilge and consent of flu* Xhan of Kalat, 
and were apjiroved by the (j}o\einment of India in August 1802. 

At the same time it was proposed that an agreement should be 

made with the Khan of Kalat setting forth that, in consideration of the 

sum of Its. 10,000 lieing annually paid into the hands of tlie Political 
Agent at Kalat, to be disbuised by liim to the Jam of Las llela (Ks. 10,000) 
and to the Naib of Kech (Us. 0,000) for the protection of the line of 
telegra[)h, the Khan would undertake to do all in his power to maintain 
the line. Subsequently an Agreement (No. VIT) dal(*d the 20th February 
1800 was concluded with the Khan, whereby, in return for an annual 
subsidy of Us. 5,000, he umbutook the prot(‘ction of the line between the 

w’estern boundars of the juovime under tlu' iul(‘ of tin* Jam of JiUs Ihda 

and th(' eastein boundai\ ol jb<‘ (iwadar ten itory. Fnder aiticle 0 of 
the agreiMiient the Khan was lo suggest in wlial juopoilions lie wished 
the Political Agent to di-xtribute th<‘ sum to the various (Oiiids to whom 
he would entrust the conservation of the line fn May 18()3, however, 
it was oider(‘d thal, as K,ibi( ua'> in tin* hands ot tb(‘ i(‘Volted Ualm his 
the engagmnont should be considmed in abcwaiu'e. Tn tlu* same month 
the (lovernment of India sanctioned the inciease of the Jam’s subsidy 
to Us. 15,000. 

In Decembei I8()3 it w'as ih^'ided that the Naib of Kecli’s subsidy 
under flu* agrc'ement f)f Tanu.iry 1802 shoubl be fixed at Us. o,000 a 
year, and that Us. 1,000 a yeai should be gianted to Uahram Khan of 
J*asui for the proteition of the line through Pasni. 

In 1800, in continuation of the Agreement of 1802, another was made 
with the Nail) of Kech (No VllT), whereby, in return tor a subsidy of 
Us. 1,500 a year, he uiideito(d< on behalt of himself and Mir Tlhaian, 
Gi<*hki, Ihe ])roicction of the line fiom (rwadar lo the IPihu lioundary. 
’file cost of the line riders was to be deducteil from tlu* subsidy by the 
telegraph sujierintendent. 

In the same year Jam Mir Khan, then ruler of Las Bela, rebelled 
against the Khan and was defeated ; his country lapsed to the Khan and 
the subsidy of Us. 15,000, as \vell as the conditions for the protection of 
the line, w’^ere also transferred to him. In August 1870, owing to the

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diflBculiy experienced in protecting tlie line from Kalat, the Khan agreed 
(No. XT) to pay I{h. (),(;()() a year 1o ilie Telegiaph Department io arrange 
for giiurdvS, etc*. He also consenicHl to allow the c.r-Jam of Las Bela 
Its. 8,000 a year so long as Ihe lailei remained under Biilish ])rote(*1ion. 
The halance of Bs. 100 onl of Ihe .subsidy of Bs. ir),000 Mas retained 
by ihe Khan. 'Tliis ai i inigemeni look elTeet from the 1st flan nary 1870. 
Siibse(|iiently, in 1877, IMir Khan was alloM^ed io return to Las Bela, 
and it Mas decided in Xovernbei* of that year to revert to the terms of 
Ihe agreement of 1801, and to pay the Avhole amount of Bs. 15,000 to the 
dam direct. 

Tn 1881 an annual subsidy of Bs. 480 M’as granted to Mir Mandu, the 
Chief of Chahhai* in Kolwa, bill no agieemeni Mias taken from him. 
Befoie that time the Jam of Las Bela ajipears to have jiaid this amount 
to the (Oiief out of his OM’n subsidy, foi the jirotection of tin* line near 
Orniara. On Mn ^laiidu’s d(*alh in 1888 it M^as (*ontniued to his son, 
NTir Yai ^luhammad The subside is mny ])aid to Mil Dui Muhammad 
Bizanjo of Chahbar (Its ‘L4)) and Saidar Siddicj of (Oiahbar (Bs 1(»0). 

In fluly 1801 it Mas decided to pay the Ke(*h subsidus through the 
admlnistial ive officer of K(‘ch-Makran. After Fakir Muliammad’s death 
the sums had been e(|uallv divided belMC'cn Sardai Bhai Khan and 
Shahdad, less Bs. 1,080, Mhich ha<I beem paid by the OTdegraph Depart¬ 
ment to the line guaids. In 1805 a similar arrangement M*as made 
whereby the B.isni and (Omhbai subsidi(‘s mmuc to be disbuised to the 
Chiefs thi’ough th(' Political Ai»ent, South(*in Baluchistan. This system 
having proved unsucces.-'ful, it Mas decided in Turn' 18!)0 to ievert to 
the method by Mhich the Ivcch, Pasni and Chahbai subsidu's mcmc paid 
diiect- to th('(Oiiefs by ihe I’msian Oulf Ikdegiaph I)(‘])aitment. At that 
hme the Kech subsidy uas sinned by Saidar Slndi ITmai, Oichki, and

In Septmnber 1004 the Director of' Uersian Gulf Telegraphs was 
ajuiointed an Assistant to the Jhditical Agmit, Kalat, and a Justice of 
the Deace within the liniiis ol Kalat and Las Bela, with powers to com¬ 
mit European British subjects to the (Jhief (/Oiiit of the Dunjab. 


3. Las Beia. 

The State of Las Bida lies on tlie southern coast of Baluchistan. 
It IS bounded on th(‘ noith by the Jhalawan division of Kalat, on the 
south by the Aiabian Sea, on the east by tin* Kirthar lange wliich 
separates it I'lom Sind, and on the west by the llala olfshoot of the J*ab 
range. Its early history is wrapjied in obscurity, but the army of 
Alexander the Great appears to have marclied tliiough the southern part 
ot the State in 325 B. C Fn the seventh century its ruler seems to have 
been a Buddhist priest but latei Buddhism gave place to Islam. Little 
is knowui about the succeeding peiiod, but Chiefs of the Gujar, Uun jha, 
Gunga and Burfat tribes, which aie still to be found in Las Bela, are 
said to have exercised a semi-independent sway ])ievious to the rise of 
the Aliani fuinily of the Jamot tribe ol Kureslii Arabs, to which the 
jireseiit ruling Chief, known as the Jam, belongs. 

The first Chief of the line, Ali Khan I, surnamed Katluiria, estab¬ 
lished himself about 1742, and was succeeded by Ghulam Shah about 
17G5. lie was succeeded in 1776 by Mir Khan 1, and he by Ali Khan 
II in 1818. 

The Jams appear to have held the province on some kind of tenur# 
from the Khans of Kalat, the original conditiona of which were that the 
Jam should acknowledge the supremacy of the Khan and maintain a 
body of troops for service when required.

The Jam still acknowledges the Khan of Kalat as his suzerain: and 
the Jam of the clay (Mil Ivijaii 11) signed the Mastung Convention as a 
Kalat Sardar and voted in the Jirga whieh recommended the deposition 
of Khan Khudadad Khan. 

Mir Khan II, who succeeded Ali Klian II about 18d0, several times 
endeavoured to tlu’ow oil' alh^giance to Kalat and make hijiiself indepen¬ 
dent. The last ocicasion was in J8(>8, ivhen the Jhaliawan Jiiahuis, wilh 
Ins connivance, laid waste the Khan of KalaCs territoiies. On this 
occasion ho appro])ilated the levenues of two State villages, and 
threatened to renew hostilities witii the Khan. TJie latter tooh the ini¬ 
tiative and sent a force against tlie Jam, who sought refuge in Jlritish 
territoiy. At the instan(‘e of the Jlritish (ioveinment the Klian allowed 
him an income ol Its. 8,()()() a \cai, on eondition that he remained wilhin 
Ihe Uiitish borders and abstained fiom intriguing in the ahaiis of Kalat. 
IJiis aIlov\ance the Jam d(*elined to receive. He lived for a time at 
Kaiachi, but as lie still continued to foment lebcdlion in Kalat and to 
licdd ti(‘asonabIe coriesjiondeiice with the* subjects of the Khan, he wuis 
dejiorted to Hyderabad (Sind), and thence to Coona. In 1874 bis son, 
All Khan, escapcul fioni ITydeiabad, wIkmc he* was under suiveillance, 
and ]'eturn(‘d to llela, which he ruled for the ne\t three \eais. In 1877 
Mir Khan II w'as jiardoned and lestoicnl to liis ioiinei position Aftei 
his restoration he ((uariellcnl with his son All Khan, who was dejiorted 
fiom Hela and detaimul undew simeillaiice at Sibi till hisfaibei’s cb‘atli. 
Mil Khan JI died in January 1888 The succession was disputcul; but 
eventually Ali Khan ^vas acknowledgcul and installed in January 1881), 
on certain conditions (JN'o. XYJII). All Khan III died in January I8l)t) 
and Avas succeeded by his eldest son Kamal Khan, who was foinially 
installed in Ma> of tin' same }eai Kamal Khan on his acc(‘SSion sub¬ 
scribed to c-ertain conditions (JSo. XXI11), the most imjioitant of which 
W'as tlie stipulation that, foi five yeais at least after his accession, he 
would delc‘gate all poweisof administration to the Wazir selected by the 
Uovernment of India. In IbOI these c'cmditions weie modified (No. 
K.WII); but the Jam was still it*()uired to employ a Wazir approved 
by the Agent to the (iovernor-General, and to act in accordance wdth his 
advK'.c. 

Kamal Khan wuis permitted to resign in 1921 ow ing to a quarrel with 
th(‘ Mcuigals eauvsed by his divoicing his Mengal wife. lie was succ.ceded 
by 1 MS eldest son the piesent Jam (jhulam Muhammad, on whose behalf 
the State w as at first managed by a Wazir. In 1920 he was invested with 
extended powders on signing an Agreement (No. XXXII) re-afiirming the 
undertakings given by his predecessors. 

The area of Las Hela is 7,1'52 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, r)(),(;9f); and the average levenue Its. 4,0J,000. 

The armed forces of ihe State consist of about 130 men.

4. XllAltAN. 

Tile Saidar of Kiiaraii is entitled to tlie third seat in lAiibar in tlie 
Sara wan line. 

Little IS Ivnown of the history oi Ivliaraii previous to tlie end of the 
Beventeenth. century, except that it appears to have formed part of the 
Persian province of Kerman. The Nusherwaiii Chiefs, on whom local 
interest centres, claim descent trom the Kianmn JMaliks, and have 
at dilferent times aidviiovvJedj^ed subordination to I’eisia, Kalat and 
Afghanistan. There is evidence that in the tune oT ISadir Shall Kharau 
was still iiiclinled in Kerman; but iNasir Khan 1 aj)[)cais 1o have brought 
it under the contiol ol Kalat, umbu wlinh it rmmiined until quariels 
between Khudadad Khan and Azad Klian, in the middle oi' tlie nineleeiith 
century, threw Azad Khan into the aims ol Al'ghanistaii. In 1884 the 
Agent to Ihe (loveinoi-(bmeial visited Khaian and ^ncc(‘(*ded in .settling 
the chief points ol dilleience between Azad Khan .ind Khudadad Khan, 
and Azad Khan acknowledged alh^giame to the Khan ol Kalat b> taking 
his 2 )lace among the Saiawaii Saidais at a Daibai held at Paiijgui. 
In 188o a SettleuKUit (iSo. A\’J) was made with Saidai Azad Ivhaii, b^v 
whuh he und(Mto(d\ 1o do c(‘it.iin tribal seivne in coiisidei.ition of an 
annual payment ol lbs. b,00t). Aza<l Khan dual in ISSb, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son JSauioz Khan. 4'he sidibnnent ot ISSb, whnh had 
been made with Azad Khan, was continued with JSauioz Khan, lie 
died 111 JbUl) and was succeedtal liy his .son, Mu ham mad Yakub Khan,

Sul)s(*(|uenl e\|)loiialloii of mineials, 
however, raised the* (juestion (d th(‘ right ol Hu* Stale' to all ioinis oi 
revc'iiut' accruing lioni the* Pass- and an (‘\amiiiation of the* ('Xistiug 
treaties sliowed tiup all such leve'iiin's vi'sted in tlu* Kal.it State. Against 
these* le'vemie's the* Hiitisii (ie>\e‘inment hael a re‘aseMial)lc edaim ten tiie* 
cost ed the' aelministral ion whjeli (*fle*e*te*el e*olle'e I leui, hut. this elaim wms 
waive'el, as was the State‘’s e laim te» past M*\eMiue‘S aiiel the* positiem uiieh'i 
th(' exist,ing tie'atie*s was alliime'el Thus the ie‘>e*nu(*s ae-eiuing in the 
Ihdan Pass aie* e‘e)llee le*el h\ the Hiitish (le>\e‘i nme'ui ami paid in lull tei 
the Kalat State* at the* end ed'e‘ae*h financial year. 
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SIBI AGENCY. 

TiJii Mariii and lUuiTi Tiuhai. Cohn i ky. 

These tribes o(*-(uipy a tract of cimntry in tlie Sibi A;^ciicy situaied at 
(he southern end of the Sulinian ranj»e. The Jiortlieiii pari belon^^s to 
the Marris and tlie southern to the JUi^iis. TIk'v aie the stioii^tvst Ihduch 
tribes in the l^rovince. The Ihiee iin])oitant chins ol tlie Alaiiis are tin 
(jrazni, Ijobajani-Shiroiii and Hijiain. Tin* Ibi^lis iiuliKh* the Caijo- 
zani Notham, Durrajih ^sothain, Khalpai, MasMoi, l\Iondiaiii, Shaiubani 
and JJahepi. ^hlie (Minds Ie\\ no jcMUiue, Init iisuallN !t‘c(‘i\e a shei'p oi 
a f»oat Jioin eacli Hock whcui visit inj^ tliileieiit pa its oi then couniiy. 

The early history of both tribes is oliscAire. The Mari is are known to 
have driven out ilie Kmichanis and llasnis, wJiile the Huolis eoii(|uei(Ml 
Ihe lUiledis. Ouiiif'- to the povioty oi tlieii lounln' botli tnlies wioe 
continuously enj«a^ed in ])hin(bM, and carried then piiMlatory e\pedilions 
fai into the adjoining locaJiti(‘s They (‘anie into coniact wiili the IJritisJi 
during the hist Afghan W’ai, wJkui .i small detachment was sent to occupy 
Kalian and guard the hank of the line's oi communication with Afghanis¬ 
tan; but it was invested for five months and two attempts at lelief were 
beaten oft. The foit was, however, only surrendered after a safe retreat 
had been secured from i)oda Khan, the Main (Miiei. In 1845 Sir diaries 
Napier conducted a campaign against thc‘ Bugtjs, who H(*d to the* Khei- 
rans, and the expedition was only a cjualified suc.cess. Sir John Jacob, 
after much trouble with both tribes, but especially with the Bugtis, settled 
some of the latter on iriigated lands in Sind in 1847, but many of them 
shortly afterwards fled baek to their native hills. Both tribes wAU'e siibsi- 
disc'd by the Khan of Kalat aitei the Trc*iaty ol 1854, but in 185M Khud.i- 
dad Khan was obligvd to make an expedition against the* Man is. Another 
unsuccessful campaign followed in 1802, and systematic; laids continued. 
Previous to 1807 the Punjab authorities had attempted to control the 
Bugtis by enlisting into then service some of the subordinate (Jhiefs 
with their clansmen, giving them land rent free, and plac-es in the border 
militia. This policy, howevei, proved unsucc-cssful, partly owing to 
jealousies among the remaining Chiefs who had not been dealt with 
similarly, and jmrtly to the difterenl policy pursuc'd by llie Sind (Govern¬ 
ment towards the sections of these tribes on its own frontier In 18G7, 
therefore. Captain Saiideman endeavoured to extend the same policy 
towards the Marris, who uji to this time had been excluded from all 
friendly inteic*ourse with the Biitish : and a meeting took place at liajan- 
pur, at which the Khetran, Bugti and Marri Chiefs, with one exception, 
were present. As a result it was arranged to place ten police sowars at 
the Marri capital of Kahan and to bestow five places in the frontier 
militia on the Chiefs of the tribe: and similar action was taken in regard 
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to tlie Bugti Cliiefs. Some success aliended these measures so far as the 
rujijal) frontier was lonceined, hut the tribes continued to raid the Sind 
liorder. In Keliiuaiy LS71 a (oiifeieiice of oliicials of the runjab and 
Sind \Nas held at Mitliaiikot with a view to secure unanimity of action 
in the niunagenicnt of tJie tubes. In accoidance with the suggestions 
tJjeii made, it was determined that (1) the control of the relations ot 
(Jovernment wiili tliese tribes slioiild be plac,ed in the hands of the Poli¬ 
tical Supciintinideiit, TTjiper Siiid Eiontier, and that, in respect of these 
tubes, the Jfejiuty Commissioner of Deia (ihazi Khan sliould be placed 
under him; (2) in addition to the sums winch had previously been paid 
to the tribes lor service on the bolder of the ihinjal), Jts. Jj2,()4() should 
be paid annually lor the enteit.unment of horsemen belonging to the 
lllbe^, to maintain the tiainjuillity ol the Sind as well as the Punjab 
liontiei, and of tlie Kalat ieri dory. ^rii(‘ amount, the jiayimmt of which 
was piovisional ioi une \e.n, was to be hand(‘d ovi'r to tlie Chiefs in 
the name ol the Khan. The ridxdlion against the Kh.ui which broke out 
in Ivalat in Uidobei ISTl, and tJie tioubles which followed, pievented 
the e\e< ution of the s(‘cond of the measuies decidetl on at Mithankot, 
except loi the payment ol a small subsidv, Ps to the Hiigtis, who 

had liehaved themselves. 'rii(‘ stale ol aftaiis conlinu(*d unsatisfactory: 
and in 1870 it w'as decided to put an end to the dual system of maiiage- 
nieiit horn the Punjab ami S'lid. 'Phe conduct of the tubes was to be 
coiisideied as a whole; and the JJejnitv CommisMoiiei of Dei a (ihazi 
Khan was, under the C'onimissioner in Smd, to be the medium of 
communic-at ions witli lh(‘ Alaius ami llugtis in all (hen branclii's. In 
Kovembei 1870 (.-aptain Samlemaii was deputed to the hills to tiy and 
bring about an amicable settlmnent ol the tubal (piariels and to provide 
Ibi the security^ ol tin* Dolan iout<‘. JI(‘ suc<*eed('d in getting the Ihahul, 
iMairi and Hugti Chicts to accoinjiany him to Kalat and to attend a 
ilaibar held by the Khan. The lesult, howevei, was not (ompletely 
satislactory, as rebellions and laids continued. Captain Samlenian was 
despatched on a second mission to Kalat in 187(>, from Avhich resulted 
the Tieaty of Jacobabad (No. XII) and a retom il lal ion between tlie 
Khan and his lebellious Sardars. It was then decided to continue to tlie 
Dugtis and klairis the allowances |>aid since 1870, and to deal with 
them iiulependently of the Khan. Jn Kebiuary 1877, on the establish¬ 
ment of the Halucliistan Agency, lelations wTth the Mariis and Dugtis 
became ciosei. Tlie Dugtis ha\e throughout behaved well. AVitli the 
Mams relations lemaiued on a tolerably satislacloiy tooting till the 
disaster ol Maiwand in 1880. Cn heaiing of this the Mams broke out 
again and, besides committing other acts of violence, attacked and 
looted a Government convoy' on the Jlarnai line in August 1880. A force 
W'as sent into their countiy to exact letiibution for these outrages: and 
the two leading Marri Chief.s, Mehrulla Khan and Karam Khan, came in 
and accepted the terms laid down by Government. Tliese were the resti- 
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tution of tlio treasure and bullocks plundered I'roni the coJivoy; the pay¬ 
ment of a fine of its. i^0,000 to compensate piivate losses; the pay¬ 
ment of blood money accoiding to tribal custom for tliose slam; an 
unopposed passage to the tioops maiching through the Alarii countiy' by 
Kalian to llarrand; and the giving of hostages lor the future gooil 
behaviour of the clan. The tribe complied with thche conditions, and 
Iriendly relations were resumed on the lormer basis ol tribal payments 
and service. The Miarris took pait in the Sumaii outiage m IStib, in 
which they killed eleven men, and also in the unrest which occurred in 
18D8 and which ended in the son of the JMaiii (’hicf eniigrating tem¬ 
porarily to Afghanistan. 

Again in IJJIT, with the spr<‘ad o( false iiiinouis ol the impending 
victories of the Tmks and Geiinans, the JMariis began to get lestless. 
The tribe bioke into open lebellion in It) 18, desea ted their levy posts, 
<‘ut the telegiaph lin(‘s betwemi Kolilu and Gninb.iz and made seveial 
attacks on the Sind-rishin IJailwa}. The Political Agent, Sibi, was 
sent to make enquiiies. He found all tlie passes closed h} hostile gangs, 
and while at Guinbaz was attacked b} a large force of Plains, which was 
driven off with heavy loss. The Man is letiied and, assisted by the 
Khetians, destio^ed Goveinnienl buildings at Kohlu, Ihukhan, Hawala 
and Koit Munio, besides looting the ihukhan tieasuiy. A punitive 
expedition was despatched and a fight ensued at Main.mil, wheie llie 
Main (duel finally siurendeied unconditionally and accepted the 
Government teiiiis which, in addition to compensation toi piivate 
and Government damages, included confiscation of all Maajii> and 
titles: the let urn of all Goveinment iiili\s and ammunition captiued 
dining the rebellion: an incr(‘ase m the re\eini(‘: the peinianent cession 
of the land tempoiaiil^ laid out as an Aeiodioine, and its finther main¬ 
tenance at the expense cd the tube: and an undei taking to nn‘et the 
expenses of a cait road thioiigh the c*oiinli v wheiievei called upon to make 
it. 

Since this much needed lesson the internal allairs of the country and 
the tribe liave been satisfactory. 

Petroleum having been discoveied in the Main country, the Tuman- 
dar, Sardar Mehiulla Khan, executed in Gctobc'i* 1885 an Agieenicmt 
(No. X\MT) by which ho ceded to the Briti.sh Government his rights to 
petroleum and all other mineial oils in consideration of an annual cash 
payment. This agreement was foimally cancelled by the Government 
of India in 1927, when the Tuniandar was lelt free to eaiter into negotia¬ 
tions for the exploitation of mineral oil in the Marri country. 

In September 1925 fhe Indo-Huinna Pcdrohuim (Vnnpany, with the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, entered into an agreement 
with the llugti Tumandar Muhammad Mehrab Khan, to explore the 
Bugti area for petroleum; but, owing to the refusal of the Tumandar to 
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a;^rc‘o to (*(*]iaiii tojins ofIVrvd by lliem, the Company decided in vSej)iein- 
her Utiles to diiscoiitmile the ojKiratioiis. 

The present liu^ti Tunnmdar is Saidar Ihihadiiv ^awab Miihain- 
ni.id Meliialj Xliaii, wlio succeeded his I'athei Shahbaz Khan in 1917. 
lie received tJie title of Sardai Jhihadui in llKKi, and the personal title 
(d JNawab in 1918. 

The ])iesent Afairi Tuniandar is Khan Kaliadnr Miihainniad Mehnilla 
Khan, who succeeded his lather Mir Khair Jhikhsli Khan on the 28th 
rlanuaiy I92b. Jie lecelved the Idle of Khan Ibiliadur in 1927. 

Holh Inlx'sarc* under the contiol oJ the JVditical A^ent in Sibi. The 
task of the political officers is cliielly confined to the settlement of intei- 
tubal cases either between the Mairis and Eugtis themselves, whose 
relations are lieijiieiitly stiaiiK'd, oi with tin; in'i^hhourin^ tribes ol the 
Lnralai distnci ainl the Punjab.

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BRITISH BALUCHISTAN AND AGENCY TERRITORIES. 

British Ihaluchistan consisis of the tohsils of Pishiii and Chaman, 
which form ihe fh'shiii District: the tohsils of Sihi and Shahri«^, whicli 
form the Silii District: tlie Dnki District which forms part of the Loralai 
Af^ency: and the Shorarnd District \^hich forms part of the Chaj^ai 
A^^ency. The Agency Territories are the assi^>-ned Niahats of (Quetta, 
Nusirahad, the Bolan Pass and Niishki : the fvoralai Agency, except 
the tahsil of Duki: the Zhoh Agency: and the Cha^ai and Western 
Sinjerani country, except the tahsil of Shorarud, 

The districts of Pishin, Sihi witli its dependencies of Thal-Chotiali 
and Ilariiai, Duki and Shoiarud are under the administration of the 
Af>-ent to the Governor-Cteneral in liis (‘.r-offino capacity as Ohief Com¬ 
missioner of British Baluchistan. Till 1878 they formed part of tlio 
dominions of the Amir of Afghanistan When war \\ itli At^Imnistan 
was de(‘lar(‘(l in that yeai they were immediately occu|>ied hy British 
troops, and under the Treaty of (landamak (see Vol. XllI, Afghanistan) 
executed in May 1879, their administration was to remain with the 
British Government, any surplus revenue heing paid to the Amir. In 
September 1879, hov'^ver, war broke out again, and ended in the abdica¬ 
tion of Yakub Khan and the accession to ])ower of Amir Abdur Itahman 
Khan. lie was informed that tliese districts liad ceased to form jiait of 
Alohanistan; and they have since remained in the possession of the 
British Government. They were incor])orat(*d with British India in 
1887, and are officially known as the Piovince of Biitish Balucliistan 

Loralai, Zhoh aiid (Iharjai Af/C7irif s. — The Bon and Zhob Valleys lie 
to the north of Ilarnai and Thal-Chotiali. In conse(|uence of outrages 
committed by tlie Kakais of Zhob a punitive exjiedition was sent against 
them, Shah Tahan, the leacTing Zhoh Chief, was de])osed, and a relation, 
Sardar Shahbaz Khan, was set U]) in his stead. An Agreement (No. 
XV) was taken in November 1884 from the Maliks of Zhob, Boi i and the 
Musa Khel, by which they undertook to ])ut a sto]) to raiding into British 
territory; to prevent Shah Tahan and his chief adherent, Saifulla Khan, 
from returning to Zhob; to ])ay a fine of Bs. Ii2,0()(); and to raise no 
opposition to the location of Biitish tioo])s in Zhob and Bori. In 1887 
a British force was stationed at Loralai in the Bori valley foi the proi,(‘C- 
tion of the frontier road from Dera Ghazi Khan to Pishin. In the same 
year Bori, and the country of the Khetran tiibes lying between Thal- 
Chotiali and the Punjab, were, with the acquiescence of the Chiefs and 
people, brought more directly undei the political and administrative 
control of the Baluchistan Agency. About the same time Shah Jahan 
and Saifulla Khan submitted and were ])ermitted to retinn to their 
liomes; and Sardar Shahbaz Khan, who was in delicate health, deputed 
Ins authority to Sh?^h tlahan’s eldest surviving son Shingul Khan. 
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Ill ]888-89 Sardar Shahbaz Khan, Shah Jahan Khan, Shinj^ul Khan 
and the chief Zhob Maliks made a request that Zhob as well as Bori 
mioht ])e bioTi^rht undei nioie direct British control. When in 1889-90 
it was decided to ojani np the (Toinal Bass, the occupation of Zhob was 
sanctioned : and a Political Ag'cnt was appointed to take charg’c of the 
distiict, which included Boj i and the country of tlie Khetran, Kibzai 
and Musa Khel. The c-oiintry of the Bargha Shiranis, Ziinarais, Isots, 
Jafirs and Kharshins, tribes occupying' different jiarts of tlie Snlinian 
I’anqe and interveniufr betw'een Zhob and the Punjab, was subsequently 
added to the district. In 190.1 the Bori valley A\ith the Barkhan, Mnsa 
Khel and Thal-Chotiali (Duki) tahsils, and the Sinjawi sub-tahsil, were 
I'onned into a separate distrii-t, (“ailed the Loralai district. 

1^he Khanai Tlindubaoli Pailway was (onsiructed in 1917, The 
extension from llindubaoh to Poi’t Sandenian of the Zhob Valby Baihvay 
was coui|)lcted in 1929. 

In 1890 the GovernnuMit of India d(*cided that the line of the Gonial 
river, between its junction ivith the Kiindar and Zhob livers, should lie 
the limit of tribal jurisdiction betwuMui the Korth-W('st Frontnu* Agency 
(then tlie Punjab Goveinmcnt) and the Baluchistan Aj>ency. 

By the Durand a<>'reenicnt of 1898 th(“ SinjcMani country, ('xtendinj> 
from (8ia^ai to Ristan. came under the administration of the Baluchis¬ 
tan Aj^ency The boundary of this tiact was demarcated in 1890, and a 
road suitable for camel traffic wuis consti ucled in lS97-f)9 between Quetta, 
Kusliki and Sistan. 'J’ln* (luctta-Kushki Bailwav Avas opened at the close 
of 1905. 

The Nushki Kvtension Pailway, A\hich icached Duzdap in Feduuary 
lOH), AAas opened in Apiil while the poition from Ahmedwal to 

Dalbandin AAas opened in October 1919. 

In July 1920 tin* Shoiaiud A'^.illev A\as fiaiisferred fioiii the Quetia 
District to the char^»'(‘ of the Ihditical Afjent, Cha^-ai. 

Kushki, (9iaoa,i and \Vest(‘in Sinjeiani conntiy w^ero incorporated in 
Balmhistan Ao‘ency tcriitoii(\s in May 1929. 

At the bef>inninj» of 1890 myotiations in connection Avitli the opening' 
of the Gomal Pass Aveie ciit(‘r(*d into with the Bar^ha Shiranis, as a result 
of AAdiicli they Avere taken into service (No. XIX), and p’iven an allowance 
of Ps. 7,080 a year. In 1891 the arran«’enient Avlieiyby the Bargha 
Shiranis AV(‘re placed under the Haluchistan Af>:en(‘y, Avhich had been made 
aftei the Zhob Mx])ediiIon of 1890, was confirmed by the Government of 
India. In the same year the tribe Avas called upon to pay revenue for 
the first time. In 1894 the Barj^ha Shiranis apfreed to submit a long 
standing boundary disjmte Avith the Mianis to the arbitration of the 
])olitical authorities, and accepted their decision. In 1895 the boundarv 
line betAAemi the Barglm and Largha Shiranis, the latter of Avhom are 
under the jurisdiction of the North-West Frontier Province, was settled 
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witli the (‘onsent of both parties (No. XXT). In tlio same year ihe tribe 
was fined Us. 4,200 for its comjjlicity in eertajn outraoes (‘ommitied on 
the Dliana road in ihc Sliirani countiy, when Liouti'innii Home, H.E., 
and his attendants weie mindeie«l. The Ibn^lia Slmanis rendered loyal 
assistance in 1002 during- the distnrlianee (onneetc'd witli the murder of 
Arhah Farid Khan, FiXtia Assistant rommissioner in tlu3 Larg^ha Shirani 
country. 

Tn 1807 an Ap^reement (No XXIV) was made wn’th the Suliman 
Khel Ghilzai, wdiej'ehy the seetions of the tribe in tlie Zhoh distri(‘t wcue 
to pay tirni (f>Tazin<>‘ fe(‘s) for I heir animals wliile pTazino* witliin the 
British border and, amonjjif other conditions, to he lesponsihle for the 
pood behaviour of tlieir s(i(‘tions wdn’Ie within tlie Zhol) tracts, and for 
the detection of offences committed within th(‘ limits wheie their 
sections resided. They were, in return, p-njuti'd an annual allow’^anco of 
Bs. 1,550. Owinp- to the ditnculty, liowever, of collecting the Ifcni from 
the sections of the trilx* on the Bunjah frontim*. the apfieement remained 
inoperativ<‘ in 1808; hut the seiOums in the ZInd) distiiid then apieed in 
writing* to act inde|)('nd(‘nt 1 v of their liretlireii in this matter for the 
tutuie, and since 1800 the allowances ha\e been lepularly jiaid. With 
th(‘ sanction of the Government of India, tlie rates nuMitioned in the 
Ap^reement were doubled in 102‘b both in the Noith-West Fiontier Hro- 
vinc(‘ and Baluchistan. 

Tn 1018 the Khetrans bclonp^iiify to the Loralai District rose in revolt, 
in synijiatby with the Mairis I’he iisinp* wu's ]>ut dowm by a small 
expeditionaiforce which ent(*red tlie Marri countly rid Giimbaz and 
])roceeded rid Txolilu to Baikhan. OVrms weie imposed on tlu' Ivhetrans.

Whereas a Treaty of lasting fri(‘ndKhi|) has been eoneUided between the British 
(Jov(‘rninerit and llis Majesty SJiah Shuja-ul-Mulk, and Mehrab Khan, the Chief 
of Kalat, as well as his ])redeeessors, has always paid homage to the Royal House 
of the Saddozais , tlu'^dori', with the* adviei* and consent of the Shah, the under- 
irnoitioned Article's hav(‘ been agreed upon by Mehrab Khan and his descendants 
from gi'iKiration to gt'iieration As long as the Khan jicrfonns good service, the 
following Articles will be fullilled and prtiservod:— 

Article 1. 

As Nasii Khan and his descendants, as well as his tidie and sons, held possession 
of the country of K.ilal,, Kachhi, KluHstan, Malcran, Kej, Bela and the port of 
Souminm in the tinu' o1 the lamented Ahmad Shah Duram thc'y will in future be 
masti'rs ol tln'ir country in the same manner. 


Article 2. 

The English Governm<‘nt will never interfere between the Khan, his dejiend-

Article 1. 

Meer Nussecr Khan acknowledges himself and Jiis descendants the vassals 
of the King of Cabool, in liki* manner as his ancestors were formerly the vassals 
of Ills Majesty’s ancestors. 

Article 2. 

Of the tracts of country resumed on the death of Meer Mehrab Khan, namely, 
Ciitchoc, Moostung, and Shawl, the two first will be rest-ored to Meer Nussecr Khan 
and his descendants through the, kindness of His Majesty Shah Suja-ool-inoolk. 

Article 3. 

Should it be deemed necessary to station troojis, whether belonging to the 
Honourable Company or Shah Suja-ool-moolk, in any part of the tcrrit.ory of 
Khelat, they shall occupy such positions as may be thought advisable.

I’Oiicliided on the yiart of the liritish Covernment by Major John Jacor, C.B., 
in virtin* of full yxiwers grant.(*d by the Most Nolle tin* Marquis of Dal- 
iiousTE, Kt , etj*., Covernor-Ceneral of India, and by Meer Nusseer Khan, 
Chief of Khelat, —1854 

Whereas the course of events has made it expedient that a new agreement 
should be concluded between the British Government and Meer Nusseer KhanJ 
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Chief of Kholat, the following Articles have been agreed on between the said govern¬ 
ment and His Highness :— 

Article 1. 

The Treaty eoneluded by Major Ontram between tJie llritisli Covernnieid and 
Mecr Niissoer Klian, (Miief of Kholat, on the 0th October 1841, is Iieieby annulled. 


Article 2. 

There shall be ])er])etiial friendship between the liritish Government and Meer 
Nusseer Khan, Chief of Klielat, Ins iieirs and successors. 


Article 3. 

Moor Nusseer Khan binds himself, his heirs and siiceessors, to oppose to the 
utmost all the enemies of the British Government, in all cases to net in subordinate 
co-operation with that Government, and to enter into no negotiation wifJi other 
*Stal.(‘H without its consent, the usual friendly corrcspondenci* witJi maglibours 
b<*ing continued as before. 


Article 4. 

Should it be diMMued necessary to station British troops in any part of 
the tiTritory ol Kholat, they shall occupy such |)osil ions as may b(‘ thought advisable 
by the British autlionties. 


Article 5. 

M(‘er Nusseer Khan binds himself, liis heirs and successors, to ])revent. 
all plundering or other (uitrage by his subjects wit hin f»r near Hritjsli territory : 
to prot,e<-l. the passage of merehants to and fro betwiMui the liritisli dominions and 
Alghauistan, whether by way of Sindh or by the .seaport, ot Soumeeaiu'e, or other 
seapoits ol Mekran, and to permit no exactions to be made bevond an eijuitable 
duty to be lived by the IJntish Government and Meer Nusseer Khan, and the 
amount to be shown in the Scliedule annexed to this Trinity. 


Article G. 

To aid Meer Niis.seer Khan, his heirs find .succe.s.sorN, in th<' lultilmcnt. of 
thest* obliga,tions, and on condition of a faithful ja'rformanee of them year by year, 
the llritish Goviirnment binds itself to pay to Meer Nusst‘er Khan, his heirs and 
.sue.ce.ssors an Jinnual subsidy of fifty thousand (bOjtKM)) Company’s Kupees. 

Article 7. 

If during any year the conditions above mentioned shall not be faithfully 
performed by the said Meer Nusseer Khan, his heirs and successors, t hen the annual

December 1861. 

Whereas it is in contemplation to carry on, as far as India, the communication 
now opened between Great Britain and other high States of Europe and Asia by 
continuing the line of Electric Telegraph from Constantinople and Bagdad, through 
Persia and Beloochistan, to Kurrachee, and whereas in the prosecution of this 
scheme of universal benefit, it has become necessary to take measures for the 
security and jirotection of the said contemplated line, the high government of 
Bombay have deputed Major F. J. Goldsmid for the special purpose of ent(*ring 
into such negotiations with the several Chiefs holding territory between Kurrachee 
and Gwadur as may be deenied necessary for the due furtherance of the aforesaid 
undertaking. 

Now the line of coast from the Hubb river to Khos Kulniut or its vicinity, a 
distance of 240 measured miles, being within the territory of Jam Meer Khan, 
Chief of Lus Beyla, the undersigned. Major F. J. Goldsmid, on th(‘ part of the 
British Government, and with the knowledge and consent of its firm ally Khodadad 
Khan, ruler of the sovereign State of Khelat, hereby makt‘s agreenumt with Jam 
M(*er Khan aforesaid for the construction, maintenance, and protection of tin* line 
of Telegraj>h betw«‘en f.he above-mentioned places 

The detailed agreeimMit is as follows :— 


Article 1. 

The materials for the line may be landed on any })art of the coast bet ween the 
Hubb river and Khos Kulniut, and all reasonable assistance will be rendered by 
the local authoriti(‘s in insuring its security and facilitating its construction, due 
payment being made for labour or articles supplied.

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and Meer Nasecr Khan, 
Khan of Klielat, on the 14th of May 1854, is hereby renewed and re-aflirmod. 


Article 2. 

There shall be perpetual friendship between the British Government and Meer 
Khodadad Khan, Khan of Khelat, his heirs, and successors.

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Article 3. 

Wfulst on Ilia ])art, Moor Kliodadad Khan, Khan of Kholat, hinda himself, 
his hoirs, sncctissors, and Sirdars to obsorvo faithfully the provisions of Article 3 
of tho Treaty of 1854, the British Government on its part engages 1o resj»cet the 
independence of Kholat, and to aid the Khan, in case of need, in the maintenanee 
of a just authority and tlie protection of Ids territories from external attack, by 
such means as the British Government may at the moment deem expedient.

It IS hereby agreed that should any dispute, calculated t-o disturb the ])»‘{ice 
of tln^ country, arise ln‘reafter between the Khan and the Sirdars of Kh(‘lat, the 
British Agent at the Court of His Highness shall in tlie first place us(‘ his good ofHc(*s 
with both parties to effect by friendly advice an amicable arrangement bi'tweeii 
them, failing which the Khan will, with the consent of the Britisli Gov(*rnment, 
submit su(;h dispute to its arbitration, and accept and faithfully (‘xecute, its award. 

Article 6. 

Whereas the Khan of Klielat has expressed a desire on the part of Jiimscdl and 
his Sirdars for the presence in his country of a detachment of British troojis, tJic 
British Government, in accordance with the jirovisions of Article 4 of the Treaty of 
1854, and in recognition of the intimate relations existing between the two countries, 
hereby assents to the request of His Highness, on condition that the troops shall 
bo stationed in such positions as the British Government may deem expedient, 
and be withdrawn at the pleasure of that Government. 

Artiole 7. 

It is also agreed that such lines of telegraph or railway as may be bmieficial 
to the interests of the two Governments shall be from time to time constructed 
by the British Goveriimont in the territories of the Khan, jirovided that the, condi¬ 
tions of such construction be a matter of previous arrangement between that 
Government and the Government of His Highness..

There shall be entire freedom of trade between the State of Khclat and the

Agreement entered into between Sir R. G. Sandeman, K.C.S.I., Agent to the 
Governor-General in Baluchistan, on behalf of the British Government, on 
the one part, and Sirdar Azad Khan of Kharan on the other part, dated 
Quetta, 5th June 1885. 

Whereas the British Government has been pleased to grant me an allowance 
of Rs. 6,r)0() (six thousand only) per annum, T am very grateful for this allowance, 
and do hereby agree to employ it in the following manner:—I shall appoint one 
of ray sons as a Hessaldar on Rs. 100 (one hundred only) per mensem and 20 sowars 
of ray tribe on Rs. 20 (twenty only) jier mensem each. They will protect the trade 
routes passing througli Kharan, and maintain peace to the best of their power 
on the frontier. Should traders or British employes travel by any of the routes 
situated in my district, 1 sliall be responsible for their safety. Should tlie British 
Government open a district road from Nushki to the llelmand, I shall be respon¬ 
sible that no injury shall happen to any traveller along that jiart of iho route 
which lies in the Kharan territory. Should British ofTicers require the services 
of the Ressaldar and sowars mentioned in this agreement when visiting my district, 
or in proceeding to the frontier, the sowais and Ressaldar will accompany them 
without excuse , and if th(‘ British Government should station them along tlio 
rout-e from Nushki to the Helmand, on the road to (Jhageh, or at any place on the 
Kharan front.icr, they will n'liiam at siu h phu.c Should British olFu'ers proceed 
on duty to Kharan distin t, thei<‘ will h<‘ no objec-fion made to their doing so ; 
on the contrary, every jireeaiitioii will be taken to look after their safety and to 
help them in every way. 

I write t hese lines as an agrc’craent. 

P.S ,—The allowance mentioned above has l>een granted to mo by the British 
Government for the protection of traffic and management of the frontier. But 
should the Government at any time hereafter ask me to furnish them with a largo 
tribal force, the said Government will have to make extra provision for the pay 
and expenses of such force.

Translation of an Agreement between the liRiTisH Government on th<‘ one side 
and Saroar Mehrulla Khan, Marri Ghiee, on the other side,- -1885. 

1, Sardar M(*liriilla Khan, son of Nur Muhammad Khan, Baliawalanzi Guzni 
Marri, do hereby, in consideration of leeeiving from the British Government an 
allowance in tho form of service to the amount of Rs. 500 (throe hundred) to bo 
increased to Rs 500 (live Jiundred) per immsem iii tln^ event of the experiment 
proving successful, cede iu jierpotuity to the said Government the exclusive right 
to all petroleum or other mineral oil wdiatsoevcr already found or wdiich may 
hereafter bo found at Khataii or in any other part of the Marri country with full 
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liberty for the said Government to extract and remove such petroleum or other 
oil in any manner and by any way that to it may seem fit. 

I empower tlie British Government to transfer to otliers all or any of the rights 
which it acquires under this agreement 

I do further agree that in the event of the wells being abandoned the allowance 
shall cease. 

According to the old (uistom and procedure in force such mineral rights are 
the property of the lluler or ol tins Sardar himself. I am therefore responsible 
to answer to any claim or claims that may hereafter be brought forward by the 
Marris, and should any claims be provcsl before the Governor-Gencrars Agent 
for Balucliistan, I hereby bind myself to carry out his award.

His Excellency the Mushir-ed-Dowleh, Minister for Foreign Affairs of His 
Majesty the Shah of Persia, and Sir A. Hardinge, K C B., His Jiritannic Majesty’s 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoteutiary at Tehran, duly authorised 
thereto by their respective Governments have concluded the following agrf‘ement: 

1 . His Britannic Majesty’s Government withdraw the claim to the ownership 
of Mirjawa put forward on its behalf in the year 1902, when a Persian Custom House 
was first established at that place. The Persian (lovernment on its side, under¬ 
takes to permit the British outpost at Padaha to procure (using buckets or water- 
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skins for tho purpose) the supply of water which may be necessary for it from th© 
W(‘l]s or tank situaterl at or near Mirjawa. 

2. Th(i two (jrovernnients a^ree by common consent to abandon the further 
examination by a spisual <‘ommission of their frontier lin(‘ in tins region which 
was jjroposed on hehalf of Ifis Britannic Majesty’s (Tov^u-nment in Sir A Harding(*’s 
note to the Mushir-ed-Dowleh, dated the 6th April 1902, and accepted by His 
Exc(‘ll(‘ncy in his note to Sir A llardinge of May 14th, 1902 This frontier shall 
b(‘ refjarded as definitely s(‘ttl(*d in accordance with the agreement, ol 1896, and

articles in substitution of the a^^rcenient dated the btii June 1885, vvhi<*li was con¬ 
cluded bctw(;(‘n the late Sir HolxTt Sandcinan, KJM.K., Ajjicnt to Hit* (lovernor- 
(huieral Jii Hahutliistarj, anil niy late jjrand-fathei Sardar Azail Khan, and subsc- 
(luently reviewed in tin* case of niy late father Sirdar Sir Naiiroz Khan, K O.I.E., 
of Kliaran, on his suceiission to the Chicfship :— 


Artfclk I.

As re*gareis the* new Inelo-European Telegraph line*, 1 he*reby aeeej't all respon¬ 
sibility for the security and ])rotection of such ])ortion of it as passes through the 
aforesaid boundaries of my State via, Jjadgasht I sliall also be* responsible for 
the safety and protection of all Tedegraph eunployes, residing in oi visiting my 
territory in connection with the maintenance and working of the aforesaid line, 
and I shall always afford them every assistance in my power and furnish escorts

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for them, if necessary. In consideration of the above, I shall receive from the 
British Government a subsidy of Rs 4,(XK) (four thousand rupees) per annum. 

Should it be authoritatively reported at any time that I have failed in the 
perforrnarici? of the aforesaid duty, or if at any time any injury be done to the line 
as would lead to the; belief that due care was not exercised in its protection, it shall 
rest with the Hon’ble the Ajj^ent to the Governor-General to cancel or withhold, 
ill whole or in [lart, tlui above subsidy and to make such other arrangements for 
the. protee.tion of the line as he may deem fit, such as the cstablislnncnt of military 
or levy ])osts or thanas, etc., in such places along the line whicli ])ass(is through 
my territory as may be considered necessary. 

Article V. 

F undertake to pr(‘vent, to the best of my powe.r, the passage through 
my country of arms and ammunition from any country lying without niy territory. 

T also (‘iigage not to import or allow any of my subjects or r(‘sidents in Kharan 
to import into my territory arms and ammunition without obtaining the perniLssion 
of the llon’ble tlie Agent to the Governor-General in Baluchistan. 

1 shall also, to the best of my power, assist the British Governimmt in sujipress- 
iug all illicit tratlic^ in arms and ammunition if required to do so. 

Article VI. 

In consideration of my acceptance of the above articles, the British Government 
may be jileased to continue in my favour the annual subsidy of Hs. (),(>()() (six 
thousand) which my late father Sardar’Sir Nauroz Khan enjoyed, this subsidy 
being in addition to the Tehigraph subsidy mentioned in Article IV above 


Appendix A. 

Boundaries of the Kharan State, 

I. Northern boundary .—The northern boundary starts from a point midway 
between pillars Nos. 7 and 8 on the Perso-Baluchistan frontier, runs north-east 
to Ohakal and thence east to Giiruk, where it bends sliarjily to the north, and, 
after dividing the grove of Shotagan from the other date groves of Ladgasht, keeps 
a north-easterly direction to the southern limit of the Ilamun-i-Mashkel. It 
then follows the southern limit of the Hamun as far as the Wad-i-Sultan, and 
after skirting the western limit of the Wad-i-Sultan to the nortdiern limit of tin* 
Hamun, follows the latter until the neighbourhood of Heg-i-Wakhab is reached. 

After leaving tlie limits of the Hainun-i-Mashkel the boundary follows the line 
of sand-hills south of Reg-i-Wakhab and Galichah, until it reaches a ])oint south¬ 
west of Gaukok, where it bends north-east, and after skirting the western limit 
of the Gaukok Hamun, follows the crest of the Gaukok and the chain of low hills 
running from the Gaukok to the Kaskoh range until that range is reached. It 
then follows the crest or watershed of the Kaskoh as far as' the Sultani Hand pass 
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whence it runs north-east to the bed of the Albat river, and, after following the 
bed of that river to the Albat Koh, bends south-east to the Parod river. 

II. Southern boundary .—-From the Persian frontier the crest of the Parrag Koh 
and the Kob-i-Sabz to the Sorgari peak; from the Sorgari peak the watershed 
running south from that peak to Biigdar in the Bansor range and thenee the crest 
of the Bansor range to the Sabzap fiass, thence the Sabzap river to Kenagi Chah, 
thence the Jarochahi river to the Lagiiar range and thence the crest of that range 
to the point from which the Hukarm river issues into the Raghai valley ; from 
this })owit to the Hiikami stream to its junction with the Durrachalii stream, thence 
the Durrachahi to its junction with the Gitchk, thence the Gitchk to the point 
where it uriit<‘s with tht‘ Raghai and forms the Tank and thence the Tank to Pusht- 
I'Koh and a point on that river immediately south of and opposite to the Zang 
(londim range. 

III. Kastern boundary —Until permanently demarcated the eastern boundary 
will niinain as it now exists, starting from the eastern limit of the northern boundary 
at Parud as described in 1 to the eastern limit ol the southern boundary as de¬ 
scribed in II at Piisht-i-Koh and a point on the Tank river imm<*dlately south of 
and of)posit(‘ to the Zang Clonden range 

IV WeMcrn boundary .—As demarcat(‘d by the Perso-Baluch Boundary (/orn- 
mission, starting from the western limit of the southern boundary as described 
at II above (Perso-Baluc.h Boundary pillar No 3 and west of Parag Koh) to a 
point on the wijstern limit of the northern boundary as di^scribed at I above (a 
point midway between Boundary pillars Nos. 7 and 8 on the Perso-Baluch 
frontier) The westi^rn boundary from pillar No. 3 northwards as laid down by the 
Perso-Baluch Boundary Commission is as under :— 

Prom pillar No. 3 it follows the watershed of the subsidiary range (Le., that 
from I’ank-i-Grawag to Biahan), to its junction with the Sialian Koh, and thence 
it IS d(*tine.d westward by the main watershed of the Siahan range to a point about 
four iuil(*s (*ast of the pass called Bonsar or Shanndor on the main road connecting 
Isfandak with Jalk. At this point, which is marked by pillar No. 4, a subsidiary 
watershed or sjiiir runs northward, along which the boundar}'' extends, leaving 
all drainage into the cultivated trac.ts of Kalagan on the Persian side. The 
boundary is hen* marked by a conspicuous ])cak, distinguished by a natural bluff 
resembling a tower on its summit. From this peak 5 it is carried to pillar No. 6, 
which is placed on the main road leading a little south of east from the village of 
Kaladan towards the Maslikel river Pillar No 0 is four miles from the village 
of Kaladan. From pillar No. 6 the boundary runs direct to pillar No. 7 on the 
main road connecting Jalk with Ladgasht and Mashkel at 12 miles from Ziarat-i- 
Pir Omar at Jalk. 

From jiillar No. 7 the boundary is carried in a northerly direction by a straight 
line to pillar No. 8. 

Pillar No 8 is placed on the road connecting the date groves of Ladgasht with 
those of Muksokhta or Muksotag, and it is erected at a distance of three miles from 
the southern edge of the Muksotag grove so as to divide the southern group of the 
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(late groves, including Ladgaslit and Kallag, from the nortliern grouj), whicli in¬ 
cludes the Muksotag, Gorani and others.

—1 will make such allowances from tin* reviuiues ol tlie Las J5ela 
State, as the Agent to the GoviJrnor-General may now and m future 
from time to time recommend for the widow, sons and families 
of my late father and grandfather. I will similarly make suitable 
provision for any other servants of the Las Jfela State* in accordance* 
with the recommendation of the Agent to the Governor-General. 

Fifthly .—I will submit the State Budget for the ajiproval of the Agent 
to the Governor-General and submit the State accounts to the audit 
of the Kalat-Las Bela Audit Office.

INTRODUCTION. 

T he North-West Frontier Province \\a.s inagiirated on the 9th 
No\eniher 1901. It vns formed hy sejunating from flie Lieiiienant- 
(roveiiiofshij) of Ihe Punjah the Manselira, Ahliottahad ami TTaripiir 
ialisils of liazara, the ]*eshawar and Kohat districts, the Baimn and 
Majwat tahsils of the Bannu distiiet, and the Tank, Deia Ismail Khan 
and Kulachi tahsils oi the T)era Ismail Khan district, with the exi’eption 
ot thiity thr<‘e villages at the southern extremity of the Knlaidii tahsil. 
One ot these villages, Naranji, uas siihseqnenlly, in 1902, transferred to 
the Noith-West Frontier lOoviiice. The above areas are now administer- 
e<] as five separate districts and form ]>arl of British India, but the 
province also conijnisi's a largo tract of tribal territory of which onlj- 
small portions such as tlie Kurram and Toe.hi valleys are administered. 
This trihal territory, though included in India, is not part of British 
India. The liead of the Local Administiation, who in British India is 
styled ('hief (Vnnmissioncr, in trihal territory exercises authority us 
Agent to the (loveruor-Geueral. The grcuiter portion of tribal territory 
is (•om]>rised in the following Ageneies: — 

Dir, Swat and Chitral (Malahand); 

Khvber; 

I 

Kurram; 

Waziristan (Nortli and South). 

But certain important tribes such as the Mohmands and the Shiranis 
aie not included in any of the above Agencies. Foi the Deputy Com- 
missioiims of the five districts are also Ihdilieal Agents in cliaige of 
relations with those tribes adjoining their districts whose countries are 
not, included in any Agency. 

Tlie line between the districts and trihal territory is commonly called 
tlie border and must be distinguished from the frontier of India or

NORTH-WEST FRONTIER PliOVmCE—Introduction. 


Durand Lino whioli runs on the nortli and west sides of the tribal 
territory. The border may be taken to start from the head of the Kaghan 
valley whence it runs soiiih-west to the river Indus and thence down the 
left bank of the Indus to Torbela, where it crosses tlie river and follows 
the foot of the hills on the northern and north-western sides of the 
Peshawar valley to the Khyber Pass. Prom the Khyber J’ass it runs 
along the foot of the Afridi hills in a southerly and south-westerly dirtu*,- 
tion to the mouth of the Kohat Pass and thence nearly due east to the 
neighbourhood of Cherat, so as to exclude the Kohat Pass and all 
territory occupied by Afridis, and from its most easterly point turns 
south and west again to the neighbourhood of Kohat. From Kohat 
it runs in a south-westerly direction and passes along the summit of 
the Samana ridge which separates the Miranzai valley of the 
Pangash from Orakzai country in Tirah. It touches the Kurram river 
in the neighbourhood of Thai and thence again runs sharply eastwards 
so as to exclude the country ot the Kabul Khel and other Wazirs. 
From a point in the neighbourhood of Bahadur Khel it turns south¬ 
west towards Bannu, crossing the Kurram and Tochi rivers near 
where they emerge from the hills, and leaving the Bannuchis, 
Marwats and some of the settled Wazirs in the Bannu district and 
other Wazirs and the Bhitannis outside it to the west. From the 
south-w(*Kt (jormu* of the Bannu district the border crosses the Sheikh- 
buddin range in the neighbourhood of the Bain Jhrss and thence runs 
southwards past Tank in the Dera Ismail Khan district to the 
Gumal river and then soutli again to the neighbourhood ol Draband 
where the Dera Ismail Khan district meets the Dera Ghazi Khan dis¬ 
trict of the Punjab, The tribal country of the Shiranis to the west 
of the border of the Dera Ismail Khan district is divided between the 
North-West Frontier Province and Baluchistan. The tribes from Hazara 
to Dera Ismail Khan and the northern limits of Balindiistan who live 
between tire border of the districts and the Durand Tune are, with a few 
in significant excejitions, of Pathan origin. The population of this belt 
of tribal ten itory has never been enumerated, but the number of fighting 
men is estimated at nearly half a million men, of whom a varying but 
considerable proportion are well armed. 

The Treaty between Maharaja Han jit Singh and Shah Shuja, con¬ 
cluded in March 1834, {see Vol. I, Part I, pages 4-5), enumerates the 
frontier territories possessed by the Maharaja: “the Fort of Attock, 
Ohach, Hazara, Kabel, Amb, with its dependencies, on the left bank 
of the Indus: and, on the right bank, Peshawar with the Yusufzai 
ferritoiy, Khattaks, TTashtnagar, Michni, Kohat, and all places depend¬ 
ent on Peshawar as far as the Khaibar l^ass; Bannu, the Waziri terri¬ 
tory, Dawar, Tank, Girang, Kalabagh and Khushalgarh with their 
dependent districts; Dera Ismail Khan, and its dependency, together 
with Dera Ghazi Khan, Kot Mithan and their dependent territory. 
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Sangarh, Harand, Dajal, Hajipur, Kajipur, and the three Kachis, as 
well as Mausera with its district and the Province of Multan, situated 
on the left bank 

The Sikh method of administering the border tribes was of the 
loosest description. Strong forces were maintained at the headquarters 
ot districts, round which a semblance of authority cMsted; next followed 
a belt of country owning a doubtful allegiance, and jiaying revenue at 
uncertain intervals under compulsion; at a further distance from the 
garrisons the power of the Sikh governors diminished considerably; and 
lastly came the trihes who openly asserted their independence. The 
Sikhs looked mainly to the realisation of the revenue; for the rest the 
trihes conducted matters in their own way. Consequently the Sikh 
armies rarely, if ever, penetrated so far as to inflict punishment on the 
tribes in the hills, and the latter considered themselves unconquerable, 
and Uie plains their prey. On the annexation of the Punjab in 1849, 
in the strong hands of such frontier olKcers as Edwardes and Nicholson, 
the tiacts inside the bordei were brought under administration, and the 
relations ot the Putish Government with Ihe inhabilants ol trihal terri- 
torv liave ever since been characterised by the constant strife inevitable 
wlien a civilised administration marches with a tract inhabited by law¬ 
less men whose immemorial habit has been the plund(*r of their less war¬ 
like neighbours. This state ol strife, intensified by the difficult nature 
ot tlie tribal couniiv and, as has often been the case, by the easily 
uiousimI fanaticism of the Muhammadan tiibesman, has led to numerous 
campajgiis from tlie 1852 onwards and the campaigns in turn 

produced a crop of tieaties and engagements with the tiihes which are 
recorded in this volume. The first frontier expedition of importance 
was the Anibeyla eamjiaigii ol IStJd, whieh owed its origin to the activi¬ 
ties of the AV’ahhahi colony known as the Hindustani Eanatics. The most 
notable subsequent landmarks in the history of the North-West Frontier 
aie the Second Afglian War of 1878-HO; the delimitation in 1898 of the 
Durand June, fiidups western frontier and, wdiere local conditions admit¬ 
ted, its demarcation; the period of activity which followed and which 
resulted in the creation of the Dir, Swat and (^hitial Agency and the 
occnjiation of the Tcadii valley and Wana in Waziristaii; the tribal 
reaetion to this aetivitv wdiieh brought about the general rising of 1897; 
the wides])read unTest wbieb follovveil the oiitlueak of war wu'th Afghan¬ 
istan 111 1919; and the series of speetaenlar outrages which occurred 
between 1920 and 1928:—the murder of (kilonel and Mrs. Eonlkes in 
1920, the murder of Mrs. Ellis and the abduction ot Miss Ellis in April 
1928; the attack, in both these instances, being made on private houses 
situated in the heart of the Kohai cantonment; and the mn/der of Captain 
and Mrs. Watts at Parachinar in November 1923. 

A striking exception to the tfiile of tribal misbehaviour was furnished 
by the mutiny of 1857, when the tribesmen behaved excellently through- 
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out the crisis, and numbers flocked down to India to take service against 
the iiuitineeis. Again, during the (ireat War oi' 1914-18, even after the 
entry of Tnrktiy into the wiir, the hehavioni oi the tiontier tiihes was, 
on the whole, excellent, the only exceptions being the Mohmands and the 
Mahsuds. 

The relations of the Hritish (iovernment with the frontier tribes 
have inevitably been alTected by those l)etween the British Grovernuient 
and Afghanistan. From 1877 to 1881 the frontier was distmbed owing 
t;« the dispute between the British Governiuent and the Amir Sher AM 
which resulted in the Afghan War of 1878-80. During the reigns 
of Abdur Rahman and his son llabibulla relations were consistently 
g»)od; though raiding in British territoiy by Afghan gangs, who mostly 
liad their lieadquarters in Khost, assisted by outlaws fiom Britisli India 
and tribal territory,, put a considerable strain on the vigilance of the 
British anthoiities. The murder, in February 1919, of ITabibulla, 
whose open ileclaralion of ncutraht\ had greatly contributed to the 
jieace ot the iionlicr dining the Great War, and the subsef|uent ])ro- 
ceedings of his successor Ainanulla, caused uide-sjiuuid disturbances; 
but, since the ratification of the Treaty with Afghanistan in b'ebniarv 
1922*, the record of steady [irogress has been manifest in Ibe n*eoTicilia- 
tion of tbe tribes: and this was scarcely disturbed b} the Atgban revolu¬ 
tion and the period of anarchy that intervened hetween the flight of 
Amanulla and the accession of Nadit Shah. 

Much progress has heeu made, of late years, iu siKuigilieniug the 
defence of the border. In 1918 the Border Military PoMee were replaced 
by tb(‘ Fioniier Constabiilai y, whose special duties are the ]>atToiling 
of the border, the prevention of raids, and tbe capture of raiding 
gangs and outlaws. 14ie Frontier roustabulaiy also supervise the 
District Levies in the Koliat, Banrni and Dei a Ismail Khaii districts; 
while the Dir and Swat Ticvies remain under the control of the Political 
Agent at Malakand. There are four trans-border Forps tbe Cbiiral 
Scouts, ibe Kurram Militia, the Tochi Scouts and ibe South Wa7irlstan 
Scouts: the two latter having replaced the obl North and South 
Waziiistan Militia. Tlieir ])rimarv duties are to prevent raids, ensure 
the safety of coinmunieations, and deal with minor tribal disturbances. 
Shortly after Ibo outbreak of tlie Afghan War of 1919 most of tbe 
Kbvbcr Rifles w’cre disbanded and, vsubsequently in 1920 on tbe disband¬ 
ment of t1i(* remnant, a force of Kbassadars, or tribal levies on a purely 
tribal basis, vSupplyiTig their owui arms, wuis raised to rejilace this Coiqis ; 
Kbassadars are now enqdoyed on an extensive scale, especially in Wazii- 
istan, whore this form of service, of which the essence is that the 
Kbassadar provides bis owui rifle and ammunition, is now' exceedingly 
cewetod.

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Tlio most inriportaiit tribes of the North-West Frontier Piovince are 
eiiinneiated below. It must be reiiieinbered that many of them live 
partly inside the lumler of Hrilish India and partly in tribal teiiitory 
and that nearly all are, to some extent, nomadic. (\)nsequently 
numerous exceptions to the obvious ])rinci])le of e\eicisinj> such measure 
of coniiol as is necessary or practicable throu^'li a single Agency have 
been forced upon the administiiaiion.

The two great divisions of the Yusafzai are the Mandaur and Yusaf, 
each of which is usually reckoned as a separate tribe. The Mandanr are 
mostly cis-boMlei. Tlic lighting strength of the Yusafzai is 170,500 
and th(*ii contiol is divided between the Political Agent, Dir, Swat 
and (Hiitral, and the i)e]»uty Commissioners, I’eshawar and Hazara. 

The Afridis are divided into eight elans, Kuki Khel, Sepah, Kamarai, 
Malikdin Khel, Qambar Khel, Zakkha Khel, Aka Khel and Adam Khel, 
and their total fighting strength is 61,2^10. Part of the Adam Khel, 
and the whole of the other seven clans, are under the control of the 
l^)li(,ical Agent, Kliybei : the contiol of the rest of the Adam KJiel 
is divided between the Deputy Commissioners, Peshawar and Kohat. 

The total fighting strength of the Orakzai is reckoned at 36,060. 
There are six Orakzai clans, and four affiliated “ hamsaya clans. All 
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tlio lattpi, uiid the majority of the formei are under the roiitrol of the 
Dej)idy Commissioner, Kohat: the remainder, under that of the Politi¬ 
cal Agent, Kurram. 

The two great divisions of the Wazirs are tlie Darw’osh Khel and 
the Malisuds, each of which is usually reckoned as a se})arate tribe.* 
the name Wazir being commonly confined to the Darwesh Khel. The 
figliting strength of the tw’o tribes togctlier is estimated at 50,000. The 
Mahsuds are wdiolly under the control of the Political Agent, South 
Waziristan: tlic control of the Wazirs (Darwesh Khel) is divided 
between the Deputy Commissioner, Bannu, and the Political Agents, 
North and South Waziristan. 
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I.-HAZARA DISTRICT. 

The Innis-hordc'T tribes under the political control of the l)e])iity 
(’ommissionei', Ilazura, are the Swathis; the Parian Saiyids; certaju divi¬ 
sions and MH'tnms of the Vusaf/ai; and the trans-Indus 'ranaohs whose 
chiel is the Navval) of Anib. 


1. SWATUIS. 

’'riie Swatliis are not pure Pathans, but a])pear to be of Indian orij»in. 
Retiiin^ betore the insasions ot the ITnsafzai, who wre^^ted from them 
S^^at and Hunei, tln'y crossed the Indus and settled in tlie tracts which 
the’y now o(‘eu])y. 

'Phe trans-border Swaihi tracts are Allai, Nandihar, Tihri, Deshi 
ami Tlmkot. 

Dniin^’ the Rlaek Mountain expedition of IStJS, the Allaiwals 
attaclved one oi the su]v<‘y cani|)s. They \v(‘re summoned to ansnto fo? 
their conduct, but did not do so. In the s.ime year the l)esln\\als took 
jiai't, ^^ltll lh(* oth(‘i Ul.K k Mountain tribes, in the in\asion ot the 
\^ioi* A'^alley, and a tine of Rs 1,000 \Aa.s exactcnl tiom them. 

In bSTI the Allan\als under Aisala Khan, in ])rosi‘cutn)n ot a 
lend with the Kohistanis, vudated Rritish tenitory. Retaliatojy 
nu*asui’es weu* taken and a blockade establishml In bSTb the Allaiw.il 
jiiga came in, apologised and paid a fine. At the same time tlu*v 
entei(‘d into a wntten A^ieemmit (Xo I) loi th(' maintenance ot l'nendi\ 
lelations toi the t‘utui(‘, and toj the surreudei of piopcuty stolmi from 
Hritish tciiitoiN Arsala Khan liimsell did not, however, tendei his 
submission, and the agreement was m*\er acted U]) to. 

In ISTt) the ])eshiwals sent in their jirga to testily theii ^ood wn‘11 
to tln‘ 111 it ish (tovei nment 

In 1877 a ji:anf»' of Xandihari outlaws W'as broken uj) and th(*ir leader, 
Ahbas Klian, was captured and imprisoned. 

In 1878 Arsala Klian attacked Battal in the Konsh Valley, and 
carried olT somt' Hindu Hiitish subjects: and otlim raids were made 
by a son of Abbas Khan. The Allaiwals were closely blockaded until 
1880, when th<‘y f>’ave in and surrendered the Hindus captured at Battal. 

In 1887 raids were committed by the Madda Khel Miyans, livinf>’ 
at the head of Allai : and in and before that year men from Tikri 
and the neighboui inj’- Black Mountain glens, known as Parian and 
inhabited by Saiyids and Basi Khel (-hagai’zai, joined in raids on 
British territory. During the Black Mountain exjiedition of 1888 Tikri 
was oceu])ied and a fine of Rs. 1,000 was levied from the diief men: 
and in November the Nandiharis and Tikriw^als entered into Agrt‘ements 
(Now. II and 111). Aisala Khan and the Allai jirga were summoned,

In 1892, after the lllack Alounlain expedifioji of' 1891, ilie Narolihaiis, 
Tikiiwals and Desliiwals weie oranled animal allowances of ]?s. 1,000 
on coiidiiion of jenderinpf poieral s(‘ivii*p \^llen I'ecjiiired. 

IMiore is a lon^- siandiii" (jiiarrel l»etw(‘en Hradar Klian of Tliakot 
and Ihe Wali of Swaf over I he l•e(‘ovel y of fiinher lolls on ilie liidiis. 
In 1921 llradar Khan’s projieily on ih(‘ iij>‘li( hank of ilu‘ Indus was 
seized hy ihe Wali of Swaf, and in th(‘ follow inAcar h(‘ was ousted 
fioin Thakol hv ihe Khans of Allai and Nandiliar, sup])oiied hv the 
Wali of Swat. Jliadar Khan appealed I 0 ( ioa evninent for llu' loslorafion 
to him of Thakol, and orders weie p.issed fhal Ihe AVali of Swat shouhl 
not interfere on the left hank, nor Kradar Khan on the right bank of ihe 
InduR. 

In 1920, when SurveA opeialions weie imdeilakim in ceilain liihtd 
liacis, iiH lading* Kandiliai, llu' Swalhis generally ladiaAed well and 
pul no obstacles in Ihe way ot I In* SuiA<*y Kaiiy. 

In 1928-29 Suivca opeialions were ninhulakiui in Tiki i-Ts’aiidihai, 
elc The atlilude ot llu' tnln*s comeined A\as geneiall\ fiiendl\ and 
the AV'ork Avas conipleled Avilhout much diHicult\. I'ln* Ihn lari Saiyids 
however at fiist lefused to admit the Sur\ey Ibiriy iuil eventually they 
agreed undei ])ressuie 

in June I9d0 a lashkai* consisting mostly of Talib-ul-Ilms from Allai, 
numbeiing about 200, tlnealened ihe Agror Valiev, but retired on 
enconnt(‘i ing opposition from Ihe Fionlier (’onslabula 1 v and a small 
(‘olumn ot legulais supported by a contingmit ot Ihe Nawab of A mb’s 
men. 


2 VITSAFZAI.* 

The trans-border Yusafzai undei Ihe ^adilical contiol of tlu' Deputy 
Commissioner, Hazara, are the Isazai clan (consisting of the, AKazai, 
ITassaiizai and Madda Khel di\ismns): the Aniazai division of the 
ITsmanzai clan: Ihe Ihisi Khel sub-division of tin* (Jiagarzai (avIio, 
though propel ly forming jiart of Ihe Alalizai sub-ili vision of the 
Khwazozai division (d the Akozai clan, are gcneially r(‘ckoned as a 
separate division of tfie Akozai) living with Ihe Jhniaii Saiyids: and 
the trans-Indus rtmanzai Avhose piincipal Aillages aie Kahal and Kaya. 

In 1851 the Ifassanzai murdeied Iaa'o officers of the Salt Dep.irtment, 
and in 1852 made an attac'k on the teiritory of the Nawab of Amb 
A force was sent against them in December 1852, and they an ere punished, 
but did not tender their submission. 


For the history of the tribe see Part 111, Peshawar District. 
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Tlip ITtinjuizai of KaRul niid Kaya ^nve every assistance in the 
oj)orations af^ainst the llindusiani Fanatics of Sitana in 1858; but A\hen, 
in 18G1, the Fanatics made a fresh settlement in Anuizai teiritory, 
the TJtmanzai were called to account for permitting Ihem to re-seltb* 
and to pass through their country to and from British territory. A 
blockade was instituted, and in vSeptember 1861 they agieed (No. IV) to 
the terms imposed ujion them. 

In August 1868 the Ilassanzai raided some Tanawal villages. 

On the conclusion of the Ambeyla campaign of 1868, Agreements 
weie taken, in January 1864, Irom the IHmanzai (No. V), Madda Khel 
(No. VI), Amazai (No. VTI) and Ilassanzai (No. VIJl): all of whom 
agreed to exclude the Hindustani Fanatics from then limits. 

in July 1868 tlu* Ilassanzai, in concert wdth tlie Akazai and 
(8iagaizai, attackial a Hritish police post at Oghi in tlie Agror Valley 
A small foice was d(‘spaicbed liom Abbottabad and, on aiiival at Oghi, 
was joined by a contingent undei the Naw’ab of A mb. 'J8ie ])iesence 
of this force sincesslully ]»i(‘\ented the occu]iation oi the Agior Valley: 
and in the following (Ictober an e\p(‘dition, which includ(‘d a Kashmir 
contingent furnish(‘d in accotdance with the Treat\ of Amritsar (.sic 
Vb)l. XTl, KashinII N(^ I), was d('S])atched against the IHack Mountain 
tubes. Then submission was accepted, and the Akazai wen* infoinied 
that the village of Shahtut, w'lthin the British frontier, which they had 
hith(‘ito held lent-fiee as an independent village, wmuld in future be 
assessed and held by thiMu as Biitish subjects. The attack on Oghi was 
tiaced to th(‘ instigation of Ata Muhammad Khan, Khan of Agror, who 
w’as removed in 1868 to Tjalion* as a State jirisonei ; hiwS jagir of tlie 
annual value of Bs. 1,608 was confiscated, and his ('states wore ]daced 
under the manageim'iit of a Biitish officer Raids continued to be made 
by the TTassanzai and Akazai during his confini'ment; and it w^as found 
necessary fo blockade thi'iii and burn Shahtut. Ata Muhammad Khan 
was ])ermitted to leturn to .\gTor in 1870, and was reinstated in the posses¬ 
sion of his estates, but not of his jagir, on condition that he w^as to be 
responsibb* foi tlu' internal ])eace of the valley as well as for the sc'curity 
and protection of the frontier, and with a warning that anv hostile or 
treasonahb' action on his part against the Briti^^h GovernuK'nt would 
entail his dis]U)Ssession and removal. 

After tiie letuin of the Khan, the tioops which had been stationed in 
Agror WM'ie withdrawal; but the raids did not cease, the principal 
otTendeis being the Akazai. After 1872 matters somewdiat improved; 
but in April 1875 a serious raid, in which they were joined by the 
Nasrat Khel and Basi Khel sub-divisions of the (Thagarzai, was com¬ 
mitted by the Akazai, and the Khan Khel sub-division of tbo TTassanzai, 
on tlie TTritish village of Ghanian in the Agior Valb'v. Before any 
measures for the punishment of the tribes could be decided upon, a 
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quarrel took plaee between tlie Ilassiiiizai and Akazai, wiiicli led, mainly 
ihroufi:!) the influence of the independent Saiyids of Tilli, to the volun¬ 
tary and (complete subniissKm, in Repteinber 1875, of the Akazai, who 
engaf»ed to abstain fiom all opposition to Governnient a pioniise which 
they did not keej). The Nasrat Khel Chagarzai canie in at the same 
time: and in December the llassanzai and theii- allies, the Basi Khel 
Chagarzai, also came, in and professed a desire for pardon. In the 
meantime Shahtut was occupied and the land distributed among other 
communities. 

Ata Muhammad Khan died in 1876 and was succeeded by his son Ali 
(lauhar Khan. 

In 1882 the question ol restoring Shahtut to the Akazai came under 
c,onsid(‘i at ion (lovcrnimMit weie willing to ri'store it on a tribal 
guai<intee lor good bcdiavioiir. The majority (d' the ti ibe \v(‘ie [itcpaied 
to give tlie i(*(juircd engagement; but, as a sub-section ot the clan 
de(line<l, tin* negotiations fell thioiigh foi the linn*. In March 1882 
Ilashim All Khati, the nominal Cliicf of tin* llassauzai. laided a village 
near Oghi in Agror; but the tribe was not helicved to la* implicated 

Disputes between the Khan of Ag*ror and his cousin Abdulla Khan, 
of Dilbori, regal ding the lattc'r’s land interests in the Agror Valley, 
culminated in 1884 in active hostility. Abdulla Khan secured the aid 
of the Saiyids of Bariari with their (Chagarzai t(‘mints, and of a section of 
tin* Akazai: and these tribes committed nunn'unis raids thioughout 
the suiunn*! ol 1884 on the villages ot the vallex. A blockade was 
establislied, and in Scjitember 1884 a small military foice was sent 
against tlu*m whih* engaged in attacking the village of (ihanian. 
The tribes were routed and driven out of British territory. J^etty raids 
continued foi some months afterwards; but in October 1885 the Pariari 
Saiyids and tlie (diagarzai submitted, paid the tines inqiosed upon them, 
and gav<’ hostages for tuture good conduct. 

In November 1887 a seivant of Hashim Ali Khan of Seri, Chief of 
the Tlassanzai, was charged with several murders in Agror and was 
arrested and put on trial. Disregarding trieiidly messages cUsking him 
to send in the witness(*s named hy his servant for his defenee, Il.isln'ui 
Ali Khan sent a raiding party into Agroi, which killed two men and 
earned olY two others. In the following Tune Major Battye. with a 
company ot the 2-5th Ourkhas, Avhile making a route march on the 
Black Mountain, was attacked hy a gang of (iujais and otliers of Akazai 
villages; Major llattye, (kaptain Drmston, and a few Gurkhas wcie 
surrounded, overpowered and killed. 

For some years jiast the glaring offences of the Khan Khel ITassanzai 
and Akazai had been met merely hy the imposition of fines on jiajier and 
by a blockade: and in 1888 it was decided to send an e\]»edition against 
the llassanzai, Akazai and Bariariwals. The llassauzai were com- 
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polled to pay a fine of Its. 7,500, the Akazai a fine of lls. 4,000, and 
the Hariariwals Its. 1,500: and hostage were iakoji fioui eacli clan. 
At the sanjo time, liefore ilie force retiuued io llrilisli ten itory, the 
jiiTj^as of the llassauzai and Akazai made Agreements (Nos. IX and X) 
with (toNoinment. The most impoitaiit terms in tliose agreements w'ere 
that the (dans a( knowledged tlndr responsihility for Ilasliim Ali Khan, 
o! their (Miief, whocnw he might he, and hound themselves to control 
his hidiavioui. They also acknowledged the right nt tin* Hiilish (joverii- 
ment to send its servants, tioops, or jmlice, along its own border on the 
crest of tlie ]lla(‘k Monntain: and promised to attend when summoned 
to accompany any tioops making a jieaeeahle mandi on this holder 
The Akazai also aclmittc^d that they had no cdaim to Shalitut, whicdi 
had long heen a sourc'e of contcmtion on the lUack Mount.lin. 

In 18SS Ali (jaiihai Khan of Agroi was remoNcul fioin the hoidei 
for complicity in many of the laicls and clisturhances of the p.ist years 
Ahclulla Khan of Hilhoi’i suirendered in 18<S9 and was ini])i isoned, hut 
icle.ised (‘ally in 1890. Though no agicement wa^ ent(‘ied into hy the 
(9iagaizai of the* noithcnn slopes of the Bl.acdv Mountain, a laige jirga 
of th(‘ clan visitc‘d the* Deputy rommissioner in 1889 and jirofc'ssed 
lesolve^to lemain in fric‘ndsliip and peace with (to\ ei nuKuit. 

In 1890 (io\ernment cletermin(‘d to makc‘ ec‘itain roacU in Agror up 
to and along the ciest of the Black Mountain, and to send a small 
force* to march along the* crest, and thus assert the* intc*ritioii of holding’ 
the (dans to their agie(*nient The tribes were invited to send in deputa¬ 
tions to arrange eithc*r to assist in these projects, or at least to st‘e that 
no ofl'enc’c was offered. Rhortlv before the troo])s act nail v started, the 
clans were warned that if, in viidation of their agr(*c*ments, they att(*m])t- 
ed to medesi, or o])]>ose British troo])s marching peaceably on the bordei. 
they w’ould he severely punished. To all warnings and advice they 
turned a deaf e.rr, and ])c*imitted ITashim Ali Khan, some Akazai 
headmen and other leading malcontents, to assenrhle bodies tin the ciest 
of the hill to ojrposc* the fence sent from Abbott.rhad. Wh(*n the inten¬ 
tion of the* (dans was (dearly ])roved by their filing at the* cam]) at 
Baicdiai, the trc)o])s retiied, under ordeis, iind the TTassanzai and 
Akazai were warned that theyy would be punished by an expedition to be 
sent against thc*m in the spring. In pursuance of this tlireat the Black 
Mountain expedition of 1891 wxas undertaken The Ilassanzai and 
Akazai were warned that their unconditional submission was demanded: 
and the* Madda Kind were told that they must join the other clans in 
any final arrangement of whicdi Government might approve ivgarding 
the Kh.anship of Seri In May 1891 the tribes aeeepted all the terms 
demanded, save that of the surrender of Hashim All Khan, wdiich his 
flight had put out of fheir powder. They also undeifook to keep Hashim 
Ali out of their country and to surrender him if he returned to it. The

llassaiizai and Akazai executed an Agreement (No. XI) embodying the 
terms iJuposed. Tlie Madda Khel followed and made a similar Agree¬ 
ment (No. Xli). Hel'ore the loico broke up the headmen of Pariari 
came into Oghi and execnited an Agreement (No. XIII) of a similar 
nature. In January the (government of India sanctioned the follow¬ 
ing annual allowances: Jlassanzai Rh. 1,700, Akazai RvS. 800, Madda 
Khel Hs. 1,000, Parians Its. 500; while Ks. 2,000 a year was to be 
paid to Ibrahim Khan, who was accepted as Khan of 8eii and was 
given the confiscated Khaiii lands of llashiin Ali Khan, which the tribes 
grant to the (7c facU) Khan for the support of the Chiefship. 

In 1S02, however, the llassanzai and Madda Khel allow^ed llashiin 
Ali fo return to their country and to settle at Halo. In August of that 
\ear they weie warned that, if they did not surrender or expel him 
wn'thin a month, they would be punished; and. as they persisted in 
lefusing compliance, a forc(‘ was sent in October to llaio, which w'as 
found empty. The defences were ^lestroyed, and tin' force was wdth- 
iliawn, llasliim Ali being still at large. In 1000 Ibrahim Klmn’s allow¬ 
ance was reduced to Its. 1,000 and that (d* the llassanzai increased by 
the same amount. Subsecpiently Its. 800 out of Ibrahim Khan^s allow¬ 
ance wuis transferred to Itahiin Khan of Mirabad. 

The Amazai took no part in the disturbances of 1888 or 1801-92. 
They kejit their agreement to exclude the Hindustani Kanatiis from their 
territory until 1808, when Maulvi Abdulla, tin' leader oi the colony, 
again (‘iitered into negotiations, as a I'esult of which the colony was 
allowed to re-settle in the country of the Mubarak Khel Amazai. In 
the alteied f ircuinstances no noti< was taken of the colony’s re¬ 
settlement; but the Amazai were from time to time given to understand 
clearly that they w'^ere responsible for the behaviour of the colony. 

8'he Anmzai gave little tioiible dining the disturbances of 1807. In 
1808, at the time of the Buner expedition, the Hindustani Fanatics moved 
their headquarters from Mubarak Khel limits, but leturned later: and 
the Mubaiak Khel w^ere again informed that, if they gave shelter to 
tlie colony, they w’^ere absolutely responsible for its behaviour. The 
headquarters of the Hindustani Fanaties are now at Samasta in Madda 
Khel (‘ountry. 

The ITfmniizai weie praeticallv uualTi'eted bv the general fanatieism 
of 1807. Their feuds with the Ralar Gaduns led to some villages of 
both tribeN being put iindei* a short blockade in 1001, which w%'is removed 
at the end of the year. 

Since the expedition of 1802 the general behaviour of the Isazai 
tribes has been salisfaetory except for a general rising of the tribes 
on the Hazara border in 1920.

Foul Froiilier OoiistaFulaiy |)(ists were l)urut, and iittacks were even 
injule on llie iniliiarv detachmeiit at Oj^hi. Military and aerial opera¬ 
tions weie nndeitaken against the most recalcitrant sections with coin- 
pJete success, and \ii two Tiionths* time all the recalcitrant secti(Uis had 
been subdued and j)eace restoied throiig^hout the border; tbough the 
burned ])osts were not re])aired or re-ocenpied. 

AH Gauhar Khan, c.*-Khan of Agroi, died in 1924. His son Iladi-uz- 
Zaman K]ia!i was appointed his successor, and a monthly allowance of 
Rs. bbO was fixed foi him. He was, however, not albuved to return 
to Agror, and the fajuily resides at Hassan Abdal.

know anything of law a,ml proeishire, and ho])e that W(‘ mav receive 
juhtici* in some easy manner.

Agreement entered into by the Khobbul and Eyau branch of the T^tmanzai 
Batjians and the Salar Titpras of the Trans-Indits Jydoonr with the 
British Government — 1861. 

1. We do h<‘reby conjointly and severally pletlge ourselves not. to permit the 
Syiids, late of Sittanah, or tin* Hindustani fanatics and others associated with 
them, now at Mulkah, in the Amazye country and elsewliere, or any of them, or 
any other persons inimical to the British (Jovernment, or wlio have committed or 
intended to (“ommit criminal acts against it, or any otln‘r persons except the 
members of the Ctmanzai Pathans of Khubbul and Kyah and their cultivators, to 
establish themselves at Sittanah or within the lands pertaining thereto, or any¬ 
where within the limits of our settlements ; and should they endeavour to do so, 
We will ourselves unite to prevent or expel them ; and in the event of any of the 
parties to this Engagement acting in contravention of its terras, that party will 
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alone hear l-iie hliiuw, providrd that the remaining }>artieK shall b(i bound in that 
ease to treat it as an enemy, and to eontinue to the best of their abditv to give eflect 
to the provisions of this Agreement. 

2 . We will eonsider tin*, friends of the British (loveriiiueiit our friends and its 
oneimes our enonues, and in the event of the Munsoor Tuppa of tlie traiis-lndiis 
.lydoons, which is not a ■|)arty to tins Agreement, continuing or becoming lefractury,

Agrkemkwt made by the IIasanzai and Akazai with the British Government 
AT Seri, dated 29th May 1891. 

Wo, the Malika of tho Hasanzai and Akazai clans, for ouraolvoa and for our 
fellow-clansmen who have dcjnited us to represent them, hereby promise and agree 
as follows 

(1) We admit and understand that the British Government demands the 
surrender of Hashim Ali Khan. We are unable at present to give him up because

he fled from our territories before this expedition, and has been and now is in the 
country of other independent clans. We bind ourselves never to permit Hashim 
Ah Khan, or Sikandar Khan his brother, or Sheikh Ata Muhammad his uncle, or 
Turrabaz Ivhan, son of Sheikh Ata Muhammad, to settle in or return to our country. 
We also promise that if they or any of them come into our power, we will arrest and 
make them or him over to Government. 

(2) Each clan agrees within its own boundary to arrange for the protection 
of any road which Government may make along the crest of the Black Mountain 
on its own border or within its territory and near our borders while such roads 
are in construction. 

(.‘5) W(‘ agree to protect and preserve from injury roads which have been made 
inside our territory. 

(1) If at any tiini' Government should wish its troops to march along its frontier 
on oiir bolder on tin* Black Mountain our jirgas will nttend to accompany the troops 
or ofiicials of Goveinmenl. in a fi‘n‘inllv and ptMcidnl mannei. Further, iis Ibilish 
teriitmy is o]»(‘n to ns and «is we are peiriutled to tiavel and tradi* in it vvitliout 
molestation, our countrv is ecjually open to the subjecls, serv.iiils und olHcmls of

IS given t<t us in onh'r that oui jiiga may take l.he ])r(*cautions uecessarv owing to 
t.lie stat(‘ of oui soci(‘t.y, e.ieli elan will be resjionsible foi lus saftdv within its own 
limits, w'lll furnish escort and arrange lor Ins safety and (omfoii. 

(f)) We will not ])ermit any of the ITindustani fanat les or their follow'ers to set lie 
in our country. 

(tj) If any of our clansmen or of our dependents or tenants dw(‘lhng in our 
countrv commit an olb'iice in British teriit.ory, we will be responsible to make 
satisfai'tion l)y restoring poisons kidnapped, or property stolen, oi its value, or by 
payni(‘ut of blood-money. And we agree if siicli cases occur to send in reprcseiita- 
tiv(*s to S(*ttle the (;asc by jirga acc-ording to the custom of the country. 

And as our elansmeii if injured in British territory get redress and justice, 
so we will be responsible for injuiies to British subjects travelling in oiir e,ountry. 
If any of our elansim*!! have a claim against a British subject or against any one 
dw<‘lling in British territory, lie will seek satisfaction by preferring a petition to the 
l)e])uty IVuumissioner of FTazaia, in order that the matter may be settled by law, 
or if possibh* by jirga and in accordance with the usage of the country. None of 
our clansmen shall arn'si, any British subject or di'tain the property of any British 
siibji'ct by way of “ birampta *’ or in satisfaction of any claim for debt or damage, 
but all sueli claims shall be n^ferred to the Deputy Gommissioner for settlement. 

(7) Wi* r(*eogniso and admit that the private estate of Hashim Ali Khan and his 
family named above is confiscated and the Government may make it over to any 
Khan Khel it pleases, or to the clan on payment of tribute, 

(8) We understand and recognise that as we are responsible for the conduct of 
our nominal Chief, the Khan of Seri, we may elect any Khan we please excluding 
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Hashim All Khan, Sikandar Khan, Sheikh Ata Muhammad ami Turrabaz and 
any person known to be hostdc to Oovernraent. If we prefer we may refrain from 
appointing any one Khan.

Agukement made by the Mada Kiiel with tjie British (:io vehement, dated 
Seri, 3rd June 189]. 

We Maliks of tlie Mada Khel elan have heard ili(‘ teims of the agrei-ment luadi' 
by tlie llasanzai and AKazai Willi the Bnthsli CoviTiiment and agieo to and aji- 
prov<* of ih(‘m. For oniHC'lves and for our fellow elaiihinen ulio have dejuited ns 
to represent tlx'm we promise to do all wi* eari to seeiire the fulfilment of that agiee 
ment. And we speeially promise and agree as follows .— 

1. We admit and understand that the Biitish (iovc'rniuent demands the siir- 
rendt'r of Hashim Ah Khan We ari' at ])res(‘nt unable to give him u]) Ix'oause 
he IS now in the eounlTV of othtT indeiiemhmt elans. 

W(‘ hind ouiseKes lu'ver to ])(‘rmit Hashim Ali Khan, or SiKandai Khan, his 
hrotlu'r, or SluMkh Ata Muhammad, his unth‘, or Tuiiahaz Khan, son of SImmIvIi 
Ata Mnliaminad, to letuin to or settle 111 our country. 

We also promise that if they or any of them come into our jiower we will arri'st 
and make them or him over to Government. 

2. We will not permit any of the Hindustani fanatics or their followers to settle 
m our country. 

3. If any of our clansmen or of our dependants or tenants dwelling 111 our 
country commit an ofTeruje in British tenitory, we will be resjionsible to make 
satisfaction by restoring persons kidnapped, or property stolen, or its value, or by 
payment of blood-money, and we agree if such eases occur to send in representatives 
to settle the case by jirga according to the custom of the country. And as our 
clansmen if injured in British territory get redress and justice, so w'e will be resjion- 
sible for injuries to British subjects travelling in our country. If any of our clans¬ 
men have a claim against a British subject or against any one dwelling in British 
territory, he wull seek satisfaction by preferring a petition to f hc Deputy (Vminiis- 
sioner of Hazara in oider that ilu* matter ma> bc' settled by law, or li ]>ossibIe by 
jirga and in accordance with the usage ol the country. None* of oui c lansmcm shall 
arrest anv British siib)eet or detain the property of any British subject, by way of 
“ birampta ” or in satisfaction of any claini for debt, or damages, but all such 
claims shall bo referred to the. Deputy Gomraissioner for settlement. 

4. We recognise and admit that the private estate of Hashim All Khan and his 
family named above is eonfiseated and the Government may make it ov(*r to any 
Khan Khel it please, or to the clan on payment of tribute. 
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our noiniiud i*hiof, tho Khun of Son, wo muy oloet any hhilU WO plodSO, oxcludnnr 
IJmhim Ah Khan, Sikandur Khan, Shoikh Ata Miihninminl and Tnrnihaz Khun 
and any person known to bo hostile to Oovornnii^nf. If wi' profor H'c uiuy rofrutfi 
from appointing any ono Kban, 


No. XIII. 

Aorkkmknt made by the Satyids and Chagharzai of Pharari with the Britisr 
(Government, dated Oghi, 12th June 1891. 

We Saiyida and headmen of the Pharari Ilaqua hereby agree and promise ;— 

(1) That wo will never permit Hashim Ali Khan, Sikainbir Klian, Sheikh Ata 
Muhammad, or Turraliaz, Khan Khel, who have been proscribed from the terri¬ 
tories of ih<’ Hasanzai, Akazai, and Mada Khel, to settle or stay in oiir country. 

(2) If (lovernment should make a road on its border along tin* cri'st of the ridge 
from diittabiit liy Mana-ka-T)anna towards the dal pass, wi* will arrunge for its 
]>roteet-ioii within our limits whde under eonstriietion 

(J) If at any tune (lovernment should wish its troops or servants to march along 
its frontier in our neighbourhooil, onr jirga will attend t.o (‘scort tin* troojis or oHicials 
on our border and to do bei'oming servi<*e in a peaceful, fiiendly way. Further, 
just as Pnt.ish teriitoiy is open to us ami as we are ])erfUitted to tiiivel and t rade in 
it without iut»lest-ation, oiii countiy is e(|uallv open to tin* subjects, H(*ivants and 
otficials of (lovernment. 

If (lovernment should send any official to visit oui ioiintiy, piovided due notice 
IS given to us in oidm* t hat onr jirga may tak<* tin* ]>recantions necessarv owing to the 
state of our society, we will do our best'to piovide for his safetv within our limits, 
will furnish escorts and arrangi* for his safety and comfort. 

(4) If any of our clansmen or of our ilepeiidant-s or tenants ilwclling in our 
country commit an ottence in British territory, we will be lesponsible to make 
satisfai'tion by restoring persons kidnajqied, or property stoh'ii, oi its value, or by 
I>ayment of blood-money, and we agiee if sueh eases oceur to send in re})reseiitatives 
t/O settle t.lie case by Jirga ae,cording to the custom of the eoiintry. 

And as our el.insmen if injured in British territory get redress, so we will be 
responsible for injuries to Brit ish subjeets travelling in onr eountry Tf any of our 
clansmen have a i laiin ugiiinst a British siibjeet or against any one dwelling in 
British territory, we will se<*k satisfaetion by preferring a petition t o t he Deputy 
(Vmimissioner of Hazara in order that the matter may be settled by law, or if 
possible by jirga and in aceordanee with the usage of the country. 

Nome of our clansmen shall arrest any British snbiert or detain the property 
ol any British subject by way of “ birampta *’ or iu satisfaction of any claim for 
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debt or damages, but all such claims shall be referred to th(‘ Deputy (’omniissioner 
for settlement. 

(5) W(‘ will do all we eun to secure the maintenanec* of tin* arrangements now 
made by (fovernment with the other Black Mountam tribes, and we hind ourselves 
not to Iielp or harbour or cncourag<‘ any who may seek to give* otbuiec or intcrfeie 
with those arrangimumts or disturb the peace of the border. 

(6) We will not permit any of the Hindustani Fanatics or their followers to 
settle in our country. 
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n.-^DIR, SWAT AND CHITRAL AGENCY. 

Apart from tlio Siato of (Tntral, the trans-border tribes under the 
politioal eontiol of Ihe PoDtieal Ap^eiit, Dir, S^^at and Chitral, are tlie 
Akozai, Tliaszai and Alalizai elans of the Yusafzai: certain sections of 
the Utman Khel : the 1’arkanii: the Sam Kanizni: and various alien 
races of wliich the Ihiskari of Panjkora Kohistan, and the Torwal and 
Garui of Swai Koliislan, are the most important. TJie Akozai inhabit 
ilie S^^at A"all(*y and Dit : tlie lliaszai and Malizai, (;olle(;tivelv known 
as tlie Dunerwals, inhaliit lluiier: the 1'arkanri inhaliil. llajaiir. and 
the Sam Itanizai, a Indeioooneous mixture of Yusafzai, Htman Khel, 
etc., inhabit the aii'a Axhich lies between the Malakaiul ran«'e of liills 
and the bordei of IJril-sh India. 

1. (’niTRAli. 

Philral \\as foinimI\ di\ided into two Stal<‘s, lowin' or (Uiitial 
pioper, and npjnn ('hiii.il, inelndino ^ asin and Mastnj. Doth States 
w'ere oovmned b\ nKMiiliiMs ol ihi* s.ime family, (lainiino descimi fjom a 
common ancestor named .Muhammad Ih*”' Mohtaiani Shall (Katur I) 
was Mehtai ol lowm ('hitial, while his eldin biother, Shah Khushwaki. 
was nilei ol np|)(‘i (diitial 

Aman-nl-iMnlk, tin* Miditai ot lowei (’hitial and liead ol th(* Katur 
blanch, foi many yeais acknow led^ed alle**lance to Kashmir. Tn 1878 he 
accepted an Afrieement (No. I) with the Mahaiaja, by winch he acknow- 
led^’ed subordination to Kashmir and undertook to rei'eive an u^ent troni. 
and to send one to, tin* Daibar. Tiider this en^a^ement he received an 
annual iillowaiice of Its 12,000 fiom the IMahaiaja. 

Ill 1885 (^hitial was visited by a Biitish mission, and this visit was 
followed, in 1888, b\ one nndei (’aj)tain Durand, who wais well received. 
After his return the subsidy ]iaid to the Mehtar by the Kashmir Darbar 
w’as raised fiist to Its. 10,500 and then to Its. 18,000, and an additional 
subsid\ ot Its (),000 a ^eal was j^ranted by the lliitish (lovernment. 

Palilwan Ihihadui, (hiief of ujiper Plntral, was also, though without 
any written a^ieemeiit, for Mune \ ears in receipt of a subsidv from 
Kashmir. He was, howevi'r, not satisfied with the wa\ in which he 
was ticated h} the Daibai, and in 1880, he invaded Kashmir tenitoiv 
The exjiedition was iinsm i essful, and he retuini'd home to find that Yasiri 
had be'eii oiciipied duiiiij^ his absence by Aman-ul-Mulk, whom ho was 
unable to oust .\ll (Ontial thus Iiecame united under one (!hief, and 
Pahlwan llahadui died a tew yeais afteiwards a homeless fugitive. 

In 1802 Mehtai Aman-ul-Mulk died and was succeeded In one of 
his youngei sons, named Afzal-ul-Mulk. Ilis succession was recognised 
by the (lovernment id’ India, but shortly afterwaids he was murdered by 
Sher Afzal, his fathei’s brother, who seized the government of Chitral, 
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but was soon attacked and expelled by Nizam-ul-Mulk, tbe eldest son of 
Anian-ul-Miilk. 

In the winler of 1892-9d a mission was des|)iatched to the new Mehtar 
Nizain-ul-Mulk. This mission reiuriied to (lil^it in the following Tune, 
leaving a politb al officer at ('liitral. 

In Taniiaiy ISfff) Nizam-ul-AIulk was shot dead at the instigation of 
his younger half-brother Ainir-ul-Mulk, who then seized tlio (ffiitral fort. 
At this time Shei Alzal, the most jmj^ular candidate for the Mehtarship 
was intern(‘d at Kalnil, and the Amir had given a written promise that 
he would not l»e again permitted to create disturbances in Chitral. The 
Amir had, moreover, undertaken in the Durand Agreement of 1898* that 
he would at no time exen ise interference in Swat, Bajaur or tffiitral. 
Shortly after Nizam-ul-Mulk’s minder, iTmra Khan of dandol, the 
brother-in-l{n\ of Amir-u]-Mulk, invaded ('hitral with a force of 
Pathans and I’ld'used to obey the British Agent’s orders to witlidraw. 
The (ffntialis at first ())iposed Thnra Khan: but, owing to the weakness 
and iuca])a( it\ of Amii-ul-Mulk, and to treachery, the resistancv-^ col¬ 
lapsed. Jn the meantime Shei Afzal arrived from Kabul and began to 
make common cause with Ihura Khan to indu<*e th<‘ British offictu’s, by 
force if necessary, to <|uit (ffiitral territory. As soon as it became known 
that Slier Afzal was in the country, a few of the (Tiitralis ^^ent over to 
him, and before the end of February the Adamzadas (the noble class) 
])ractically joined him in a body. Amii-ul-Mulk now began to make 
overtures to Dinra Khan, dhe llritish Agent theiefoie ])laced him in 
custody, and formally lecognised Shuja-ul-Miilk, a boy of some 14 years, 
as jirovisional Mehtai, pending the orders of the fTOvernment of India. 
On the 8rd March fighting took place outside Chitral fort between Shm 
Afzal’s force and tJie British Agent’s escort, ^^hich resulted in the latter 
having to retire inlo the fort. The British Agent and his escort of 
400 men were besieged by Slier Afzal, with the Tandol Chiefs and 
I^ithans aided by Chitralis, tiom tin* 4th Afandi to the 19th April. On 
the night, of the 18th, owing to the near approach of relieving troops 
from Oilgit, tfie whole force of the enemy (piietly withdiew and aban¬ 
doned the siege. On the 2fith Ajiril, British troops crossed the Jiowarai 
pass and entered Chitral territory. Sher Afzal was captured fiy the 
Khan of J)ii, and with oilier leading men was sent dowm to India. 
vShortly afterwards Amir-ul-Mulk ^vas also deported, and died in India 
in 1924. 

On the 2nd Septeinhei the present Mehtar Shuja-ul-Mulk, younger 
brother of Amir-ul-Mulk, was installed as Mehtar of the Katur countiy 
in the name of the Maharaja of Kashmir as his suzerain, and with the 
authority and ap])roval of the (jovernment of India. At the vsanie time 
the Khuslnvakt districts, Mastuj and LaRjiur west of the Shandur pass, 
were taken away from the Mehtar and placed under Governors over whom 
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the Mehtnr lijuj no anlhoriiy. Th<‘V woic inchuled, however, in ilie 
(/hitral Af^eiicy. The Kliushwakt districts on the east of the Shandnr 
pass remained under separate (iovernors under Dm control of the ]\)liti- 
cal Af^ent, (xil^it. This separation of the Khiishwakt districts fioin the 
Katur rule was in accordance with the re([uest of tlie Khnsliwaktis, who 
had frer|uently d(*clared iheir ilesire to have no moie Katur Mehtars over 
them. The internal administration of CMiitral was left in the hands of the 
M(‘htai and Jiis adviseis, three adviseis hein^’ a])])ointed to assist him 
durino- Ins minority. Hut it Avas stipulated that tratfic in slaves should 
he ahsolutely prohibited. In return for security from ao«rn»ssion the 
riovernment oi' India Aver(‘ to control the foreif^n relations of the State. 
A political officer was a])])ointed, subordinate to the llritish Afjent at 
Ililjrit, to snj)er\ise affairs «»eneially and to ^ive advice and assistance to 
the Mehtar. A subsidy of Its. 1,01)0 a month was granted to the Mehtar, 
and a furthm' sum of Its. <S,000* a year to com]>ensate him for loss cif 
revenue arising' from the se])aration of the Khuslnvakt country from his 
control A ji'.irrison suthVient to j'uaraiitei* safety from foreion ao^ics- 
sion and to jnovidi* a oimid tor the Mcditar was left in IHiitral 

In 18!)f)the l*olitical Ao‘enc\ at (Oiitial was separated from Gil^it, and 
placed under th(‘ Volitical Ao(»nt foi Dii, Swat and (^hitial, who, cm the 
formation of tin* Noith-West Frontier Province in 1001, was made subor- 
dinat(‘ to tin* (Oiief (Commissioner. 

In lf)l 1 tlie districts of Mastuj (including Yaikhtin and Kuh) and 
Lasjiui were traiisfeiM'd to the diiect administration ot the Mcditai, and 
an A^remmmt (Xo IT) was taken from tin* Miditar rc'^arditio his rela¬ 
tions with th(‘ inhabitants ot those districts. 

During the Aff»'hau War of 1010 the (Oiitral Scouts and Jlodyp;uaril 
c*o-o])eiated w ith the movable column from Drosh in an attack on a body 
of Afghan regulars and tribesmen Avho had occupied Aiandii in Thitral 
limits. The aidlon w^as most successful, the intrudes beinn- dis])ersed 
and the Aff^han tort of lliikot taken. For his services in this connec¬ 
tion the Mehtar iet*eiNed a j^rant ot Its. 1,00,000 as a contribution tinvards 
the e\])enses incurred by the State. 

In the same year the Mehtar of (Oiitral was fj^ranted the title of His 
Highness and a salute of 11 «uns, as personal distinctions. 

In 1020 the Mehtar agreed (No. TTI), in consideration of an annual 
subsidy of Its. 15,000, to take stejis for the jirevention of rharas smu^- 
^lin^ through Dir and Swat into Hritish India. 

In 1028 an Afjfreement (No. IV) was concluded with the Mehtar, 
under which jiis annual subsidy was increased by Its. 80,000, and he 
undertook to supply local produce to the British troops stationed in 
Chitral. 


Paid by tlie Kashmir Darbar. 
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The area of Chitral is about 4,000 square miles; the population about 
100,000; and the revenue about Its. 80,000. 

The Mehtar main la ins a toree of aboul 2,500 men, called the “ llody- 
"uard ”, and an irregular labour (•or]>s known as ilic ” Sa])])(*rs and 
Miners ”, In addition to these forces there are 110 Chitral Levies, 
armed and paid by (Tovernmeiit, and a coi]>s ol (Oiilral Scouts numbei- 
inf»* 080 men umhu* two llritish officers. The scouts are aimed by <lo\- 
eminent and receive ])ay for onh one month in the yeai wlien they are 
called up for training. 


2. DIR. 

The small State of Dir lies to tjic south of Chitral The ruling 
family are Akhund Kliel a branch of the Painda Khel of the Malizai 
Ako/ai Yusafzai. Tin* fbninh'r of the line was Mulla Ilias, known as 
Akhund Jlaba, a holy man who flout ish<‘d in tin* ITth century; but his 
giandson, Chulam Khan, seems to have bei^n the first to acijinre tem¬ 
poral ])ow'er. 

Khan Kahmatullah Khan, a collat<‘ral of (Ihulam Khan, was indebted 
to the Mahaiaja of Kashmir for p(*euniaiy assistance which enabled him 
to ass(*rt his authority and he succeeded in obtaining the Chiefshi]) for 
himself. Rahmatullah Khan aiknowledged the obligations due to the 
Maharaja, and ihi*r(' was for some years a toleiablv clos(» (‘oniu'ction 
l)etwe(‘n l)ii and Srinagar. But in 1875, oflended at tin* wa\ in which he 
was treated by an ag(‘nt simt, by the Darbar to strengthen the ronnection, 
tin* Dll Chief bloke oft lelations with Kashmn : and fiom that time till 
his <h‘ath he cannot be said to have aeknowledg(‘d the MahaiapPs 
suzerainty. 

Muhammad Sharif Khan succeeded his father Rahmatiillah Khan in 
1884. Shortly after his succession, he went to war with Aman-ul-Mulk 
of CMiitial, but was eoni])let«‘ly defeated, and it se(*med at one time not 
improbable that the influence which Aman-ul-Mulk had acquired in Dir 
might be used to ('stablish moie friendly rtdations betw’eeu Dir and 
Kashmir. In ISJIO, however. Dir was coinjuered and occujiied by Cmra 
Khan, Chief of the neighbouring State of Jandol, and Muhammail Shaiif 
Khan was oldiged to taki* refuge in Swat. He made several unsuccessful 
atteni])ts in the succeeding yeais to regain his country. 

In 18f)5, on the adAance of the Chitral Relief FiXpedition, Muhammad 
Sharif Khan did good service by advancing u]) the Panjkorn line wuth 
his own forces, recovering Dir from Unira Khan’s gariison, and s(*ih1- 
iiig a force into Chitral territoiy. which seized the Drosh fort. Tie also 
captured aud handed over the Chitrali pretender Slier Afzal.

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At tile conoliisioTi of the expedition Mnhaninuid Sharif Khan, no-w 
restored to his Khanship, entered into an Apfreenient (No. V) with the 
Government of India, liy which he undertook to keep open the Chitral 
Toad from Chakdarra to Ashret, and in return received an allow^anoe of 
Ks. 10,000 a year, and a similar sum in consideration of his freeinf:>‘ froTU 
tolls the trade between Ohaluharra and Ashret. 

In the s])iiiiji* of 1897 the Khan of Dir annexed to his territories the 
trihesmen on the rijrlit hank of tlie upper Swat, wlio had till then heen 
pra(*ti{*{illy indc'pemlent. 

In June 1897 the Government of India planted the title of Nawah to 
Muhammad Sharif Khan. 

In Octohcr 1898 tli(‘ Nawah airived at an Aeroenicnt (No. VI) with 
tlie Khan of Naw^aj^ai, defining- the boundaries of their respective juris¬ 
dictions. In December of the same year he executed an Agreement 
(No YIT) with the Government of India, defining the boundaries of 
his tcrritones, and nnd(*rtaking not to interfere with, oj- commit ag-g-res- 
sion on, any tribes b(‘yond those boundaries. 

Tlie engagements made hv Muhammad Sliaiif Khan wdth Government 
w-ere on the wlude satisfactoiily cani(‘d out In the disturhauceft 
raised by the ‘‘ Mad ” Facjir in 1897, the Imlk of tlie Dir tiihes, exce])t 
those i7i the Swat valley, took no ])art : and, when the Faep’r aitenpited in 
Novemb(*r-Decemhei- 1898 to attack the (Jiitral lO.id, he was repulsed by 
Dir forc<‘s under Abdulla Khan of Itohat. Tlu‘ rivei sections of the 
Akozai clan—the Azzi Khel, Jinki Khel, Nik])i Khel, Shamizai and 
Selmjnis—tlum executed Agreements (No VITl) in DecemhiM’ 1898 
binding themselves to exclude the Faqir and enemies of the Government 
of India fiom tlK'ir limits 

In March 1899 Muhammad Sharif Khan’s allowance \vas raised to 
Rs. 15,000 with effect from the 1st Getoher 1898. 

The Government of India had, in February 1897, decided that the 
crest of the Ivowarai range was to be regarded as the boundary between 
Dii- and (hitial- and in 1898 an annual payment of Rs. 500 to the 
Nawah was hanctioned, as a very special concession and act of favour. 
The Nawah, however, declined the offer; hut in 1900 he accejiied a pay¬ 
ment of Rs. 1,000 a year, as com])ensation for grazing and other rights 
enjoyed by Dir on the (ffntral side of the Dir-(9jitral boundary, and 
signed an Agirement (No. IX). 

Muhammad Sharif Khan died in December 1904 and, with the sane- 
tion of the Government of India, w'as succeeded by his eldest son Badshah 
Khan (Aurangzeh Khan). 

In 1905 Badshah Khan executed an Agreement (No. X), renewing the 
agreement given by his father and submitting to certain new conditions 
chiefly concerned with the Dir timber trade. The allowances enjoyed 
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by his father, lo Its. 2(»,00() per annum, were (‘oniinued to 

Eadshah Khan, who undertook lo piovide a sum of Its. r),000 annually, 
to be retained by (ioveinment out of these allowances, for the support of 
his brother Mian (hil Jan, on condition of the latter living in Peshawar, 
or, with the permission of Government, elsewhere out of Dir. Mian 
Gul Jaji, llowe^er, did not remain loiif^ in Peshawar, and by the follow- 
inj^ June was laick aj^ain in Ilajaui as th(‘ result of ])romis(‘s made by 
Saiyid Ahmad Khan of Itarwa to reinstate liim in Jandol. A common 
distrust of the Khan felt liy both brothers led to an agreement between 
them on the 12th .Tune 1905, by which Mian Gul Jan was to Jiold 
Mundah in Jandol and the boundaries of Jandol and Dir were defined. 
Hut ])eace between the hr(dli(‘rs was not long; ])reseived. By the follow¬ 
ing* year Mian Gul Jati had ]>laced hims(‘lf at the liead of tribes smart¬ 
ing: under the hig:hhandedness of Badshah Khan, and had seized two of 
his foits. Bolitical action to bring: about a settlement led to the sig*ning 
of an ag-ieement at (Oiakdarra on the 12th June 1000. The dissensions 
betw^een Badshaii Klian and his brother on thc‘ oiu‘ side and his ])eople 
on tlie other were liy no means terminated by this l>ut after a truce of 
six months had been imposed on all parties by th(‘ (Jnef GommissiomT, 
a more lasting: agieement was signed in April 1008 by Badsliah Khan 
and all the imjiortant persons coneeined e\<*ept Mian Gul Jan and 
Saiyid Ahmad Khan of Barwa. 

In June 1008 the title of Kawab wms conferred on Badshah Khan as a 
personal distinction 

In 1011 the Nawab attended the King* Emperor's Darbar at Delhi 
but was not called U[)on to do homage. 

Fighting took place between Badshah Khan and his brother in 1911 
and again in 1012. Mian Gul Jan died at Jandol in June 1014. 

Badshah Khan’s annual subsidy of Bs. 2.5,000 was inerea.sed to 
Bs. .50,000 in 1018, when the title of Kawab was made hereditary and 
the title of Khan Bahadui was conferred on his eldest son Shah .Tahan 
Khan, who was at the sann* time formally rocogmsed as his heir. The 
latter years of Badshah Khan’s reign weje princi])ally spent in an unsuc¬ 
cessful struggle to extend his ])Ossessions on the right hank of the Sw^at 
River and to maintain what he already held. Fuder the leadership of 
Mian Gul Gul Shahzada the whole of the Swat tribes eveTitually threw off 
Badshah Khan’s rule and in 1910 Gul Shahzada ca])tured the Adinzai 
Valley. This he was fo7‘ced by political ])ressure in 1022 to lelincjuish 
to the Nawab of Dir, and both parties were indiu'ed to agree to certain 
terms laid down by Government as to tlieir future boundaries and mutual 
relations. These teinis were stated in a Miirasila issued by the Politicnl 
Agent, w^ich is knowm as the Adinzai Agreement (No. XI). 
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Bndsliah Klian died in yolnuary 1925: and, after some difficulties 
with his 1)1 other Alamzel) Khan, the eldest son Sfiah Jahaii Khan was 
acci‘j)t(‘d })y tlie leachii” men of Dir as successor and \^as accorded 
formal recognition as Nawah hy Government at a Durbar held at 
(Miakdaiia in May 1925. A new agreement was drawn up with Kawab 
Shall dehan Khan (No. XII). 

In 1920 and 19-30 the Viceroy visited the Dir State. 

In 1928 the Nawab (wicted Alamzeb Khan from the estates mentioned 
in No. Xll on acc.ouni of disloyalty. 

During the distiirlxances which took place in Deshawar District and 
elsewhere in the year 1900 the Nawab placed his it*suuices at the disposal 
of Government. 

In 19110 the Chitral lelicls were loi the first time effected without the 
employment of a supjioiting column 

In Decembei’ 1900 ceitain ambiguities latent in cdause (4) of the 
A<linza,i Agrcemmit (No. XI) wen* lectified by the issue of insti iictions 
to the Nawab and to the Wall of Swat (No. XI11) These had the effect 
of contiiming existing bonndaiies and piohibiting hostilities ludween 
Dir and Swat in future. The aiiangemcnt is personal to the iircsent 
ruleis and conditional on their observing their obligations towaids Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The aiea of Dir is about 0,000 sijuarc miles, the jiopulatioii about 
110,000; and the leAcnue (including subsidy) about Ks 1,05,000 exclu¬ 
sive of sales ol timber which, though fluctuating gieatly, average 
about Ks 70,000 a year. 

A gieat |)ait of the Dir territory is divided into minor Khanates, 
which aie hebl by relations of the Nawab, oi by the heads of the main 
sections of the Malizai tribe. 

a. SWAT. 

Of the Yusafzai inhabiting the Sw’at Valley,- the most impoitant is 
the (liar) llani/ai division of the AKozai clan, wliosc fig’hling strength is 
about 0,880. 

Abdul (ihafur, the AMiund of Swat, was a religious leader of gieat 
fame and influence at the time of the annexation of the Punjab, liis 
head<|uaiteis being at Saidu in Dppoi Swat. In December 1849 it 
became necessaiy to punish the tribes of Lower Swat for complicity in 
various raids within the llritish border, and a force was sent against the 
villages at tin' foot of the Slmhkot and Morah pavsses. The operations 
were eomjiletely successful: and the Akhund, recognising the strength 
of the llritish ])ower, impressed on the tribes that their only chance of 
resisting if lay in unity umlei a single leader, lie pul forward Saiyid 
Akbar, a descendant of the famous I’ir Baba whose giave in Biiner is 
still out* of the holiest shrines in the country, as a candidate. Saiyid 
Akbar came to be known as the Badshali of Swat. 
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Tn 1852 a serios of outrages was coiuiniUed by Ajmi Kliau, the 
fujil'itivt* Khan of the villaj'e of Taiigi on ilie Swat Uiver. Ills chief 
KU|)j>oit ^^as the Hadshah ot' Swat, and he was aided and abelied by the, 
Utnian Khel and Itanizai. Tn March 1858 a force from l^eshawar 
destroyed the chief villaj^es of the Utnian Ivhel, tfioug-b no aj^reenient 
was taken fioni them at the time. The force jirocceded as far as l)arj:;ai 
and imposed a fine of Ks. 5,000 on the Sam Itanizai, ^\ho siuTcndered 
tliroe of their head men as hostages. These, however, they snliseijuently 
re])iidiated, and the fine remained unpaid. In May 1858 a second force 
marched against the Sam Itanizai, who submitted and expressed a wish 
to become llritish subjects. This was not acceded to; but they were 
allowed to je-settle on terms (No. XIV) to which they have since stead¬ 
fastly adheicd. 

Saiyid Akbar, the lladshah of Swat, died in 185T. The Akhund, and 
under his influence the leading Itanizai Tvhans, joined the combination 
of tribes that took jiart in the Ambevla camjiaign of 1808. 

'j8ie Akhund of Swat died in danuary 1877. On his death two 
poweitul factions arose, headed by Itahmatiillali, Khan of Dir, and the 
eldest son of the Akliuiid, knowm as t}ie Mian fiul. 

In 1877 the Itanizai village of Skhakot took to haibouring outlaw's 
and otherwise giving troulde A small foi(‘e was sent against it, when 
the teims deniandt'd by Goxeinment were at once conipli(*d with The 
iKMghbouriiig \illages also gase siniilai guarantees. 

In 1878 a small force was des])atcJied to exact lepaiation for a wanton 
laid by I'tniaii Khel on a gang of unarmed coolies working on the Swat 
canal near Ahazai. Tlie tiihal Icadeis came in and submitted to the 
lei Ills imposed 1)\ (io\einnient. 

In 1805, dining the march of Hie Ghitial Iteliel Force, the attitude 
(d I he IH mail Khel was geueially fiiendly, as was that of the Sam 
Kaiiizai and the Jxliaiis (d the Khaii Khel and Itanizai of liower Swat. 
Att(‘r the conclusion of tlie (’hitial ex]»edilion, the Khan Khel section ot 
tin* Akozai Yusafzai, and tlic Bar and Sam Banizai, iindeiiook (No. 
XV) to protect the road from Peshawar to Chitral running thiough their 
limits. The Khans and Khan Khel of Kiiwei Swat also agieed (No. 
XA^l) to abandon tlioir right to tolls in consideration ot an annual pay¬ 
ment ot Its. 10,000. 

During the disturhaiices of 1807 the Sam Itanizai acted up to their 
agreement of 1895, with a few’ indi\idual excciif ions. The Bar Itanizai 
and the tribes of Upper and Bower Sw'uf, however, took an active jiart in 
them and ex])edilions were sent into U]iper Swat to exact puuishnient. 
The Musa Kliel section of Akozai Yusafzai, and otber tribes of D]>per 
Sw'at, in addition to coiii]dying with the Governiiient terms, expressed 
(No. XVll) their unconditional submission. 
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The movable eolum?!, which had been located iu the Swat Valley since 
189f)y was withdrawn in 1902. 

Tn 1907 the UtinaTi Khel jirjfa of Aj^ra g^ave a written Af^reement 
VNo. XVIII) iiri aiifriiig terms of peace with tjie Raiiizai and undertak¬ 
ing to proieet and he responsible for the safety of Governineiii survey 
parties. 

fn 1909 the eonstniction of the Upper Swat Canal was hepfun, with 
lieiid woiks at Ainandarra and a tunnel under the Malakand Cass to 
Daro-ai, whieh was (*oin])leted in 1914. 4'he prf)je(‘t was viewed with 
ronsiderable distrust by the inhabitants of Tjower Swat, who feared that 
tlie diveision of so inueh water from the Swat River would decrease their 
facilities i<»r irrigation. Government therefore aoreed to assist the 
S\\at, villages below Ainandarra in maintaininfj; and developinj:^ irrijra- 
tion and in making the best use of the water remaining' in the Swat River. 
The Sam Ranizai arc now j^iA^en water from the Canal on payment of 
water-rate, and their land has become extremely valuable in conse- 
((uence. 

In 1915 the Sliamizai and Sebujni sections of the Akozai Yusafzai, 
in Upper Snat, succeeded in freeing their (‘ountiy from the domination 
of the Nan ah of Dii as far don u the np-ht bank of the Swat River as 
Shaniozai. They then called in Saiyid Abdul dabbar Shah, of vSitana 
on the Indus, to be their Hadshahand to lead them a^minst the 
Nawab of I)ii’. This effort, Inmevei’, finally lesulted in a collision with 
a British force at the Laiidaki ridjj^e. The attack was easily ri'jiulsed, 
and a blockade was established aji^ainst the Avhole ot Ujijier vSwat, which 
lasted till the end of 1915. 

In 191() the two surviving; descendants of the Akhund of Swat, Mian 
Gul Gul Sliahzada and Mian Gul Shirin Badshah, j>Tan(lsons of the 
Akhund Abdul Ghafur, A^ho had been driven out of Swat by Abdul 
dabbar Khan, re-established themselA’^es in Saidu: and in Sejiternber 
1917 the “ Badshah ” was told that he Avas no lonf»;cr reipiired, and 
retuined to his home on the Indus. Gul Sliahzada Avas soon afterAvards 
j’cco^nised by the tribes of Upjicr SAAuit as their leader. Shirin 
Badshah Avas killed in 1918 in the course of iip^htin^ between SAvat and 
llir, A\hicli continued sporadi<*ally until 1922, when an ajj^reement was 
reached between the Nawab of I)ir and the Mian Gul Gul Shahzada. 
The terms of this a«;reernent are given in No. XI. It was amended in 
BldO (No. XIII) (/S^cc under “ 2. Dir ”). The next four years were 
ocmipied by Gul Shahzada in consolidating his jiosition : and in May 
192G, oAving to his effective establishment of his rule over the whole 
of Upper Swat, tlie GoA'ernmeiit of India decided to recognise him as 
ruler or “ Wali ” of SAvat, to conclude A\uth him an Agreement (No. 
XIX) of mutual friendship, and to grant him an annual subsidy of 
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lls. 10,000. All dealings with the tribes of Upper Swat are now con¬ 
ducted through the Wali. 

In December 1920 an Agreement (No. XX) was taken from the Klian 
Khel and other jirgas of Lower Swat, undei which no o\itlaws will in 
future be jiennitted to n*side in any part of the prolecled area of 
Malakand. 

In 1927, in consideralion of an annual payment of Us. 500, the 
Wali of Swat suirendered the riglits theretofore exeicised hy him in the 
Pitao-Soria IMalaiidri area. No written agreement w^as taken on this 
occasion. This area is now included within the administrative border. 

In Ajiril 19-‘U) the Viceroy visited the Wali of Swat at Saidu and 
invested liim with the insignia of K. B. K., winch had been granted 
on the 1st January 1930. 

Dining the disturbances which took place in the Peshawar District 
and elsewhere in the year 1930 the Wali of Sw’at })hu*ed his resources at 
the disposal of (ioveinment. 


4 . BUNER. 

The inhabitants of Buner belong to the Iliaszai and Malizai clans of 
the Yusafzai, collectiiely knowm as the Buneiwals. Their fighting 
strength is about 10,000. 

Mir Saiyid Ahmad Shah of Bareilly, tlie Wahhabi founder of tin* 
colony of Uindustani Fanatics, was killed by the Sikhs in 1831. Tlis 
follow'eis settled at Sitana on the Indus, but w'cre expelled in 1858 and 
moved ti» Malka in Buner. As the peace of the bordi*r had foi* some years 
been disturbed by their fanatical operations, it became necessary to eject 
them; and in October 1803 a force mov€*d up the Ambeyla Pass wdtli 
that object. A temporary cheih gave time for the tribes to collect, and 
contingents from Swat, Dir and Bajaur came to the assistance of the 
Hunerwals. Severe fighting ensued; but in December 1803 all opposi¬ 
tion was overcome, and the Buiierwals agreed (No. XXI) to disband their 
force, destroy Malka, and expel the Uindustani Fanatic's from Buner. 

In 1808 the Salarzai division of the Iliaszai Yusafzai burned''a 
village in British Yusafzai, and were blockaded until they agreed to 
relmild tlie >illage and pay a fine. In 1877 a border raid by the 
Bunerwals led to the imposition of a blockade and the exaction cif a 
fine. 

In 1884 a series of laids by the Salarzai and Ashiizai divisions of the 
Iliaszai, and the Nurzai division of the Malizai, led to all three clans 
being blockaded : and it was not until February 1887 that the Bunerwals 
submitted and complied with the terms imposed by Government. 
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ill July 1S97 (he Humuwals took paH iii llio uiiark on Malakaiid aiul 
( liakdaira. They ret used to eoino in and answer ioi their eoiidiiet, so 
an e\])ed it ionary force was despatched ag-ainst them in ianiiary J898. 
Tli(‘ clans suhnutted jiractically without lesistance, and the wlnde ol 
lJunei piojiei wms eAaniim‘d and suiveyed. Their piestigo as a fighting 
elan, whnh had stood high since the Aml)(‘^la campaign, has in eoiis^- 
fjiicnce much diminished. 

Two SCI ious laids (‘ommitted l>v the l^uneiwals in 1918-14 wx're 
piinislied hy a loice which entered their couiitry by the Malaiidri Pass 
and inijiosed a fine of Its 7,000, which was jiaid in full. In August 
and Sejitemher lOlh tlic tribe, assisted by detachlmnits of the Ohagarzai 
and by the colony of Hindustani Fanatics, were several times engaged by 
llntish lioojis: a blockade was miloiced, wdiicli was not raised until July 
1910, when tin* Jlunerwals (laid a fine of Its. 8,000. 

In 19t^4 th(‘ Wall of Swat established his lule o\ei Ihinei, though 
h(* has not yet been tormally i(‘cognised as its i ulei. Since his occupa¬ 
tion of the country the conduct of the lliineiwals has betm exem- 
])la?v. The Wali liaa iniposcMl customs duties on goods e\ported from 
Hunei by the various passes leading into the .Maidan Sub-Division, and 
has done something to inijiioM* communications in Hunei and (Jiamla. 
A load has also been made In him over iJie Malundri Oass as far as the 
boundary of Hahroch village. He has taken consistently effective 
measuies to prevent laids into the Peshawar District and has on more 
than one c:K*casioii handed up absconding criminals lor trial in the 
r(‘gulai coints llc' and his local ofticials in lUiner have at all times 
shown then leaclmess to co-opc*rate with the Ibitish ofhc-ials at Maidan 
for till* ])reservation of the peace of the border and, during PKib, a 
tiaversing sUMey of the whole* of Ibinei and ('hanila was cairied out by 
the Impel nil Sui vey Depaitment under tribal escorts provided by the 
Wall. 

IMie bolder between Huner and British territorv was revised in 1927 
to include the* Malanclii and Wara Dara tract and the administiation ol 
the lattei area was assumed b\ the l)e])uty (’oinmissionc'r, Peshawar 
Piciprietary title in the Malandri area w\as bitterly disputed between 
the Kuniaii Khc*l and Hamza Khel sc'c-tions of Huner. An influential 
jirga was a|)|)oin(ed to go into the whole mattc‘i and thc‘ir finding regard¬ 
ing Ibtao Malandri w'as acce])ted by the (Jiief Comniissionea and the 
village was allowed to rcmiain with the Kumaii Khel. Tlic ownershiji 
of S«nia ^Malandri still awaits decision. An original settlement of the 
tiaci will be undeiiaken as soon as the question of title is finally deter¬ 
mined. 

5. HAJAHR. 

i'he Ha jauris, or Tarkanris, sent a contingent under their Chief, Faiz 
Talab Khan, to the assistance of the lluneiwals in the Ambeylu cam- 
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j)aig*u of In ]8{i5 Uinni Khtiii ol Juiulnl, f;:i‘an(lM)n of Fai/ Talal) 

Kiiau, who had at that fiiiii* made himself mastei of a eonsideraldc* 
portion of Swat, the ^jeafer ])ait of Ihijaui and fhe whole of Dii, was 
the inoviiif^ spirit in the sie^e of (!hitral, and also sent a lai^e eontin- 
^’ont of Ikijanris to r)])pose the (^hitial IGdief F(*i('e at (^liakdaira. Jn 
April of that year, two brigades of the J^'oree advanced into the Jandol 
Valley, but Umra Khau fled into Aff^han territory. 

Consequent on the rjsinj>- ol 1897, two brigades were despateh(‘d 
fhroiij>h Bajaur af>ainsf the Mohinands, the Bajauri Khans of Kawaf>ai, 
Khar and Jhar pronnsing them uniestrieted passage, (hie of tliese 
brigades was attacked at Naw'agai, and fhe othei in the Watalai Valiev, 
where seveie fighting ensued, and it became necessary to send a punitive 
force against the Alaniund and Salarzai clans of the Tarkaniis. In 
October the Mamund Jirgas (‘ame in and made full submission, ami the 
Salarzai comjdied in full with the terms imposed. Foi’ their assistance 
lemlmed dining the oceujiation of Bajaur, OoMonment gianted Bs. 
10,000 to the Khan of Kawagai, Its. ‘1,500 to the Khan of Khar, and 
Hs. JJ,500 to the Khan of dnar. 

In August 1915 the Salarzai, in concert with the Shamozai llfman 
Khel, atta(d\ed tlie i)ii Levy post at the I'anjkoia Bridge and a 
bbx kade was imposed ujion Bapuii which Tcmained in foiee till th(‘ end 
of the ,\eai‘. 1’he Khan of Nawagai, wJio liad icceued fiom Ooveinment 
the title of Kawab and a \(‘aily subsid\ ol Bs. 10,000, allowed his own 
relatives to go down with tiibal lashkais and attack British troojis at 
Shabkadi. h’or this < onduct he was dejniviMl ot his title and subsidv. 

In 1917 the Kawab ol Bii conqueied the gieatei pait (d the dandol 
Valley and adiled it to the Dir Slate. In Ajiril J9;;.^^) the Nawah of Dir 
and Ills biotlier Alamy.eb Khan signed a formal Agieement (,scc No. Xll, 
Annexuie A), undei* whicli Alamzeb Khan was ]»iit in jiossessioii of 
flandol under the suzerainty ol the Nawab: he was evicted from these 
possessions in 191.^8 [.sec nndei “ 2. l)ii ”). 

The agitation in Beshawar in 1980 spiead to thi* Bajaiii and Dtaiian 
Khel tribes who in May sent a lashkai estimated at 1,200 to dimlui 
Khwar. A few days’ bombing of then vill.igi*s broiighi about their 
speedy retirement. 

The Hindustani Fanatics, whose headqiiaiteis ale at Samasta, in 
Madda Khed country {.sec Bart 1), also have a colony at Chamarkand in 
Bajaur. 

0. KOITTSTAN. 

The Bashkaris of Banjkora Koliistan at one time ])aid tribute to 
Chitral, and afterwards to both (Oiitral and JJir. They now pay tiibnte 
to Dir only. Banjkora Koliistan contains extensive deodar forests: and 
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the sale oi' thin timber, wliirh is floated down the Panjkora river, is a 
S(»ui(*p of eonsidernlde revenue to the Nawab of Dir. The agreement ol 
May 025 wilh the Nawab (.see No. XII) iiielu<les a speeial Artiele regard¬ 
ing the Dir timber trade. 

S^^at Kohistan also jUKSsesses rich deodar forests, over whieh the 
neighboui mg slates desired to obtain possession: and in 192f‘l (jovern- 
meiit warned the Rulers of (’bitral. Dir and Swat that interference in 
this tract would not be permitted. The inhabitants, estimated in 192() 
to mimtjer 20,000, are Torwnl and (larwi, non-Pathan races of whom 
little IS known: they appear to be remnants of the races wdio occupied 
botli bow (‘I* and I'pper Swat before the arrival of the Yusafzai. 

Jn 1027 a rejnesentalive jirga of the Garwi tract visited Peshaw\a? 
and submitted a jietition making certain requests, which were eventually 
embodied m an Agreement (No. XXll) concluded in 1028. 

In the same year a Forest Officer visited the Kohistan forests and 
})re])ared a report. 

tn Maich 1020 the tribe concluded an agreement with Messrs. 
Spedding, Dinga Singh and (-o. for the w'orking of their forests and 
during the summer a Political Tahsildar was sent to maintain the neces¬ 
sary liaison between tlie tribe, the firm and the Forest staff. Tlie woik 
pioceed(‘d fairly smoothly during 1020, but in lOifO considerable tiouble 
was expel lenced owing to local jealousies and other causes.

True Translation of an Engagement made by Aman-ul-Mulk, Ruler of 
Chitral, with His Highness the Maharaja of Kashmir, —1878. 

“ With the sincerity of purpose and the cordiality of will, I (the Aman-ul-Mulk) 
do hereby execute this deed on my own part and on the part of my children, consist¬ 
ing of the following articles :— 


Article 1. 

“ I engage that I will always sincerely endeavour to obey and execute tlie 
orders of His Highness the Maharaja, the Wall of Jammu and Kashmir, that I will 
overtly and covertly consider His Highness’s well-wishers, and fneiuls as my 
friends, and the enemies of his Government as my enemies, that J will pri'scmt the 
following ‘ nuzzerana ’ to His Highness annually as an acknowl(‘dgment of his 
paramount power :— 

“ Three horses, 

** Five hawks, 

“ Five tezi dogs (hounds). 


Article 2.

Whereas the Government ol India have no desin' to nniKN the terntoiy ol tin 
Khan of Dir, but reipiire a road to be ke]»t open tioni the Swat N'alli'V to (liitral 
territory. Dn sueeeeding to liis fathei the late Khan of Dii. Nawab Aniangyi'b 
Khan, the Khan ol Dir. on Ix'half liimselt and oj his sneeessois, tiill} and finely 
undertakes to carry out and a lade by tin* terms detailed below :— 

I. - 

(i) that he will keej) open tin* road from (’hakdaria to the bonndaiies of 
('liitial territory ; 

(ii) that he wmH make any ]>ost.al airangemeiits Tiajiiiied ; 

(ill) that In' will ])ioteet the telegia]di oi ti'lejihone on anv oeiasion when 
it IS put up ; 

(iv) that he W'lll maintain tin' load, levy ])nf,ts and tamping gioiind endo- 
suK's in good rejiaii , and 

(v) that he will juoti'Ct the wlioh* liiu' with levies. 

II. That:- 

(i) All trade passing along the road fiom I'hakdarra to Ashreth shall foi

1. Those ab8cond(*rs who have committed olfences in Rritish Territory and 
have entered Swat Raiiizai for the first time sliall, if they are arri'sti'd by Govern¬ 
ment servants on road or in any jdace undiT the control of the Government, be 
left completely at the discretion of th<‘ Political Agent, who may punish tlnmi 
himself or hand tlnmi over to the District authorities. We. will nut object to 
any such procedure undertaken. 

2. If any such absconder is not arrested on his first, arrival he will not be 
allowed to become the “ hamsaya ” of any one in the Protected area of Malakand 
but will be expelled by us from that area. 
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3. We will give a list of any absconders now in Protected Area to the Political 
Ag(3nt and the Naik whose hamsaya any such outlaw is will bo responsible that 
that outlaw does not go and commit any offence in British Territory. If the 
outlaw does go and commit any offence iii Brifish Territory hia “ Naik ” will bo 
liabh^ to pay Hs. 1,000 (one thousaml only) to the Governiiicut on account of 
harbouring that outlaw, unless the “ Naik ’ hands the said outlaw over to the 
Political Agent to deal ^ith as he thinks fit. In tliat case the Naik will be immuiK^ 
from paying the line of lis. 1,000 and the Political Aginit may eithtir punish the 
ouf-law himself or hand him over to the District authorities.

2. We will not permit the agents of the Mehtar of Chitral, the Nawab of Dir 
or the Wall of Swat to visit our country without the permission of the Government. 
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3. We will m future enter mto no negotiatioiiB for the cutting or sale of tiraboi 
from our forests without first olitammg the sanction of the Political Agent. If 
any such contract is arranged we will submit it for the sanction of the Government 
before any felling operations are commenced. 

4. Wc will permit forest officers despatched by Government to visit and aspect 
OUT forests and to mark trees for cutting in accordance with a proper plan. We 
will guarantee tlieir safety and oiler them no limdrancc in their work. 

6. The Govimmeiit of India will use their influence to prevent all neighhuring 
Chiefs, who are recognised by and receive allowances from the Government from 
encroaching u|)ou the iiidepeiidciiee of the tribi'S of the Garwi Tract of Swat 
Kohistaii either by force of arms or by intrigues with the factions among those 
tribes.

In 1824 SaiNid Ahmad Sliah. a iiaiive of Danolly and founder of ihe 
colony of ITiiidusiani ianaii(‘al Muhanima<lans at Siiaria, arrived aiuonp^si 
the Yusafzai on ihe l*eslun\ai bordei. flis docinnes were esseniiiilly 
those of ilic Wahhalos and he was at one inne ihe companion in arms of 
the celebrai(‘d Amir Khan of Tonk On his aiiival he ])iociaimed a 
religious wai against ihe Sikhs, but was deleatcnl. lie Htd to Swat and 
took refuse with Fateh Khan of Panjiar Later on lu‘ succeeded in 
secui mg some sujiport from tin* local Paihaiis and with iheir aid wuis lor 
seveial years successful jJi his struggles with the Harakzai Sardars. Ihil 
in 182h a general insuriection, produced by his oppiessivi* I'xactioiis, 
took place among the Pathans Many of his iollowers were massacred, 
and he w^as coiiijielled to flee to Hazara. Ills followers how^evei again 
rallied louiid him (here In 1880 Haja Slier Singh, lieir-aj)])areni of 
Paiijil Singh, niaiehed with a large army against ihe Saiyid and liis 
l(dlow(»rs and eompleiely defeated ilu*m The Sm\id fell in the action 
and some of his followers found their wax to Sitana, a village belonging 
to Saixid Akbar Shall, who had served Saiyid Ahmad in tin* cajiacity of 
(n^asurer and counsellor. After (he imneMiiioii of l*eshaxvar (he Akhuiid 
of Swat induced the peojilc cd' that valley in receix^e Saiyid Akhai Shah as 
their temjioral rulei. Saiyid Akbar Shall died in IShT. 

Though ihe Hindustani Fanatics were knowm to have aided the 
Hnssanzai in an attack made by them in 1852 on the territory of the 
Nnwah of A mb, no actual cfdlision took ])lace witli ib(*m till April 1858, 
svhen, in order to yuinisb tliem foi an attack on the camp of a Pritish 
ofTici'i* m'lir the hnrdei', a force of Hritish and Indian troops, 5,000 strong, 
under Sir Sydm*y Potion, was despatched against them. The Htmanzai 
of Kabal and Kaya gavi* ex^ery assistance to this force in its o])erations, 
dining the roursi* ot winch the huildings at Sitana and also at Panjiar, 
Phinglai and Mangal 14iaria, xxdiere the fanatics had been invited by 
Mukarrah Khan, son oi Fateh Khan of Panjtar, were destroyed, and the 
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Hindustniiifl were expelled from Sitaiia. 1Miey subsequently je-settled 
at Malka in the territory of the Amazai, a seetion of Ihe ITtmanzai divi¬ 
sion of the Yusafzai, on the norlh-westein slopes of Mahaban, and in the 
early part of ISbl oecupied Suri in the vicinity of Silaiia and lesumed 
their former depredations on Itntisli territory It therefore became 
necessary to take steps a<?ainst them, and t|ie T'tman/ai who had per¬ 
mitted the Fanatics to re-settle and to pass thiongh theii country when 
proceed]nf»* to and returning fiom liritish territory w^ere blockaded. 
Soon after th(‘ institution oi the blockade* the Fimanzai exqiressed lh(*ir 
willinf>tiess to submit to anv terms dcinandi'd ot them ^ and aftei’ some 
time they ap;reed (see I’art I, No. l\^) to pav a fine of Rs 1,000, to 
<;lose theii country against the Siiana Fanatics and othei robber>, and to 
(‘ease from ](‘\\injn ceitain oj)pi(‘Ssi\e dm‘N tiom irad(*is proceeding u[)

Shorth aftei the setth‘m<‘nt with the I'tmanzai. tlie Tliridustani 
Fanatics, howc'va*!, iiojnn retuined to JRalka, and in the AmbeyJa (‘am- 
pai<?n of 1800 tioops wert* d(*spatched undei Sir NevilU* (Mianiberlain to 
diivi* them out ot that place. 'Phe Fanatics were ] 0 ined by tlie Amazai 
and the Ilunerwal in tlieii oj,position to the advance* of this force Tlie 
Amazai, after a show of resisten(*e, were pacified by the Buner cliiefs and 
joined tliem in burning' Malka In January 18(i4 both the Amazai and 
the BuTK'iwal executed A^rJ^'i'inents {.ser Part I. No. VII and Pait II, 
No. XNI) to cx(*lu(h‘ the Hindustanis alto^ctliei fiom then limits lOie 
Amazai Kejit then a^ieement till 1804, \\h(*n Maulvi Abdulla, the lead(*r 
of the colon\ , a<iain entered into n(*“otiations, as tin* i(*snll of which 
the colony was allow(*d to i(*-settle in the Mubarak Kind Amazai teiiitoiy. 
In the alteicd (iicumstances no imtice wa^' taken of the colony’s r<*- 
settlcnient, hut the Amazai were fnun time to time ^MV(*n to understand 
clearly that they were res])onsible for tlie behaviour ot the colony In 
1808, at tin* tinn* of the Bunei expedition, the colony moved for sat(*ty 
from Najjri, their hcadijuarters in Mubarak Khcl Amazai territory, to 
Hatara. After the expedition they returned to Mubarak Khel countiy, 
and the Amazai were a<*ain intoimed that if they f»ave shelter to tin* 
colony, thv'‘y would be absoliitidy lesponsibb* for their b(‘haviour. 

In 1875 the (Miaoarzai section of the Malizai, a sub-division of the 
Yusafzai, was ini[)licated in the Akazai and TTassanzal raids on tlie Af>Tor 
border (.see Part I, Hazara District). 

In 1877 a border raid by the Buneiwal led to the imposition of a 
bloidxade and the exaction of a fine. A jab Kh.m, a leadino* (Miief, who 
was instrumental in inciting- th«‘se trib(*s in order to injure his ein'inies 
and (uihancc his im])oriance in tin* (*yes of riov(*rnmcnt, was arii‘sli*d 
and tried at Peshawar as a common criminal and was execut(*d in June 
1878. 
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In 1884 (I series of raids ]>y the Biinorwal—the Salarzai and Ashnzai 
siMtlnnis oi the Iliaszai and the Nurzai section of the Malizai—led to a 
blockade of all lluee seclions; and if was not nnfil February 1887 that 
tbey submitted and (‘om[)lied with the teniis imposed hy Government. 

In Tidy 1897 the Hunerwal took part in the attack upon Malakand 
and Cbakdarra. They refused to come in and answer for their conduct; 
so an c\])(‘ditionary force was despatched aj^ainst them in January 
1898. They submitted without resistance. 

The Klntdn Khel and Chamhnenl form part, of the Mandanr tribe of 
t)ie Yusafzai The Khudu Khel, A^ho live south of Buner, are a sub¬ 
division of the Saddozai division of the Utmanzai clan of Mandanr 
Yusafzai; and the (diamlawal, \Nho inhabit the Clianila Valley south 
east of Buner. aie a mixtine of various Mandanr clans. 

Both the Ehudu Khel and Chamlawal joined in the outbreak of 

1897, and in November of that year were called upon to tender their 
submission. The Khudu Khel promptly complied and paid the fines 
imposed; but the riiamlawal remained recalcitrant and did not finally 
comjily with the terms of Government until forced to do so, in January 

1898, as a result of the operations of the Buner Field Force. 

In 1912 a strip of land in tribal limits was leased from the Khudu 
Khel for tin* ny)])er Swat ranal, as it offered an alipfnment more suitable 
and cli(‘a|»ei than tin* alternative alignment in British territory. 

4Mie conduct, of the Kliudu Khel was maired by a fruitless raid at 
Zaiobi, in tlie Swabi Tahsil, on the 5th Februaiy 1911. No damag'o \m)s 
done and one laidei \\as cajituit'd. A baramta ^^as saindioned; the tribe 
jiaid a fint' of Hs 2,090, and the lioiises of some of the raideis concerned 
were burnt. 

A portion of the Khudu Khel country, which was proposed to be 
undated by the Upper Swat Uanal, uas rectan^ulated in 1921. 

In February 1922 the Khudu Khel villages of Bagi, Total! and 
Naugram wcic visited by a party of Frontier Constabulary under Mr. 
K. (^. Ilandyside; some cattle were seized and hostages brought in. In 
addition some murderers and malefactors were arrested at Naugram and 
brought in for trial. 

The Khudu Khel uere implicated in a raid committed in November 
1921 at village Kalabat, in which two persons were wounded. Eleven 
Khudu Khel were seized in baramta and the case was settled. 

2. UTMAN KHEL. 

(a) Cis-horder, 

The initial cause of the first frontier exjredition undertaken after the 
annexation of the Ibinjab, that of De(;ember 1849 {nee Part 11, Swat) 
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was the retnsal of ilie rimaii Kliel living in British Baezai to pay 
revenue. During the Ainbeyla cainpaigii of 1803 then niisbehaviour in 
cutting oif stragglers from the British cohiniiis was punished by the 
infliction ot a tine of Hs. 2,500. The adjustment of the shares in wliich 
this fine ivas to )>p ]>orne by the diflerent villages led to serious internal 
disturbances: and in ISOti a tone was despatched against them. Their 
villages were destioyed and rebuilt on the plain, M'here they weie no 
longer diflicult of access. They again gave tioiible in 1872, in connection 
with revenue settlement operations. 3hoo])s weie sent out, and the 
recusant village's made suhmission. 

In 1807 a numhei' of THmaii Khel Biitish subjects secietly joined 
the Fanatics in Swat. Some individuals were punished; but no villages 
weic openly comimtte'd to hostility. 

(b) Trans-border, 

The section of this tribe iiiidei the political control of the Deputy 
Oonimissioner, Peshav\ar, is the Butkor (or But Khel) section, and the 
teiritories occujiied by it are Ambahar, the vSalala Hills, and the country 
south of Salalia hordering on the district and known generally as Jjanian 
Dtman Khel. 

In November 1908, as a result of raids committed by the Ambahar 
Utman Khel, a blockade was instituted. Their jirga came in, in 
January 1900, paid all the flues imposed, and undertook (No. I) to 
behave ^^ell in future. 

In 1911 the Laman TTimaii Khel were fined for violating British 
territory in prosecution of their intei-tribal feuds. In 1913 they wore 
placed under blockade for a serious raid committed in Utmanzai. 

Tbe Ambahar lUtnan Khel also committed several raids in tlic 
Peshawar district in 1913, in consequence of which a blocikadc was en¬ 
forced. This continued until 1918, when the Ambahar Utman Khel 
jirga came to Peshawar, paid a fine of Rs. 3,000, and gave security for 
their future good behaviour. 

During the settlement operations of 1924 the Laman Utman Khel at 
first opposed the survey of the Darwazgai salient; but subsequently the 
survey was carried out without further trouble, 

lu June 1930 an Utman Khel lashkar, mainly composed of the But¬ 
kor and Asil sections, numbering some 2,000, crossed the Abazai river 
and occupied tbe bank of tbe Jindai Kb war abovi* Palai. They were 
engaged by Scouts and regular troops and were dispersed, suffering 20 
casualties and losing 23 prisoners. In July 1930 tbe Alingar Faqit 
succeeded in raising a lashkar of some 2,000 Mamunds from Bajaur, but 
as the Laman Utman Khel refused to give tliem a passage through their 
villages, the lashkar dispersed. The Butkor Utman Khel jirga was 
interviewed in August 1930, and, as their attitude was friendly, their 
captives were released, but the captured arms were forfeited. 
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3. GADIJNS OK JADUNS. 

The Oaduiis are a l*athan tiibe, who reside partly on the 80 utheri\ 
slopes of the Mahabaii mountain, and ])arth’ in the Hazara district. 
They au* termed Gaduns in the Peshawar district and Jaduns in Hazara. 
They muster about 3,300 ti<»htinfi‘ men. The Gaduns arc divided into two 
clans—Salai and Mansur. They bave juincipally come into contact 
with the Hritish Government through their conneidioii with the Hindus¬ 
tani Fanatics of Sitaiia In 1858, when Sitana was destroyed, the 
Gaduns remained (juiet and agreed to prevent tlie return there of tlie 
Hindustani Fanatic'^ In 1801 they ^^ele called to account, in common 
uith the Ftmanzai Yusatzai, 1oi ])ermittnig tlu'se Fanatics to re-settle 
and to ]>ass througli their country when ])roceeding to, and returning 
from, Hritish terntoiv A bhukade was instituted, which soon resulted 
in the submission ot the tiilie, and an Kngagement (see Part I, No. IV) 
was taken trom th<‘ Salai clan similar to that e\(‘cuted with the THmanzai 
of Kabul and Kaya Th<‘ Mansui clan also signed an Agreement (No. 
TT). In July I8(i3 the Fanatics ie-occu])ied Sitana and sent thri'atening 
messages tcj the Nawab ot Aml>: and, as tlie Gaduns failed after due 
warning to expel thmii. they weN‘, in Jul\ 1803, siibjectml to a blockade 
The conduct of the Gaduns dunng the Ambeyla campaign w’as satis 
factory, and in Januaiy 1804 they again executed Agieements (Nos 
ni and IV) not to permit the return ot tlie Hindustani Fanatics to any 
pait of then territoiy 33i(‘y continued, however, every yeai to dis¬ 
regard these jironiis(*.s, and In 1870 a blo< kade was declared against th(*m. 
Thev finally submitted to the ])ayment ot a tine of Hs. 3,285, and gave 
Hecurity that they would not violate Hritish territory. In 1874 the Salar 
clan w’as fined for p(*tty boidei oftences In 1881 the Gaduns committed 
an outrage on Hiitish terntoiv, and a tine was imposed on them and ])aid 
without demur. At the commencement ot the Hlack Mountain expedi¬ 
tion of 1888 the Gaduns wuuc concerned iii an attack on a Hritish officei, 
for w^hich they were lined Hs. 1,000. The fine was paid. 

The Gaduns of the Peshawar border wore imjilicated in the genetal 
fanatical rising of 1897. JJiey wore fined Hs. 2,500 and surrendered 
200 fireaims, their siihmission being obtained without difficult n The 
Salar and Mansur clans are per])etiially at war, each taking a side in tin* 
internal feuds of the Utmanzai villages of Kabul and Kaya. The Salai 
Gaduns and the Ftmanzai were subjected to a short blockade in 1901, 
which resulted in a settlement of the Kabal-Kaya feud. At the end ot 
1904 Hritisli oHicei's were enabled with tlieir assistance and under tribal 
<‘scort to visit the crest of Mababan for the first time. 

In 1920-21 the Gaduns of the Hesbaw’ar border committed three 
serious raids in the Peshawar District, for wdiich fines aggregating 
Rs. 7,500 were imposed and realized. 
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The tribe was np'ain fined in 1923, for eomjdicity in a raid in ihe 
Hazara District. 

Durinji^ the veai* 1929 a (loveinnient primary lScIiooI was opcmed at 
Malkakadi in Gadiin country. 

Tn 8e])teinl)er 1929 (^i])tain Hay, Joint De])uly (^)nmiissH)nei, 
Maidan, acioinjianied by Ripiadron TiCader de (besjiiony, M.C , D.h'.r., 
R A.h\, visited the Mahaban hill in (Tadnn coiintr\ and at the iiiNitation 
of the Wali of Swat returned throu«h Son Aniazai and (Uiainla, 

4. MOHMANDS 

The Mohmands are a lai»e tiibe, (Kcnjiyin**' the hilly country on the 
north-west bordei’ of the IVshawar valley. They orip^inally owned 
alle^'ianee tn the Amii of Kabul, tioni whom their Chiefs leceived cash 
allowances and the revenue of certain districts m the direction of Jalala¬ 
bad, aniountinj» to about. Rs 7(1,000 a vear JMie tube can tuin out 
about 20,000 fi»htino* men, and is dnided into foiii main clans—the 
Ibuzai, Khwaezai, J’aiakzai and TFalimzai (hvin^* to th(‘ direct 
iiitluenee exeimsed liv t.h(‘ .\nii) Dosi Muhammad ovm the ^lohmands, 
it was chiefly thiouj»h this tube that he eiideaNouied, after the anne\a- 
tion of the Run jab, to haiass the Rritisli boidei. J’Ik* (Miiet, Saadai 
Khan of Lalpura, was also hostile to the British bcMouse, dunno* their 
brief connection with the atTaiis ol Al^hanistan in 1S41, h(‘ iiad been 
superseded in th(‘ (Jiicd'ship b\ liis e(»usin Torabaz Khan, who was, how¬ 
ever, unable to maintain Ins onuind attei the British had left the coun¬ 
try The tribe jiossessed peculiai famlities foi causing anrioyame as 
t>vo of the roads leadin<i' to Af*.*hanistan jiass thiouph theii territoiies. 

The ])nncipal <lans witli whuh (io\einment have lunl dealings aie 
the Tarakziii, wdiose most iiiijioi taut (Miiel is the Khan of liulpuia: the 
Burhiin Khel and Isa Khel, ot Ihiudiali, who weie oii«inally branches 
of the Tarakzai but aie noAv (piite distinct and the Ilalimzai, ol (landab 
and Kamali. These clans all boidei on British territory and were in 
the enjoyment of ceitain villafres wuthin the Reshawar distiu’t ot the 
collective value of Rs 10,000 a yeai, thus owninji joint allegiance to the 
British (lovernnient and to the Anni of Kabul. In ISbt) and bShl their 
raids and lobberies were tieipient and in (Ictobei iSbl a foice was sent 
against the Tarakzai and Ilalimzai. It was o]iposed by the wliole tribe, 
under Saadat Khan, and operations continued foi three months, seviue 
punishment bein^ inflicted Alter the withdrawal ot the force, the 
whole tribe a^ain combined against the Biitish; but in April 1852 they 
w^ere completely routed The ITalimzai, under their Malik Ahmad Shei, 
at once tendered tlnur submission and entered into an Acfreement (No. Y). 
Tliey w’ere allowed to re-settle on payment ot an annual tribute of 
Rs. 200, and on condition of loyalty and good service. To these terms

they have steadfastly adhered, and in 1857 they were so useful to the 
local authorities that Ahmad Sher received’ an annual grant in acknow¬ 
ledgment of their services. 

The Tarakzai did not at once submit, but eventually did so and were 
allowed to re-settle on jiayinent of an annual tribute of Es. GOO. Soon 
afterwards, however, they again began to give trouble, and finally the 
greater portion of them left their villages in British territory and wont 
lo their hills in August 1854. A force was despalehed against Iheni 
which inflicted severe punishment, and they submitted unconditionally. 
Those who had thrown off their allegiance were only allowed to re-settle 
on payment of tin* revenue assessed upon their lands, while those who 
had remained loyal continued as before to hold thejr lands rent-fr(‘e on 
payment of their share of the tribute. No written agreements were 
enteied into, but these airangements were successful. 

The Tarakzai Mohmands hold a tribal jagir of their lands in BriJish 
territory amounting to Bs. 11,800. 

'^riie l*andiali Mohmands long continued recalcjtiant; but finally, iti 
November 18G0, theii (^liief Nawab Khan submitted unconditionally and 
was jiaidoiK'd, on making re'^tltution to Hntisli Mibjects foi stolen pio- 
periy and paying compensation for other injuries (jaused by his clan. 
In 1888 the Burhan Khel gav(‘ some trouble in consetjuence ol a dispute 
regarding their tribal allowan(*e with Ibrdost Khan, son of Nawab Khan. 
The shares of each \yere fixed and the Buihan Kind paid a fine. 

Til 18()8, at tin* time of the Ambeyla (‘anqiaign, emissaries of the 
Akhund of Swat succeeded in inciting the Midimands of the TVshawar 
valb'V to attack Ibitish t(*iiitoiy d\\o Mohimaml lashkais, one under 
Sultan Muhammad Khan, son of Saadat Khan, and the other (in January 
1804) under Nauroz Khan, also a son of Saadat Khan, were met and 
did'eated near Shabkadr. h'or his share in these acts of aggi(‘ssion, 
Saadat Khan was removed by the Amir of Kabul from his chiefship of 
Lalpura and, with his son Nauroz Khan, was de])orted to Kabul. lie 
was subsequently released, but died soon afterwards In 1871 Sultan 
Muhammad Khan, vho was then Chief of Tjalpura, was assassinated, 
and was succeeded by his brother Nauroz TChan. In 1873 the Hafiz Kor 
Mib-sectioii of the Tarakzai were prohibited from entering British terri¬ 
tory for three years, and their lands were confiscated, foi having fired 
at the Commandant of Shabkadr. 

Bahrain Khan, half4)rother of Nauroz Khan, caused th(‘ murder of 
Major Macdonald, Commandant of the fort of Michni, in 1873. For his 
negligence in allowing the murderer to escape Nauroz Khan was removed 
from the Chiefship by the Amir, but was afterwards restoreil, only to be 
de])rived of it again in 1875, when he was replaced by Muhammad Shah 
Khun, son of Sultan Muhammad Khan. 
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In April 1879 Muhammad Sadik Khan, the eldest son of Nauroz 
Khan, joined the Amir Yakub Khan. As soon as the British troops left 
Dakka in 1879 the Amir appointed Muhammad Sadik Khan as Khan 
of Lalpura in the place of Muhammad Shah Khan. He was acknow¬ 
ledged as Khan by the Government of India at the end of 1879. But in 
January 1880 he threatened Dakka and the Landi Kotal road with a 
large following, which was routed by a British force. Negotiations were* 
then opened with Radik Khan’s half-brother Akbar Khan. Eventually 
a Sanad (No. VT) was granted to Akbar Khan, conferring upon him Ihe 
Chiefship of Lalpura and all the jagirs and allowances appertaining 
thereto, subject to the condition of his loyalty and good service to the 
British Government. 

Later on, the Amir Abdur B.ahnian Khan was informed tluit Akbar 
had been appointed Khan of Lalpura by the Brilish Government, and 
fhat the Khanship of Lalpura was under Bi’itish proteclion. At the end 
of 1880 Akbar Khan was confirmed in the Kbanship by the Amir. 

TTnder tbe Durand Agreement of 1894 the easiern Mohmand elans, 
comprising the Tarakzai, Ifalimzai of Gandab and Kamali, Biirban Kbel 
and Isa Khel, and the affiliated clans of Dawezai and TTtmanzai, fell on 
th(3 British side of the border. These clans are known as the ** Assured 
Clans ”“-~lbose to which the British (xovernment have gi\(‘n assur.mces 
ihat they should not lose or suffer from ihe severance of their ancient 
connection with ihe Afghan State. In 1890 the jirgas of these clans 
formally iendcued their submission to ihe Lieutenant-Governor of ih(‘ 
Punjab, and were granted the following allowances to replace those 
which they formerly received from Kabul and Lalpura:—TTalimzai of 
Gandab TIs. 8,480, Halimzai of Kamali Bs. 2,800, Dawezai Bs, 1,200, 
IMmanzai Bs. 720, ’Paiakzai Bs 0,()00; vvbib‘ tbe alb)waTice of Its 1,000, 
already enjoyed by tlie Tsa Kbel and Burhan Khel, was raised to 
Bs, 1,325 

The Mohmands were implicated in the general frontier rising of 1897, 
in ihe couise of which they looted and burned the village of Shankaigaih 
and attacked the adjoining fort of Rhabkadr. A force was des]).dche<l 
against them in September, inflicting severe punivshment: and, in n<ldi- 
tion to the confiscation of a number of lifles and guns, a fine of Bs 19,094 
was lea list'd from Hit* sections coiic'crned. 

In 1902 an allowance of Bs. 2,2^0, and Bs. l,12r> for lungis to repn*- 
seiitative Maliks, was sanctioned for tbe Musa Khel of Mitai, a st'ction 
of the Baizai clan, who executed an Agreement (No. VTT). 

Tn 1904 the Tarakzai received an addition of Bs. 1,000 a year to their 
allowances in consideration of their protecting the hcjad works of the 
Kabul River Canal (No. VTTT). 

In 1905 they undertook full responsihility for tbe jiroteetion of the 
Kabul Biver Bailway from all attacks from the left bank of the Kabul 
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Tiivoi., Ill iviiirii for wliicli ihoy iccoivtul :in iiinviise of Its. 5,000 it year 
to their allowanees (No. IX). 

In April 1008 two sepajate afiacKs (ui British territory weie made by 
Moliniafid lashkars. Severe ])utiishment was iiiflrcled by a force which 
(‘lOered iheir counfiy in May: and llie Moliniand allowanees np lo the 
r’tlsi May lOOS, excepi, those due to the I’araKzai, were declared t'oit'eit. 
TIm‘ (landah and Kainali Haliinzai, the Isa Kliel, the IJiirhan Khel and 
the Khwaezal the tom clans ^^ho control tlie routes leadiufr into British 
t(Miitoiy fioni Moliniand country—announced in o]>en jiiga on the OOtli 
May 1008 their deteriniiiation to lorbid passap^e to thieves or raiders 
from tiro Baizai. 

The work on the Kabul Biver Itailway was discontinued in 1909, but 
the payment of tire additional allowance of Bs. 5,000 per annunr was 
continued to tin* Tarukzai 

In Februaiv 1909 the tbllowiuf* additional allowances were sanc¬ 
tioned ■

Ill December 11)18 the Mrtar Mnsa Khel came rn for therr allowances 
after a lajise of ten veais and were paid for three \ears in arrear’s. 

During* 1915 tlnei* attaiUs on Britrsh teintoiv wetr* made by the 
Mohmands the frr^t in April, b\ a lashkar of about 4,000 Khwaezai and 
lUnian Khel Hai/ai, the Humnnino «bins holding aloof th(‘ seioiid in 
Se])ternber, b\ a lasliKai cd' 18,000 to ‘.^0,000 Haizai and olheis and the 
third—a xeiy haJf-lu*ai ted affair in Oidober by .i laslikai ol about 9,000 
All these attacks were defeated with severe loss- resultinj^, in each case, 
rn the ininiediate ilr^persal oi the lashkar. A period of conijiarative 
(juiesc(*nc<‘ billowed, disturbed onl\ In the activitu's ol \arious j»:an»»s of 
raiders, which culminated, in January 1910, in a deteiuiined attack on 
Shabkadr fort liy a j^arifif of about 200 men of the Koda Khel section of 
the Baizai. 

As a result of these offein es, a blockade of the I’pper Mohinarid clans 
was ordered. Tn A]nil 1910, they accepted the prescribed terms and the 
blockade nas removed. Fines to a total of Bs. 80.000 were imjrosed and 
realised from tin* tnliesmeii concerned, and security in bonds of 
Bs. 10,000 each were taken from all sections of the F])per Mohmands 
for their* <>ood behaviour for two years. 

In September 1910 the jirons of the Tarakzai, Tlaliuizai, Isa Khel 
and Burbarr Khel were interviewed by the (Oiief Fornniissioner, North- 
West Frontier Ibovinco, to whom they presented a petition for the res¬ 
toration of their allowances which had been sus]rended as the result of 
the recent tiubulent conduct of the Mohmand tribe as a v^hole. This 
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was rejerterl: oxiensive raidiiifr oiisiied, rhiefly l»y tlio Haliinzai and 
Vandiali clans: and, after yninislnnent Lad l>(‘en inflieled on eeiiain 
Tarakzai villao-es on and near ilie Lorder, a strict blockade was instituted, 
in(‘lTiding- tlio provision of a barbed wire fence containing a live wire, 
and tli(‘ erection of block-houses. Tti IVovenibei' IDK) a lashkar of 
men attacked the defences, but was repulsed with loss: and in July 1917 
the Mohinand jirgas came in and accepted the terms imposed (No, X), 
uliereupon the blockade Avas raised. 

Earlv in 1919, at the time of the Punjab disturbances and when war 
with Afghanistan Avas imminent, some mullas, accompanied bv a 
detachment of the Amir’s troops, came tlirough Mohmand country as 
far as (landab and invited tin* tribe to rise against the Pritish ; but, under 
the leadershi]) of Malik Ahmad Nur, Musa TChcl, and Malik Anmir, 
(landab ITalimzai, they refused to send a lashkar until they had inter- 
vieAved th(* Afghan rreneral On this the mullas held a conf(*rence, as 
a result of which the Amir’s troops received orders to letire and the 
mullas dispersed 1’hc Alohmand jiigas then hastened to Shabkadr, 
Avhei-c they wore seen by the Ohief rommissioner and their allowances, 
siisy)cnded since the (Hitbreak of tribal disturbances in 1915, were restored 
to them as reward for the services rendered by them on this occasion. 

In November 1919 jirgas of Tarakzai, Tsa Khel, Purhan Khel and 
Halimzai were interviewed at Shabkadr, and alloAAances were distribut¬ 
ed to these sections without incident. 

Dining 19‘J1 tlnoe yeais’ alloAvances Avere paid to the Musa Khel of 
Mitai. 

In June 1924 the demarcation of the Mohmand border, in connection 
with the settlement operations in progress in the PeshaAvar District, 
caused the resurrection of the ancient claim of the Purhan Rhel to pro¬ 
prietory rights in some of the Malta lands: and a gang of the Purhan 
Khel drove off a inimber of cattle. The Purhan Khel jirga was sum¬ 
moned to Shabkadr, a fine of Ps. 1,000 Avas realized and all the cattle 
were recovered. 

In 1924, during the Mangal rebellion in Afghanistan, a Mohmand 
lashkar, which included some contingents of th(‘ assured clans, assisted 
the King of Afghanistan in the suyiyiressinn of the rehellion For theiT- 
participation in these operations the allowances of the Dtmanzai were 
withheld in November 1924; but, on their renewed professions of good 
will towards the Pritish Government, they were permitted to receive 
their allowance for the half year ending the 30th September 1925, the 
tAAm preceding half yearly allowances being forfeited. 

In 1927 there urns (‘onsiderable unrest among the Mohmands, chiefly 
due to the machinations of the Daji of Turangzai, a notorious firebrand 
who had been responsible for several of the earlier attacks on Pritish 
territory. This culminated, in June 1927, in an attack on the blocks 
house line by a lashkar of about 1,500 111 ^* 0 , mainly draAvn from the TTsman 
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Khel Baizai, witli coiiiinp^ents from the Tarakzai of Lalpura, the 
Khwaezai, and the Safis (q.v.y infra). The defence of ihe hlock-house 
line was entrusted to friendly sections of the Mohmands, supported by a 
small British force at Shabkadr. The attack was repulsed, and the 
defeated lashkar was bombed by the Iloyal Air P'orce : the g^eneral result 
being a serious loss of prestige to the Ilaji of Turangzai and a (jonsider- 
ablo impression made on the tribes by this denionsiiiition of ihe ability 
of aeroplane's in inflict ])iniiMhinent with iinpnnitA . 

The Mnsn Khel of IVlitai, ihe most powerful of ihe assured clans, had 
refused to join in the attack and had done their best to break up the 
lashkar. The Government of India decided, by securing a more effective 
control over this (dan, to strike a blow at the influence of the Haji of 
Turangzai, against whose activities it constituted ihe best bulwark: and 
they offered to raise their allowances by B-s. 5,000 a ytjar. The offer was 
acce])ted : and in December 1927 the Musa Khel entered into a renewed 
and more extensive Engagement (No. XI) to maintain friendly relations 
with the Government of India. 

The allowances of the Mohniand assured clans now amount to 
Bs. 50,823 per annum. 

The disorder in eastern Afghanistan following on the Shinwaii rebel¬ 
lion during 1928 caused some excitement among ihe Mohmands on ihe 
British side of the Durand Line. These tribes, though anxious to assist 
their fellow tribesmen across ihe border against ihe Shinwaris, loyally 
identified themselves with the British Goveinment’s policy of neutraliiy 
and abstained from active intervention. During the brief reign of 
Bacha-i-Saqao at Kabul they were subjected io great pressure from their 
kinsmen in Afghanistan to join in the struggle which centred round ihe 
collection of Afghan tolls on the Khyber-Dakka route. The Shinwaris 
had appropriated these tolls, which the Mohmands legarded as their 
hereditary right, and it was by no means easy to persuade them to resist 
the (jombined appeal to their tribal feeling and io their cu])idjty. IIow- 
ever, the Maliks of all sections including the Mitai Musa Khel controlled 
their young men with great success and the eventual accession of King 
Nadir Shah removed the chief incentive to interfere in Afghan affairs. 

In April 1980 a hostile lashkar of Usman Khel Baizai Mohmands and 
Safis {q-v.) under the leadership of the Haji of Turangzai came down to 
the border of the Peshawar District. It was made to retreat after two 
months. 

In July and August 1980 the Haji of Turangzai allempied without 
success to raise another lashkar to enter the Peshawar District through 
Gandiao. The Mohmand assured clans not only remained staunch io 
their engagements with the British Government, but two of them, the 
Halimzai and Tarakzai, also undertook to prevent the entry of the 
lashkar. The assured clans also resisted all Afridi attempts io embroil 
them against Government, 
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Afridis. 

During the year 1930 tlie Mohmand assured tribes behaved excellently 
under very trying circumstances, in spite of the taunts of the Haji of 
Turangzai and the lied Shirts from Dritish teiritory they remained 
staunch to their engagements. Doth the Lower Mohmaiids and the 
Musa Khel were granted interviews by the Chief Commissioner. The 
Maliks of the Lower Mohmaiids presvsed the question of constructing a 
metalled road or locating Khassadar posts at Kapakli-Nahaqi passes. 

5. SAPIS. 

The Safis are a scattered tribe the main portion of which inhabit the 
Sur Kumar Valley which divides the Daizai Mohmands from the affiliat¬ 
ed Mohmand clans of Dawczai and TTtmanzai. The Safis hold the valley 
on sufferance from the Mohmands, but are dependents of the Khan of 
Nawagai (Dajaur). Abdul Ghafur, the Akhund of Swat, was a Safi. 

In June 1927 a contingent of Safis, under the personal leadership of 
the Haji of Turangzai, took jiart in the Mohmand attack on the block¬ 
house line. 

As the result of the disturbances both in India and in the Peshawar 
District the Haji of Turangzai towards the end of April 1930 came down 
to the border of the Peshawar Disfri< t witli a hostile lashkar of Safis 
and Usman Khel Daizai Mohmands numbering some 2,000. The lashkar 
occupied the caves at Sahib Gul Shahid and Hafiz Kor, some 2 or 3 miles 
west of Matta and Shabkadr Porls resj)ectively, and every effort was 
made to seduce the Lower Mohmands and Musa Khel but without suc¬ 
cess. Dombing from the air, lack of supplies and water and the hot 
season eventually com[)elled the lashkar to retreat after a stay of some 
two months in the caves. 

6. AFKIDIS. 

Two of the four divisions of the Adam Khel clan of the Afridis are 
the Hassan Khel and the Ashu Khel. There are two sub-divisions of the 
Hassail Khel—the Akhorwal and Janakhori: and two of the Ashu 
Khel—the Ali Khel and Mahmadi. The Kalla Khel section of 
the Ali Khel is under the political control of the Political Agent, Khyber, 
and the Akhorwal sub-division of tlie Hassan Khel under that of the 
Deputy Commissioner, Kohat, from whose political control the Janakhori 
Hassan Khel, and the Kandao and Kandar sections of the Ashu Khel, 
were transferred to that of the Deputy Commissioner, Peshawar, in 1896 
and 1897 respectively. 

In 1853 an expedition was undertaken against the Jowaki village of 
Dori, with whoso misbehaviour the Hassan Khel and Ashu Khel had been 
associated. An Agreement (No. XII) was taken from them in November 
1853. 

In 18()G a series of outrages committed in Dritisli territory led to the 
institution of a blockade against the Hassan Khel, whicli was terminated 
on the signature of an Agreement (No. XIII) in April 1867. 
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Tn J876, wlien cliflinilties arose rep^ardin^ the construction of a road 
ihioii^li t])p Kolial Pass, the llassan Khol and Ashu Kliel became involv¬ 
ed, and were iiichided in ihe blockade institute*! in c‘onse(|uence; but in 
February 1877 they otVered their submission, whicli was accepted. 

Ibvtli the ITashan Khel land Ashu Khel letrained fiom ])ai t ici])ati()n in 
the pfeneral Afridi risin.^^ of 1807; but the Ashu Khel afterwards com- 
milled a numbei* of serious raids in the Peshawar J)istj*ict, tor which 11h*v 
were fined in 1890 and 1000. 

llaids (‘.ommittfsl in 1010-17 by a ^anc;* of outlaws livinjr in Janakhor 
and Kbui, assisted by individuals of the llassan Khel and Ashu Khel, le*! 
to the imposition of a fine of Its. 5,000; and in 1021, in similar circum¬ 
stances, they were fined Tts. 4,203. 

In 1023 the TTassan Kind and Ashu Khel maliks undertook, (src Artiide 
4 of the Kohat Apieement of that yc'ar, Fnrt Y, No. Yll) nol to harbour 
outlaws fioni Hrilish teiritorv. 13iis AfjreemenI also iinduded an Ai‘lnd<‘ 
(N(» 3) le^jndino* |he (‘slsiblishnnuil of Khassadai* ])osts on tln‘ Kohat 
road : and in 1025 the llass.in Khel and Ashu Khel o])enly de(dared their 
intention lo o])]K)se tin* building of (he ]K)sts A blofdvade was enfoic(‘d 
in Mardi 1925, ^^hen a full jiif^a immediately came in and made sub¬ 
mission. 

In 1020 the allowances of tin* TIassan Khel and Ashu Khel were 
stopyied owin»- lo theii lefns.d lo abstain from inleifeiein c* in lln* Sunni- 
Shia dis])ut(' on the Kohat bolder and to furnish the yiosis and Khassadars 
]>ronns(‘d in the Kohat Ay>:ieenient of 1023 (srr Pail Y, No. YTl). 3Mie 
Ashu Khel, however, aicepted the (Tovernnnmt b‘iins in Nov<‘nibei 1020 
and weie jiaid tdndr allowances O’lu* Ihiee Khassadar ])osls were built 
early in 1030: tlu* Ashu Khel post beiny’ constructed undei tribal ai- 
rano-einents and the Khui and Janakhor yiosts by outside* .iy»‘enc\ owdno 
to refusal of the TIassan Khel to und(‘rtake their construction. 

ddiese sections jointly w ith the dowakis of lloii and Pastawani (under 
Kohat con(iol) were lesponsible foi a serious raid on Akbarpura on the 
22nd JuiK* 1030. Thev admitted that they were res|ioiJsible for the raid 
on Taioba, villa«ie on the 22nd July 1030. Owiiip* to their complicity in 
these two laids and to their failure to sujjply Khassadars, their allow¬ 
ances continued to be withheld durinp* the year 1030. 

The retreat of the 15iah Afridis after their second imuirsion in the 
Peshawar District, in Aupiist 1030 wms largely diiected on Kandao and 
Kalla T\lu‘1. Dnder the influence of a Kalla Khel mulla named Niamat 
Gill the TTassan Khf*l and Ashu Khel formed a tribal pact with the Kalla 
Khel and Jowakis of Bori and Pastawani, the (diief term in wdiich was 
an und(*rtakinp to pive no information and to render no assistance to 
Government. A severe wairninp; w^as therefore piven to these sections 
in November 1030 that any assistance given to the Tiiah Afridis would 
render them liable to ret.iliatory action. 

Tn the Jaroba r ase, a fine of Ps. 800 w^as imposed on the TTassan Khp) 
of Janakhor. The fine was promptly paid.

Thanrlation of an Agreement executed by tlie Ambauar U'jman Khel JirGa 
on the 6th January (1909) at PESifAWAR. 

We the Ambahar Utman Khel jirga promise that we will not commit raids 
in British Territory and are responsible for tlie frontier from Ambahar to Prang- 
ghar. We are also responsible for Hakim and Mirbaz that they will not comniit 
raids in British Territory. 11 however they do so, we will light with them and will 
drive TTakim from our territory. 

We will use our utmost eflorts to free Sundar Das at present a xirisoncr with 
Teghiin at Nazar Miana in Asil Utman Kind Tiuntory.

us by Major Adams, I)e])uty C(»nimisHioner of ITazaia ; we do liereby, on behalf 
of the whole Munsoor 'ru])])a, agr<‘e to hold ouiseh i's and our tribe bound by the 
terms of the said agrcMunent, as set forth in aituh's numbered 1,6, 4, 5, 6, and 7, 
in tin* same manner, and to the same extent, as tin* Salar Tu]>pa of Jydoons, 
and with refer(*nee to the Artn le numbereil 2, not included in the above eniimera* 
tion, we, (tonsid(*ring the friends of the (h)veinment our frii'inls, and their enemies 
our enemies, do Jiereby pledge onisc'Kes, that in tin* event of any Tu])])a or fac¬ 
tion of any of the contracting tribes infringing the x>rovisions of the Agre<*nient, 
and becoming refractory, we will, so far as the fulhlment of our Engag(*m(‘nt 
requiit's, hold ourselves aloof from it, and in such nu'asures as the Britisli author¬ 
ities may sei* fit to take, we will r(‘nder our assistance for the furthejance theieof 
against the said Tu]>pa, or faction, and will give to any force employed for its 
coercion a free road through our countiy. 

Further, for the fultilment of all the conditions of this Engagi'inent, wc agree 
to be responsible for the villages of Chunnee lield by Akhoon Kh(*l, and Oobaie 
and Gobasurie h<*ld by Syuds, H(*eing that they an* Hiibj(‘ct to our influence and 
unable to act in the matters to which this agreement has reference exceiH with 
our aid and concurrence.

Jfsi.—Th.at wo will not, until ordered by Government, allow anybody to settle 
in and inhabit Mundce and Sittana, nor will we suffer the Moulvees and Hindoo- 
stanees to pass through our country, or to enable them to settle in those places a 
second time. 

2nd .—That whenever Government sends for us, we will present ourselves with¬ 
out any excuse.

Rupees and iiromise obedience and service to Government, and if any fault be 
proved against them, they hold themselves liable to punishment. They consider 
the, friends of the Government to be their friends, and the Government enemies 
their foes. To which purpose they have executed this Agreement on 12th July 
1852.

Translation of a Jagtr Sanad for Muhammad Akbar Kuan, Mohmand, soil 
of Nauroz Khan, the late Kuan of Lalfura, dated 12th January 1880— 
29th Muuarram 1297 Huri. 

Under the authority of His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, all the jagirs and allowances, together with the Chief ship (Khani) of Lai- 
pura, arc hereby conferred by the Hon^blc the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab 
on Muhammad Akbar Khan, Mohmand, on condition of his loyalty and good 
service to the British Government. 


No. VII. 

Translation of an Agreement executed by the Musa Khel Moiimands of 
Mitai on the 1st November 1902. 

Wc, the Musa Khel elders of Mitai, in person and on behalf of our tribe, do 
hereby declare that as the British Government have very kindly granted (the 
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tribe) an allowance of Rs. 2,250 and Rs. 1,125 for lungis to representative Maliks, 
We agree to abide by the following conditions:— 

(1) We and our tribe will maintain friendly relations with the British Gov¬ 

ernment. 

(2) We and our tribe will maintain friendly relations with the Khan of 

Nawagai. 

(3) We will be responsible for unlawful actions of outlaws (from British 

territory), bad charae.tcrs and “ hamsayas ” (tenants) of our tribe 
against Government or against the Khan of Nawagai.

We, the Maliks of the Tarakzai tribe, undertake hereby on behalf of all the 
members of our tribe full responsibility for jirotcction of the Kabul River Railway 
which Government is now constructing from all attacks from the left Bank of the 
Kabul River, and similarly for the protection of all works connected with the 
Railway and for the safety of the river if used for transport, etc., in return for the 
increase of Rs. 5,000 per annum to our allowances, and this responsibility sliall 
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extend from Warsak to the extreme limit of Tarakzai country. It shall be open 
at any time to Ooveriimtmt to cancel or revise this arraugoincnt if in their opinion 
it is unsatisfactory.

We, the elders of tlu‘ Mitai Musa Khel, on behalf oi ouiselves and on Ix'half 
of our tribe liereby entei iiilo the following agn'cment with the British Govern¬ 
ment 

As the British Government liave sanctioned Bs. .5,000 as Inngi, for the maliks 
and representatives of our tribe (which will be in addition to the amount already 
sanctioned) we hereby agree to abide by the following conditions:— 

( 1 ) Wc and our tribe shall keej) friendly relations with the British Govern¬ 

ment. 

( 2 ) Wc shall also keep friendly relations with the British Government in 

matters pertaining to Bajaur and with their friends and allies there. 

(3) We shall be responsible for the. unlawful movements of the outlaws 

from British territory (who harbour with us) and for the bad charac¬ 
ters and hamsagas of our tribe and for their acts in Bajaur against 
the Government or against its friends and allies. 

(4) We and our tribe sliall not continue to have any connection with the 

Haji of Turangzai. We shall xnotcct the rights of the British Gov- 
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ernmcnt among Mohmands and shall render assistance to the British 
Government. 

(5) We shall attend to receive our annual muaj'ibs in the spring every year 
in the month of April and if we fail to receive our muajib for a year, 
the same shall bo forfeited to the Government and we shall not be 
entitled to claim refund thereof. 

We have executed the above agreement for record with the Government.

Agreement entered into with the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab and the 
Mulliks of Janakhor, Koree, Kundao, Kundur, OocnuL, Gadha, Turo- 
nee, and Moosa Durra,—1853. 

Whereas we the undersigned have received permission to come and go at will 
in the territories of the British Government, we therefore hereby agr(*e— 

1. That neither we ourselves, nor any resident of our settlements, will here¬ 
after commit any raid, theft, or other crime within the British territories, but 
will freely and quietly carry on our trade and other business in those territories. 

2. That we will not give a passage through our settlement to any bad characters, 
thieves, or evil-minded persons, whether Afreedees or others, who may desire to 
obtain such passage for the purpose of committing crime in British territory, nor 
will we give such passage to thieves and others who may come from British territory 
with stolen property. 

3. That if any criminal or murderer seeks an asylum from British territory 
with us, wc will not grant such asylum, but will promptly eject such criminal or 
murderer from our settlements. 

4. That we will not allow any bad character or evil-disposed person to come or 
go in British territory under cover of the “ Perwannah ’* to bo granted to us. 

5. That, in event of the breach of any of the above stipulations on our part 
or that of any resident of our settlement, it shall be open to the British Govern¬ 
ment to deal with us as they may deem fit.

Agreement entered into with Major F. R. Pollock, Commissioner, Peshawar 
Division, and the Mulliks of Janakhor, Khooe, Kundao, Kundur, 
Turoona and Moosadurra, —1867. 

Whereas we the undersigned, in consequence of our having retracted from our 
agreement regarding the Kohat pass dispute between the Bolakec Khail and Gud- 
dia Khail and for subsequent offences, have been blockaded and excluded from 
British territory ; we now repent of our evil deeds, and agree to pay, if Govern¬ 
ment so demand it, a fine of Rupees 2,000 and to abstain from the commission 
of crimes in future, and faithfully adhere to the agreement entered into by our 
tribe with the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab on the 15th November 1853. 

2. Whereas the Guddia Khail have taken refuge with our tribe, wo agree to 
either arrange their dispute with the Bolakec Khail, according to the wishes of 
Government, or that the Guddia Khail shall adhere to the agreement made at 
Kohat, or else, we shall expel them from our tribe, and afford them no furtner 
aid or protection. 

3. We agree to restore all stolen property proved to be now in our country, 
and we bind ourselves to adjust in the usual manner all cases between our tribe and 
British subjects. 

4. As sureties for our good faith in the above agreement, we leave the under¬ 
mentioned^ members of our tribe as hostages with tlie Deputy Commissioner of 
Kohat so long as Government demand their retention :—

MulUk Ursilla. 

Mullik Payon. 

Mullik Ujjul. 

The hostages to be relieved every three months by the same number, and 
approved of by Government. 

[HerCt in the original Persian documenty followed the signatures of all the Hussun 
Kliaily Alla Khaily and Guddia Khail Mulliks as contracting parties, and of the 
Jotvakee Elders as witnesses.l

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IV.-KHYBER AGENCY. 

Tlie tribes under the politieal control of the l^olitical Agent, Khyber, 
are the jjiajor poition of the Alridis, tlie Shinwaris, the Shilmanis and 
the ^ullagoris. 

Of the eiglit Afjidi cions, tin* AUa Klicl, and the six elans—Kamarai, 
Kuki Kind, Malikdin Kind, (hmihar Kind, Sepali and Ziakkha Kht4— 
collectively known as the Oola Khol, aie entirely under his control: as 
well as the Jowakis of d’irah and ihe Kalla Khel section of the Ali Khel 
suh-divisi(ui of Ihc Asliu Kind (both iorniing j)aj( of the Adam Khel 
(dan) whose political conind was iiansferied in IJl^d, after the Kills 
outrage, fioni the l)(‘[)uly (kumoissionei, K(diat, to tin* Politn'.al Agent, 
Khyber, in the ho])e that the (hda Khel might oxcic-ise a restraining 
influence over them. The Aka Khel, who had previously been under 
the |)olitical control of the I)(‘j)utv (’ommissiom*!’, Keshawnir, were 
transfeired to tlnat of the INilitical Agent, Khyber, ni IfiOJ). 

Thero aie foiii diNisions of the Slunwaiis, only one of which—the 
All Slier Khel—comes within the British sphere* of infiii(*nce. These are 
known a^ (In* Loaigi Sliinwaiih. ^Idn* Shilmanis aii* politically at one 
with the tians-liouti(‘i Mohniands and look upon them as their parent 
stock. Till* hulk oi fin* Mullagoris li\e to the noith of the Khyhei Bass. 

In LSdd II serious oiitiage h\ Aka Khel, who atta(ds.ed and destioyed 
(he Distiict h]ng I n(*ei *s .amp on tin* Koha(-B(*sh.iw aj- ro.nl, li*d to the 
dt*s])al( h (d a foice wlindi intiicted scM'ie piini.shment, and the institu¬ 
tion id' a block.ide, which was lenew’od in 18.'),") .nid i(‘suited in an Agiee- 
ment (IVo, 1) loiiclinled in danuaiy 18o(). 

In danuaiy ISoT a pai ty oj Biilish <dlnei.s was fi)t*d on by the Kuki 
Kind, oin* of lln'in h(*mg kilh*d A hlia kade was iiisliluted, iliinng the 
(oui.s(* of whiidi (he mutiny hioke out, hut tin* hloidvade was (ontinued 
in full f'oice and in August 1857 the Kuki Khel enteri'd into an Agiee- 
ment (JNo. 111). 

Some niinoi (dl(*nces by the Zakklia Khel h.i\]ng led to the detention 
of individuals ol tin* idaii in British India, both (he gieat factions, into 
whn h the Zakkha Kind were then divided, enteii*il into Agieements (Nos. 
11 and TV) in August IShT. 

The Sepah, Kaiiiaiai, Malikdin Khel and (hnnhai Khel migrate in 
wintt*i to the Ivhajuii Valley, north of' the Baia lliver, on the IVshawar 
holder. This joint occu])ancy proAcd very inconvenient, as the res¬ 
ponsible party could seldom he ascertained in cases of robbery by 
memheis of id her clans. In 1801 a party of Zakklia Khel, who had been 
r(*si(ling in Khajuri, attacked and ])lundeied some British AolIag(*rs glaz¬ 
ing cattle near by. ScAn're ]>unisliment w^as threatened unless the tribes 
concerned made immediate reparation and undeiTook j'oint responsibility 
in future. The S(*j)ali and Kamarai entered into the required Agreement 
(No A’^) in April 1801, and the Malikdin Khel and Qamhar Khel shortly 
afterwards. The effect of these agreements was to close tliat corner of 
the district against the Zakkha Khel and oilier rohhers. 

A long standing quarrel, between the Basi Khel section of the Aka 

o-n^ A lrnr\T»Tirol anli_rliT7/oir>r» n-p l-lir. TTmassnn T^’liol /■1iiTiair»n -fliA 
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Adam Khel (as to wliicli, see Part V), refjarding’ the claim of the foriaer 
to a portion of huid, called Kalani'^ada, near the entrance of the Kohat 
Pass, in respect of which Iho Basi Khel i-efnsed tf) abide hy a decision of 
the Commissioner of Peshawar which they had previously agreed to accept, 
led to the Basi Khel heino deharred fi*oin ent(‘?‘iiiL» British lerritory in 
h\*hiuaT’y 18fi7. Aftei' a ])rief iiiterval they silhniilted, arnl accepted 
terms (No VI) dictated in April 18()7. Tiie d(‘cision disallow(‘d tlie 
claim of the Basi Kliel and impost*d a seven yeais’ trace between them 
and the Akhorwals; hnt in(*r(‘ased the Basi Klicl allou an(*es, during the 
period of the agreement, from Bs. GOO to Bs. 1,000. 

In January 1880 annnal allnwani'es r)f Bs. 2,000 each were sanctioned 
for the Shilmanis and Mullagoris, in connection w’ith the survey of a 
juoposed rotid running' tln-ough their limits, north of and roughly parallel 
with the Khyher jiass Tlie conditions imposed in lehirn for tlu' subsidy 
w (*ve general good Ixdiavioiir, actiA^e assistanci* in didiarring gangs of 
JSrohmand raiders from ap])roaching the Khybei, and keejiing- open and 
secure to Iravelbo's tli(‘ irade lonte Ivmg through tbeii \allevs 

By the Treaty of (landamak (vcc Vol. XITT, Afghanistan) concluded 
in 1870. it Avas stipulated that the British (loA’mnment sboiibl retain in 
Iheir own hands the (ontrol ot the Klnbei and Alichm passes, and of 
all ]>olitical lelations with the indepiMob nt tiibes inhabiting thei country 
rlireitlv attached tbcKdo. Though the (uatv bi'c.imc null and A'oid, its 
piOAOsions as i(‘gards the Khybei a\ ere in the mam adherisl to in the 
ai rangenuMits sub>‘e(|uenllv made with the Amii \bdiii Bahman . and 
the entire length of the ]>ass, .is fai as Dakka opposite lialpiira, Avas 
placed ujuler tin* ( ontrol of the Puiijal) (rovernmmit. The Afghan 
(hiA'ernment had granted allowances to tin* tribesunui in ndurn foi the 
pass being kept opiui for tiade: but these allowanci's weie irregularly 
])aid and otten siisjiendecl for A'cais togetlnu', AVilh the result that the 
road had become practically ( losiul to lommeKc e\( (*])t on ji.iynumt of 
alniiisi piohibitivi' diu‘s (hi tin' tr.iiisfei of tin* jiass, a 11 angcim*nts AA'(‘ie 
ai once initiated (or jilacing thi* i(*Iatinns b('lwei*n tin* British (fovein- 
ment and tin* tribcMncn on a satisfactory footing A conl(‘ience Avas 
held at Besliawmr in the antiimn of I88t), and a settlement Avas finally 
arrived at, the terms of wdiich w<*re emhodied m an Agieemeiil (No. 
concluded in Fehruary ISSl. Tl^inlei' this agreenn*nt, a\ Inch was sigin'd 
h\" the Kamarai, Kuki Khel, Malikdin Khel, (hnniiai Kbei, Sejiati and 
Zakkba Kliel, and bA" the Jjoargi ShiiiAAaiis, tin* iiibesnn*n accepted 
exclusiNe responsibility for the safety <of tin* road. The signatorv 
Afiidi elans Avere gianted annual allowances totalling Bs. 87,bit), and the 
Slnnwaris an aunual alloAvancc of Bs. 9,(>(i0. 

All the Afiidi idaiis took an aidive ]>art in the froiitiei- ilsing of 181)7. 
They attaeked. sacked and burned Landi Kotal, All Masjid and flu* 
smaller Kliyber jiosts, and a large Afridi contingent joined the Diak/ai 
in attacking the vSamana foils. J’lie Tiiah expedition followed: and 
1)V A])ril 1898 the Afridis had submitted and had jiaid, or given security 
for payment, a fine of Bs. 90,000 and 800 riflcvS. The Aka Khel were 
the last clan to submit. 

In October 1898 the Khyber Afridi clans accepted the terms of 
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Government on a formal Agreement (No. VITI). As an act of grace, 
their former allowances were then restored to tliem. 

The Aka Khel, who had heen ])lockaded for their share in the rising 
of 1897, were again blockaded in 1899 owing to their refusal to pay the 
fines imposed for a number of serious raids committed by them. The 
fines were paid in 1900; but, in the meantime, the clan had been guilty 
of a fresh series of offences, and the blockade was re-imposed in October 
1900, though it was decided to confine this blockade to the most guilty 
sections, which did not include the Basi Khel. The re-imposition of 
ihe blockade was immediately effective, and the Aka Khel paid the fines 
demanded. In 1902 the Aka Khel were fined Its. 1,200 for harbouring 
outlaws. 

In addition to the allowance of Its. 1.000 granled in 18G7 to the 
Basi Khel {see No. VI), which had been sto])ped on account of fheir 
partici])ation in fhe frontier rising of 1897, but restored in 1899, the 
leinainder of the Aka Kind received, under an Agreement (No. I\) 
concluded in Ocfoher 1902, an allowance of Its. 4,000. 

In 1902 Government decided to make the road, in connection wdth 
the survey of which allowances had beeTi granted to the Shilmanis and 
Mullagoris in lanuary 1880. In consideration of their good behaviour 
during the construction of the road, the allowances of tlic Mullagoris 
and Shilmanis weie increased to Its. 5,000 each, jmd the Slnnwari 
allowance which, under the Khyber Agreement of 1881 (No. VIT), hail 
been fixed at Its. 9,600, was inci-eased to Its. 10,000. Agreements to this 
effect were taken from the Mullagoris (No. X) in 1904, and from the 
Shilmanis and Shinwaris (No. XI) in ]90(>. 

In 1908 continued raiding by the Tirah Zakkha Khel resulted in an 
expedition which reduced them to submission. An Agreement (No. XI1) 
was taken from the Khyber Zakkha Khel and the five other Oola Khel 
< lans, by which they became sureties for the future gooil behaviour of 
the Tirah Zakkha Khel. 

In 1915 the Khyber Afridi allowances were doubled, in connection 
with the doubling of the Khyber road. 

During the Afghan AVar of 1919 a number of raids were coininitted 
by the Afridis into the Peshawar and Koliat districts; but in November 
of that year a jirga came in and expressed contrition. The terms 
imposed included a fine of Its. 5,000 and susjiension of their allowances. 
All the clans except the Zakkha Khel coinplied with the Government 
terms by March 1921, and the Zakkha Khel in February 1922. 

In 1921 the Khyber Bailway was begun, and the annual allowances 
of the Khyber Afridis were increased by Rs. 84,040, and the Shinwari 
allowance by Rs. 16,000. An annual lungi allowance to the Afridi 
elders was also made of Rs. 12,000. 

In 1923, after the Foulkes and Ellis outrages (see Part V), in the 
former of which the Qambar Khel and Zakkha Khel had participated, 
while the Jowakis were largely responsible for both, a joint Agreement 
(No. XIII) was taken from the Afridis and Orakzai. By this they 
bound themselves not to allow the outlaws concerned to enter their 
tribal limits, and undertook to arrest them and hand them over to the 
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authorities should they do so. A special supplementary Agreement 
(No. XIV) was given in 1924 by the Malikdin Khel and Qambar Kb el, 
promising actis’^e co-operation in the exclusion of these outlaws from 
Tirah Adam Khel country. At the same time the Tirah Jowakis and 
the Kalla Khel section of the Ali Khel Ashu Khel, whose political 
control had, as already stated, been transferred from the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, Kohat, to the Khyher Agency after the Ellis outrage, gave 
an Agreement (No. XV) similar to that taken from the Afridi and 
Orakzai clans. 

In the spring of 1030, after receiving their allowances and returning 
to Tirah, the Afridis came under the influence of Indian politics and the 
Congress agitation in Peshawar District. By the lOth May they had 
assembled a large lashkar composed of contingenis from the Aka Khel, 
Repah, Kamarai, Malikdin Khel, Qambar Khel, Kuki Khel and Zakkha 
Khel and occu])ied Ihe cave dwellings at Tauda China and the low 
hills on the western border of the Khajuri Plain. This lashkar even- 
tiuilly attained a strength of about 10,000 and on the evening of the 
4th June a cordingent of some 3,000 men advanced on Peshawar, 
thci?* advance guard entering the outskirts of the City, and the remain¬ 
der esiablishing themselves in villages and gardens between Bam and 
Peshawar (Jantomneni. They were engaged by ground troops and 
hy the 7th June the whole lashkar had left the District, one party 
sustaining heavy casualties from aerial bombing as they crossed the 
border. I[ndeterred by this failure and incited hy intensive propa¬ 
ganda from British India, the irresponsible elements among the 
Afridis succeeded in assembling another lashkar in the caves to the 
west of the Khajuri Plain by the 7th August. They entered the 
District on the night of the 7th/8th August in gangs of 50 to 200 
strong and although opposed by military and Frontier Constabulary 
])ickets succeeded in making their way into the heart of the District 
concentrating mainly in the thickly wooded belt to the south and south¬ 
east of Peshawar and amongst the ravines further to the east. From 
iliis sheller they made a niimber of unsuccessful attem})ts to enter the 
City and Cantonments and one party forced its way into the Sup])ly 
Depdt where it did considerable damage before being driven out. Owing 
to various reasons—the smallness and mobility of the gangs, tl»e height 
of the crops affording excellent cover, and the shelter, food and assistance 
given hy the villages round Peshawar—the troops had great diffic.uliy in 
locating the enemy or expelling them from the Distri(*t. However as 
the result of constant pressure by troops and aeroplanes the last of the 
invading gangs had left the District by the 20th August. All sections 
of the Afridis weie involved in these unprovoked attacks and it was 
therefore decided as a punishment for their offence and a precaution 
against similar attacks in future to construct posts and roads in the 
Khajuri and Aka Khel plains. The Afridi jirga when summoned was 
unable to agree to this action and a blockade of the Tirah sections was 
therefore put into force. During the winter the posts and roads were 
constructed with little interference. Up to the end of 1930 the Afridis 
had neither taken hostile action nor made peace.

Agreement of the Aka Khail, —1856. 

Whereas on aceount of former offences, W(‘ have been blockaded by the Govern¬ 
ment, we now repent of our evil d(‘ods, and. a"ree to pav a fine of Rupees two 
thousand six hundn'd and sevimty to the. Government, and to abstain from the 
commission of cnmi's in ful ure : and that if any memb(‘r of our tribe shall commit 
raurd(‘r in Rritish t(‘,rritory, we will deliver him u]) ; should he escape, wc will 
confiscate his ]>roy>('rty, and not allow him to return to our lands without permis¬ 
sion of Government. 

1. Tf tile Goverumenf. reipiire from us the price of blood, W(‘ will yiay it. 

2 If any member of our fribe sliall wound a British subject, wc will pay such 
fine as GoverniiKuit ina-y demand. 

If any im*nih<'r shall rob or sfeal from a British siibji'cf and b(‘ apyirehended' 
w«‘ slia.!! not infcrccdc for Inin : if lie return to our S(‘tt l(‘nn‘nl and tin* theft be 
yirovi'd, we shall ma,ke i^ood lh<‘ projiertv and levy a fini' on him 

4. ff anv of oiir women (dope to British terntory, W(* shall send a Jirga ol grey 
beards t.o arrange the ma.tt.cr, and it sin* consimts. will n'ceive tn^r back on giving 
seoiirity to Governimml for licr safety. 

f) If any ol our t ribe claiKb'st.imdy bring into Britisli territory an (*m*my of the 
Govenimeiit, and the latter is ap]»rehend(“d, we will yiay a fine of Kuyiees fifty, 
and not inti'rcech' for such enemy of Gov(‘rnment. 

6. If a.ny ciiminal (‘.omes to our lands, we shall n'store any stolen property ho 
may hav(‘ with him and eject him from oui settJcimmts 

7. W(‘ will not assist a.ny criminal to cscajic trorii his cnyitors who may have 
takim him bevond our lialiitations 

8 Wc will pla.ee a respectable man of caidi clan as a hostage with ihe Govern- 
im^nt. 

Until till' above sum of Rupees two tliousand six hiindnni and seventy is 
jiaid in full, we. will not come to the cit.y of Peshawiir on jiain of apprehension. 
W(* will pay the money at t in* IMiana of Badobair. 

10 Ill event of the lireae.h of any of these engagements, the Government tvill 
allow us a mouth to meet their dmnand ; after that time the Government are at 
lib'Tt.v to send our liostages to India, and to act as t lii'y may deem best. 

] I. If we commit any aggression in the Kohat Bass, our former pay of Kiijiees 
SIX hundr(‘d shall be stopped. 

12. If suspicion sliall attach to us on the part of Government or any British 
subject, wc will answer for tlie same on the case being inv(‘stiga.ted in the same 
maniK'r as is done for British subjects. 

13. If punishment is to lie enforced on any memb(‘r of tiu* tribe under the above 
agreeinents, we will allow an officer of GoviTiiment to be present, that the Goverp- 
m«iiit may bo satisfied of its being carried out. 
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11. If wc sliitll have any claim or charge against a British subject, we will not 
take the law into our own hands, but report the case to Government Officers for the 
same enquiry as is made where British subjects are the complainants. 

15. In regard to women wlio come from British tiTritory to us, the sarm^ arrange¬ 
ments will be made as we havt^ agreed to make in cases when they go from us to 
British territory. 

16. Past oSences to b<‘- forgiven, and in addition to the p(irmanent hostages, 
we will give others until such time as the line is paid, when they will be released.

AauKEMKNT e.xeciitod by Bostan Kuan of the Zakha Khej. Tkjiie, —1857. 

Rostaii Khan, of 1 he Zakha Khel tribe, presenl-s himself before (Vilonel Edwardes 
on the ]‘Itli August 1857, and on his own pro])er part, ami as represental ive of the 
v/hole, c,ouncil of the Pakhai, Zaodin, and Shan Khel sections, of his own free will 
and pleasure jiromiseth— 

1st.- -We pledge ourselves to commit no depredations or other misdeeds on the 
British border. 

2ml .—We wiH not allow any men of tribes obnoxious to the British Govern¬ 
ment to accompany us into British territory. 

Srd .—If any thuf or jilunderer of our Iribe be a])j)reheiith*d in British territory, 
we will offer no inl.<*rcesBion for him. 

4lh.- -If any thief or jilunderer come within our limits, and he be found guilty 
of the crime, we will at once exjiatnate him from his liouse and seize his lands, 
and fine him according to Afghan usage, and in ease of theft, restore the amount 
of tin; jirojierty he has stolen. 

To establish his guilt, one witness, besides the injured ]»ar1y, is reqiiircnl, or 
the discovery of the stolen jirojicrty on tlie ofTend(‘r. Failing tliese, oath on Korun 
will be taken from five members of the offender’s tribe. 

5ih .—Rejiaration is not to be made in the event of any jierson of the 
tribe abducting the wife or daughter of a resident of British territory, but if he 
should have, brought off any projierty also, that shall be restored ; if the jiarties 
deny that any jirojierty has been abstracted, an oath on the Koran shall b(‘- ad¬ 
ministered to them. If the parties shall become rf'conciled among themselves 
they shall be allowed to return to their homes, the apology of the offending party 
shall be sufficient. If the woman shall have fled of her own accord, a council of 
grey beards of the tribe shall obtain guarantee for the safety of her person 
and restore her to her home.

St/i .—An accredit(‘d agent of tlie tribe, shall be in attendance wlieiu'vcT 
sniuinoned by the finv<Tnment, who sliall be prompt to ])(‘rforiii wlmt(‘ver is 
reipiired of him. If he shall be negbgmit. m tlie jierforimince of his duties, it sluill 
rest with tlio (*overnment to demand satisfaction from him , ho .sliall lone no 
excuse. 

It IS hoped that, on ratification of this agreement, those of our trilx* who ur<‘ 
confiniMl under tlie orders of th(‘ British Government mny bo released : wi* pledge 
ourselves to ohscrvi' tlu* terms of the agreement, and liojic tliat former otlVneos 
may be nv«*rlooked. We offer Mula Isa, Khan Khel, as gunrant(*e for our observ¬ 
ance of tins a.grcement, and pledge mirs(dve.s that if there b(‘ any misdeed on thi‘ 
part of any of the t.rib(‘ aliovt* noted, wo will not attempt to screen him ; and if 
anv coiKicalmeiit be attimipted on the fact being jirovinl, we will ]>ay a fin<‘ of 
Bnpees 1,0(H). 

Ag.iyi, if any of our portion of the trdie commit an offence, and on out 
dcmaiiding satisfaction from him if he shall reinovi* to Boslan Khan’s section of 
th(‘ tril)«‘, it IS right, t.hat. Boston Khan .should not proti'ct liini until satisfaeiion 
has IxK'Ti nmdered, and if any of Bostaii Khan’s jiartv sliall eoniimt oflences ag.iinst 
the Government and remove to our seetlon of the tribe, wi' will not give him 
coiiiitmiaiiee or assistance so as to jirevent Bostan Khan from obta.iniiig satisfac¬ 
tion from him If there bo any shortcomings on mir part in this agrei'inent, we 
are doS(*rvmg of reproof from tlie Government, as also is Bostan Khan.

Order on the above Agreement by Colonel Edwardes. 

Bostan Khan, of the Za,kha Kind, having presented himself through Slinhzadnh 
Jambiir, and taken upon himself to engage tlmt no member of the Za,k}ia Kind 
ttibe under his influence shall be guilty of malpractices in British territory, and 
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that he will undertake that in three or four days Malik Aladad Khan, the other 
Chief of the tribe, shall come in and make arrangement regarding his portion of the 
clan, and as heretofore there has been enmity between the Oovernnient and the 
Zakha Khel, and the Zaklia Khel have not been allowed access to the British 
territory, —new that Bostan Khan has solicited in the agreement he has executed 
that ingress and egress may be allowed to the tribe, and that four persons of tlio 
tribe, named Nasir Shah, Mir Gul, Amir Shah, and Bahmat, may be released, the 
four persons are released on payment of Rupees 10 fine each, and, as it is hoped 
that after three or four days Aladad Khan will bind bimself by a similar agree¬ 
ment on the part of his tribe to tliat of Bostan Khan now <‘xecufed, free ingress 
into Britisli territory is to be allowed to Bostan Khan’s branch of the tribe, and 
it is •-rdered that a copy of tliis, with a cojiy of the agreement, and a copy of the 
security bond of Malik Isa Khan jirovidmg that the Government entertain friendly 
relations with tin* Zakha Khel, and that the trib(‘ are to be allowed fr(‘e access 
to British territory, bo aont for the information of the Deputy Oominissioner ol 
Peshawar.

Agreement with the Chiefs of the Kooki Khail Tribe of Apreedbeb,--- 1857. 

Whereas our tribe has been excluded from British territory, on account of 
jibe murder of a British officer, and we are unable to produce the murderers who 

2k2 
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have fled, we agree to pay a fine of Rupees three thousand on account of that crime, 
and we further voluntarily engage as follows :— 

1. We will not hereafter commit any crime in British territory. 

2. We will not bring with us into British territory any member of a tribe in 
hostility with the Government. 

3. If any thief or murderer belonging to our tribe be apprehended in British 
territory, wc will not intercede for him. 

4. If such thief or murderer escape to us, and the crime is proved, we 
will destroy his house and banish him from our settlements, restoring the value 
of the stolen property; if there is no evidence against him, the accused may clear 
himself, if five members of his section of the tribe will swear to his innocence. 

5. If any married or unmarried woman elopes to our settlements, W(i cannot 
give her up, but we will restore any property she may be proved to have; carried 
off with her. If her friends come and make an arrangement, we will give her up 
to them, or to a “ jirgah of grey beards. 

6. If any thief or person in the service of Government escape from British 
territory into our settlements, wc will eject him from the same, and if he has stolen 
property with him, we will restore it 

7. If we have a money claim against any British subject, we will sue liim in 
the Courts m proper form ; we will also attend to aiiswi*r any such elaini against 
us or produce f/he acquittance bond of such claimant; we will not carry out our 
usage of reprisals in British territory, but in our own sotihunenis wi' an^ a1 libisrly 
to do so ; and we will not take part with any other tribe in hostilities against the 
British Government. 

«S. WJiciiever required to do so, we will keep a representative with the Local 
Officers of Government, who are at liberty to call him to account in matter of 
neglect. 

9. Whereas there are many Afreedees in the service of Government, if any 
of them have a claim against us, the matter shall be settled by a “ jirgah ” of grey 
beards. 

10. We give Arbab Mahomed Ameer Khan and Arbab Abdool Mnjeed Khan 
as our securities for the payment of the fine and the fulfilineiit of tliese Engage¬ 
ments, and in consideration thereof the Ghjvernment will release the persons au<l 
property of our tribe now in their hands.

No. IV. 

Agreement of Aladad Khan,—1857. 

7515.—We pledge ourselves to commit no depredatious or other misdeeds on 
tho British border. 
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2nd .—We will not allow any men of tribes obnoxious to the British Government 
to accompany us into British territory. 

—If any thief or murderer of our tribe be apprehended in British territory 
we will offer no intercession for him, 

4th .—If any thief or murderer come within our limits, and he be found guilty 
of the crime, we will at once expatriate him from his house, and seize his lands and 
fine him according to Afghan usage, and in case of theft, restore the amount of the 
property he has stolen. To establish his guilt, one witness besides the injured 
party is required, or the discovery of the stolen property on the offender. Failing 
these, oath on Koran will be taken from five members of the offender’s tribe. 

5l1i. —^Kej)}! ration is not to be made in the event of any pcTSon of the trib® 
abducting the wife or daughter of a resident of British territory, but if he should 
have brought off any property also, that shall be restored ; if the parties deny 
that any property has been abstracted, an oath on the Koran shall be adminis¬ 
tered to them. 

If the parti(‘8 shall become reconciled among themselves, they shall be allowed 
to r(‘turn to tbrnr homes, the apology of the offending party shall be sufficient. 

If the woman shall have fled of her own accord, a council of grey beards of the 
tribe shall obt ain guarantee for the safety of her person and restore her to her home. 

67/f.—If any thief or servant shall come into our territory, we will eject him 
and restore any property belonging to Government or its subjects which may be 
found on him. 

7th .—If we should have any claim or suit in matters within the jurisdiction 
of the British Government, we will plead our case according to the regulations 
of the Government, and we will render at the Government Court any person of our 
tribe against whom claims may have been instituted, or satisfy the complaining 
party in th(*- council of the tribe, and will not show hostility to any who may 
be on good terms with the British Government. Against others we will exercise 
our own discretion ; we will not associate with any enemies of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

8th .—An accredited agent of the tribe shall be in attendance whenever 
summoned by the Government, who shall be prompt to peiform whatever is 
reijuirod of him. If he shall be negligent in the performance of his duties, it shall 
rest with the Government to demand satisfaction from him; he shall have no 
excuse. 

It is hoped that on satisfaction of this agreement those of our tribe who are 
confined under the orders of the British Government may be released. 

We pledge ourselves to observe the terms of the agreement, and hojie that 
former offences may be overlooked. We offer Abdul Majid Khan Arbad as 
guarantee for our observance of thfs agreement, and pledge ourselves that if there 
be any misdeed on the part of any of the tribe above-noted, we will not attempt 
to screen him, and if any concealment be attempted, on the fact being proved, 
we will pay a fine of Rupees 1,000. 
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Ag>iiii, if any of our })ortion of the tribe- conimit an offence, and, on our demand¬ 
ing satisfaction from limi, if Jic shall remove to Bostan Khan’s section of the tribe, 
it is right that Jiostan Khan should not ])rotcct him until satisfaction has be(’n 
rendered, and if any of i^ostan Khan’s y)arty shall commit offences against the 
Grovernment and remove to our section of the tribe, we will not give him counte¬ 
nance or assistance, so as to prevent Bostan Khan from obtaining satisfaction 
from him. ff there be any sliortcomings on our part in this agreement, we arc 
ileserving of reproof from thi* Governmeiif, as also is Bostan Khan.

Aoueement of fhe Mulliks of the Sipah and Kummokai 'J’iuhes, —181)1. 

We agree on our own parts, and in behalf of our r(‘8])ectivc tribes of our own 
free will and accord as follows • 

1. During the six months of the cold weathei, wh(*n wt^ reside in tin* lands called 
Kajooree, we will be responsible that no theft or crime is eomiujtt(*d on any J^ritish 
subject by any nnunher of our Inbes, or by any member of the Zakha Khail or 
other tribes jiassiiig through the said lands of Kajooree. 

2. So long as tin* Zakha Kliail may remain at feud with the Gov(*rnment, we 
will not allow members of that tribe to take up their residence in the Kajooree 
Settlements. 

3. We are r(‘spoiisible that, the tiibeS of Miillikdeen Khail and Kurnber Khail 
shall send t heir representatives to the Government authorities on their return from 
their summer settlements.

To the Heads of the Aka Khail tribe, composed of Maboof Khail, Mdrcjut 
Khail, Shere Khail, Sunddl Khail, Sooltan Khail, Munla Khail, and 
others ; also to the Hiaids of Akhor, composed of Bolaree Khail, Peerbul 
Khail, and Guddia Khail ; also to the Heads of “ Gullee ” Afreedee, 
composed of Bostee Khail, Suerukkee, Yurooon Khail, Konee, Soonee 
Khail, Tor Ghuppur and Ispul Khail,- -1807 

Whereas you have jointly left the adjustment of the ** Kullum Sudda ” 
boundary question in the hands of Government agreeably to a document signed 
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at Kohat m Novombor last by the Aklior and Gullce heads, and to a siindar docu- 
irient signed by the Aka Khad on 2l8t April 1807, it is now tJiereforo ordered as 
follows :— 

Isl .—A truce of seven years to be iixed between the disputing paities, such 
truce te have eifcct alike in British territory and beyond the border. 

Ihid .—In consideration of Akhor having formerly yielded the Kullum Sudda 
to the Busseo Khail, and although such cession of the land was made without the 
sanction or piimiission of Government, the bit of land which was measuK'd by 
Miican Zyud Gool under ordiu’s of Major Janies, and which Akhor was allowed to 
cultivate, will now remain waste ; the whohj of the rest of the land under disjmte 
will remain with Akhor. 

3rcl —In (umaideration of the services and good conduct of the Bussei' Khad, 
Government, has allowed them Rupees 0(K) now (with reference to their long-siand- 
ing claim to the Kullum Sudda winch has been disallowed) ; they will receive, 
during [icriod of pn*sent agiecment, an additional sum of Rupees 100. 

-Exce.pt in thii matters herein above set forth, the Agreement enierc'd into 
With Major Graliam to remain 111 force, viz.^ as regards the pass and road llnougli 
it. Th(‘ right of aibitrating and ruling in the matter of tlie Kullum Sudda boundary 
dispute w}ll still remain with Government at the expnation of this seven years’ 
agreement. 

The eoiitraetiiig parties formally signed and execuleil the above Agreement in 
presetiee of liieutenaut Oavagiiari, Oiliciatmg Dejuity Commissioner.

AdHLWMKNT eiifered into by the Zakha Kukl, Malikoin Kiiel, Kambar Kuel, 
Kamrat Khel, Su'AB Kiiel, and Kuki Kiiel, Afriius, and the Shin warts 
of Landi Kotal accepting responsibility for the Khaibar Pass, dated Feb? 
ruary 1881. 

We agree as follows :— 

J,—On the understanding that tlie Jfritish (fovernment maintain political 
relations with us, while at the same time our indcficndcuce continues to be fully 
recognized, we are bound to exclude all other influence, and not to admit the inter* 
ference of any other juiwer between ourselves and the British Government. 

2. —“In consideration of receiving certain allowances, the amount of which 
Government has engaged to fix, wv hereby undertake tlie responsibility of preserv¬ 
ing order and security of life and property witliin the Kbaibar Pass. 

3. —All mattets affecting the pass arrangements, and especially the security 
of the road, shall be submitted to a combined council of all the Alridi tribes.

Through this council arrangements will be made such as will provide for the 
security of the lives and property of all who use the Khaibar road without distinc¬ 
tion of class or race, local being entitled to equal protection with foreign traffic ; 
and care will be taken that no inter-tribal or ])ersonal feuds are pursued on or near 
the road or posts. 

4 .—No traders or travellers will be allowed to enter the pass witliout an order 
authorizing them to proceed, which will be furnished by the persons re8])onsible 
together with a sufficient guard for protection. 

Should any prospect of danger present itself, owing to the existence or likeli¬ 
hood of any disturbance on or near the road, we will be responsible for closing 
the pass, giving notice to that effect to the Khan of Lalpnra and to the Political 
Officer at Jamnid, and will further make due ]>rovision for the 8af<*ty of any trade 
or travellers within the pass. 

d.— Our responsibility for the security of the road is inde])endont of aid from 
Government in the form of troops. It lies with the discretion of Government to 
retain its troops within tin* [)a8s or to withdraw them and to reoecu}))" at pleasure. 

6*. —We will provide sucli numb(‘r of men as Govc^rnment may direct to carry 
on the duties of Jezailchis, of whom some force is absolutely nec(‘SBary, to enable 
us to r(!nder the road secure. 

These imm, having their head-quarters at danirud, will be subject fo the inspec¬ 
tion of the Political Officer, and all arrangements which we make for the distribu¬ 
tion of their duties shall be reported to him Bhoiild we wisIj to eni]>loy them 
on any other duty tlian tliat of i)rotecting tlx* road, the permission of the Political 
Officer must be obtained. 

We fully understand that these Jezailchis are not. a Government force, and that 
although maintained at Government cxjiense, they are being allownHl merely as 
an adidtional means of enabling us to fulOl our engagements. 

7. —So long as we are in receipt of the Khaibar allowances the right of collecting 
tolls rests with the British Government alone. We cannot claim any payments 
of traders or travellers. 

8. —All offences committed on the road sliall be dealt with by the united council 
of all the tribes, whether individuals or sections of tribes an* concerned. 

Thr* council shall inflict punishment after tlie manner of our tribal customs and 
compensation will be awarded to tlie injured party or parties. 

The action taken on the commission of any offence, or in regard 1o the punish¬ 
ment of the. oifenders, shall be reported to the Political Ofliccr, through whom 
any compensation can be enforced by deduetions from the allow^ances made by 
Govern Tm*iit. 

9. —In consideration of the allowances of which wc shall be in receipt, we further 
bind ourselves not to commit dacoity, highway robbery, or murder in British terri¬ 
tory. Any transgression of tliis condition will make our allowances liable to 
forfeiture in payment of fine or compensation due on this account. 

10. —All arrangements that we make in fulfilling our resjmnsibility for the 
protection of the road shall bo reported to the Political Officer. 
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All convoys wishing to proceed through the pass shall be despatched periodi 
cally under a guard, and wo are responsible for all trade or travellers admitted 
within the pass. 

11. —We will maintain until further orders the standing posts or chaukis which 
have hitherto been k('j)t up along the road by the tribes, and havr* been paid for 
from the allowances. Th(‘ tribal watchmen who occupy them will be employed 
either in guarding their asRigm*d localities or in forming part-of the escort on the 
periodical convoys. 

12. —Of the Oovernnumt buildings situate in the pass, we consent to take some 
under our (;harge. guaranteeing their security ; th(^ rest should be dismantled by 
Gov(*Tnment. 

We engage to hold th(i fort, of All Masjid, understanding that Government 
will grant an additional company of KM) Jezailchis for this special duty. 

13. —W<‘ undertake to guarantee the safely of the Polities! Officer, or other 
official wffio may have occasion to visit the Khaibar Pass, provided that sufficient 
notice be given us beforehand. 

14. —It is undi^rstood that th<* boundary fixed by Treaty of Government, west 
of Laiuli Khana is the limit of our responsibilities This is liable to subsequent 
alteration at the discretion of Government. 

15. —Pennanmit a.rrangeinents will be made by wliiidi jiosts or exjiresses can be 
forwarded at any time, night, or day. 

Id. —We lire pn‘pai<‘d to take chargi* of tin* Khaibar Pass in the manner above 
indicated from Landi Khana to Ali Masjid, and again from Ah Masjid to Jamrud, 
at once, or so soon as Government directs the withdrawal of troops from the whole 
of this road or any part of it. Meanwhile the tribes will preserve their jiresent 
obligations. 

i7.-—We understand that we are exclusively resjionsible for tin* future manage¬ 
ment of the Khaibar, and that Government in no way shares in this responsibility, 
and this position we accept.

2. TJie jirga Iiuh ])«cu siunnionod by you to usaomblo in Peshawar on tlu* 211 h 
Oe1o])er 1808, and I now am to convey instructions as to the nianmir in which 
you and your colleague will announce tnc Government terms and explain their 
nature and attention. 

3. The announcement to be made is to t he following effect - 

The Afridis by their own acts ruptured all agreements, forfmted all 
allowancits, and forced the British Gov'iirnment to take and hold the Pass which, 
as aln^ady announced by 8ir William l^ockhart, will be managed and controlled 
as the British Government think most desirable. 

Second.--Thii Pass will be kejit open for trade. The British Government will 
build a fort, at Laiidi Kotal and jiosts between that and Jamrud, will kei‘p ii[) a 
good road or roads and, if they want it, a railway, and will take such iiK'asures as 
they think tit to punish olhouies and preserve order on load and railway, in the 
fort and posts, and in the innghboiirhood wlieie, necessary for their purposes. 

Third. —■'^Phe, Afndis will liav'(‘ no dealings with any power hut the Biitish. 
Th(*y will he, leJt to maiiagt* their own affairs in then own eoiinlry, hut,, in Ihi; 
Khyher Pass, they are, resjionsihh* to the British Government that they w^ill co- 
*)perate to preserve order and security ol lili* and piopcTty on roads or railway 
and Within tlic limits ol the. Pass. 

Fourth .—‘The British (lovm’nmeiit will give, allowanees as formeily to the 
Khyber Afridi elans loi discharging this duty, and will maintain a militia recruited 
from the Afndi and other tribes and cimimaiided by British otnceis. The British 
Govei iiiiieut do not undertake to always kcaij) tioo])8 at Lamb Kotal, hut will make 
arrangiMiieiils for supporting the militia if ciicnmstances require. 

Fifth. -Arraiigeiiumts foi ti»ide in the Khyber will be made by the British 
Goveiument, and the militia will be used for guarding traders. 

Tins allowances granted by the Bntisli Government will commence 
to reckon trorn the date of the adh<‘siou by the tribe, to the terms settled by the 
Government, of India ; but they are subject to withdrawal for misbehaviour in the 
Pass, in British India, or against t he friends or allies of Governiueut.

In consideration of the fact that the British Government has lixed an annual 
allowance of Rs. 4,000 for our tribe, we, the representatives of the Aka Khel tribe, 
do hereby agree to keep and abide by the following conditions :— 

I. —We will maintain friendly relations with the British Government. 

II. —We undertake tribal responsibility for all oifenees committed against 
the British Government either by 

(«) members of our tribe, or by 

(b) others living under our protection, or by 

( 0 ) members of other tribes who, bidorc or after the commission of any 
offence in Britisfi territory, pass through our tribal limils , 
provided that in the hot weather months if any such ofl'ences as stated in 
(c) be committed, tribal resjionsibility will only b(‘ enforced against 
our tribe m the (‘vent of our failing to satisfactorily prove that the 
olleiice was committ(‘d solely by members of other tribes. 

III. —We undertake responsibility for the safety of British subjects visiting 
our country. 

IV. —'We undiirtake responsibility to prevent raiding gangs from entering 
British territory from within our territorial limits, and to recover all stolen pro¬ 
perty brought into our country. 

V. —We undertake responsibility for the good behaviour of all outlaws and 
bad characters hving in our country. 


No. X. 

Translation of an Agreement, dated Peshawar, the 1st of November 1904* 
taken from the MtJLLAQoni ciders, etc., in accordance with Government of 
India, Foreign Department, letter No. 1844-F. A., dated Simla, the 6th May 
1904. 

We, the Mullagori elders, express our gratitude to Government for its kindness 
in granting our iietition praying that our allowance might be increased on account 
of the construction of the road through our country. 
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The Political Agent has told us that Government has raised our allowance from 
Rs. 2,000 per annum to Rs. 5,000, and for this we are very grateful and happy. 

The Political Agent has also told us that Government lays down the condition 
that it will have the right, whenever it may so please, to construct or utilise any 
forms of communication through our country, whether by road, railway, or boat, 
and that no further inereasi* of allowance will ever be made to us on account of 
such works. 

We have fully understood this, and will never ask Government for any increase 
to our allowance on such grounfls. 


No. XI. 

Tran.si.atton of an Aorf.kmknt taken from the Shtnwaris and Shilmanis sep¬ 
arately, regarding the increase in their allowances, dated Landi Kotal, 
the 7th Jnn(‘ 1906. 

We clearly understand that the increase, which has been sanctioned by Govern¬ 
ment in our allowances, is final, that the increase is given as an act of grace and 
on the cl(*ar understanding that Government shall have the right at any future 
tim<‘ to ooustriief., make use of and maintain any form of communication in our 
country, and t hat such shall not be made the ground for any future increase in our 
allowances.

We the Maliks and elders of Afridi tribes humbly request that as we wish to 
sec an (*nd to the hostility having arisen between the benign Government and the 
Zakka Khel on account of the misdi'eds of the latter, we (Afridi clans) unanimously 
agreii and jointly and separately stand as sureties for the good behaviour of the 
Zakka Khel sections as detailed here below :— 

Malikdin Khol for Sections . .1. Paindai. 

2. Jamal Khel Khusrogi. 

3. Half of Anai Sahib Khol Section. 

Qambar Khel for Section . . Bara and Tirah Shan Khel. 

Kuki Khel and Khyher Niki Khel for Second half of Anai section i.e., Mohib Khol, 
Sepah for ..... Zaiuddin Zakka Khel. 

Kamarai for . . . . . Khusrogi except Jamal seotion. 

Khyher Pakhai for . . . Bara Pkkhai. 
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We further promise that we will, when required, help one another in punishing 
Zakka Khel hostiles. Government will be at liberty to punish us by iinjjosing 
fine or debar us from entering British Territory or impose some other j)uni8hment 
they think proper. For the past offences committed we request the Government 
to pardon the whole Zakka Khel clan in view of the losses sustained by the clan 
on account of their exclusion from British Territory and during the expedit}on 
and hope they will not ruin the whole clan for the misdeeds of a few miscliief- 
rnakers. As regards those who lead the gangs in committing raids in British 
Territory, we beg to state that wherever they may be found we will punish them 
with the help of tlie Zakka Khel to the satisfaction of the Government, and as a 
security for the exceutiou of tliis undertaking we submit 63 rifles which according 
to the present market rate cost Rs. 2(),(X)0 and which may kindly be returned to 
us when the. Political Agent, Khyber, has been satisfied that the raiders have been 
Batisfactordy punished. 

We, the Zakka Khel clan, agree to the request of the Afridi Jirga and under- 
take to h(‘Ip them in every way. 

For the. rest we hope gracious and merciful treatment at the hands of iLe Gov¬ 
ernment. Ends. Walai.

Agreement presented by representatives of Afrioi and Orakzai triues at Shin a- 
WARi on the 13th May 1923. 

We the representatives of the Afridi and Orakzai tribes hereby agree to declare 
Ajab Khan, Shahzada, Sultan Mir, Gul Akbar and Haider Shah, Punjabi, who are 
the enemies of Government to be our own enemies. 

The above-named persons and their relations shall hereafter m‘.ver ent(‘i our 
territory. Should they enter the territory of any of our tribes the. tribe concerned 
shall be bound to arrest them and hand them over to the Government. 

2. Should any of our tribes give passage or harbourage to the. above persons 
we agree that the Government sliall have authority (by aeroplanes and otlierwise) 
to take such action as may be suitable.

Whereas the Afridi and Drakzai tribes have exjrelled Ajab, Shahzada, Haidar 
Shah, Sultan Mir and Gul Akbar from their country on account of their committing 
a shameful o(fence, we the Maliks and notables of Jowaki and Kala Khel tribes 
declare it as a case of special importance and engage :—• 

(a) We shall not allow these outlaws to come in our country. 

{b) If they enter our ilaqa wo will send a “ lashkar against them and t ry 
to kill them. 

(c) In default we shall be liable to any punishment which the Govornmont 
may projiose. 

The Jowaki and Kala Khel make onj tribe and can arrange by themselves.

^riie Adam Khel clan was fonneily alfofijetlier under tlip j)oli<ical 
(ionirol of tlie De]nity Commissioner, Kohat; but in ISDG and 1807 the 
control of the Janakhori sub-division of the Dassan Khel division of the 
(dan, and of the Kandau a?id Kandai sections of the Ashu Khel division, 
was ti'ansferred to the Depuiy (kiinmissioner, I’esbaAvar; and in 
Ihat of the Jowakis of Tirah, and of tlie Kalla Kind secition of the All 
Kind sub-division of the Ashu Kind, <0 the Political A^cmt, Khyber, 

There are four divisions of the Adam Khel clan—Galai, Jowaki, 
llassan Khel and Ashu Khel. Tlu' (falai can control the whole of the 
Peshawar-Kohat pass, in wbi<di they live. There are four sub-divisions 
of the Galai—Tor Sapar, Zar^un Khel, SharakKi and llosti Khel. 

In 1849, immediately aftei tlu* annexation of the Vunjab, the Galai 
entered into an a^n’cenient to keej) communication through the Kohat pass 
open, in consideiation of an annual ])ayment of Its. 5,700. Their sus¬ 
picions were, however, aroused by the construction of a road from Kohat: 
and in February 1850 a party of sap])ers, engaged on the road, was 
attacked by the Galai and the Akborwal TTassan Khel. A force entered 
the pass and inflicted punishment; and a blockade was instituted, under 
pressure of which the Galai sued for terms in Sept(*mber 1850. Tlieir 
allowanees, wliieli liad been forfeiled in eonspipienee of Gieir n'cent 
miseonduei, were resiored on condihon (d tlioir aecej)tino^ responsibility 
for the sectnitv of the pass. In ord('r to strengiben the nrrgangement, 
Itabmat Khan, a malik of the neiglibonring Orakzai, was admitted to a 
share in the responsibility and was granted a persona] allowance of 
Its. 2,000 a year, besides Its, 6,000 as the pay of a guard to be main¬ 
tained on the crest of the ridge near Kohat. The total annual alb^wanees 
granted for the seenrity of the Kohat pass thus aggregated Ks. 18,700. 

The Jowakis inhabit a strip of eountiy to the easl of the Kohat pass 
and were thus conveniently situated for raiding into both the Peshawar 
and Kohat districts. Throughout the Sikh rule, the Sweri (northern— 
literally “ shady ’*) Jowaki village of Bori had been notorious as the 
residence of freebooters who ])lundered on the Attoek load : and after 
the annexation of the Punjab its depredations increased. The Pitao 
(southern—literally ** sunny ”) Jowakis also committed offences in the 
Kohat district; and in 1851 an Agreement (No. I) was taken from them, 
by wdiich they accepted responsibility for offences committed in the 
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Kohat district, and undertook to deny passage to freebooters to or from 
IJori. 

Towards the end of 1853 i-ontiniied misconduct on the part of the 
Giilai necessitated a change: and (Tovernment decided to confine the 
res])onsi!)ility of the (lalai to their own defile, and to entrust to the 
Hangash the road from Koliat to the crest of the mountain. The Galai 
successfully opj)ose(l the llangasli, \>hereu])on Government prepared to 
intervene hy force of aims. The tialai promptly submitted and 
accepted the Government terms (No. II) in December 1853. At the 
same time, an Agreement (No. HI) ^'as taken from the Pitao dowakis, 
under which they were admitted to a simre in the allowances tor the 
protection of the Kohat jiass. They received Its. ‘2,000 a year on this 
account. 

The continued misconduct of the Sweji Jowaki village fd llori ne(^es- 
sitated the des])atcli of a force against them in November 1853. Bori 
was destroyed and the Boriwals hidimilteil: and an Agicemciit. (No. IV) 
was taken from them in Januaiy 1853. The Ilass.in Khel and Ashu 
Khel were both im])licated in the Bon dej)redations, and signed a 
separate Agreement (.vcc Part III, No. Nil) on th.it occasion. 

3'he Akhorwal Ilass.in Khel uere included in the blockade instituted 
in 18()0, ami signed the Agreement (see Part 111. No. XIII) in April 
j.SOT accepting ilie terms then imposed. 

iteference* has been made in Ihnt IV' to the (planel between the Basi 
Khel section of the Aka Khel, and the Akllor^^al llassan Khel, reg.irding 
the ownersliip ol the Kalamsada lands. TJndei tb(‘ Agii'cmmit of 
Deconiber 1853 (No. II) the (ialai had ndimpiislied Bs. 300 of their 
annual allo^\ances of Bs. 5,700 to the Basi Khel. who wme thus admitted 
to a. share in the allowances gr.inted for the security of the Kohat pass, 
ft, was mainly on account of their claim to Kalamsada that this allowance 
was granted to the Basi Khel; but, in the terms dictated to them in 
April 1807 {ser Bait TV, No VI) their (‘laini to Kalamsada w’as disallow'- 
ed. 33ie decision then arrived at, which imposed a s(‘ven years’ truce, was 
announced to and a(‘cepted by the Galai and the Akhorwals, as well as 
the Basi Khel. 

In 1875 negotiations foi- the construction of a good road through the 
Kohat ])ass were opened witli the Galai, who W’ere bound by agreement 
to undm take it : and they w ere offered the alteinative of doing so or of 
foregoing their allowances. The Galai as a whole wore willing to 
agree, but were opposed by the Sharnkki section, who resorted to open 
outrage in order to embroil the Galai. The main body were unable or 
unwilling to coerce the Sharakkis, against whom a blockade was 
instituted in February 1876. The llassan Khel and Ashu Khel became 
involved in the quarrel, and in August the blockade w^as extended to 
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Iliem. The Jo^akiN, Hiou^li lakifijr 110 a( hve [»ait, sli(»\\e(l sympathy 
witli llieir kinsmen, ami ta»le<l tn seiine ihe hoidei liom the raids of 
the hl()(d\ad(‘(I seciions; hut, ])ein<^ proceeded ag-ainst l)^ seizine oi tlun'r 
men and ]>i()j)(*rty found in Kohat, they sulmiittc'd and aee(‘pte<l the 
Governnieiil tfuins.

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The coutiuued outrages coiuiuitted by the tribesmen of the Khanki 
V'allev—lJi(‘ Eabiii Klud and Mainazai (Daiaihu) divisions of the 
Isinailzai, and ilie Mishli, ainl SlieiKliau lianihaya clans—led io the hist 
j\luanzai (‘.\[)edition ot IShl. Sexere ]»uni.slnnent was juKk ted on the 
tiibesnien, wdio suirendered uin onditlonally. It was hmnd that they 
had l)(‘en supporti'd in tli(‘ir (oiiise of outrage by the Khan of IJangu 
and his ianuly, who weii' IheKMijion depoiteil: and llie tribesmen wlio 
had, until then, lieim undei the diieit inanagtMuent of the Khan came 
und(‘i tliat. of tlie i)e[)utx (’oinniissioiuM, Kohat. It was H‘solxed to 
maintain a llritish gaiiison on the Samana range, which dixides 
Aliianzai trom tlu' Khaiiki Vallty : and the teims imjiosi'd included the 
(onsta uction id loads and posts on tin* Samana i idgi*, and the jiaMneiil 
ni revenue he lands south ot the ndgt*. riicsc teiins W(*re most, un- 
tvillinglx acce[>l(*d b\ the tiibesmen: ainl, as soon as the llnlish tioops 
iiad wilhd»awn, a jiowi'ilul thakzai (ombinalion was loinied, assisted 
by a lonlingmil ot Atiidis, with a view to gelling tin* tcims altcied. 
in Apiil 1S!)1 a tieaclieroiis attack was nmdc on lli(‘ militaix guards 
piotecting woiking pailics on the Samana laiigi* and a gencial conha- 
izralion lidlowed, in‘C(‘ssital mg the <lt‘spatcli oi tin* second Aliranz.ii 
e\p(‘ditinn, w hn-h inflicted sexeic jninishnn‘nt and lesulted in tin’ 
unconditional suiieinlei (d (he tiilx'smen. Agieimnmts weie t.dvcn fiom 
tin* Akliel (Ao Will) III AJax, and horn the llahia Khel (Ao. AIX) 
in dune—this latlei supeiseding that ol Septi'iidnu J8'V> (Ao. AIll)— 
iindei whnh all the (ioYeinment teiins weie acc{‘pted in full. Tribal 
seivice, at tin* rate ol Ils. 1,(MIS a yi‘ai (‘uch, xxas gianted to the Itabia 
Khel and Hie Akin*!: and in this was (‘\tended to the Misliii 

(KwS. 1,008) and Sheikhaii (Us. ('»bS, incieased to Us. 1,008 in 1895) 
bamsaya clans, and the Muhammad Khel clan (Us. 2,010). 

In flune 1898 Agreements xx<‘i«* taken liom tin* liar Aluhammail Khel 
and Mani Khel (Xo. XA) and the Stun Khel (No, XXI). In the 
tormei, xvhich earned xvith it an allowance of Ks. 2,010 a year, it was 
orjginallx^ intended to include the Abdul Aziz Khel also; but it xvas 
Hubseijuently deteiniined to coniine it to the liai Muhainmad Khel and 
M am Khel, in whose case it cancelled the lOngagenient of Ajiiil 1872 
(No. XVI). The latter loniamed in abe;\ance for six years, the Stuii 
Kln*l clan objecting that the alloxvaiice granted (Us bOO imnually) wuia 
too small; but they Hnallx aee(*pted it in May 1899 alter (jovernmeut 
had waived the tiist aitiele, regarding* Hie maintemmn* of a toxver. 

In 1898 the eontrol of the Massnzai and Uitao Alisheizai, as well as 
that of the Zaimusht tribe, xxas tianslerred to t!ie Political Agency, 
Kurram. 

All the Oiakzai clans, except the Shia Aliihaiimuul Khel, joined 
in the frontier reliellioii of 1897. In August tJie Daulatzai attacked, 
and captured or burned, a numlier of frontier police pOKsts: and in 
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September the combined Ahidi mid Orakzai liishkav aitucked the Siiniuua, 
captured the tort of Sara (xaihi and invesied Foit Lockhart and 
(iuliniuu. A relieving coluiiiu drove ilieni back into the Khimki ViilJe} 
m the same iiioutli; and tiie Tirali Expeditionary Force began o|>era- 
tioiis m October. I’Jie All ivbel were among tbe first to jouj 
111 Jiostilities, and were llie fiiht to submit: tlie otJiei liamsaya cluna— 
Misliti, Malla Kbel and Sbeiklian—were at lust leluctant to join, but 
tribal pressure soon compelled them to do so. Early in Noveinbei the 
Oialvzai submitted, and terms oi peace were announced to their jirgas 
on llie b^lli Ao\cnibei 11^ tin* X.\Stli Deci'inbci tbe Ooxeinment terms 
weie conijdied with in tail, including tbe payment oi a line oJ its. d(),000, 
tbe suriendei oJ dJ4 breecb-loadeis, and tbe lestoiation ol oi stolen 
ufleB.

Aorebment presented by representatives of the Aoam Khel Afkxdi tribe at 
Kohat on 21 st May 1923. 

1. We, the Maliks of the Bosti Khel, Sheraki and Sunnikhel Zarghun Khcl 
sections of the Oallai tribe, m recognition of our guilt in giving passage and har¬ 
bourage to Ajab and his brother Shahzada, Bosti Khcl, and other ofTenders, agree 
to pay a fine of Rs. 50,000 within six weeks of the signing of this agreement. For 
payment thereof within this period wo give the following sureties *— 

Bosti Khcl .—-Malik Rahmat, Malik Uhalfar, Kadir Khan, Latif, Dara Shah» 
Amirullah, Shirin, Bahadur 8 her. 

iS/temAm.—Wall Shah Aimal Khel Sherakai. 

Zarghun Khels .—Illuz Klian, Darya Khan, Lai Shah, Raliniat, Nurzada. 

Should we fail to pay it within that time, the (lovernmont may take, suitable 
action against the sureties such as confiscation of lands, debts, etc., held by us in 
British Territory. 

2. We, tlm Maliks of the (lallai, further agree to destroy on 22 nd May 1923, the 
houses of \jab and Shahzaila, Bosti Khel, who have committed nuirdi^r in British 
Te.rrilory, and to destroy the mela of Kawan Khan, Sher.i.lvi, for ins guilt 111 the 
Foiilkcs murder case and others. The question of a “ Naglia ” (fine) on Kawan 
Khan and his future settlement, if any, will be considered by the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner, Kohat, on a request being made by us. 

3. We, the Maliks of the Shcraki, Bosti Khcl, Zarghun Khel and Tor 0haj»ar 
sections of the Gallai Afridis, and of the Akorwal section of the ILassan Khcl, 
agree to the establishment on the road through the Kohat Pass of three Khassadar 
p ids in filaces selected by us and approved by Governnieut, and to funiisli 25 men 
to hold each post, to render service to the Government audio 1 ho 1 ribe in all niatiors 
affecting this agr<*emcnt. 

4. We, the Maliks of the Gallai, Hassan Khel, Jowaki and Asliii Kliel sectioiiB 
of the Adam Khel Afridis, realizing the harm done in tlu* })ast to good relations 
betwee.n Government and ouiselves by tlie harbouring of olfenders, undertake not 
to harbour outlaws from British territory. 

As regards such outlaws as may have previously resort/*d to our territory 
for shelter (of whom a list shall bo given at once) we bind ourselves to prevent 
th(‘m from doing any injury in Government territory or to Government subjects 
cither in British territory or in our limits. In addition to then naiks being sureties 
for them and being held personally responsible for their good conduct, we hereby 
agree that if anv of them commit any offence aft-er the signing of this agreement, 
we will assist Government in taking such action against the culprit and his naik as 
shall be deemed necessarv. Should, however, there bo amongst these outlaws any 
person the harbouring of whom Government considers a danger to the good rela¬ 
tions between Government and ourselves, we agree in consultation with the Deputy 
Commissioner, Kohat, to expel him from our limits.

If the sufferer is a Pass Afridi he sliall be required to support his 
oath by tlie oaths of four compurgators selected by the Section accused f)f injuring 
him. 

5. If the Deputy Commissioner is satisfied that any travelh^r has been stopjied 
on the road against his will the offender shall pay a fin<‘ of Rs 100 if a Pass man, 
and Rs. 200 for any one else, f<»r the payment of whicli tin* t rib(‘ concerned shall bo 
responsible if the offend(‘r (‘vades payment.

We the Maliks of tin* Bosti Xhel Slierakki, 'I’or Sajipar, Zargliun Khel and 
Akliorwal Pass .Afridis admit having already filed an undertaking to the effect that 
if any man be found dealing in Immbs he will be lialile to a fine of Rs 41*0 out of 
whieli lls 200 will be credited to Gov(3niincnt fine and remaining Rs 200 will go 
to the Section coucern(*d and the Ixmibs thus fouml will be handed iif) to Govern¬ 
ment. We are willing to abide by this imde.ilaking and d<*sire tlial there should 
be no trade in bombs in the Pass us it is injurious to the tribe.

Aorkethent of the Bezotee and Feroze Khatl Tribes, —1853. 

After Preliminaries— 

We of our own free-will and accord agree as follows :— 

The Government having been ])loased to assign ns an annual payment, of Rupees 
two thousand, in consideration of our services on the eri'st ot the ]>ass, we agree 
to the following stipulations :—

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1. Wc will maintain a post of twelve armed men in the tower made over to ub 
on the crcHt of the PaBS. 

2. In event of any disturbance taking place on th<i crest, of the Pass, we will 
proceed there in force and render aBsiKtance to the BungushcB. 

3. We agree to commit no crime of any kind in British territory ; if any nieni- 
bor of our clanfl should do flo and return to us, wc will piinish him by our Code, 
and take care that he shall not so offend again. 

4. Whereas the clan of Otraan Khail forms with us tlu^ tribe of Dowlutzai, but 
they have not yet rendered any service or come in to the Govcrninent; should they 
hereafter do so, we will settle amongst ourselves the share they are tf> riu-eivc 
of the above Rupees two thousand ; they will have no so])arate ehiim on tlie (lov* 
ernment; and after we have effected an arrangement with the Of,man Khail, we 
will b(* responsible for their good conduct. 

5. Whereas our lands adjoin British territory, if any criminal com<‘S to us, 
we will restore any Government property In? may have, and eject him fiom oui 
settlements. 

(). If any injury is BUBtained on the crest of the Pass, we will be responsible 
for tin* same with the BungushoR to the extent of our share. 

7. We will be responsible that no man after stealing in British teniioiy linds a 
passage through our lands. 

8. We will not ])ermit any member of our tribes to commit olYcmci's in tlie 
Pass, 111 the boundary of the Adam Khail. and will be resjamsihlc in such cases. 

1). We. give as our securities Bahadur Shore Khan, MulliK Magoolali KIniii, and 
Khitrab Shah Saliibzada,

Agreement made by the Sipah (Obakzais) Triwe in connection with Kohat Pass 
arrangements on 6th December 1853. 

We the undersign<*-d Sainuck Ahmed Shah, Zabita Khan, Moorad Klian, Siifdar 
Ali Shah, Roostiiin Ali, Abdul Hussun, Hyder Ali, Shawiih*!?, Zani Khan, Jowahir 
Ali, Ahmed Shere, and Gholarn, all Mullicks of the Sipah Tribe on the border of the 
Kohat district, being yiresent on the Kotnl, after conversing with Gaptain Poke, 
Deputy CoramiBsioncr, and fully understanding what is recpiired ol us, do hereby 
eut(‘r into an engagement with the British Government as follows 

1. ’Jhe Bimgush tribe having had a dispute with the Afre(‘decs of the Kohat 
pass regarding boundaries, and having come into hostile collision with them on the 
Kotul, we of ihe Sipah tribe, owing to ancient frieiulshij) with the Bungushos, 
came, when solicited, to their assistance. At the conclusion of the affair (on the 
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Kotul) wo made an agreement with the Bunguehes according to the four Bubjoiiied 
stipulations:— 

lat. —That two men of our tribe should constantly remain as part of the garrison 
of the Buiigush tower on the boundary. 

2nd. —3'liat in all matters connected with the Kotul and its protection, we shall 
invariably side with the Bungushes, and bring our whole forc(‘ to their assistance 
in case of need. 

3rd .—-Thai in th(‘ event of any loss or injury occurring on the Kotul, we shall be 
responsible with the Bungush(*s in projiortion to the quota of nien furnished by us. 

4ih .—-That although we formerly gave verbal promises that none of our tribe 
should commit, theft, highway robbery, murder, or other crimes, within British 
territory, wo now enter into this writ.ten engagement, that if any of onr iribt* be 
guilty of committing crimes of the above nature within British hounds, ^e shall be 
collectively responsible, and shall moreover restore ])lundered pro])erty, punishing 
the murderer or thief besides, according to Afgliau custom, by burning his residence, 
and <‘\t>elling him from his village ; should the guilty party be captured in BritisJi 
territory, he may be dealt with as the British authorities deem fit; we shall make 
no int«*rces8iou <m his behalf. We have fully and voluntarily agr(‘ed to these 
four condition.s. 

2. To ensure olisiirvaiiee on our part of the above conditions, we furnish the 
security of Hyuds Uosscin Ah Bhah and Mirzain Ali 8hah (of Merye, liritish terri¬ 
tory), and of Mullick Alayar Khan of Alizyi* (ditto) to this cfiect that if we fail to 
abide by tiie conditions herein made with the Bungushes in the jiresenee of the 
Deqmty (’ommissioner of Kohat, the sureties here named shall be responsible, and 
will see reparation made. 

3. The Bimgiislies have agreed that the sum of Rupees 500 per annum be jiaid 
to ns from their sliare of the Kotul allowance in return for our present Agreement, 
in ])resence of the Deputy Conimissimier. 

4. It any of our tribe commit an offence in the Kohat pass, as theft or any o1 her 
improper act , we undertake the responsibility of satisfying the demands of Govern- 
iiKMit. Our share of Kujiees 500, as above-mentioned, to be regularly paid to us 
so long as the jiresent Kohat pass arrangements endure.

f). W\‘ will not bring into British teriitory any evil-disposed person ; if wc do so 
and he is appiehended, we will not intereede for him. 

(i. If any person elopes with a woman into our settlemmits, and has ])roj)eity 
with liim, we w'lll restore it, if he demea having the ))n)perty, we will administer 
an oath to that effect to the man and the woman, but we cunnot give up the woman. 
\\v will try to cifect an ariaugeiueiit by “ jirgah If a woman comes to our 
settlements, having left h(*r parents or guardians, if a “ jirgah ’ of grey beards 
comes for her and makes arruiigemerits, we will give her U]> to sueii “ jirgah ”. 

7. If any resident of J5ritisli territory has a money claim against any member 
of our tribe, and jietitions tin' (loxernmeiit about it, let an order be written to us, 
w’e will assemble the “ jirgah ’ and do justice, 01 semi in thi' defendant to make 
reply in (!ourt. 

8. II any membei of our tribe has a money claim against a British subjeetw we 
will not make rejirisals, but prefer our eomidamts to the British autnorities. 

We will not assist any hill tribe in any reeiisuiiey uguirst. tiie BiiUsli , if any 
member of our tribe should do so, ainl it be discovered we will burn Ins housi*, 
bamsli him from our settlements, ami not permit him to re-settle with us without 
1 111* jiermission of Government. 

10. li a member of our tribe accompanies a party of robbers from another 
tribe to commit theft in British territory, the Government will not on his account 
hold us responsible, but the tribe whose party he aceonipanied. 

11. If a member of our tribe purchases or receives 111 deposit from aiiotliei tribe 
cattle which has been stolen in British territory, we will restore the same. 

12. Wo will obey all written orders of the Goveiument addressed to us. 
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13. If a (lf*btoT oscapo.’i to our settlemeuta, we will endeavour to arrange the 
matter by “ jirgah ” ; failing this we will send the parties to Oourt, provided that 
the debtor he not imprisoned, but an arrangement be made for the liquidation of 
the debt by instalments. 

14. We give the Mulliks of tin? Bezoteo tribe as our securities ; in event of any 
breach of the above engai'ements, the Gov<‘rnment is free to call them to account. 

15. The Government having forgiven our past offences on payment of Bnpees 
one hundred and seventy-five, we are not to be called to further account for them, 
and we will b(‘ permitted to come and go at pleasure in British territory. 

Ifi. In regard to the tow^er on the Pass, we agree to hold it on the same terms 
as the Bezotecs and Feroze Khail ; same with Alee Sherzai.

Seoonj) Enoaorment with the Alisiikrzai Clan of Okakzat Tmuto, dated ‘25th 

March 1870. 

Since the Alisherzai tribe have been, on account of their breaking the Treaty 
of 1858, prohibited all further intercourse with British territory, W'e, th(‘ above- 
named jiersons, having now personally appeared before Lieutenant C-avagnan, 
Deputy rommis.sioner of Kohat; Muhammad Iliyat Khan, Extra Assistant f'om 
missiimer ; MuzafVar Khan, Thasdflar of Ilangu , and Muhammad Amin Khan, 
Thanadar of Gandior, do, for our own part, as w^ell ns on liehalf (d th(‘ rest of our 
tribe, bind ourselves to a faithful ]>erformance of the following treaty ; and agree 
that the penalty of Bs. 1,100 inflict<*d on us for our past offences shall be paid to 
Goveiiiineiit without any further excuse ; that we, “ Sweri ” and “ Paitao,” will 
fulfil all the conditions agreed to by other tribes in treaty with the British Govern- 
fnent, and at this time re<|uest that Government would permit our tribe to have 
free passage to and from British territory 

We agio"— 

(1) that if a.nv member of our tribe .shall eommit any erimo within the British 
territory, ne shall receive sueh punishment as may he deemed proper and W(‘ he 
debarred from intereession ; 

(2) that if any member of our tribe shall flee to us after having committed a 
crime within G'n'ernment territory, he will be treated by ns as other tribes do their 
members wiio olTend ; 

{3) that if any one shall ohdiict a woman together with propertv from British 
territoiv to ours, all tlie property found on him will he restored to Government; 
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that in case he shall deny the bringing away of any property, he shall be made to 
satisfy Government according to custom ; that if any woman shall flee from her 
relatives because of a family quarrel and seek protection with us, she shall be at 
once delivered to the jirga that may c;ome to us to demand her ; 

(4) that if any member of our tribe shall have any claim against a Government 
subject, we will re])ort the matter to Government for investigation and settlement, 
that no re})risal 8 or force shall be cm))loyed ; 

(b) that all the conditions that have been agreed upon between Gov<‘rnment 
and other trib(‘H shall b(‘ fully ])erformed by us ; 

(C) that while promising that the two divisions of the tribe of Alisherzai, viz., 
‘‘ Sweri ” and “ Paitao ” shall always act atcoiding to this treaty, we b<‘g to ofler 
Shadan Gul and Kalla Khan of Alisherzai, whose lands, etc., are in the Kandi of 
Barat Khel in the villagr' of Torawari, within British territory, and Usman Shah 
(Miyan Kind) as sureties on our part, who will be held responsible for any crimes 
committed by our tribe. 

Security Bond No. lyfor the faymenl of Bs. IJOO. 

We, Maliks Bhangi of Darsamand and Mahmud of Narigal of Bar Miranzai 
bind oursrdves hereby to the jiaymont of Bs. 1.100 fine, which has been inflicted 
on the tribe of Alisherzai of Orakzai, within three months of the datr* of this agree¬ 
ment. 

Security Bond No. 2, for a faithful performance of the terms of the Treaty, 

We, Shadan Gul and Kalla Khan of the tribe of the Alisherzai, inhabitants of 
Kandi Barat Khel, in the village of Torawari, in British territory, and Usman 
Shah (Miyan Khel) hereby are sureti(*s for a faithful performance of all the terms 
entered in the treaty with the Alisherzais, and will always consider ourselves res¬ 
ponsible for any violation of t he above treaty.

ourselves and on behalf of our other clansmen that we will duly conform- througli 
the medium and upon the r(‘sj)onsibility of Said Hassan Miyan- to the agreement 
containing 20 sections entered into wdth the British Goveinment by the Muhammad 
Khels on the 2nd April 1872 : provided that this agreement shall not in any w^ay 
affect our claims against the lower Sipayas to share in their allowances.

(1) We the Afridis and Sunni Orakzais have heard tlu* Government terms 
and as one of the parties have considered over them On the basis of these tenias 
W(‘ make jieaee with the other partv (Shiah Tirah) and Mahmud Akhiinzada, 
who remained joined with us, also accepts this settlement (vide his letter to the 
Chief Commissioner, North-West Frontier Province).* The Shiahs will be restored 
to their lands from where they were turned out and th(‘y will be restored to tlie 
same ]) 08 ition in which they were before August 1927. 

(2) The parties will keep peace in future and for this good object we suggest 
a tribal 8(‘curity to keep the parties in peace in future which will be written 
separate*!}' and acted upon. 

(3) It is well known to Government that we Afridis and Orakzais suffered a 
very great loss of life and monev and both thest* tribes now vacate a valuable 
country possessed by them only at the ilesire of Government We request that 
Government should show liberality in raising our position and the Afridis and 
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OralMaifl, wlio }iave done sacrifice in life and money, may be granted more than 
Hufficient lewards. 

At the end we request to your honour that as soon as tlie Shiahs are restored 
to the lands, Government sliould withdraw its troojis and Constabulary within 
the administrative border and the Shiahs, as before, like other Tirah tribes may 
be considered as iiukqiondcnt.

4. That we will not acce])t tribal allowances and liiiigis fiom any (piarter other 
than the British Government.

(a) surrendering jiersoiis who have committed any loim of siuious otlence 
such as murder, robbery, dacoity, theft, etc., on the load and adjoin¬ 
ing area, on either side of it, or 

(h) taking the e,ul])ability on ourselves and jiaying such compmisation and 
fine as may be assessed by the. Dejiuty CommiKSioner, Kohat 

7. That we agree to the Government raising a Khassadar force from amongst 
f.lie Biland Khel in proportion to their share, of the road. 

8 . That we havt; no objection to Government constructing one Goiistabulary 
Post and one or more Khassadar post in our limits to enable us to carry out our 
responsibilities. 

9. Tha t in view of the treaty of frie.ndship existing between the British Govern¬ 
ment and Ills Majesty the Amir of Afghanistan, we will commit no offence in 
Afghan Territory.

The most iniportaiil tribes iiTuler tlie politiral rontrol of the Political 
A^eiit, Kunjim, aiv the Tiuis: pari of the (hakzai: the Zaimiisht: and 
the Chamkiumis. 

Tip to the lime of the outbreak of Ihe Afo-han War in 1S78 the 
Kuri’ani Valley was under the aiilliorily of the Amir af Kabul- In ltS80 
it was declared to be independeiil : and in 1(892 its administration was 
pernianenlly taken i)ver by the British (loveinment, a Politiral Otli(‘ei 
lor (he Kurrani beino' ap])ointed in 180fh At the time that (his ajipoint- 
nieiit was made (he Massu/ai clan, and the JMtao (sontliern) ])ortion of 
the Alisherzai division of (he Lashkarzai clan of (he Orakzai were 
plac’cd under the charo’e of (1 h* INditnail Officer, Kuiram, (oo-ether with 
the Zaimusht tribe : all of whom had 2>reviously been under the political 
control of tht* Dejoity (hminiissioner, Kohat. The Swliui (northern) 
jiortion of (he Alisherzai was similarly transferred in 1928. 

1. TUBTS- 

The fielding strenj^th of the Turis is about (),0()(). 

Until about (he middle of the nineteenth century the Turis of the 
Kurrani Vall(*y were an independent tribe, but were then conquered by 
tlie Af^lians. The Tuiis ^jave trouble on the British border in 1853 and 
1855, on each of wdnch occasions they concluded a so-called Treaty (Nos. 

1 and 11) with the Hiitish authoiities. 

About l(S(i9 there was a reeiirience of Turi af’p^ression, mainly duo 
(o a (jiiariel betwemi (he Whirls and VV^azii tribes: and the Tuns entered 
into .1 thiul Ihe.ity (No ITT) in Decemlier ]8()9. 

Tn 1878 the Tuiis were cruelly opjiressed by the Affj^han GovernOT 
and, in des|)aii of obtaining*: ledress from the Amir, disavowed his 
authority. 

In 1878, on the outbreak of wuir wuth Aff:»‘hanistan, British trooj^s 
were despatched to (he Kurrani district and occupied it, bein^'* w’ell 
received by the jieople. The Treaty of (iaiidamak (srr Volume Kill, 
Ai^Tiaiiistan), which concluded the fiist stage of (he war, jirovided by 
Article* 9 that Ivurram should in future be treated as an assigned district 
to be administered by the British Government, who were to pay to the 
Amir of Kabul any excess of revenue over ex])enditure TTnder tht‘ 
settlement subsequently made with the Amir Abdur Itahman, the district 
was definitely excluded from Afghanistan. This arrangement wnis, 
however, subsequently modified (No. IV), the western jiortion, ITariob 
and th(‘ 'Ta jis, being restored before the close of 1880 to the Amir, w’hile 
Kurrani jirojier, with the Turis and Bangash—the Tuirram river being 
fixed as the boundary—w’as declared iiulependent. Gn the withdrawal of 
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liiitish troops from the valley the tribes were informed that, so long as 
they desired it, the British Government ^^ould protect their i!idej)endence 
against any interference on the jmrt ot the Amir, (*ondilionally on their 
following the advice which the British political officers might think 
proper to offer them. At the same time all desire to meddle in their 
internal affairs was disclaimed. 

In 1885, as a tentative measure and in the hope that the tribe would 
be able to manage their affairs moie satisfactorily under his guidance, 
an Assistant Commissioner of the Ibinjab service \Nas a])])ointed to the 
Tlial outpost on their bolder, and empowered to make occasional visits 
to the Knrram. The experiment did not, however, answer, and in, 1887 
the Assistant Commissioner was withdrawn. 

In 1888 a pint British and Afghan Commission was appointed to 
settle outstanding disputes betw'een the Turis and tlieir Afghan neigh¬ 
bours; but this proved ineftective, and the Biitish (Vunmissioner and his 
escort iveie c,onse(|uently witlidiawn. The Amii was informed C)f thi,s 
unsatisfactory result, and warned that liis offi(‘ials should not interfeie 
with the Ihiris, who were regarded as indi'pemlent by the Biitish GoNcrn- 
ment. The Amir continued to complain of their conduct, and the Gov- 
(‘innient ot India oll'eied to send a British officei to eiu(un(*. At the* 
end of 1891 the robber Chikkai {see “ 8. Zaimusht below) returned from 
a visit to Kabul and seized lowei Kuiiani. The Turis ajipealed to the 
Government of India who, at the end of I89^i, detei mined to act on theii 
wishes and, on a suggestion made liy the Amir, to send a jiolitical otiicer, 
accompanied b> an escoit ot tioops, to make some permanent settlement 
of affairs in Kurram. Accoidiiigly a stioiig military escort entered the 
Valley in Octobei 1892. Tlie Zaimusht, who had foicibly taken posses¬ 
sion of lower Kurram, wu'tlidiew ipiietly to their own countiy, and the 
administration of the Kuiiam N'alley was taken ovei permanently by the 
British Government. A head-(|uarteis station, witii a fort, was con¬ 
structed at Baraihinai : and the Kuriani Militia was raised in 1898. 

The Kurram Militiii leiused to sei ve outside the Valb*y during the 
Great War; but the 8hins l)eha\ed well in 1919 in K'sisting tlie gieat 
leligious pressure that was hrought to Innir on them and in otfeiing a 
stout resistance to the invasion of iiilial lashkars from Kliost and llarioh, 
although these lashkars were ;\ssist<*d h\ Afghan regulars, and Nadii 
Khan’s investment of Thai isolated tlie Valley for some weeks. 

In August 1919 the Viceioy visited the A^alley, when the I’m is felt 
cousiderahlo disap])oiutment, in the belief that their loyalty had not 
heen adequately rmvarded. 9’his led to attempts by the tribe to gain 
favour with the Afghans, who weie not averse to a Tun-Afglian 
i(ipjn(n‘h('in('iit . 8’he situation was, how'ever, changed hy an unpro¬ 
voked attack by Mangals and Khostwuls on si Turi encampment in 
February 1920. 
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In November (’iiptinn and Mis. Walts were niiudeied at 

Paracliinar in circuinslaiiees clearly indi(*alin«‘ that tlie outrage was the 
woik of the gang wliieli jnuid(*red Mis, Ellis and abdneled Miss Ellis 
from Koliat in April of the same year. 

In 1924 and 1925 the Valley was greatly alVeeled by the lebellion in 
Khost. A eontingent of about 200 Turi inegulars joined the Amii : and, 
after spending vsume months in Kabul, returned to the Valley in the 
summer of 1925. 

Successive (\mimissions have been held fiom time to time to setll<‘ 
cases between the Tujis and .lajis. One was held in 1910, another was 
about to assembb' in n)20, when the Watts' murd(»rs and the Khost 
rebellion caused its abandonment, ami a third was a]>])oint,ed in the spring 
ol' 1928, but owing to the tlisturbed stale of Afghanistan ditl not 
malei ialise. 

In 1926 an Anglo-Afghan lloundaiy Commission was a])])ointed to 
determine the position of and to r(‘-erect the old boundaiy [lillars in the 
Feiwar aiea. The correct position of the pillars between Bar Uawi and 
Bala llissar was determined and six pillars were erected; but no agree¬ 
ment was arrived at regarding pillars in the viidnity of Ul vSar and Bala 
Ilissai. 

In 1926-27 in spite of the Afghan ofiei of a yearly subsidy to the Turi 
IBatam Khana in Barachiuar and a piomise to reopen the Lewanai water 
channel, the Turis were not drawn into Afghan intrigues; and in 1929, 
when Siidais Nadir Khan and Shah Wall Khan entered Khost r/d Bara- 
chinar, they took no acti\e inteiest in Afghan politics. 

In Api il 1929, owing to disliiibanc<*s in Alghanistan and th(‘ dis- 
a])pearanco of Afghan control over the tribes on the Kuriam boidei, a, 
truce was concluded between the Jajis of the Jaji Maidan and the Turis 
al IjaKka Tigga. 1'lie tmce was the result of a reijuesi on the pail of 
lhi‘ dajis and Avas aj)])ioved by (uiveinment. It was extended to tin* 
Kliailachi bolder in August, As ;i icMilt of tliese measuics, peace ])H‘- 
Aailed on the Taji ^Maidan bolder; but on the Kharlaidii border the 
(diamkaiinis took part in the attack on Kharlachi during August, and 
September I9f‘l(). 

In April 1980 a detacbment of 200 Km ram Militia rendered a good 
aeconnt of tliemsidves dining the lirnght of the political disturbances in 
the IVshaAvar District. 8Miis was the first occasion on Avhieh tlie Turis 
of the Kurram Militia had seiwed outside the Agency. 

During August and Scjitember the Massozai and Para (jhainkaunis, 
who had been laffected by (kmgress piopugamla, after a series of minor 
offences attacked the Kuiram in force. Almost simultaneously Afghan 
tribesmen made an unpioved attack on the Avestern bordei of the 
Agency. The Turis, who had been re-armed with over r3,000 ‘»308 niagn- 
ziue lifles, defended themseUvs Avdth great determination and although 
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it was foaiid iiecessary lo t‘all t'oi niililai-y assistaTire, the trouble sub¬ 
sided befoie tlie nrrivnl of tljo troops. In leeo^nition of their services 
one year’s land revenue was remitted to the inhabitants of the Agency 
and all ranks of the Kiinam Militia uere f^raiited an exira month’s pay. 
(’ash rewards vvoje disiiibuted and wound and taniily y)ensionH were 
sanctioned for those of the vilbiyye chiy^has uho were killed or wouruled. 

The year closed wilh feelinj^s belueen the ’ruris and the Afghan tiibes 
of (diamkanni and llarlob Aery strained. The Peiwar trade rout»' was 
closed and all intercourses between the T’uris and the (diamkhannis and 
Jajis of* Tfariob })ractically ceased. 

2. (mAKZAT. 

The fi^htinj’ strenyytli of tin* Alisln‘rzai is about d.SoO, ^riie Aj^ree- 
ments taken fiom tbein in IHfiH and 1«S70 have b(‘(‘n nuuilioned in I’art \’ 
(Nos. XIV and XV, in that Fart.) Feu* tin*ir complicity in the Zainiusht 
attacks on the Miranzai border duriny^ the Afghan War of 1870, the 
Alisherzai jiaid a tine of Its. 4,000. 

For sonn* j»enerations the ATassuzai (fi^htin^ strenfi’th 8,700) bad 
enjoyed Ihe ri<;lit of coniinyi’ <1o\mi vn tnas^c and li\ino t'lee lor a day at 
tho e\])(‘nse of certain villaj»es in Kurram— in lok(‘n, it is said, of ihe 
lands on Avliich those Ailla^-es are buili havinj^ ononially be]on<»‘(‘<l to the 
Massuzai : and they also levied t<dls uj)on tiaflic alono- tin* main load up 
the Kuirani Valley These* tolls weie* cominuled, belore tin* Alihan War 
of 1(878-70-80, by the Afj^’han (fove'inor of Kurram foi a cash allowance*; 
but after the war the* Massuzai iesunn*e] then jnae tie e ed le*VA in»’ ledls and 
their se*nn-fe*udal elaim to a ebiA’s feeelin«». In 1884 a llntish oHle*ial 
was ele*j>uteel te) the Kurram Talle*y, anel all the Alassuzai elaims wer** 
e*eunmule*d (or an annual cash payment eif Its. 500; but this ])ayment 
nppe*ars to lune* e*e*ased about 1(880, u he*n the Alassiizai 7e*sume*d their 
ancit*iit lights, Tn 1808, after the British (lOAwnnnuit bad taken eivew 
Ihe* aelministiatmn eef Kuriam, anel the* Afassiizai and I’itae) Alisherzai 
had cejine uneler the e*ontrol e)f the Feditieal ()tliee*r, Kurram, the Mas¬ 
suzai AAe*re ^Tanteel an annual alle)wane*e of Its 500 in e eunmutation of all 
theii claims 

Hoth the Massuzai and the* Alishe*rzai took pait in the freuitiei rising 
of 1(807. The Massuzai countiy was visited by a e‘olumn e)f the I’liah 
F\])editionary Feire'c, anel thedr alleiAvanee was forfeiteel. 

Tn ])e*e'embei 1002 Ihe Alisherzai and Zaimusht je)intly signed an 
Agree*nn‘nt (Xe). V) ae*e|uiese*ing in the ceuistrue*!ieui, and undertaking 
the jirote'ction, eif a road passing thremgh their limits. 

8 ’he Tanielaizai divisieiri of the Afassuzai clan is sub-eli\ieled intei the 
Dilniarzai anel Afastu Khel, both (Tar in pedities, anel the Ash Khel, who 
are Samil: and the KhAxaja Khel division is also Saniil. In 1002 it 
was dee*ieh*d to grant the Massuzai an annual allovvane*e of lIs. 2,000, 
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the (iiar Massiizai to reoeivo Its. and the Stiinil Massuzai Rs. 800. 

Tn Fehrnaiy 1903 an Agieenient (No. V'l) was taken from the Samii 
Massuzai; hut payment of the (iar allowance was delayed owdng io the 
misconduct of the Mastu Khel. The Dilmarzai received their share in 
April 1903, and made an Agreement (No. VII); hut the Mastu Khel 
did not make c.omplete submission until Octolxu* 1904, when tliey gave 
an Agremnent (No. VIII) and received their share of the allow'ance. 

In 1915 the Massuzai committed a seiies of laids in Kurram, and 
were ])ut under blockade fiom 1915 to 1922. 

In May 1919, after the outbreak of the Afghan war, the Alassnzai 
and Alisherzai, together wdth the Khani Khel (diamkannis, attacked the 
Jhidama jiicket, but were lepulsed with considerable loss. The Massuzai 
and Alisherzai jirgas w’ere receivcxl by (leneral Nadu Klian, who tiual 
to persuade them to collect tlimr lashkars; but this they declined to do 
until the Aig'haiis sliould lia\e made sufficient progress to alloid effective 
supjiort to the tribesmen. 

In 1921 the Alisherzai participated in the ambushing of a small party 
of Kuiram Militia, thiee ot whom were killed. Prompt jiunishment 
w’as inflicted on tlimn b\ the Militia, in a retaliatory raid. 

]n 1922 the work of converting the Hadama ])icket into a permanent 
post was comjileted : and this, combined w ith the pressure of the 
blockade, brought about the submission of the Massuzai. Theii 
allow\an(;es foi st*ven \ears w ere confiscated and I hey restoied 17 (lovern- 
nient rifles. 

The Alisluu’zai signed the joint Afndi-Orakzai Agreement of May 
1923 (Pait IV, No. Kill) affer tin* Ellis oiitiage: and a similar agree¬ 
ment was signed at the same time by the Mastu Kind and Dilmarzai 
sub-divisions of the Landaizai Massuzai, and the Maiidii Khel sub-divi¬ 
sion ol the Khwaja Khel. 

Til Se])lember 1923, affer the transfer of the Sw’eri (northern) 
Alisherzai to the control of the Political Agent, Kurram, the Alisher 
zai were granted an annual allowance of Rs. 1,800, plus a hmi/i 
allow'ance of Rs. 000, and an Agreement (No. IN) was taken from them. 

After the raising of the blockade against the Massuzai in 1922 up to 
1930 the behavioui of the tribe w’^as good. In lf)30, however, they were 
badly infected by Pongiess pro[)aganda from Afridi Tirah. They failed 
to come in for their allowances and eventually after committing various 
minor offences had the temerity to organise and commit an attack on 
Badania Militia Post on the night of the 9-lOlh August. They were 
beaten off with loss but eventually Massuzai country had to be bombed 
by the Royal Air Force before they w'ould submit. TTltimately they 
surrendered forty Maliks as hostages and 100 rifles as security for their 
future good behaviour. , 
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No olt'onces weio coininilted b}’ ibe AHslioiziii for several years bill, 
the wiiiier of 1930, wlieii the Afridis were under blockade, fbey 
<^ave sbelfer io si large Dumber of Afridi families. 


3. ZATMTISITT. 

Id 1858 the Zaimiislif entered info an A«»ieemeiji (.see Ihiit V, No. 
Xr V) for the regulation of their intercourse with the British (lovernment. 

In 1879, dining tlie Afghan Wai, the Zannusht and the laislikaizni 
Oiakzai committed a series of offences on the Thal-Kurram road and the 
Miiaiizai bolder, including th(‘ murdei of two Ibitish officers and au 
attack on a military convoy. An expedition was sent against them in 
l)e(;embei‘ 1879 and heavy punishment was infliided on them. Their sub¬ 
mission soon followed; heav\ fines were realised, and hostages surrendei- 
ed: and in rebruaiy 1880 the Zannusht made foimal submission at 
Kohat, piomising- to kec]) o]>en the road through the Zaimusht Vall(‘V. 

In 1891, under the leadership of a notoiious fieebooter named Samar 
Khan, (tints (Oukkai, the Zaimusht s(‘ized a considerable ])aTt of lower 
KuIrani; but, when arrangements ueie made, at the end of 1892, for the 
temporary occiqiation ot the Kuriam A'hillev b\ British troojis, (Oiikkai 
and the Zaimusht evacuated the lands that they had seized, without 
waiting to In* coerced. 

In Decembei 1902 the Zaimusht and Alisheizai signed a joint 
Agieement (No. V^) accjuiescing in the constru(‘tion, and undertaking the 
}>rotection, of a loaO passing thiough tlieii* limits. 

in Januaiy 190.‘f the Zaimusht Mere gianted an annual allowance of 
Bs 3,500, and an Agreement (No. X) was taken fiom them. The Uw 
divisions ot the tiibe, the Khoedad Khel and the Mamozai, timmuMmI 
Bs 1,500 and Bs. 1,000 resjiectively; the balance of Bs. 1,000 being 
leseried foi the giant ot litnf/ts to leaihng maliks 

During the Afghan AV.ir of 1919, (xcnei.il Nadir Khan succeeded in 
persuading some of the Zaimusht to .issist in his inxestment of Thai, but 
the tribe as a whole was not involved. 

(hutain nomad \\ aziis, who had gr.idually begun to settle in Khoedad 
Khel limits, committed numerous offences in the Kurram Yallev betiveim 
1918 and 1922 Odie Khoed.id Khel, who did not welcome their presence, 
but Aveie unable to combine to tuin them out, were held to account, foi 
violation of their ten itorial res]>onHibility: and ultimately jiaid a fine, 
surnuidered a number of (Toveriiment rifles, and gave security for the 
futui'e good conduct of the Wazir settleis. 

In October 1922 some Alii it ia deserters from Khost ambushed a 
patrol of the Kurram Militia within the limits of the Watizai sub-divi¬ 
sion of the Mamozai. Kor this the Watizai were fined Bs. 5,000. 
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111 April J928 Torawuri and Daihamaiid weie raided by the KJiaiii 
Kbel Para Cbaiiikaiiiiis. On account of their terriorial responsibility 
and of the apathy shown by them subsecpient to the conimissioii of liiese 
ott'ences a line ol 11s. 1,U(K) was mi])osed on the Khoedad Khel. 

The question ol harbouiing outlaws by the Khoedad Khel Jiad become 
a(;ute and in July 1928 that portion ot the agreement of 1908 leferring 
to outlaws was revised and the tribe made to accept the following terms: — 

(1) Outlaws trom British territory wlio took refuge with the tribe 

prior to May 1927 weie to be permitted to lemaiii with the 
tribe provided security was lurnished for (heir good 
behaviour. 

(2) Outlaws taking leluge aftei May 1927 were to be tinned out 

forthw'ith. 

(8) No outlaw's weie to be harboured in tuture. 

A conditional fine of 11 s. 500 was imposed on the tribe for each new 
outlaw. A poition, t.r , Bs. 800, was refundable on leceipt ol proof 
that the outlaw had been turned out ol Khoedad Khel limits ami had 
remained outside their limits loi ai }ear. JJie lull fine was lefuiidabb* 
on the satislaetorv ieimiiiation ol the case against the outlaw. 

Jbyond giMUg* sheltei, at a pi ice, to a large number ot Afndi 
lainilies dining tin* wintm ol 1980, the Zaimiisht ’cniiained loyal to then 
agreements and took no part either in (’ongress agitation or in the dis¬ 
turbances ol August and September 1980. 


4. OHAMKAISTsIS. 

8 'he ('hamkauni tiibe consists of four clans—Khani Khel, Khwajak, 
llaji or Paia Khel (the true Jhna-(8iamkanni, though the whole tribe 
IS commonly so designated), and Bada Khel. The last-named clan has 
leit (8iamkanni couiitiy and settled jieimanently in the Kurrain. 

lluring the Afghan administration of Kurruni, the CMiamkannis, 
especially the Kliani Khel, constantly raided the Valley, and continued 
to do so after the Biitish (foveinmeiit had taken over the administration. 
The tribe took part in the general rising of 1897 and their country was 
visited by tioojis, wdthout, however, any permanent eiVect,. A complet(d> 
successful counter-laid from Kuiram led to tlie surrendei of the tiibe, 
who paid a fine of guns and rifles and promised amendment: aiul in 
1901 Government sanctioned a yearly allowance ot Its. 1,000. Soon 
atterwards, the Khani Khel again began raiding; but in 1902 tendered 
their submission and tuinished security for good behaviour; whereupon 
the annual allowance of the tribe was increased to ]ls. 1,200. Ko 
agreement was taken, on this occasion. 
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Fioni 1904 to 1J)08 the (Ominkaiuiis committed frequent raids: but 
niicr 1909 the behaviour of ihe Khvvajak aud Uaji Khel improved. 
Dnnjig the Afghan War of 1919 tlie Khani Khel took part in the attack 
on the Ihidania pjcket: and their jirga was received by (jeneral Nadir 
Klian, who unsuct cssfully tried (o persuade them to collect their lashkar. 

Ill JMay the Chanikannis signed an Agreement (No. XT) under- 

iaking lo o.xcliide fioni then' limils the leaders of the gang lesponsihle 
toi- Ihe biliis outrage. 

in Scp1e!nl)cr J92h a tribal dispule led 1o the Khwajak and ilaji 
Khcl firing on tlie IhiliUcal Agcml, and to ihe conseipient despaOdi of a 
small force from Paracliinar lo juiuish them. 

Between I9LM ami 1920 Kliani Khel depredations became increas¬ 
ingly lieqiieni, and in 1925 lliey were lim'd two yeais’ allowances. 4’hey 
thmi lelused (o come in to leccjve tlu'ir allowances until May 1927, wdien 
a saljslactoiy seltleim'iit was elh‘<lt‘d K'gaiding cases out stand mg againsi 
them: ami il was agii'Ctl that, as an expi'iimeiital measure during the 
udlowmg three \i‘ars, instead of the tribe being held jointly respousibh', 
each (Ian would be treated se])arately for puiposes of fines or rewards. 

BidAveeii 1927 and 1929 the hehavioui of all sections ol the Para 
('hamkaniiis was uiisat isiaeto? \, and th(‘ Khaiu Khel allowanc-es tor 
1927-2»8 weie loiteited in oidei to satisfy ileeiet's passed lagaiiist tliein. 

('ontinuous disputes between the lesidents ol Jalandh.ir village and 
the llaji Khel ovei the glazing in the vicinity’ ol Maiiosam necessitated 
the estalilishimmt of a tempoiaiy Militia picket at Manosam ; and in 
Apiil 1929 the boumhuy lietween the dalaiidhaiis and the llaji Khel was 
delineateil ]>y the Political Agent. The Ilaji Khel, how’evei, ignoied the 
boumlaiy and, when aiiangenients W'cie made to inlejcept lln'ii cattle 
grazing (ni the Kiiiiam side of the boumlaiy on Ihe IfitJi Ajiiil, tliey 
oci’upied the crest line and filed on a Kuiiam Militia patiol. Punitive 
action was therefore taken against them and Manosam was peimanently 
occu[)ieal m May 192J1. 

In 19d() till' (Miamkannis were badly allected by tkmgress projiagaiida 
fiom Afiidi 4’iiah, and iii August a series of minor offences by thmn cul¬ 
minated in a, heavy attack on Aighanja Patai and Manosam, during the 
course of which they received lieavy casualties. Air action was taken; 
and they w»*ie bombed into submission and surrendeied rifles and 
hostag<‘s as security for their future good behaviour.

Treaty with the Turns, dated 9th March 185,‘h 

Wc, the above-mentioned Maliks, request the release of our piisoners wlio 
had been (‘onfined })y order of Captain (^oke, Deputy Commissioner of Koliat, 
contingent on the performance of the following terms contained in the treaty •— 

1. We, the five tribes, Hamza Khel, Mastu Khel, Doparzai, Alizai, and 
Ghundi Khel, deliver to Government four men of position with their famiIj<*H as 
hostages for the restoration of order and the continuance of peace in the territory 
under the rule of Khwaja Muhammad Khan ; that these hostages will, with per¬ 
mission of Government, return to us on being relieved by an c(|ual numIxT ; 1-hat 
if an^ member of our tribe shall hereafter commit thefl, robbery, or murder with¬ 
in the territories of th«‘ Hritish Government, we will all be culpable and responsible, 
and Government may in such a case proia^ed against our ho8tag(‘s. 

2 . That with a view to maintaining peace and good order in the Haiigii tern* 
tory, under Ghiilam Hyder Khan, the following Maliks of Mandra Khel, 
Moman, Darwan and Tarsam, stand sureties on our part and be lu'ld responsible 
for any crime committed by our tnlx*, that all pro])erty and eattli* winch have 
be(‘ii ea.rri(Ml off by us from Teri, Muhammad Khwaja, and the Khattak ibwja 
will be returned to their owners according df'cision of Khwaja Muhammad 
Khan (llais of Ten) and Ghulam Haidar Khan of Hangii , that foi tin' n'storation 
of the a,bove-mentioned propt'rty, kc., the same Maliks of Kahi, Ma-ndra Khel, 
luive become sureties on our part, that with resjiect to the ri'storal-ion of ]»ro- 
perty belonging to the trilx' of Khattak, wc have Khwaja Muhammad Khan 
(Rais of Khattak) and Malik Salim of Dalian that it will be restored. 

3 . That w’e request Government to issue orders to the i)i‘ 0 ]>le of Dalian to 
restore to us the projxu’ty that has b<'<*n aw'arded us by the arbilraiors, ami wc 
offer this written agreement as a sanad or deed for the jierformanee of tin* above 
terms. 


No. IT. 

Treaty with the Tunis, dated 12th May 1855. 

Whereas tin* British Government has, because of the restoration of seven 
bidloe.ks and one girl, carried off by us from the village of Dalian, ])ardoned our 
past crimes and promised to release the prisoners of our tribe sent to Lahore, 
and to release' our mules with their loads, which weri' seized at Nariyab, we, 
the above-named jiersons, bind ourselves to a faithful jierforrnauei' of the terms 
detailed in the subjoined treaty - 

(1) that no member of our tribe shall hereafter commit any crime within Bri¬ 
tish territory. 

(2) that if any member of a tribe at enmity with us should commit crime, 
he is liable to receive punishment from Government; 
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(3) that wo will never ])erniit such a section to c.oirimit a raid on British terri¬ 
tory, and that in ease we are po'werless to ])rev<‘nt such a raid, we wdl inform the 
^^ahks of tin* villa<]f(‘ threatened.

(). We hind ourselves in future not to molest Ihe Waziis in British territory, 
nor will we permit any member of our tribe to jiass through British tenitoiA, 
either going or returning, on jiliindenng exeiirsions against tlu' V'.iziis in ind(‘- 
jiendent territory. 

The British boundary shall be as follows 

On the Noifh, from (Ou'odokot, along th<‘ lulls kno\\n as “ Kohi Khadimukh,*’ 
Mamut Battak, and Battawali to the Zaimiislit village of Adhmela. 

. On the West, the river Kurram. 

On the South, tli<‘ Khaureh Algad, the (‘xtnuiu* boundary of tlie Miiham- 
madzai village. 

7. Should anv member of our tribe eommit a breach of this or any other agree- 
riKUit eiitenal into with the (Jovernmeiit, we will enforce any penalty tliat may b(‘ 
imjiosed on the olTender. 

8 . In future should any member of our tribe haye any claim against the "Wazirs 
for any breach of tin- conditions now entereil into by them and our tula*, we will 
jirefer the same to the (Government official within one month of the date of tlu* 
oeeurrenee If w'e fail to do so. wx* shall not be permitted to bring forwaril tlu* 
claim at any fiitun* period.

'rRANSEATiox of a cojiy of a letter from Major Conou.y, to the Amir of Kaiutl, 
dated 3rd September 1880. 

After eomplnnentii. T transmitted the translation of Your Highness' letter 
to the Government of Tndia, which has ordered me to reply to Your Highness as 
follows •— 

“ T haye understood and communicated what Your Highness wrote regard¬ 
ing your cordiality towards the British Government, the wise and friendly arrange- 
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monts about, the frontier aiul the frontier tribes, anri other matters. Tt i.s well 
known to Your Highness that in the letters addressed to Your Highness, to Tur- 
kistan, by the British authorities at Kabid, it was said that it was impossible to 
discuss the treaty made with the ex-Amir, Muhammad Yakub Khan, in respect 
to the north-western frontier (of India). And it was a.ssumed that Your Highness 
had thoroughly understood the ideas expressed in thost* letters regarding the 
frontier districts oeeu])ied (by Government). I’herefore the province of Kuram 
cannot b<‘ includ(*d in thos(‘ cities (])rovinces), which the British GoviTiiment 
admitted and acknowledged as tin* dejicndenties of the kingdom of Kabul. 

With regard to the Tiiris inhabiting the Kuram valley, Gov(‘rnnient has decided 
that they should not, according to the engagement made (with them) some time 
ago, be placed under Your Highness ; and that their independence conformably 
to their wish should bo maintained. 

With respect to Hariab, which is bevond the P(‘iwar Kotal to the west, al¬ 
though it is, no doubt, also inclmled in the districts occujued, the British Gov¬ 
ernment, out of regard for Your Highness’ friendship, ami with a vi(‘w to strengtii- 
en your kingdom and also d<‘eniing it fit to let the Jajis (who inhabit that district) 
be under th(‘ government of an ally, has relinijiiislted the said Jaji “ ilaka ” of 
Hariab to Your Highness. Arrangements for transferring ihe government (of 
that “ ilaka ”) to Your Highness’ agents will be made when the British troops 
come down from the Kotal. 

Further, this letter has been addressed from the British Gov(‘rnment through 
Major-General Watson, (\ B. and V. 0., the Officer in (*ommnnd of the British 
Force in Kuram, and signed by Major Arthur Conolly, the Political Officer of 
Hariab.” 


PaooLAMATioN issiicd to the Maliks and people of the Turi tribe in Kitram. 

T, Major-General .folni Watson, Commanding tlie British Troops in the Kuram 
valley, am instructed to announce to the maliks and ])eople of the Tun tribe that 
the British Government intends to withdraw its forces very shortlv across the 
border. 

Under these circumstances, it has become necessary to make some arrange- 
memt for the future administration of the district, and the matter has been con¬ 
sidered with an earnest desire to meet, as far as possible, the wishes of the people. 
The British Government understands that the Turi tribe desin* their eoiintry to 
be made independent. (Consequently, I have now to announce that the British 
Government recognises their independence, and, so long as the Turis desire it, 
will regard their country as having no connection with the Amir of Kabul. 

Regarding the internal administration of the district and its protection against 
mdghbouring independent tribes, the British Government docs not wish to inter¬ 
fere, and the Turis will be left free to make their own arrangements. In this 
matter also the British Government believes that it is consulting the interost^i 
of the tribe, 
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In rt^turn for its recognition and support the British Gov(‘rnment requires that 
the Turi tribe shall conform in all respects to any advice which may be given them 
at any time on behalf of that Government.

Translation of an Aoreemknt ratified in the presence of Mr. W. P. Barton, 
C.S , Political Agent, Kuruam, by the representatives of the Zatmusht 
and Altsherzat trtres,—^1902. 

W(i do hereby unanimously dee.lan* that we acquiesce in the construction of the 
new (9iinarak road from Sadda to Torawari, or Shinawari, winch will pass through 
our limits We hav(> now no objection whatever thereto W(‘ further bind our¬ 
selves to be responsible for the safety of (‘very kind (of the road) within our resp(*c- 
tiv(‘ limits We are rc'ady to perform services to Government at all times ; and 
conse(juently r(‘ducc this agreement to writing, that tin* British Government is 
at liberty to construct this road whenever it wish(‘s to do so. In recompense for 
oiir services and for the road, it will grant us a reasonable sum in consideration 
of our services.

Agreement with the Samil Massitzai tribe on the Kurram Border, dated the 
2r)tli February 1903. 

We are grateful to the British Government for their having sanctiont‘d an

(1) We will maintain friendly relations with the British Government and 

will be ready when required to render any service.

(3) Wc hold ourselves responsible for acts within our limits, which may

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VII.-BANNU DISTRICT. 

The trausfrontier tribes under tbe political control of the Deputy 
Coiiiniissioner, Jlanmi, are part of the Darwesli Khel tribe of the Wazirs, 
and on(‘ (Dbanna) ol tlic ihiee ilivisions of the Jlhiianiiis. 

1. WAZIKS. 

Tile Wazir tribe of the Darwesh Khel, commonly known as the 
Wazirs, tliougli the other great tribe ot Waziristan, the Mahsuds, is a 
Wazir tribe also, is composed ol two clans, the litmanzai and Ahmadzai. 
4^hci'e are tliice diMsjons ol tlH‘ rtnianzai clan—Jluahini Khel, Mohmit 
Khel and Wall Khel; and three sub-divisions of the Wall Khel—^the 
Kabul Khel, which is now undei the political control of the Political 
Agent, iSorth Waziristan, and the llakka Khel and dam Khel, which 
are under that of the Deputy Commissioner, Bannu. 

I’he Ahmadzai clan has two divisions—the Shin Khel and Kalu 
Khel: and the Kalu Khel has two sub-divisions—the Kasruddin Khel 
and Sjieikai. The giealer jiarl ol the Shin Khel and Sperkai Kalu 
Kind live on the Hannu border: the Kasruddin Khel Kalu Khel, who are 
mostly nomadic, aie scutteied about Wana (South Waziristan) and the 
Kuiram legion (towaids Spin warn) and have settlements in British terri¬ 
tory and at (iumatti on the Bannu border. 

In 1<S7U the Muhammad Khel section of the Sperkai fired on a detach* 
ment of troops on the Kurram road. Reprisals followed, but the terms 
imposed b^ (iovernment were not accepted until September 1871, when 
the Muhammad Khel surrendered unconditionally. The Sudan Khel 
section of the Sperkai, the Uinarzai sub-division of the Shin Khel, and 
the Bizan Khel sub-section of the Nasruddin Khel Kalu Khel, who had 
actively or passively aided the Muhammad Khel. were called to account 
at the same time and punisheii. Jn April 1872 the Hathi Khel and 
Umarzai suh-divisions of the Shin Kliel, the Muhammad Khel section 
of the Sperkai Kalu Khel, the Bizan Khel sub-section of the Nasruddin 
Khel Kalu Khel Ahmadzai and the Jlakka Khel and Jani Khel sub¬ 
divisions oi the Wall Kbel Utmanzai, entered into an Agreement (No. 1) 
for tbe regulation of their frontier responsibility. 

Depredations were committed throughout 1881 by the Ilnthi Khel 
and othci tribesmen on the Bannu border, aided by the Kabul Khel 
suh-divisiuii ol the Wali Khel Dtmanzui. In 1882 a settlement was 
cficcted, and the conduct of the Bannu Dtmanzai imiiroved: though 
in 1890 the Bakka Khel were fined Ks. 8,500 for misbehaviour. 

In 1895 fhe Ahmadzai and Utmanzai were granted allowances. In 
the same year, on the establishment of the Tochi (now North Waziristan) 
Political Agency, the Ibrahim Khel and Mohmit Khel divisions of the 
Utmanzai were transferred to the control of the J^ilitical Agent from 
that of the Deputy Commissioner, Bannu. 
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Tij(* behaviour of the Bnkka Ehel and Jnni Kiwi cnniinned in f>]\u 
trouble, the inisrouduct of the Bakhi Khel being due to iuterna] fmuls, 
and that of the Jani Khel to the presence of a gang of outlaws of whom 
they were iwuhle to rid themselves until 1899. 

Tile presenre of anothor ;?ari‘*‘ of ouihiws in the SperJnu 
r)i (iinii.'iiti was also the source of ceaseless iroubit* 
on tlie Bannu frontier from 189G onwards. A long series of murders 
and rol)beiies ciilniirialed in an atlack on ihe Ibnganatlu ])ordei inililary 
j)o]ice post in January 1899: and in the following jVovcinber trooj)b weic 
despatched against (luniath village. Tliey were, Jiowever, suocessi'ullv 
delied by the twelve principal outla>\s, and sustained casualties (ju tluMr 
leLurri journey. When the village was again visited by troops a few 
days later, it was found to have lieen deserted. In 1900 Hathi Khel and 
XTinarzai outlaws attacked Doinel pidice staiion : in 1901 the Ilaian 
bolder military prdi(;e station W'as raided, and the IV'Inhaniniail Kind 
tilled Its. 0,000; and in the same year the Jam Khel lltinaiiKai were 
fini‘d Its. 0,000 for allowing a gang of raiders to pass through their limits 
and attaidv ihe pohoi* station of Ahmadzai. In June ItlOL^ the Islam 
(^hauki bolder militaT-y police post was attacked and a fine of Its. lt),0t)0 
inflicted on the Muhammad Khel, and on the JtaUka Khel and Tom Khel 
IJtnianzai, for their complicity in the affair. Finally, in Noveinbei 
lOO^J, utter another outrage had occurred at the (lurguri jiolicc station 
in the Kohat district, militaiy operations were undeitakiui in tin* J'lial- 
Idak tract of tlie Darwosh Khel countiy. The operations w^ere completely 
successful, a large iiuinher ot outlaw's wck* snl)se(jiientl\ suriendcie<l 
to the Deputy (Jommissioner, Baiiuu, and order was restor(‘d all along 
the frontier. 

Jji 19Ud negotiations were ojiened with the Wazir tribesmen for the 
construction of roads from the Tochi to Thai and from JJial to Hanmi 
Separate Agreements (No, II) were taken in April 1904 from the 
Ahmadzai Wazirs living on and near the Bannu border, who undertook 
to protect the Bannu-Thal road, and to accept, other conditioiib, for 
allowances aggregating Ils. 450 a year: the Muhammad Khel also 
accepting, in addition, responsibility in respect of the Bannu-Spinwam 
road for an additional annual allowance oi Its. 250. 

The Muhammad Khel gave some trouble in 1920-21, and pimitive 
measures were undertaken against them in May 1921. 

In May J922 the Bakka Khel and Jani Khel presented a petition 
(No. Ill) associating themselves wdth one presented at the same time 
by the remainder of the Utmanzai clan (see Part VIll): and increased 
allowances were sauiitioned for the Utmanzai and Bannu Ahmadzai. 

In September 1927 a feud between the Jani Khel and the Shahi Khel 
Mahsuds (a small (polony of whom live on the Bannu border) was settled, 
both parties entering into an Agreement (see Part IX, No. XVII) whereby 
the lower Shaktu trade route was opened up and placed under their 
protection. The Jani Khel signed the Agreement in November. 
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In April 1922, in conformity with tlm general policy adopted in 
Waziristan, Khassadajs were granted to the Wazir tubes of the Bannu 
district. 

In the snmmei of 1980 all the Wazii tribes of the distiict, with the 
exception of the Sperkai and Miihaiuniad Khel sections, shared in the 
general unrest. Oji the 24th August the llatbi Kind Wazirs held a mass 
meeting at Spina langn. A large party came into contact with a small 
body of troo])S which had been deputed to prevent the meeting. The 
murder of Oaptain Ashcroft of the 0/18th Frontier Force Ilifles, who was 
in (iommand ot tlie detachment ot tioops, resulted in a fierce oncountei 
in which 19 men (imludujg (kiptain Ash(‘roft) ot the detachment were 
killed oi wounded. I’he llatlii Khel were l)elieved to liavc lost 20 killed 
and 18 wounded imlnding the notorious Mulla Fazil Qadii who bad 
been chiefly instrumental in lousing the tribe. Alter this incident the 
agitation subsided. 

2. BllJTAKNIS. 

The Jlhitaiiiii tribe, a huge jiroport.ion of whom are British subjects, 
consists of tliree clans- Dbanna, Talta and Waiaspun. Of these, the 
Dhanna are undei the pcditic-al coniiol of the J)e])uiy Commissioner, 
Bannu, and the oth(‘r Iwmi clans under that of the llejiuty Commissioner, 
Deia Ismail Khan. 

All three clans ot the Ilhitannis jointly accepted responsihility for 
th(* safe!) ot the pass<*s on both the Tank and Bannu frontieis in 1870. 
riMiewed this agreenu'nt in 1875): and in 1890 accejiied (*oiidit.ions regard¬ 
ing service, allowames, etc., and r(*-aftiimed their Pass ri'sjionsihilities, 
before the Deputy Commissioner, Dera Ismail Khan [see Part X, Nos. 
1,11 and III), 

In 1805-00 a settlement was made w-ith the Bhitanins w'^herehy they 
were given a huge tract, of land in tin* Bannu <listrict, on condition that 
they brought tlic 1; nd under <*ultiv.ition and that the Dlianna made 
themselves responsible lor the [lusses leading thiough their limits into 
British territory. 

Ill March 1883 the three divisions ot the Dhanna, clan—Boha, Bobak 
and AVargara—executed uii Agreement (No. IV) ai‘oeptiiig responsihility 
for the passes in the Bannu district. 

Ill 189(i iiiterual feuds among the Dhanna Bhitaiinis of Bannu caused 
some trouble. 

The general agreement of 1890 remaimul in force until 1907, when 
it was renewed, hy all tliree clans, under a revised Agreement [see Part X, 
No. IV). Owing to failuie to implement their l^ass responsibility, and' 
general misconduct, the ullowaiices of the tribe were suspended from 
1914 to 1917. They were restored in 1917 and increased in 1919, when 
a renewed Agreement (No. V) wuis taken from the Dhanna clan. 

The Bhitaiiuis were entirely unaffected by the disturbances of 1930, 
and their behaviour in recent years has been praiseworthy. 
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No. I. 

Aokrkmknt raa(l« by tlio Hathi Khkl, Bizzan Kiiel, Umarzai, Muhammad 
Khrl, B\kka Kjikl and Jam Khel of the Darwksii Khrl Wazirs in April 
1872. 

Your Excellency, —In ao far as now a map of our lands situated on the 
boundary of British territory, and showing the boundaries between eaedi of us 
responsible tribes has been made, and we have by way of attestation put our seals 
and signatures to the same, we the Maliks and headmen whose names are attach¬ 
ed by tribqs at the end of this petition, with regard to our responsibility for the 
frontier included within our resjiective boundaries, do hereby agree to the follow¬ 
ing rules, and petition that the Government may be pleased to sanction the same 
for future observance and guidance. We on our ])art agrei' always to aliide by 
them :— 

(1) In so far as a rub* in front of oiir lands in British territory the hills out of 
that territory to som(‘ distance Indong to us, and for this reason from a long period 
we have been held responsible for the passes through tlumi, and as Unit resjion- 
aibility has not been defined, at times we sufT(*r und(‘S(‘rve(l hardshi])s , for this 
reason for the future we presimt the following agriMunont. W(‘ an' lesponsibh' 
for all stolen propi'rty taken from British territory to fori'ign ti'rritory by any 
passi's, roads or hills included within our boundaries as defined according to tribes 
in the map and list hereto attached in this way •— 

(a) We arc in no way responsible until the Deputy Commissioru'r of the district 
has satisfied himself by enquiry that either by thi* evidence of track or other evi¬ 
dence in truth stolen property has been taken through the bounds for which we 
are responsible into foreign territory. 

(h) When he has thus satisfied himself, then he or any assistant to whom he 
has given special orders shall summon the h(?adm(*n of the responsibh' tribe through 
whose bounds stolen property has been taken, and shall give them a certain period, 
whatever may appear fair under the circumstances of the case, with the object 
that within the period fixed the responsible tribe may reeovf*r the stoh'ii property 
or pay its value according to the estimate of the oIBci't in (pu'stion, or pay the 
ransom paid for its recovery if the property is recovered by payment of ransom, 
or produce the real culprits, or point out for attachment and seizure in British 
territory property belonging to or members of their tribe, or of that tribi* with 
whom the stolen property is, and will, according to Afghan custom, prove the 
liability of such person, persons or tribe. 

(c) If within the fixed period wc have the real criminals or suffieient persons 
or property of their tribe or of that tribe with which the stolen property is seized 
in British territory, and prove their liability according to Afghan custom, their 
compensation will be levied from that person or persons, or tribe, and the res- 
honsible tribe will be free. 
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(d) If within the period fixed the responsible tribe do not recover the stolen 
property nor produce the criminal, nor have sufficient persons or property of his 
tribe seized, or are unable to prove their liability, then we will pay the value of 
the stolen property or the amount of ransom paid for its recovery or fine ns tin* 
Deputy Commissioner decides, and we will be permitted at any time within three 
years to produce the criminal or have members of his tribe or property of his tribe, 
or of that tribe with whom the stolen property is, seized in British territory and 
be reimbursed our loss and expenses from him or them if we first prove his or th^ir 
liability according to Wazir custom 

(2) If it is proved that the criminal belongs to the tribe which is responsible for 
the pass, road or bounds by which the stolen property has been taken to foreign 
territory, tluMi tin* Deputy Commissioner may deprive us, so far as he pleas(*s, of 
all the rights contained in tlui first condition, and will take the plundered property 
or its value from responsible tribe 

(,‘l) If the responsible trilx*, according to Afghan I'ustom, prove to the satis¬ 
faction of the Deputy Commissioner that the stolen property which has been passed 
through their bouiuls into foreign territory has been stolen or the tlu'ft of it abetted 
by any British subject or any one resident in British territory, we will b(‘ (mtitled 
to the same' rights with respect to him or them with regard to realization of com¬ 
pensation or production of stohm property as is entcu’cd in condition (1). 

(4) All we heads of th(^ Wazir tribes do solemnly agree that we will not allow 
as far as lays 111 our power and knowledge, the passage* by the roads running through 
the bounds for which we are responsible, of any outside criminals who may, with 
bad intent or with intent to robbery or theft or any oth(‘r crime against the subji'ct-s, 
or against the rule of the British Government, wish to pass openly into British 
territory, nor will we openly or secretly give them shelter or assistance. If we 
do, we will agree, on condition of proof, to any punishment the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner may award, or wc will prove our innocence to his satisfaction by oath 
or otherwise. 

(5) We also agree that wo will not as far as we know give shelter or assistaiu'c, 
or a passage secretly, to any outside thieves, or allow our tribe to do so. 

(0) Wh<’never we get notice that any thief or band of robbers is carrying off 
plund(*red or stolen property from British territory, we will at once pursue along 
the roads in tin* bounds for which we are responsible, and will, as far as wc can, 
recover the property, and if any British official joins in the pursuit, we will assist 
him. 

(7) Now we state the mode of decision according to Wazir custom. In the case 
of any dispute between us responsible tribe's or other tribes the decision will Ik* 
made in this way : If the responsible tribe state that a certain person is the cri¬ 
minal, or that ho belongs to the oriminars tribe, or that in his village or tribe the 
plundered property has been seen, their decision will be made in one of two ways :— 

Firtit .—That suspected person or the tribesman of the suspected person who 
has been seized will clear himself by himself and two other persons of hifl tribe 
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whomsoover the Deputy Commimoner or the plaintiffs agree to swearing that 
neither the suspected person nor any other person of their tribe 'W»;re principals 
in the crime, nor abettors, nor advisers to it, nor instigated it, nor is tlie sfoI(‘ii 
property in tlnur tribe, nor did their tribe receive the property or shelter the 
criminal. On their doing this, that suspected person or persons or property which 
has b(‘en seized will he released, and the roiiponsible tribe will be liable as if they 
had made no claim fn the ease' wheirthe stolen property has been seen with the 
tribe upon whom claim is made by persons of the responsible tribt‘, tlu‘ person or 
persons of th(‘ tribe against whom claim is made will not be entitled to swear, but, 
two persons who saw tlu^ prop(*rty will swear, and the claim will be (onsidiTed as 
established ; but if th(‘ Deputy Dommissioner is doubtful, or th(‘ defendants dis- 
oatistied, then, in addition to th(‘Se two witnesses, h(‘admen of the responsibls 
trib(‘ may bi‘ s<*Iectcd, and they will be required to HW(‘ar that th(‘ witnesses have 
not been made uj) foi I he occasion 11 persons on the part of tin* responsible tribe 
have tliiiH sworn, then the chiini will be established. If there are no eye wit- 
noss<'s, the d<‘f(‘ndjints will b<‘ ruititled to swear in the way stated above. 

Sacovd. If a ])(*Tson or jUTsons of the responsible tribe* arr^ suspected as being 
the criminals and there is no legal <‘Vidence against him or them, he or they and 
four coniH'etions of (*ac,h selected by the trying officer will swear to the innocence 
of each, and on tln'ir doing so an acquittal will be order(‘(I and thi* whole tribe 
will bo lialile as Ixdon*, and if the presiding officer considers more evidencr* is re¬ 
quired, h(‘ may call on the lVr<dik of the suspected person or jiersons to swear that 
he does not know or consKh'r tin* sus])eet(‘d jierson or jiersons to be the cTiininol 
or (iriminals 

Thud In th<‘ same way, if any British subjer’t or subjects are suspc'ctcd of 
having aided or abetted the crime for which compensation has been taken from the 
responsilile tribr* in the easr* of there not being legal ovidmiee, in the sanu* way it 
will be TequiT(‘d that they and four eonnectionB for each person and the Malik 
swear to the innoceiiee, and th<‘n hr* or they will be entitled to an acquittal, and 
the responsible tribe will be liable as before. 

(8) We clearly uiub'rstand that if any person or persons, whether subjects of 
the British (TOverniiKMii or foreigners, found guilty in the judicial courts are sen- 
tenc(*d according to law, tin* conditions above do not apply to these cases, but only 
in those in which l(*gal evidence is not forthcoming, and which it is considered 
ought to he (leeidi'd by Wuzir custom, by seizure of property, etc. 

(9) Finally, we all eonfideiitly state that if these rules are sanctioned and 
carried out, wt* shall be able fully to disiffiarge our responsibilities, and crime will 
r(‘rtaiiily be reduec'd, and the punishment of the real criminals will be an example 
and warning to others “ Baramta,” or what wc Wazirs call “ Shaixa” or soi- 
zure of jirojierty as a rejinsal, is an ancient and well known custom If worked 
with dis(‘,retion, it will not displease any tribe, and will have great advantage.

.3 In case any District Officer visits the Bhittani hills, he will be provided 
with an escort, for which food only will be required. 

4. In future we, the Bhittani Maliks, will never give refuge to any of tlie out¬ 
laws across the border ; but on the other hand, we will surrender them to Gov¬ 
ernment when required.

In 1809 tlu* Kabul Khel were concerned in a raid on Thai, 
for which they were fined Its. 2,000 and an Agreement (No II) was 
taken from them. 

In 1871 a counter-raid was made against the Saifali section of the 
Kabul Khel, who had been giving trouble, and an Agreement (No III) 
was taken from them. 

In 1874 reprisals were made on the Mianiai section of the Kabul Khel 
tor ]dundering : and in March of the same veai a militai v demonstration 
uas made ai Thai for the pur]>ose of effecting a settlement of outst.anding 
claims against various sections of the TTtmanzai. A satisfactory 
settlement was concluded in April with the Kabul Khel, iniduding the 
Malikshahi section. 

In 1880, during the Afghan War, outrages were committed bv some 
of the Mohmit Khel and the Tori Khel sub-division of the Ibrahim 
Khel. In October 1880 a military expedition entered Malikshahi 
country and collected penalties inflicted for offences committed on the 
Kurram route bv the Kabul Khel and M.ilikshahi; but Kabul Khel 
depredations continued throughout 1881 and, though a further settle- 
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meiit was effected in FehriiaiT 1882, the Kabul Kliel coiitiimed to pive 
trouble. 

In 1894 the Malikshahi, Mianiai and I’aipali sections ol* the Kabul 
Khel sif^ned separate, but identical, Agreements (No. IV) promising 
good behaviour. 

In 1895 allowances were granted to the Durwesh Ktiel, both Utmanzai 
and Ahmadzai, and to the Saidgi and Kharsin. 

In June 1897 occurred the treacherous attack at Maizar, in tlie country 
of the Madda Khel sub-division of the Ibrahim Khel, which was the 
forerunner of the general frontier rising of that year. A military force 
inflicted severe punishment on the Madda Khel, wliost' allowances were 
forfeiled. A settlement w^as effected in 1807, but this was not reduced 
to writing until 1901 (No. V), wlnm new allowances weie granted. 

In Jun(‘ 1902 the Tori Khel took part in the attack r)n the Islam 
(Oiauki border military ])olice ])ost (see Pait VTT) and w(*re included in 
the fine of Its. 10,000 levied in conse(]uence. The Toji Kliel ami Kabul 
Khel were also among those who receiv’^ed punishjnent at the hands of 
the force operating in the Thal-Tdak tract of th(‘ Dai’wesh Khel country 
in November 1902 (sec Part YTT). 

The negotiations of 1908 for the (»pening of roads in tin* Wazir country 
(see Part VIT) r€\sulted in AgreeTuents being taken in 1904 from the 
I’ori Khel and Madda Khel sub-divisions of the Ibrahim Khel, and tlie 
Mohmit Khel including the TTassan Khel sub-division (No. VI), and 
the Kabul Khel and others (No. YTT). Both these Agieemcnts ])rovIded 
f(»r the opening and safeguarding of the Tdak-Thal roiul in consideration 
of allowances totalling Ps. 0,000 annually' while an additional annual 
allowance of Ps. 924 w'as granted in the former in resptM-t of the Pannu- 
Spinwam road, and of Ps. 1,000 in the latter in respect of the Pannu- 
Thal road. 

In 1908 the Madda Khel were granted an additional Maliki allowance 
of Ps. 3,000 a year, and an Agreement (No. YTIT) vvms taken from them. 

In April 1913 the Kabul Khel made an attack f)n the S])inwam ])ost. 

In February 1914 a blockage w'as instituted against the Khostwals 
of Afghanistan, in conse(]uence of continued incursioifs on the Tochi 
and Pannu borders by outlaws from Khost from 1909 onwards. Three 
incursions into the Tochi w'ere made by lashkars fiom Khost during 1914 
and 1915, but they were driven back on each occasion. 

The behaviour of the TTtmanzai Wazirs remained satisfactory 
throughout the Great War, in spite of the anarchy in Khost and intrigue 
by Afghan officials, but the evacuation of the militia posts in the Upper 
Tochi in May 1919, on the outbreak of the Afghan War, led to wide¬ 
spread disturbances, which w^ere intensified by the subsequent evacuation 
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of the militia posts in the South Waziristan Agency: and it became 
iiecessarv to iiiiflertakc expensive milita7*j^ operations af»*ainsi hotli tlie 
AVaxijs and Mahsiids. The Wazira offered no opposition: and in 
Noven)l)er a repres(Miiaiive jir^a of all ilie T'tmanzai clan, except 

tile Madda Khel and a few minor sections, made comjilete submission 
and complied with tlie terms of (lovernment. The recalcitrant sei'tioiis 
were subjected to bombing from the air, and sliortly afterwards submitted 
also. 

Tn May 1922, owing to encroachments by the Mahsud tribe on Wazir 
lands, especially in the neighbourhciod of Tlazmalc, the Mohmit Khel, 
Tori Khel and Kabul Khel jnesented a petition (N^o. TX) asking Ooveni- 
meni to take over that area and to grant them increased allowances. 
'Phe re(|uest was granted. ^Phe TTtmanzai allowances were accordingly 
increased, and Agreements wete taken in August fiom the Madda Khel 
(No. X) and Manzai Khel (No. XI) sub-divisions of the Ibrahim Khel 

Tn 1925 the Madda Khel retunieil a number of the (lOvernment rifles 
taken by them during the Torhi Militia outbreak of 1919 

Tn 1920 an Agreement (No. XII) was taken from the Toii Khel foi 
the lease to (Tovei’iimen( of the site of the Ttazmak cam]) at an annual 
rmit ot Hs. 17,940 In I92«S tlie^ leased area of the ramp uas increased 
from 5d(i to 004 acr(‘s and the lentaT to Tbs 20,850. 

In November* 1927 an Agreement was taken fioni the O'oii Kind 
regal ding the opening of the lower Shaktu ti'ade route, identical in 
terms with that taken from the Shabi Khel Mahsuds fsvr Part TX, No. 
X\"ll) in the ])receding vSeptember. 

In .November 1928 the Madda KheT were blockaded owing to their 
unsatisfactory behaviour and the re])udiation of their agreements with 
(lovernineut. A settlement whereby the tribe acce])ted Government’s 
t€*rms and renewed their agr*eement Avas effected on the 19th January 
1929 and the blockade was raised. 

Intensive anti-Oovernment jiropaganda in the adjoining districts of 
fTohat and Bannu arising out of the Civil Disobedience nio\^ement led 
to an outbreak on the jiait of the Madda Khel, Khiddar Khel and a few 
Manzar* Khel in May 1900 The Datta Khel Scouts’ Thist was invested 
on the 11th May by a lashkar coni])osed of Madda Tvliel, Khiddar* Khel 
and a few Kanirogha Maiizar Khel. ProiTi])t air action resulted in the 
disjuusal of this lashkar and the complete submission of the Madda Khel 
and Khiddar Khel who ])aid fines of Tts. 15,000 and Its. 4,000 resjiec- 
tively. 'Phe Kanirogha section of the Manzar Khel was also fined 
lls. 1,500. Desfiite a rising wave of anti-Governmeni feeling in South 
Wnziristan (q.v.) matters soon returned to normal in North Waziriatan 
and save tor a few cases of sniping and the parti(*i|)ation by some Tori 
KheT malcontents in the seige of Saiaiogha nothing else of im])orlanee 
(eventuated. 
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2. DAFRS. 

The Toehi River flows llirouf'-h the two valleys of Ppper and Lower 
Daur. Upper Dam* is inhabited by the Malijtad division of the tribe 
and by a large miniber of Uarwesh Khel Wazirs, and Jjower ])anr by 
the Ta])izad division. The fighting strength of the U])per Daurs is 
estimated at 3,000, and that ot the Lower Utiurs at 4,000. 

The British (fovernnient hist caim* in contact u ith the Daurs in 
1851, when they were <*oncerned in an attack on a police guard, wdiich 
was rej)nl8ed with heavy loss In tlie Last India (''oinj)any fojinally 
lenonnced all claim to sovereignty over Danr in favonr of Amir Do'-t 
Muhammad; though the valley remained independent of Kabul, whos*^ 
rule over it was nevm more than nominal. 

In 1870 the Upper and Lower Daurs assisted the Muhanniiad Khel 
Wazirs {see Part VTT) against the British. Tor this, tlm Upj)er Daurs 
were fined Rs. 1,500, w hich they ])aid; but the Low^er Daurs, who had 
been fined Rs. 5,000, refused to pay until a small fo)‘(‘e was despatched 
against them, wdierj tliev submitttal unconditionally. In February 1872 
an Agreement (No. Kill) Avas taiken fi(»m the wlude tribe. 

Raids committed by the tiibe in 187(i led to tlieir being summoned 
to come in and make reparation, wdiich they did. But a similar sum- 
mon.s, conse(pient on a raid committed in August 1877, remained 
unheeded, and a blockade was proclaimed, whicli last(‘d until dune 1878, 
when the Daurs tendeied their submission. 

Jn 1870 and 1880 the Daurs kept up a series of attacks on the British 
line of <‘ommunicnfions, mostly beyond the frontier; for which reason, 
no sjiecial action w^as taken against the tiibe. 

The delimitation of the AVaziristan-Afghau boundarv took })la<*e 
in 1804-05: and in April 1805, wdien the demarcation commission w’a‘i 
in the Daur Valley, the Daurs and AVazirs inhabiting the valley petitioned 
the British (jovernment to take over the valley in order to protect them 
fnun their Wazir and Mahsnd neighboiir.s. This was agreed to in 
October 1805, but no sj>ecifi(^ wTitten agreement ap])ears to have been 
made. At the same time the Daurs w^ere granted an annual allowance 
of Rs 4,884, suhseipiently ineieased to Rs. (»,7()8 

The Upper Daurs rendered good service in connection with the 
Khostw'ul incursion of 1014 and the Mahsml dist in hances of I ill 7. 4^he 
tjihe joined in the rising in AVazirisian which acconi])anied tlie Afghan 
War of 1919, and punitive operations were undertaken against the Lower 
Daurs in the summer of that year, with successful results. 

In 1022 the annual allowances of the tribe were increased to 
Rs. 17,000,

liad fallen, invested Boya Scouts* Post for a few hours on the 11th May

Khel invested Datta Khel Post). Their malihs, however, managed to 
withdraw ihis lashhai*. The Upper Daurs were fined Its. i^,000. The 
Lower Daurs remained loyal throughout.

Agreement of the headmen of the Kabal Khel Wuzeerees, —1864. 

I, Mahomed Malik of the Khojal Khel tribe, son of Purdil Vazir, make this 
agreement with the Deputy Commissioner of Kohat, that if the Sirkar is pleased 
to release the 17 men of the Kabal Khel and Gangi Khel tribe of Vaziris, who have 
been seized in consequence of the raids of these tribes, I will make good the amount 
of cattle stolen from the subjects of the British Government, amounting to Rupees 
1,033. 

If after this these tribes should commit any further acts of plunder, I make 
myself answerable to restore the property itself, if it can be traced to the Vazir 
country ; if it can be proved that the property has been stolen by the tribes, but 
cannot b(3 traced, I will make good the amount in money. If the property cannot 
be traced or proved, I will then, if the Vaziris are suspected by the Government 
ryots, bring the suspected parties to the Sirkar’s court to answer to the complaint 
of the Government servants, when, if proved, the property shall be made good. 

The amount sale of camels and cattle now in the Government treasury. Rupees 
800-11-0, to bo applied to the liquidation of the property stolen; the remainder. 
Rupees 233-1-0, will be paid to the maliks of Nahar to indemnify them for their 
loss. 

I ask on the part of the Vazir that the Deputy Commissioner will issue a * par- 
wana * allowing us to trade with the salt mines without fear of being seized. 


No. II. 

Agreement of the headmen of the Kabal Khel Wuzeerees, —1869, 

We, the undersigned Maliks of the Kabal Khel tribe of the Vaziris named 
Naorang, Lai Khan, Rahmat Shah, Daoran, Gulraz and Malang of the Miami 
Section, Pirzada and Pan of the Paipali Section, Mula Abdur Rahim, Salih Pir, 
Akbardin and Barat of the Saifali Section, and Bangj and Husen of the Malik- 
shahi Section, now present before Lieutenant Cavagnari, Deputy Commissioner 
of Kohat, appear on behalf of the Kabal Khel and solicit pardon from the Bri¬ 
tish Governmtmt for the raid on Thai committed by certain members of our tribe ; 
and we hereby agree to bind ourselves to the performance of the terms demanded 
from us by the Government, which are as follows: •— 

Ut.—A fine of Rupees 2,000 having been imposed on the Kabal Khel tribe, 
we promise to pay the same at Hangu within three days from the date of this 
agreement, and as a guarantee of our good faith on this point, we give the Maliks 
of the Zairaukht, the Maliks of Biland Khel, and Malik Mahamad, Khojal Khel, 
Vazir, as sureties for the payment of the said fine within the stipulated period. 
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2>hl. AVlicreas tin* iucjj of Thai paid 1,^00 Kabuii riip(‘(‘rt to certain ni(*iubc;i>} 
of our trib»‘ as raiihom money for cattle earned off in the raid, we bind ourselves 
to pay that amount within 30 days* time. The mone}^ to be paid subjeet to the 
oath of tw'elve eld<TH of Thai, whom wi* have named to swi‘ar to tin* amount paid 
as ransom money to our tribe. 

2inL -Whereas the (Tovernment has valued tin* Thai cattle carried off in the 
raid at 10 Hup(‘es piT head of kine and 2 Kupees per h(‘ad of sluM'p and j];oats, 
whetluT the same be younj^ or old, male or f<‘male, we agrei* to pay the sum of 
nupees f),28f) on account of compensation according to the statiunent of the men 
ol Tiial, subject to th(‘ oath of Thai eld<‘rs according to the Ihitlmn custom. Sudi 
cattle as have be(*n retain(‘d by members of our tribe shall be paid for in 30 days’ 
time, and the balante carried oil by the Tazi Khel N'aziris shall be compensated for 
in 00 days’ time W(‘ agree to the responsibility laid upon us to r(‘cover the same 
from th(* Tazi Kh(‘I. 

tlh. —As a guarantee of oui gocul faith in th<* performanci* of the teims of this 
agreeimmt, w<‘ give the vindcimention(‘d men of our tribe as hostages to lemain 
at Kohat during the pleasure of the (government, and to be dealt with us may be 
ordered in the event of any breach of faith on the part of our trib(‘. 

oth. -The hostages an* also a guarantee on the part of the Kabul Khel that, 
no furth(‘i act of hostility will be committed by that tiibi* in British territory, 
until the pending cases betw'cen the Vaziiis and Tunis shall have been biought 
under scttleini'iit.

collectively for the act of each member oi it ; and for wdiatevci act which may lie 
contrary to tli<* agrcimuMit, the (lovcrnmcnt is at liberty to punish us, dealing willi 
us as it docs with ollici frontier tribes. 

7th- -To [irovc that wc have entered into this agreement willingly and serious- 
jy, we give as si'ciirities for the carrying out of it six jiersoiis, ^'azlr Brilisli sub¬ 
jects, and eight jausons, Saifalis of Kuram. If wc act contrary to our agreement 
these ])ersoiis will sec that it is carried out.

Translation of the Aorekmrnt executed by the Malikshahi Wazirr over the 
qu(!8tion of TRIBAL RESBONsiBiLiTY, dated 2nd April 1894. 

Agreement No. 1. 

We hereby bind oversidves that no menibiT of our section will commit any 
olTence of the kind of murdcT, theft, etc., in British territory, and as far as in our 
power lies we will k(*e}> the 1.hiev(‘s in our section in check, prevent them from 
committing depredations and will restore at once any ])ro})erty stolimfrom British 
territory and lirought to our country, or pay uj) the value of such jiroperty in full. 

2 . If any other trilx* committed theft in British territory and brought the 
stolen property to our lllaqa we will not jmrehasi* such property from tliem, nor 
shall we allow them to admit, it into our country, and if any such property is brought 
in our country w<‘ will restore it without demanding ransom. 

3. If any (diigha T>n,rty from British territory come to our country to recover 
the stolen projx'rty or to arrest the ofTenders we will not interfere with them, but 
on tin* eont.rary will assist them in r<*covering the stolen prop(*rty and arresting 
the culprits. 

4. We will warn tlie outlaws who are taking shelter with our tribesmen not to 
commit otTenc(‘s of any kind in British territory or cause loss of jirojx'rty b(‘long- 
ing to it, but if tlu'y do not give up tlieir malpractices and any offence is brought 
home to them a sum of Rs. 20 per cent, in addition to the value of the stolen pro¬ 
perty and fine, will be recovered from the patron (Naik) of the outlaw on account 
of “ nagha ” for his slndtering the outlaw and will be jiaid to Government, and in 
default of the above amount not being recovered from the harbourer, wc will be 
responsible to pay up all three items, ».e., compensation, fine and penalty jointly 
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5. We will be responfiible to act aeverally and jointly in accordance with the 
stipulationB mentioned above and also our tribesmen will be responsible severally 
and jointly for th<^ act of any man from our section. If any act is proved against 
lie contrary to the above conditions, we will be liable to punishment by Govern¬ 
ment and that Government should also treat us in the same manner as the other 
trans-border tribes.

may apjiear to him riglit and I'xjiednmt; Government of India having also pro¬ 
mised an inert'ase of Ks. 75 per mensem to tin* allowance, if and when posts are 
placed in their (ountry : 

We, the full and representative jirga of the Madda Khel tribe, both Ger and 
Kazha, do say that we have heard and understood the conditions im])osed, and 
do fully and unreservedly jiromise that tin* tribe will abide by the same, and be 
answerable to Government for any breach. We do also accept full and complete 
tribal responsibility for the hostile acts or misbehaviour of any individual or sec¬ 
tion of the tribe, and will be tribally answerable to Government for the same if 
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callrd u[>i)n. In tin* event of any inmimlerstainling ariainj; between oiirKelven 
and any of the inliabitajits of tlie Afglian side of the border, we will at onee seek 
the advice of tin; Political Oih(*er, Tochi, wliose ailvici* wx* jiroinise to follow. 

The allowance of Rs. 120 per mensem now given us by Oovernment we ague 
to divide as follows .—

Translation of an Aorlkmknt made by the Kabul Khkl, BilaM) Kukl ami 
Madui Khel Olans with the Government of India for tin' opening up ot 
the Tual-Idak and Thal-Bannu (eid Drazanda) routes,--1904. 

We the “ Maliks ’’ and “ Miitabars *’ (headmen) of the Kabul Khel, Kdaiul 
Khel and Maddi Khel do liereliy bind ourselves and our trilie, in consideiation of 
the allowances hereinafter speiitied to be ]»aid liv Gov<*rnment, to open and to 
safeguard such routes as Government det«Tmine shall pass tlirough our eountry ; 
and in addition agree to the bdhiwmg four conditions wdiieli have been laid dowm 
about these routes - 

First, that Government w'lll be at liberty to construct a ])ost or ]>osts on 
any road or roads that may be opmied. 

Secondly, tliat Goveinnient will be at liberty, if iiec(‘ssary, at an} time 
to hold tli<‘ roail or roads by Military force or Militia ; or that Gov¬ 
ernment may at any time move troops up and down the said road or 
roads. 

Thirdly, that Gov<‘rnment may select any route or alignment tor the road 
or roads agrei'd to which appears suitable, and may alter sucli rmiti} 
or alignment at Iheir pleasure. 

Fourthly, that it will also be the right of Government, if at any time they 
desire, it, to make a railroad through our country and we shall make 
no objections. 
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Wc have heard and understood all these conditions. We all entirely agree 
to these conditions and accept them. 

In consideration of this agreement Government will give us the following 
allowanc«‘s :— 

I On account of the road or roads from Thai to Hale passing through our 
limits, Jis.

2 . On account of the road or roads from Thai to Bannu via Drazanda, pass- 
mg througli our limits, lift. ]/)00 per annum.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Madda Khel, dated the 

10th July 1908. 

W(* the- Maliks and Motabars of the Madda Khel Darwesh Khel Wazires in con¬ 
sideration of tlu* lualiki allowances granted to us by the Government personally 
and on behalf of the whole tribe do hereby promise and agree as follows:— 

1 . that all the roads between the Toclii Valley and Afghanistan jiassing 

through the Madda Khel country will be open and safe for travellers ; 

2 . that the tribe concede to Government the full right to make roads, build 

jiosts and send troops anywhere in Madda Khel country; 

8 . that the tribe- will give no protection to the outlaws from British Terri¬ 
tory ; 

4. that I he tribe will be of good behaviour towards their neighbours in 

Afghanistan, and 

5. that the whole tribe will observe good conduct and loyalty towards, 

and r(md<‘r service to their best to Governmeut. 

We have heaid and understood the above conditions. We all agree to these 
conditions and accept Ihem We submit the agreiunent duly attested and sealed 
or marked bv us 

Regarding conditions Nos. 1 and 2 a separate petition has also been submitted 
by us for consideration.

Translation of a Petition prosi^nted to tho Resident in Waziristan at Miran- 
SHAH by representatives of the Tori Khel, Mohmit Keel and Kabul 
Khel sections of the Utmanzai Darwesii Khel Wazirs on the 12th May 
1922. 

Regarding the consolidation of the Tochi Valley we, the whole body of Mahks 
and Elders named at the end of this petition who have been clioscn to represent 
our tribe, beg to present the following petition:— 

When tho Resident in Waziristan interviewed our full jirga on the 9th May, 
he pointe.d out that the dark time^s of war and fighting liad passed and the day of 
peace and prosperity had dawned again. Intercourse and fri(‘ndly r(‘lation8 had 
been restored with His Majesty the Amir of Afghanistan, and the time had come 
for cveiry one to set his house in order and to take this opj)ortunity of jjrotecting 
and safeguarding himself from the dangers and weaknessiis which threaten him 
from outside and from within. 

The Tochi, wliich was not in too satisfactory a state at ])rc8ent, should there¬ 
fore bo made secure against any ]) 088 ibility of disturbance from oulside or inside, 
and we should see that wo ourselves caused no injury to the liv(5s and property of 
the subjects of the neighbouring friendly Government. TIkj R(‘Bident consulted 
the opinion of our joint jirga and asked us to discuss fully the question of strengthen 
ing the Tochi and to make suitable suggestions. After three or four days of 
thorough discussion wo have comt to the following conclusion. 

It is obvious tliat the Southern and Northern borders of the Tochi Agency are 
the dangerous ones. We deal with each separately. 

(A) Razmak, the Khaisora and Sen are the dangerous portions of the Southern 
part of the Agency as it adjoins Mahsud country. Most of the troubles of Ranriu 
and this Agency are the work of that noxious tribe. 

These criminal people use, Razmak and the Khaisora as routes to raid into 
British territory, and a certain number of foolish and wicked Tori Khel and Moh¬ 
mit Khel Wazirs join them. The Mahsuds are however the real originators of the 
trouble and if their misdeeds are checked with a strong hand these few bad charac¬ 
ters among the Tori Klicl and Mohmit Khel will certainly give up their habit of 
helping in these offences. The total prevention of such serious occurrences is 
however extremely difficult. It must be admitted that our present annual allow¬ 
ances are paid to us for our territorial responsibility and wo cannot deny that we 
are responsible so far as lies within our power. Though we continually try to 
fulfil this duty, it is impossible, however hard we try, to check these Mahsuds 
entirely. 

Wo, the Tori Khel and Mohmit Khel, who are the owners of these parts, are 
very scattered tribes, and the majority of us live in Sheratalla, Kaitu, Spinwam, 
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D.irwf'shta und (ithtT out of th(^ way plaoos, lu the Khaisora and Kazmak there 
ar<*. not (‘nou^h people to rcsint the Mahmids. Moreover the Toohi road has now 
e-ut UR in two and tlius furtlier weakened us and increased our misfortunes. It 
iH due to such unfortunate oireuiustances that the Mahsiids hav(‘ now actually got 
their te(*th itd.o (jcrtain of our possessions, such as Raztnak, Shawal, and other**, 
and the danger is that thesi* places will go the way of Badar and Tauda China 
which the Mahsuds s<‘iz(*d from the Wazirs in the psst. 

A])art from these acts of aggression, the Wazirs and Mahsuds liave b(‘en at 
tend for generations and until the Mah.Hud.H’ grasping greed is curtailed We shall 
always lie- 111 dangi'r of losing TIazinak and Shawal, etc. 

The Mahsud is undoubtedly the common <*nemy and antagonist of the Wazir 
and the (iovernment, and m our ojunion we must make a combined attempt to 
save ours(*lv<‘s from this common threat, and must eacli helj) the otlier to dideat 
Ihe common enemy. 

As n‘gards th(‘ matter undi'r immediate discussion we pro]>ose tliat as allies we 
should strengl heii the Raztnak and Khaisora bonier, cut at the root of Mahsud mis¬ 
doings and close every hole to their aggression. We believe that tin* onlv mi'ans 
of doing this IS for Covernment to build a strong fort on Kazmak and garrison it 
ad(‘quately with r(‘gular troo}>s or Militia and make a broad mefal]<‘d road for 
motors from the Tochi to Kazmak. For one thing, this proposed occu]>ation will 
prevent the passage of Mahsud gangs, and the new jiosition will be a direct blow 
at. the very heart <d the Mahsuds Jf anv trouble should ev(*r ansi* between Cov¬ 
ernment and the Mahsuds it will be ])orfi‘ctlv easy from Kazmak to break the neck 
of this pestilent tribi*. In the .second place our projiertv and ])ossessious in Kaz¬ 
mak, the Khaisora, Shawal, Sham and elsewhere will be ]>ermanentlv safe* from 
Mahsud aggressions In pursuance of our common object we therefore authorise 
the British Covernment to build a road and fort in our coiintTV, and we have, of 
our own a<;cord, ventured to make this proposal. If Covernment considers our 
proposals suitable to their own intere.st.s, and wishes to make a road and fort in 
our country, the following conditions .should be laid down, and we iiromise to 
abide by them 

1 . In compensation for the new occupation fresh allowances of a suitable 
amount should be paid to these sections of the Tori Khel and Mohmit Khel in 
whose territory the new road ainl fort are situated, and should be distributed ])ro- 
portionately among these legally entitled to them We shall decide the metliod 
of distribution in consultation with the Resident and tlie Political Agent, Toidn. 

2. The right to take contracts for building the road and fort shall belong solely 
to the tribe in whose limits the work is situated; no one else will have any claim 
to havt* a share in them without the pennission of the tribe coni'erned, except as a 
partner of the rightful owner, or when the Political Agent for some special reason 
gives permission. The distribution of contracts, fixing of rates, and arrange- 
immts for carrying out the work will lie with the Political Agent. The rates pre¬ 
vailing ill the nearest parts of the Mahsud country will be applicable. 
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3. Particularly in tin* country newly occii])H*d by the road and fort and generally 
in th(‘, whole of Hazmak and the Khaisora Cloverninent will acquire no righta of 
ownerahif) in lands, jijngl(‘s or jnines. They may howevm* use water for drinking 
pnr])oses without payment, and may conduct it from one place* to another, pro¬ 
vided the interests of tin* real owners are not prejudiced. 

4. In this newly opened tract of the Khaisora and Razmak regular law will 
not 1)0 introduced, nor will police be posted, nor any dues imposed, nor will any 
intcrvi'ution be madi* in cases dealing with wommi. But to ensure ))eacc and ijuict 
it is <*SKential that Covernment’s hold on the country should be a lirm hold. Our 
agreement is on th<‘ understanding that Government will only interv(*ne in cases 
aifecting the, p(‘ace of the country ami will decide these by the (*ustom of t he country 
and by Hhariat, where this is not contrary to justice, eipiity and good conscience. 

5. Suitable eompensation will be paid for any damage done in making tlie road 
or fort to villages, mills, burial grounds, cultivated land, irrigation works, or 
forests of any value. 

f) Govornm<*iit will be entitled to keep any number of regular troops or Militia 
in the fort as oecasion demands. 

7. A suffieieiit mimb(‘r of Khassadars shall be enlisted to proteet the road and 
give assistaiUM* to the garrison of troops or Militia If this is approved wo shall 
decide as to the iu<‘thod of ('nlistimmt and numbers of Khassadais in eonsiiltation 
with ibo Resident and the Political Agent. It is clearly understood that if th«‘ road 
and fort ari* not sanctioned, Khassadars will not be enlisted, since without tlie 
presence of troops or Militia Khassadars in Razmak or the Khaisora would be use¬ 
less and a mere source of danger. In fact neither should Khassadars alone he 
enlisted, nor should troops or Militia be on Razmak if there are no Khassadars. 

8 . To effect tlie occupation of Razmak Government will be entitled to move 
anv number of troops they think fit through our country. We shall make no objec¬ 
tion and we shall ourselves take u]) the contracts for Ruj)j)hes and transport. If 
any survey partv or engineering ])arty wishes to go to Razmak for a preliminary 
survey or reconnaissance, strong escort shall be provided by our trilx*, and tlic 
whole of the Ton Khel and Mohmit Khel will be re8}>onsible for their safety and 
comfort. Till* escort shall be paid and reasonable rate of wages shall be fixed. 

(B) The other side ot the Toehi Valley from which most ofFenees in this Agency 
and in Baniin district are committed is the North side, stretching from Lawara 
to Hannu on the East and Thai on the North. Its most dangi'roiis part is the 8piii- 
wam lino between Idak and I’hal. Tlie offences committed through this tract 
originate chiefly in Khost, and during thi* last 2 or 3 years of war with Afghanist an 
this activity of Khostwals has increased. Now, however, that peace and friendship 
have been made with the Afghan Government, it is to he hoped that they will set 
Khost in order. We think that the proper cure to be prescribed for troubles in 
that direction is the old one of oeeupying Spinwam. This is no fresh matter requir¬ 
ing much discussion, but tlie following points may be noticed. 
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(1) When occupation of this tract is deemed advisable it should be carried out 
with our knowledge and in consultation with us. 

(2) The allowances now paid to our tribe for the Spinwam routes are insuffi¬ 
cient and should be duly increased and divided proportionately among the tribes 
in whose territories the road and forts are located. If this is sanctioned, ive shall 
discuss the method of distribution with the Resident and Political Agent. 

(3) The method of settling private and inter-tribal cascis among tin* jieoplc of 
this country will be the same as is mentioned above for the Khaisora and the terms 
of condition No. 4 above regarding the settlement of private cases and regarding 
taxes, etc., will be applicable to Spin warn. 

(4) Government will be entitled to build new roads and forts in tiui Spinwam 
triict besides the old ones, and suitable compensation will be })aid to the owners. 
The ilescription of damage given in condition No. 5 for the Khaisora may be taken 
as applying also to Spinwam. 

Government will also bo entitled to locate either regular troops, Militia, or 
Khassadars in the Spinwam tract. 

(5) Gove.rnraent is entitled to widen and m(*tal tin*, old roads in tins tract and 
make them fit for motors, but we shall take over evi'ry kind of building contract 
and no outsider will have any claim on them, nnl(‘Hs tlie Political Agiuit or we 
ourselv(‘S give special permission. We shall later consult tin* l*olitical Agent 
about the distribution of contracts and fixing of rates. If troops or Militia ocjcupy 
Spinwam, the supply contracts should be givi'ii to us 

(0) Whether troops or Militia garrison Spinwam it is necessary for the peace 
and safety of these routes that an adeijuate number of Khassadars be enlisted. 
Without them there can be no satisfactory settleiiK'iit of the country. If this is 
sanctioned, we shall later discuss with the Political Agent the method of enlist¬ 
ment.

Reply given by the Resident in Waziristan to the petition presented by the 
Tori Khbl, Mohmit Kiiel and Kabul Kiiel sections of the Utmanzai 
Dauwesh Khel Wazirs. 

Government have no desire to introduce into your country a regular adminis¬ 
tration such as exists in British India with land revenue, regular law and a police 
force. Government are anxious that you should remain undisturbed in full pos¬ 
session of the lands of your ancestors with undiminished projirietary rights in the 
lands, forests and mines. The object of Government in affecting a new agreement 
with you is to enable you to control your own tribe and consolidate it against exter¬ 
nal aggression so that your tribesmen should neither commit offences against Gov¬ 
ernment themselves nor allow others to commit them across your territory. In view 
of the treaty concluded with His Majesty the Amir of Afghanistan, you will be 
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expected to refrain from committing offences in Afghan territory. In return for 
the material help which Government offer they wish you to police yourselves with 
as little interference from outside as jiossihle Both as regards the Khaisora tract 
to the South of the "rochi and as ivgards the Kiirram and Kaitii tracts to the North, 
the same priiieijiles will upjily, namelv, that wlum Government decide* to taho 
cognisance of any cases or disput(\s among you, mther at your own ri^quest or in 
the interest of gi'iieral ])eace and security, such cases will be decided equitably in 
acciordanee with tribal custom or Muhammadan law and that Government will 
not interfere unduly m women (,ases. 

Govornm(‘nt will howeveu- e\<*reise tln‘ir aneieiit existing right to enforce the 
regular law, if necessary, against persons who commit offences in British India 
or the prott'clcd areas 111 tlie K urrani and Toelii Agencies. Go\ ermiK'ni are avare 
of your inability to < (uisolidat.e voui tribal orgaiii/.ation in the Khaisora, Kaitu 
and Kuiram tracts and are lh(*ref(»r<‘ ready to eousnh'r your suggi'stioiis that you 
should be HU])])ort(*(l by tlie forces of Governme^nt, (uther regular or irregular. 
GoverriJiKuit also aeis'pt vonr reijuest that a suitable nujub(*r of Kliassailars shall 
be (‘uG'rtained at (Tovernment e\]K‘iise The <)iiestion of construeting roads from 
MMial to Idalv and from Tdak to Bazmak and of f onstriicting a fort on Bazmak are 
reeeiMtig favouiable eonsKh'ration amt Go\einm<*nt aie villiiig t-o grant you in- 
ereas(‘d allowances 111 view of youi increased n*sj)onsibiliti(‘S But you must under¬ 
stand that thes(‘ allowames art eloselv bound u]) with tlx* maintenance of the 
Kfiassadar forces and liotli aie (omlition.il on your good behaviour and heaity 
eo-operatioii, not merely 111 prot(‘eting the loads but also in controlling offenders. 
Go\eriiment, agiee with you that, as regaids tin* Khaisora, Gov(*rnmeiit forcee 
will be useless without Kliuss.idars in addition and that Khassadars wmuld be 
us(dess and even d.ingc’rous without Gov<'niment fences in sujqmrt. As is invariab¬ 
ly the rule in sm ii eases, (i 0 V(‘rnnient w'll) offer the eontraels for eonstruetnig any 
forts and roads to local Maliks in tlie hist instame, prt'scribing rates which shall 
be similar to tin* rates sanctioned tor similar Avork in Mabsiid country 

As regaids any damage caused to villages, milks, burial grounds, cultivated 
lands, irrigation wmrks and fon^sts, suitable compensation will be assessed by the 
Political Agent, and paid promptly. Anv other disturbance of ancient Tights of 
appreciable valm* will In* paid for. Goxermnent shall In* t re(* to make use of (*xist- 
ing streams and N])iiiigs for the supply of water to its force's and for the construc¬ 
tion of roads ami buihlings and shall In* liable to pay rompensation for the same 
only if material loss is caused to th<‘ righttul oAvnera of sm h water Tights When 
making surveys foi tliese roads. Government Avill call on the local tribes to supply 
escorts at siiitabh* rates for tin protection nt surv«*ying parties Similarly, when 
('>onstruelion work begins, the protection of Govc*rTunc'nt staffs, (to 11 tractors and 
labourers and th(*ir caiiqis shall, as far as possible, be entrusted to local tribes¬ 
men, unless sucli ])rot.(*( tion a]q>eais to be inadeijuate. AVh(*Ti Govi'miiient forces 
are located in Hazmak, Spiiuvam ami Sbewa, if eontraets aKt given out for the 
supply of local jiroducts such as iimbci, lualtiugs, grass, hay, bhoosa, tuUJe, 
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ahftop and goats, fowls and eggs, preference will be given to local tril)C8men at 
reasonable rates, provided a regular siipjdy can be ensured. Similarly if hired 
transport is r<‘<(uired contracts for tJie same will be offered in the first instance to 
the tribes of the Toidii.

Translation of an Aorekment made by the Mat>da Keel Darwesn Khel on 
the 2f>th August 1922. 

W(* fully uinh'r.stand and accept the total amount and internal distribution of 
tlie now ineroasod maliki and tribal allowances The conditions and obligations 
on which t he old allowances witc bas(*d are fully d(‘scril>ed in our tribal agri'ement 
made on Mith July 190S, and have now been nsid out to us. Our whole t-ribc* 
rely on and agree (,o the leiiewal of agreement, and wi* confirm and accc]>t all the 
londitions and rognlations without icseivc Tin* agreement of lOlli July I9f)8 
may l)<‘ eonsi<li‘re(l as KMiew'eil and r«‘afTirnied, and tin* following condition is 
added to it. .- - 

We sliall be responsibb‘ tliat nobody from onr tribe will commit any oflence in 
(lovernment l.erntorv, and that no ill-dis]M)sed ]K'rHon oi ])crsons, of whatever 
tribe or section, wmII he allow(‘d to liv(‘ in oui t.iUTitory, or to pass through our 
limits to coiuriut any otfenee in Ooverimient t.erritoiv. 

During tlie last. 11 years tin* constitution ainl organisation of the frontier tribes 
has, according to tin- law of nature, und.srgone a vast ediange Tin* universal use 
of new wM‘a.])onH of war, the arms trade from the Persian (hilf and IVrsiun Tiir- 
kiMt.an, and the institution of rille faetoiies on various frontiers, liavi* produced 
an important and obvious change in the war-like armament of the tribes. More¬ 
over t fiis age of enlightenment has inspired the frontier tribes with a certain amount 
of wisiloin. Although tln’re is still something to be said for the old methods em¬ 
ployed by the great tribes in controlling their members, stopping internal and 
<‘\'Lcrjial misdemeanours and fulfilling their obligations, they have nevertheless 
be«*n weakened by the changes referri'd to above. To lepair this defieiimcy and to 
strengthen our hands satisfactorily we consider that the (jjovi'rnment should seek 
a new method of helping us effectively. Ilimcc our proposal for the appoiutment 
of a. tribal force, the Khassadars. By the grant of such effective assistance our 
personal relations and anlhority will acquire strength and sujiport, and we shall 
he capabh* of bearing with tas(‘ and with eonfideiiee the burden of our obligations 
to f ile Cloveriiment, and we shall be able without difficulty to carry out and fulfil 
the duties of our office. Kven if it be considered inadvisable to grant this request, 
we and our tribe will abide by and be bound by the conditions of our agreement, 
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On behalf of ourselves and our tribe we acknovvIedRe and eonfinu tins agree¬ 
ment and in token thereof we aflix our seals.

Translation of Agreement made by the Manzar Kjiel Wazirs, daied the 

26th August 1922. 

Our old increased allowances and our new^ Khaisora and Kazmak allowances 
have to-day been read out to us in full jirga. W(‘ accept the distribution, the 
))reviou 8 conditions of the old allowances will remain in force and in consuhTation 
of the new allow'ance of Rs. 1,009 w'c shall be bound by t-hc following fresh condi¬ 
tions :— 

1. Any Government servant or, at the option of (h>\crnmcrd any other ])erson 
will have the right of traversing our limits from the Kazinak-Khaisoia, line to the 
Tochi, but for their ow'n safety they must be prot(‘cf.('<l by our Khassadars or, if 
necessary, tribal badraggas, or Pic<|uets. For th<‘ present th<‘ route taken must 
be the tribal paths and roads, .inrl the constilU'tion of a new road is not nn])lied 
by tliis r'ondition. We shall he responsible for safety ami ]»rotctti<*n of this loiite. 

2. We shall be responsibh* that wm' do not <‘ommit. any offences in Go\ernmcnt 
territory and that we allow no member of another tribe to ])ass tlirough our limits 
with the object of committing an ofteiu e in (lo\ «Tniiient teiritorv and we shall be 
responsible tribally and t(‘rrit.oiiallv for this. This condition was possibly includ* 
erl in the ohi agreement. t<»o, 

8 . If Government ev<T need to build a metalled road or towers in our territory 
between the Razinak-Khaisora line and the I’oi hi, a separate agreement is to be 
made on tJiis point. 

4. We are already to give as many extra Khassadars as ure re(|uirod from our 
trib<‘, and we shall be responsible for their good behavioiii.

6 . Our full jirga of the Manzor Khel Wiizirs of Tor hi and Mamirogha has most 
carefully considered the above conditions, and w e affix our seais In token of acknow¬ 
ledging and agreeing to it.

Agreement with the Tori Kiiel Wazirs over the lease of the Razmak Camp 
site, -24lh May 1926. 

1. Government recognises that the land occupied by the Military Camp at 

Razmak, of a total area of acres, as shown in the annexed plan,* is situat¬ 

ed within the limits of what is at present Ton Khel Utmanzai Darwesh Khel Wazir 
tribal territory. 

2. In full compensation for the loss, due to the occupation of the camp, o* 
cultivation and grazing rights and of rights of way and also for the disturbance of 
tribal rights in general, including any possible loss which may have been caused 
by taking water for the camp from local sources, Govi'rnnnmt agrees to j)ay to the 
Tori Khel tribe an annual sum of Its. 17,940 to bo distributed in such manner as 
may be agreed upon hereafter ; and tin' Ton Khel Wazirs on their part, in con¬ 
sideration of the annual payment of tius sum, agree to admit the riglit of Govern¬ 
ment to full and undistiubed occuipation of the aforesaid area. 

d. The ])eriod of this agriMunent shall be for 50 (fifty) yi'ars with elleet from the 
1st April 1925 and on the exjury of that jx'riod, tlu‘ agriMunent shall bi‘ leiu'wabh: 
at the option of Government. But Government shall have tin; light to t.erininat- 
ing this agreement on giving one y“ar’s clear notice of their intention to do so.

that st olen property is brought into our country by any one of our tribe from British 
territory, we shall have cither tlie stolen property restori'd or the whole tribe will 
be ri'sponsible for its value. 

4th .—'Phat we shall never receive any property stolen from British territory 
by any other tribe, nor will we give shelter or aid to the culprit, and if any one 
bring such property into our country, we will, if possible, restore it without ran¬ 
som, or if not, we will never allow the perpetrator to ri'main in our country, and 
if the property be still in our country, wc are responsible for either the restoration 
or payment of its value. 
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5lh- That in future we shall nevtjr give slu'lter or aid to any British subject 
or Miibjeets who having eojniuilted any heinous ermie such as murder, highway 
robbery, burglary, et<within British territory, seeks refuge in our country, 
and if we do give sucli shelter, tlovi'rnment may impost' such amount of line as 
tlie naiurt' ol the east' may call for.

'riiere is ahso a settlement of ITrniars--a tribe of uncertain origin, with 
a language and cnstonjs ot tlnnr own—at Kanigiiiam in Malnsnd country,

In August ]S()1, how(‘ver, the muider of a l>alt^ of grass-cutters led 
to the tribe being uAclmb'd Irom llritish ten itoiv until Oc tobei, wdien 
blood money in accoidanci* with the tilth aitnde oi the Agri'iniumt, 
nmoiinting in this case to Its d,b00, was paid. The ])ea(‘e, thus tem¬ 
porarily restored, did not last, and murders and robberies in British 
territory w(‘i(‘ ot freijueut occuiieiue. The onl\ punishment infli(d(‘(l 
was e\(diision of tin* tribe from tiading in flu* Bannu and Deia Tsmail 
Khan districts, wlnhdi liad been imposed njion the Bahlolzai in bSb I 
and exti'iided to tin* otlier (dans latei. ddiis took a long time to ]iioduce 
any etfecd, but it did so at length in lS7d, wh(‘n the Shaman Khel nnuh* 
lull submission and signed an Agreennmt (No. Tl). an example whiidi 
W’as followed by the Bahlolzai (No III) in 1874. 
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The abolition of the ‘ middleman ' Nawah of Tank in 1873, and 
ai'ianf»(*meiits made in 187(J the Hhitaiiins and others (xee Pait X) 

for safeguarding the passes on their frontier, raj)idly rednoed Mahsnd 
crime and made it more easy to deal with. From August 1877 to March 
1878 the whole tribe was under blockade. On the 1st January 1879 a 
laslikar of about 3,000 Mahsuds made a sudden attack on the town of 
Tank, ^\hJch the;y sacked and burned: on the 19th January thrt‘e British 
villages were attacked: and throughout 1879 and 1880 Mahsud raids 
were of constant o(‘ciitrmice. A rigorous blockade, instituted in 1879, 
had little eflcct: and in A]>iil 1881 a militaiy i‘X[)edition entered the 
Mahsud eountiy. Tii July the tnhe submiH-‘d ami accepted the (lovcin- 
metit tei ms, whieli included llie suiiemlei of th(' ringleadm’s of the 
attack oil Tank, ami a tine of Its. 3>0,000. J'he l)l(>ckadc was then laised. 

In January 1890 the three Mahsud clniis ae(‘epted (No. IV) the 
tjovm-nmeiit oiTtn ot seivice in proteeting th(‘ H»ad thiongli the (lomal 
Pass. The annual allowances lived on Ihis occasion amounted to 
Ks 30,-lot), in addition to the ob! service allowance of Ps 19,000 and 
poisonal emoliimenis l<»lalling Ps 833 monthl\ wmi* gi.inled to the 
leading Maliks. 

Jn 1890-91 a ra ilw ay survt‘\ was caiii(*d out in tin* (tomal Pass, Die 
M.ihsuds belnning’ well throiiglioiil llu‘ operations of the siinev paity. 

In I89;J, hugely as the lesiiit ol int<‘i ferem-e hy Afghan (‘iiiissaries, 
Mahsud otbmces weie mimeroiis: ami in 1893 lliey wme (*V(‘ii more so. 
In Novembei 18!) 1, (lining tin* Indo-Alghan boumlaiy (bmiaication 
opmalions, a jiaity o) 300 Alahsuds made a niglit attack on an es(‘ort 
cm ani])ed at Waiia, and inflicted considiMablc (]amag(‘ befoic being 
t‘)(‘( tt‘d wjtli lieasy loss(*s. On the assumption that tin* whole tribe* was 
not implicated in this attack, negotlation,^ continiii'd with t]i(‘ Mahsuds, 
on whom teims w(*re impoMul in I)(*cember. 1’hese, howev(‘r, IIk'V failed 
to (Uiiy out.; vvheieupoii, in the same month, a force enteied their 
eouiitrv and conijielled them to comply. Steps won* tak(*ii to render 
control over Waziristau more elVectivc: and the allowances paid to the 
!Mahsu(l Maliks were le-disii ibut«*(l and their total amount raised to 
Ps. I)1,548. 

The Mahsuds took no jiart in the disturbanc'es of 1S97; but in 1898 
there w^as a reel udesc.eiice of offences w’liicb (*ontinued until the autumn 
of 1900, when the Mahsud jirga was informed tlial, as the Maliks Lad 
failed to e.ontrol the tribe, tlie allowances would in future b(* distributed 
to the whole tribe and not to the Maliks: that a fine of B-s. 1,00,000 
had been imposed and that, until this wais jiaid, allowances would bo 
withheld and the whole tribe placed under lilockade. Payments w^ere 
made regularly at first; but iu the summer of 1901, they ])raetirally 
ceased and offences again became numerous. Jn the winter of 1901-02 
an expeditionary force entered the Mahsud country and inflicted heavy 
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pum'shriieiil, AxhertMipoii tlio irihe (;oiuplete submission. Tliis 

was acccptofl, terms weie imposed, and tlie Idoekade was raised in 
Mai oh 1902. In the followinj*^ month an Agreement (No. V) was 
lalxen Iroin iJie cuinhined jirga of the whole tribe, and the grant of 
allowaiH'es was ii‘sum(‘d, eaeh oi the three elans leeiMving one third oi 
a total annual allowatioe of ]ts. 54,000, in sujiersessioii of that gianted 
in 1805. In 1004 a lurther sum of Its. 9,000 was sanidioned, for distii- 
bntion among the leading men who aetually represented the tribe in its 
dealings willi (ioveinment. 

In 1904-05 three British othiers weie murdered, two 1)\ Mahsud 
M‘povs, and t)i(‘ third b\ ,ni e\-M'po\ ol the Militia It was siibsc*- 
queiitly aseertained that these three murdc'rs were not iscdated nets of 
famitieism, hut wme th(‘ lesidts ol a <f)n.s])iiae\ : and the tiibe was fined 
Its. 25,000 and their allowanres weie suspcmded 'riiev were also n*- 
quirod to surrender five men of their tribe suspeeted of the murders, 
h’oni ol tin's!' weie uii< omlit ionall\ siii leiideri'd, and s('( nrit\ was given 
for the siiriemh'i oi the fifth, who had fleil Irom Malisud limits, in the 
eNc'ui ol his letuin. ‘ 

In 1911 a Mahsud lashlsar investeil the vSarw'aKai Militia post, but 
disjieiscd on the assi'inhly of tloops in tlu' vieinitv. In April 191 *1 
Major Dodd, Boliiieal Agent, Wana, and two othei BntiKh oftieers were 
muidi'U'd at Tank h^ a Malisud ohUmIn who was himsell shot, dead by 
the Ibont.ier (VnistabnlaiN. As this art oi niuidej appr'aii'd also to he 
the M'sult of a enjispiiacN among the trihe, they weie called upon to 
suri(*nd<'r the <‘onsjMiatois the neai relativr'S of the murderer, and 

all allowances w'eie susjiendr'd pending eoinjiliaiiee. A series of 
ollem es frdlowed in 1915, ami in Apii) 1917 a Mahsud laslikai again 
mvr'sterl Siiiwakiii post In a. sortie iiy lb<‘ garrison the British cona- 
’Tiandaiit. and tw!» Jmliaii olln ers w(*ie killed, and men of the Southern 
Wbiziiistan Militia killed or wounded, a nuniher of rifles being lost. 
Tins iine.Npeited success was follow r*d l)\ a n urn her ol serious offences 
ami attorn ks on lionjis, melmling the eaptiiH' of no less tliaii 100 iiflr'S. 
A militaiN foiee entered Mahsud <*ountiy in rfune and inflicted very 
«o\ere ]>unishmeiil, lesiilting in sulmiission and aei'optanee of the Gov¬ 
ernment tei ms, on tin* 2ml dnl\. Government in leturn pledged them- 
sohes not to build any new ])omIs or roads in Mahsud country, so long 
as the inhe behaved wt'li. All Mahsud r/etenr/.s woie also released, in 
August a joint Agreeim'iit (No. VI) w'as taken from the tribe: and their 
allowances, winch had been under suspension since 1914, were restored. 

The outbreak of the Afghan War in 1919, and the evacuation of the 
Militia posts, produced great (excitement among the Mahsuds, who 
invested dandola and several frontier police posts in the Dera Ismail 
Khan district, and committed a series of raids in British tenitory. 
Brelimiuary terms weie offered to the tribe, which were lefused: and 
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lu jNovember an expeditionary foice entered Malisud liniitis. Severe 
fighting ensued, e&pecialJy in January 1920: and the lone, alter inhict- 
ing heavy punishment, leached Kaniguiani, in the heart ol the Mahsud 
country, on the 1st March 1020. lly the sutnmei of that year all the 
Mahsiids had made settlements with Government except j)ait of the two 
most impoitant divisions of the Halilolzai clan—the xViinal Khel and 
Nana Khcl. Of the formei*, the Alulullai snh-division, and the vSliahi 
Khei section of the Nazai Khel suh-division: and, of the latter, the 
Jalal Khel suh-division and the Ahdur Kahmaii siih-section ol tlie llaibat 
Kliel sub-division: remained lecalcitiant. 

1021 was a year of lorays and laids, and ol the wealing ilow'ii of 
stubborn resistance on the part of the lecalcitiant ti ibesmen. Ln 
Septembei the Abdullai made overtuies lor jieace: and in Novemliei the 
polic^ of Goveiument was annoiiiict‘d (No. Vll) to a tiilial juga in d’aiilv. 
'rh(‘ withdiavval ol legular tioops iiom W.iua in Decendier caused a 
tcmpoiarv ndajise in the situation, and a leci iides( cm e of intensive 
laiding; but in July 1022 a lull Jiiga, except tin' Abdullai, Jalal Khel 
and Abdui Uahmaii Kliel, presented a joint pi'tition, accomjianied by 
separate petitions fiom each of the thiee clans (No. VI11), lor peace: 
and to these an answei (No. IX) was letuined b\ the Jtesideiit. This 
imluded the announcement ol an inciease ol the .innual tubal allowances 

tolls 1,08,000. 

Duiiiig I022 a(‘iial o[)ei.itions were undeitaKmi against tlie Abdullai, 
Jalal Khel and Ahdur IJahman Khel: and in hehruaiN 102'> a mililaiy 
loii-e inliuted imnishment on the Ahdiillai, Jn th(i same month terims 
wei’(* ollcied (T N) l<» the Jalal Khel, and tlic Alalullai pi(‘s(Mitcd a 
petition (No. \l) accepting the teini^ imjioseil ujion them, which were 
coiihiuied 111 a leplv (No, XII) niaih* to them on the iollovving tlay. 

In Maicli I02d an Announcement (No. Xlll) ot the lutuie jioliey 
of Gov(*innient, paitu ulaily as U'gaids the constiuction and pioteetion 
ol loads, was made to a representative jiiga ot all the Malisuds except 
the Jalal Khel, with wdiom terms vv<;rc being made separately. The 
settlement with the Jalal Khel was umijdeted in May. 

There are two divisions ot the Alizai <*Ian—the Shahi Khel and 
M anzai : and (he latter has thiee suh-divismns, one ol vvhieh is tiu* Ihilli 
Khel. In consequence of oflences committeil h\ the Guri Khel and 
Garrarai sub-sections ol the Palli Khel, their Jirgas were called ujinn 
to lulfil certain terms. The Guri Khel relused to comply, and aenal 
action was taken against them, resulting in their submission in October 
1923. 

In September 1924 the three Mahsud claurt jointly undeitook 
(No. XIV) to guarantee the safety ol the SaraiogJia-ifazmak road: and 
a separate undertalving (No. .\\ ) to the same eilect was taken iiom the 
Shabi Kliel division of the Alizai. 
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During J 924-25 the Abdur Rahman lOiel were responsible for 
a number of serious oifences, and aerjal action was taken against them. 
Tliis had the desired efFc(*t, and an Agreement (No. XVI) was taken 
from them in May J925. 

In September 1927 the Shabi Khel gave an Agreement (No. XVIJ) 
for the })rote(*tion of the lower Shaktu trade route. 

Numerous offeiK es by the Nckyijin Khel, (fjga Xhel and Rikarai ineiud- 
ing four murders and the kidna])ping ot two labourers fiom the Sarwakai- 
Wana mail led lo the aerial bombardmejH. of Nekyau Khel and Giga Khel 
v'llagos on the 15th and lOlh Noviunber 1928 and ground aidion by 
Siouts against the Kikarai.

On the Mill flune 1929 llosl.in, .i Shingi Khassad.ir ilavildar, opened 
file neai I'anda (.'lima on a Mihl.iiv vStafl eai and killed Tn’euienant 
Stephen, R.A., and Assisi.int vSuigeon Oabial. 'fhe whole tribal 
m.iehinery uas set in niotion io seenre Ilost.in’s aiiest but he managed 
to ese.ijie into Aighanisian. A iini* ol Rs. 10,000 uas (‘xiractiul from 
the Shmgis .111(1 Rosi.an and Ins eomp.mions were deelared outlaw. 

f)n the 28 hI duly 1929 ihe eiiilie Mahsud jirga signed .in Agieement 
(No. XVI II) legarding (he eonsirmtion of ihe 9\iuda (Ihina-Wana mad 
in so far as it runs ihiough Mahsud limits. 

94ie eani])aign of Civil Disobedienee set on foot in the districts of the 
Noiih-VVest h'mniiei Uioyinee had its leaetion in Mahsud teintoi’y. 
Seveial agitators visited Kanigniam and other places and the hostile 
element among the Mahsiids d(*el.ired a hea^y fine to be lecoveied fioni 
any Mahsud betraying such agitators. The Gurrarai betrayed two Hindu 
agitators who vveie airested neai lUbizai. Tins led to the destruction ol 
Sega, a Gariarai village, by Mahsud hostiles on the 81st May 1980. The 
hostiles were subjected to aerial bombardment. This was followed by a 
(juiosceiit period of a month, but further agitation led to the investment 
of Sararogha Scouts’ J’ost on the Tin July 1980 by a lashkar drawn from 
practically all Mahsud sections. A stout defeiic.e put up by the garrison 
of the post combined with aerial bombardment of lashkars assembling 
around Saiaroglia and villages ol hostile sections compelled the lashkars 
to disperse. In ilie meantime troops were moved into Ladha and up the 
Raddar Valley and by the beginning of August all the hostile sections 
concerned had submitted. A final settlement was made with the Mah- 
suds on the 5th November 1980 whereby a fine of Rs. 40,077 and 52 
rifles was recovered from the offending sections. 
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2. WAzms. 

There are two divisions of the Ahmadzai clan of the Darwesh Khel 
Wazirs—^the Shin Khel and Kalu Khel. The Shin Khcl have three sub¬ 
divisions—TJmarzai, Sirki Kliel and ITathi Khel. Of these, about halt 
of the Sirki Khel live in and near Waiia; and the Idal Khel, one 
of the sections of the TTalhi Khel, have seillernents in Wana. and Shakai. 
The Kalu Khel have two sub-divisions—Sperkai, some of whose 
sections have suimner settlements in Shakai, and Nasruddin Khel, 
consistinp^ of two sections, the Bomi Khel and Shadi Khel. Of 
thewsc, the Bomi Khel live at Wana and the Shadi Khel are scattered 
from the Kohat border to Wana, some of the sections of the hitter livin^^ 
at Shakai. 

The sctllement (‘oncluded wilh certain sections of the lUmaiizai clan 
in A])ril 1874 (.see Pait VIII) included I he Khojal Khel sub-seclion of 
the Shadi Khel and the Taji Khel sub-section of the Bonn Khel 
Ahmadzai. 

In Tanuary l(S79 ihe Z 1 II 1 Kind sub-section of llu‘ Bomi Kind, excitiul 
hy I In* Mahsud athude on d'ank, .seized a small Biilish oulpost, but Here 
soon reduced to submission. 

In 1800, on the opening'of the (Jotiial Pass foi liaflic, flieSjrki Khel, 
Taji Khel and Zilli Khel accepted lesponsibilify for f»;uardiii«»* and 
keeping open the j)ass, and weiegianled annual allowances of Ps. 10,980. 

In 1891 Wana was occupied with Ihe a<‘(|uiescence of tl»e vSirki Khel 
and Bomi Kind, and the Khrijal Khel sub-section of the Shadi Khel; all 
of uhoju, as widl as some of Ihe Shadi Khel sub-sections living in Shakai, 
received allowances, totalling Rs 0,012 a year, for services in Wana. 

During tlie Mahsud blockade and subsequent fighting in 1901-02, the 
Ahmadzai Wazirs gave little trouble; hut the Mahsud success at Sarwakai 
in April 1917 produced unrest aud led to a plot hy the Taji Khel to 
ea]dure the Wana talisil. Tliis was fiiistrated hy the receipt of timely 
infoiuiatioM, and the lingleaders leceived heaA'V sentences. 

When in May 1919, dm mg Ihe Afghan AVai, M^ma, and the South 
VVaziiistan Militia jiosts east of Murtaza A\cje cAacuated, Ihe Wana 
Wazirs joined in attacking the Militia force reiirmg from Wana. 
Duiing the subsequent months they engaged in an intensive raiding 
ram])aign into Britisli districts, then most notable exploit being the 
limning and looting of (Jomal town in the Dera Ismail Klian district. 
They also look part in the severe fighting (hat occurred in Januaiy 1920 
during the Mahsud expedition of 1919-20. 

Soon after the evacuation of Wana, Afghan troojis occupied the 
deserted post. Preliminary terms weie aimoiineed to the AVana Waziis 
in October 1920; hut, owing to continued iiitiigue by Afghan emissaries. 
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Ghilzai 

iJiey (lid liot f’oinply, uiid niililari' action was taken against them in 
November to^etber wiih tlie ini])ositiori of a blockade. The re- 

occnpalion of VVana im])roved the situation, and in Auj>‘ust 1921 1h(‘ 
(fovernment terms were complied with and the blockade was rais(*d. 
In Nc^vember 1921 announcements were made to tbe VYana Wazirs 
(No. XIX), and to the Ahmadzai Wazirs ot Shakai (No. XX) who 
laid also complied with the Government terms. 

In December 1921 the ref^ular troops evac.iiated Wana and were re- 
])la(*ed by Khassadars. This j^ave rise to the belief that further retire¬ 
ments were intended, and the Khassadar garrison of Wana was attacked 
b\ a hostile lashkar, which was dispersed by aerial ojierations. 

In 1922 increased annual allowances, totalling 11s. 25,2()0, weie 
sanclioned for the Ahmadzai Wazirs of the South Waziristan A^^ency. 

In February 1923 aerial action was taken af»‘ainst the Taji Khel, as a 
punishment tW a lon^- .seri(*s of outrag’c^s committed sin(*t‘ 1919. 

'Pho (laui'i Kind sub-section of the Bomi Khel had been imduded in 
the settlement of November 1921, but had commilt(Ml numerous olbmces,

Tlieid are Iavo jiermaneni seltlemeuls of tlie nomad Ghilzai tribe in 
th(‘ South Waziristan Agency: one of tin* DotaniiiS numbeiiii^’ ov4‘r 1,00t) 
tightino' men, in tin' Wana plain, and one ot the Siileman Khel, in the 
Zarmelan plain, where a number of the latter also remain for a consider¬ 
able ]>eriod during- their annual migraiicm. 
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Til 1897 the question of the realisniion of grazing dues from the 
Dotaunis and Snleinan Khel was taken ii|>, and nndei .nrangemeiits 
made in that year an anAnal alhmaiiee of Its. l,lo(i fixed lor the 
Dotannis, and of Its. jor tlie Suleman Khel. in 1902 separate 

Agreements were taken from the Dotannis (K’o. XXI) and Suleman Khel 
(No. XXII) confirming the arrangements of 1897. 

In 1922 the annual allowances of the Dotannis were raised to 
Its. 2,000, and of the Suleman Khel to Ils. 4,000. 

(kmstant friction hetween the Dotannis and Suleman Khel on the one 
side, and tlie Nasir (Ihilzai and the Zilli Khel suh-seeiion of the Homi 
Khel Wa/irs on the other, led in 192(1 jo figliling and the ric'eessijy ioi 
(lovernment intervention.

Wc, the undersigned, Mullicks of the Shanum Kliail Division of the Muhaood 
Wuzeerei's, , Peergul Khan, Sahib Khan, Alladad Khan, Kummurdeen Khan, 
Alairoodeen Khan, Sliadee Khan, Said Omecn, Adil Shah, Abbass Khan, 
Zainoodeen Khan, Soorkummund Khan, Munshuh Khan, Khwaja Meer Khan, 
Alayar Khan, and Said Meer Khan, for ourselves, and as representing Shore All 
Khan Poordil Khan, Khotladad and Ilossem, other ehicf Mullieks of the Shanum 
Khail now ahstnit, being very desirous to conclude a peace with the liritish Govern¬ 
ment, do luTcliy engage as follows .—

Having, as delegates from the Shanum Khail Section of the Muhsood Wuzeerees, 
undertaken to abide by the above conditions, we each and all attach our marks to 
the pajier of Agreement, and trust the Government will accept tins covenant on 
our parts.

The agreement of which the above is a translation was signed and sealed at 
Buunoo on tin* 10th Juin* 18()1 before me. Nawab Sliah N<‘waz, Khan of Tank, 
and Sooltan Mahmood Khan, 'l\‘hse<*ldar, being also ])res»*nt, all the IVTiihsoods 
assembled in “ jeerga ” or council spontaneously rc'peating th(‘ Mahomedan Cret^d 
both bc^fore and after the signature*. The dociunent was attest(‘d by tlu* Commis- 
sioiu;r of the Derajat Division at Bunnoo, on the 27th June 1801. 

Similar Agreements wen* enl-e.red into at the same time* and plaei* by tin* Ahzye 
and Behlolzyc Sections of the Muhsoods, the forni(‘r being re])n*sented by Mullick 
Oonier Khan, Yaruck Khan, Peergool, Muteen Tlaz Mahomed, All Khan, Shoojab 
Wilayut Khan, Tootec Khan, Duduck Khan, Sohun Khan, Zurai Khan, Wallee 
Khan, Goolan, Ghiirnee Goo! All Ilybut, Baidiil, Meer Khuk Gool Shah, and the 
latter by Miillicks Taj Mahomed, Latei* Khan, Larsiir Khan, Yar Mohonied, 
Mushuk, Gudhe<‘, Hod(*e. Khan, Hatim, Burkhoordar Dooranee Khan, Shiikkur 
Khan Bhoojar, Mehrat, Khwoja Ahmed, Bud ha, Kiihundur Shall, Nana Dullai, 
in person, and as delegates from Zuberdust and Said Khan, Bhuttee Nubbee, 
Ikhlass, Shahbaz, Futteh Khan and other absent Mullicks of the Bohlolzyes. 

It was moreover ruled that the six hostages (two from each section) should 
each be either the son, brother, or nephew of a Mullick, and that three of the 
hostages should be lodged at Bunnoo and three at Tank, receiving subsistence from 
Government.

We will promptly 
settle all cases considered established against us, and should we fail to promptly 
give satisfaction and reparation as required by Government, it is open to Govern¬ 
ment to enforce our responsibility and to obtain satisfaction and orders in any 
way it pleases whatever. If we fail to observe, or if we break, any of the above 
conditions, Government may act as it pleases and punish us as it thinks fit. 

2. The distribution of the allowances has been unanimously settled in jirga 
as follows: — 

The Aljzai. Bahlolzai and Shaman Khel shares are equal, viz., one-third each 
of Rs. 54,000. But the Shaman Khels have paid towards the fine a considerably less 
amount than tin* other divisioris ; of this sum the Alizai and Bahlolzai have remit¬ 
ted Ks. 2,500. The balance, about Ra. 5,500, the Shaman Khel will repay to the 
Alizai and Bahlolzai, in two equal instalments. The internal distribution of 
sectional .shares is as in the separate paper attacht‘d.

No. VI. 

Translation of Agreement entered into by the Matisuds on the 10th August 

1917. 

We, Mahsuds in full jirga, after settling the Dodd case against Mirza Khan and 
Sherdad, have admitted the following Government terms subject to the previous 
agreements madi' by us •— 

(1) We will return all captured Military and Militia rifles which are in our 

country or witlun our powiT to return. 

(2) All prisoners from British territory—Hindus, Muhammadans and 

sepoys- will be brought back. 

(.*1) Outlaws from Britisli territory n'siding in our country will be produced 
for settlement by riwaj {i.e,, without imprisonment) or else expidled 
from our borders. 

(4) For our future good behaviour we will satisfy Government according 
to our tribal custom. 

After the completion of the above terms our allowances will be restored and wdll 
be payable six months after compliance. All our arrears of allowances are forfiuted 
on account of our misb(‘haviour, and our past crimes are now' pardoned. All our 
detenus- oxcejit those serving sentences of imprisonment—will be released. In 
the Mahsud unprotected area no new road or post will be constructed so long as 
we remain well-conducted and abide by this settlement, but outside the boundary 
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pillars in the protected area Government will have full rights to make posts 01 
roads. 

Accordingly this agreement has been executed by us with our own consent and 
free will that it may remain as a saiiad. 

(Here follow seals and thumb impressio7is of 130 Maliks of all sections of Mahsuds.) 


This agreement was read word by word in public to the full jirga and accepted 
by them in my presence at Sarwakai on 10th August 1917. 

The original will remain on the file and a copy has been signed by me and given 
to the jirga.

No. VII. 

Announcement made to the Maiisups on the bth November 1921. 

Preamble.- Owing to their sincere desire for peace and the betterment and free 
development of the tribes on th(‘ lines of their cherished institutions, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have decided to announce the following generous lines of policy by 
which they propose to be guided in the future in regard to the occupation and 
administration of Mahsud country. 

(1) Though it IS the intention of Government to remain for so long as it 
pleases in occupation of the Mahsud country, it has no int«*ntion of introducing 
into that country the regular administration of a settled district but will admin¬ 
ister it on tribal lines in accordance with tribal customs and usage. 

(2) Allowances and other privileges will be grant(‘d as Government may deem 
proper having du(* regard to services reiuh'red and espc'cially to the di'gree in 
which the co-operation of Maliks and tribesmen is forthcoming for the restoration 
and maintenance of law and order. 

(3) The conditions for the payment of allowance's will be (rtf) To the Maliks for 
their servb'es in actively helping the* Khassadar 8ch(*me, (6) To the Maliks for the 
maintaining of order in their sections Those sections which have cleared their 
account and such individuals as have rendered conspicuous service will be per¬ 
mitted to count their allowances from the date* of this announcement. 

(4) Proprie'tary rights of Mahsuds in all produce will be respected, but the 
Government reserves to itself the right to levy after the next five years as the due 
of the Supreme Government a light toll in kind whe*ther on flocks or othe*rwi8e. 

(5) No land revenue whatever will be demanded for the next twenty years, 
the matter to be further considered on the expiry of that period. 
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(r>) 'l’h(*ro will bo no intorlnrenco in womon cases whi(;h shall be settled bv 
Mahsud jirg.i when Mahsuds only are concerned, and wlnni Malisiids and another 
tribe are concerned, by joint jirga of Malisuds and that tribe. 

(7) No court fees wliatever will be levied for the next live years, theri'after for 
l.he suce(‘eding years an eight anna couit fee will be levied : the matt.er to be. further 
considered on expiry of that period. 

(H) No forced tnilistmruit will be imposed. 

(9) All cases wdl b(‘ (h'alt with by jirga exc.<'])t olfences coiuniitted against, the 
OoverniiKMit or (ioveiniiKuit servants or in the (lov<‘rimient settlennuits

7. Within the linuts of British territory our bahirs (caravans) should be treated 
as b(‘ing on the same footing as the bahirs of British Indian subjects. 

8. With regard to ottcmces of damage to the telegraph and telephone lines we 
are responsible for offenders in our own tribe and in our own limits and we shall be 
responsible within our limits for offences by others on the understanding that our 
complicity is proved. 

9. We are responsible for the enlistment of Khassadars to the extent of our 
share in the tribe and are willing that they should be located in our limits. 

10. In return for nil these responsibilities we pray that our allowances may be 
distributed to us. 

11. The Khassadars will patrol, within the limits of their respective “ beats** 
and, working in conjunction with the maliks an<l eldcTS, will bring in offenders and 
accus(‘d persons on safe conduct for H(‘ttlemeni or investigation. The Khas¬ 
sadars will release all kidnapped British subjects and will oppose raiders and will 
perform the dutu'S of (dial weshtas (tribal police) and badragga (tribal escort) 
with th(‘ ofiicers of OovcTiumuit. 

12. We pray for a copy of this document.

No. IX. 

Answer to the Mailsud petition by the Resident in Waziristan, —1922. 

(1) The Mahsuds arc* a Pathan tribe and like all other Pathan tribes must abide 
by Pathan customs or Pashto. 

(2) The main principle of Pashto is that of the joint responsibility of the com¬ 
munity for the acts of (*a(di member of the community. Thus, a Pathan family is 
responsible for the acts of ea(di member of that family ; a village is responsible for 
the acts of its inhabitants ; a sub-section is responsible for the acts of each mem¬ 
ber of the sub-section ; a section is responsible for all its sub-sections and tribe of 
ea(!h of its s(*ctions. 

(3) On the other hand, if a Pathan leaves his family completely, the family 
may claim to be rt*l(*ased from responsibility for his acts ; if a Pathan and his family 
leave their village or sub-section completely, then the village or sub-section may 
repudiate responsibility for their acts; if a sub-section abandons its village or 
villages and removes itself entirely froiutbe control of its section, then the section

may repudiate responsibility for the acts of the sub-section ; and if the sub¬ 
section migrates bodily, then the tribe may repudiate responsibility for it. 

(4) If a Pathan or his group migrate as described in clause (3) and take refuge 
with another village, sub-section, section or tribe, then that other village, sub¬ 
section, section or tribe becomes responsible for their acts. 

(5) But unless and until such actual separation of a Pathan from his family, 
or of the family from the village or sub-section, or of the sub-section and section 
from the section and tribe, respectively, takes place and a definite breach between 
the two also takes place up to that time the original responsibility of the larger 
tribal unit continues. A temporary separation and lireaeh arc* not in theinscdves 
sufficient to absolve the Larger unit; the separation and breach must bo such as to 
carry conviction to all parties. 

(6) According to strict Pathan customs, a Pathan who leaves his home for 
foreign service, e.g, service under the British Government in India, or under the 
Amir-in-Afghanistan, commercial or industrial bctvicc in India, Burma, (Siam or 
any other lands or seas, and even a Pathan who is ca])tured and awarded a long 
term of imprisonment in India, may still be considered as an active memb(*r of 
the tribe, that is to say, the bond of joint responsibility continuc'S to connect 
him with his family and his tribe. Any blood feuds in(‘urred by his family may be 
visitcid on him and his family and tribe may be involved in any fc‘ud he may have 
incurred while absent from the tribe. The mere fact of his being employed outside 
tribal limits, or by some person or Government other than the tribe, does not of 
itself break the bond of joint responsibility. 

(7) The British Govermnent, however, has always accepted the principle 
that it docs not hold the tribe, as such, responsible for the offences committed by 
any members of the tribe who have become separated from the tribe and have left 
their tribal country, unless it is known that those offences have been committed 
after communication with and with the complicity of the tribe or unless the tribe 
shelters the offenders after the commission of the offences. This limitation on the 
strict Pathan custom is based by Government on principles of justice. 

(8) The British Government also acts in most cases on the principle that, as 
far as possible, the punishment for an offence shall be inflicted on the actual 
offender, or if the actual offender cannot be secured, on his near relations, and in 
default, on his village, sub-section and section in progressive* order. But in the 
end the joint responsibility of the whole tribe remains, and the tribe can never be 
completely divested thereof. The rights of Government in this matter remain 
unimpaired. 

(9) The second principle of Pathan custom or Pashto is that of territorial re¬ 
sponsibility. Any person, family, village, sub-section or section owning and enjoying 
a tract of land is bound to prevent the violation of that tract by other persons, or 
sections for the purpose of committing offences on it or from it, and is liable to 
penalty unless it can be shown that the owners of the land opposed that violation 
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bv annod foroo to tbo b(‘Rt of their ability. Th(‘ samo principle applu's to the 
violation of the tracts by otfenders after the commission of an offiMice. This re¬ 
sponsibility is inseparable from th<‘owncrslui) of the land; it is balanced by the 
right of badragga, or oscort within the limits of that land 

(10) The British (TOV(*rnment recognise tin* badragga as an institution in tribal 
terntorv% and it is opposed to it in such areas and under such conditions as mav 
render diri'ct protection by Government impo.ssibh* or nndesirabh* Whenever 
(JoverniiKMit considers that badragga prot(‘ction is required in anv tract, such 
badragga shall In* arranged for through the maliks of tin* tract or si'ction conc(*rned. 
and maliks and st‘ction in (nn*.stion will be held responsible for any loss to life or 
property If such hadraggas are arranged for otherwise than thioiigh tin* maliks. 
the maliks and section will not be called to account bA" GoAcrnment for am' loss 
incurred Tin* responsibility for producing the hadraggas demanded bv Gov(*rn- 
ment shall lie on the maliks. and the hadraggas will In* jiaid at tin* lati's fixed hv 
Government. 

(11) Nothing in clause 10 shall affect the right of the Khassadars to provide 
safe conduct in t.rihal territory, it respective of the section or suh-section to which 
the individual Khassadar mav belong and the tract in which he may he providing 
tin* (‘scort All Khassadais on escort duty shall In* consideied as constituting 
badragga on behalf of all three sections of tin* Mahsuds Tf tin* badragga of tin* 
Khassadars is violat(*d, th(*n it shall be consider(*d that t in* badragga of all three 
ATahsiid s(‘(tions has b(*en violated. 

(12) The British Goveinim'nt has aiinounced its intc*ntion of entertaining a 
number of ATahsud Khassadars in Mahsud coiinliv for the ])ur])os(* of enabling the 
tribe to maintain order within its own limits and of (*xcciiting t-ln* orders of the 
local (roveinment offieials Tin* number of t}n*s(* Khassadais and tin* localities 
in which they will be stationed will be lixed with due; regard to local conditions. 
Their main duties will consist of . 

t he exeention of the orders of the local officials ))ass(‘d after consultation 
with the maliks and elders, 

the summoning of p(*rsons whose attendance is required (on safe conduct) 
by tlie local officials, 

the investigation of reports relating to the area in which they arc posted, 
the tracing and recovery of any person kidnapjied from British territory, 
tin* opposition of raiding gangs violating their ar(*a, 
the escorting of Government ofiieials, 

and in general t in* duties of elial weshta (tribal police) and badragga (tribal 
escort). 

(I.*!) Tin* question of awarding compensation to the heirs of any Khassadar 
killed while in the execution of his duty has been referred to the Government of 
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[iidiii. Otlx’r r(‘\var(ls bo Malisuds nob in tin* servu*<* of (Jovornniont will bi* pro- 
portionato to the sorvice roiulerod. 

(It) Tin* total amount of allowain-os now sain-tionoJ for tin* Mabsiuls is ono 
lakh and eight thousand Untish rup<*<*s )n*r annum. Tin* distribution of this sum 
will bo offeotod in the manner linallv axiprovod bv Govornmont, but it must be 
oloarly understood that no share in tin* nllowanc<*s can be considered to be hen*d- 
itarv. The allotted shares will be ^•ontlnued from one vear to another as fur as 
])ossible without alt(‘ration, subject to the conditions that the grantei* continues 
to b(‘ tin* best n‘pres(‘ntativ(' of his grou]) or sub-section and that In* continues to 
render valuable service to (tovM*,rnment Failing either of thesi* conditions, the 
grant is liable to be suspenrled or confiscated and transferred to some other mem¬ 
ber of tin* group, sub-S(‘ction or section who mav ajijiear jireferable to the original 
grantee In anv case, on tin* d<‘ath of a grantei* his allowance does not automatically 
(b'seend to his heir or anv oth(‘r relation, unless that relation is also approved ns 
repn'senting his group and S(*rviceable to Covernment 

(I.*!) The grant of these allowances is conditional on the general good behaviour 
of tin* three sections of tin* IVTahsud tribe on the assumjition of full responsibilitv, 
both tribal and territorial, foi all offences against Covernment and tin* subjects 
of (TOvernm(*nt, and for wholi‘-Jn*art(*d co-ojieration in maintaining the Khus- 
sadars in the inter(*sts of ]ii‘acc and effective control It must be understood that 
the grant of allowrnces and the institution of the Khassadar for<M‘ are inseparable 
portions of one Hcln*me, and that, if the Khassadar forci* fails to (‘ffect its object, 
tin* allowances must also In* withdrawn. 

(lf») .Ys th(* svst<*m of Khassadars is develo]>ed it will be neivssarv to considi*! 
the advisability of absolving tin* Khassadars, in their enpacitv as chal weshtas, 
from liability to blood f(*ud.s , this will In* done in consultation with the Mahsiid 
jiTga. 

The advisability of declaring the Takki Zam road, and any other roads leading 
to Khassadars posts, to be “ Protected Roads ” for all travellers, caravans and 
Khassadars, will also be considered. The Takki Zara road from Tank to Razmak 
will enable Mahsud caravans also to visit Bannu via Tochi and will have to be 
declared a shahi sarak or protecteil high road. 

(17) Petitions have been received asking that Mahsuds should receive in British 
territory the privileges accorded to British Indian subjecls This can only be 
considered when the Mahsuds jiay land revenue and other taxes like British Indian 
subjects or like tbi* inhabitants of the Kurram and Tochi Agencies. But ev(*ry 
improvement in the conduct of the Mahsud tribe towards the British Oovernment 
will be met by an (*,(jual demonstration of good will on the part of the British.

(Addressed Chief of the General Staff.) 

CleMT the Line .—As result of negotiations with the Jalal Khel I have offered the 
following terms of general settlement to the Jalal Khel who have asked that peace 
be made :— 

let ,—They will receive amnesty for past offences. 

2nil .—They will surrender six short V. N. B (loveriirnent rifles. 

Jrd.—They will undertake all sectional and terriiortal nisjionsi bill ties in 
future in return for their allowances and Khassadar service. 

4th.-~V\\ey will provide Khassadars for serviee in such numbers and at such 
times and places as may be required. 

Wi .—They will a(;eept comjdete responsibility for future actions of outlaws 
from British t(‘rritory residing with them 

Further, in view of their accejitance of this gen(*Tal si'ttlemcnt tlie Force Com¬ 
mander agrees on behalf of the (Jovernment of India to release two of their pri¬ 
soners named Zar Khan and Bara Khel, and will also give th(*m a suitable cash 
reward.

Translation of a Petition submitted by the Aboullais to the General 
Officer Commanding, Wazirtstan Force at Makin, through the Resident 
IN Waziristan on the 2l8t February 1923. 

We are the representatives of the Abdullais section of the Mahsiids. Some 
forty days ago we received an order from the Government to surrender five persons 
for trial on the charge of having murdered a British officer in the Khaisora Valley, 
the country of the Mohmit Khel Wazirs, about one month previously. These 
five persons were :— 

(1) Musa Khan, Bahadur Khel, Lalli Khel, Abdullai. 

(2) Bahawal Khan, Payo Khel, Lalli Khel, Abdullai. 

(3) Shahir Khan, Gula Khel, Lalli Khel, Abdullai. 

(4) Azorgai, Bahadur Khel, Lalli Khel, Abdullai. 

(5) Toter, Bahadur Khel, Lalli Khel, Abdullai. 
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Of those tiv<*- y)orH<)ns, Musa Khan was dcinaiulod bocAuso ho had openly 
claimed responsibility for instigating tin; murder, and the remaining four persons 
were} demand(‘d because, they were tht^ actual murderiirs. One more person, named 
Shawari Shabi Kliel, hamsaya of Makin, has recmitly become known to Govern¬ 
ment. as also having b(‘(in one of the actual murderers, and the Government is also 
ileraanding his surrender. 

When the surrender of these five persons was demanded from us by Govern¬ 
ment, we pointed out that we were unable to hand thmn over as they w<‘re too 
strong for us, having t he support of certain ])ersons outsiae tJu' tribe. Accordingly 
Government in announcing its inttmtion to punish these olTenders, also announced 
its intention of sparing the innocent as much as ])oHSJbhi and came to Makin in 
search of the offenders who fled to the hills of the Dana, Maiidech and Spin Kamar 
tracts. 

We do not disjuite t he justice of the demands of Government, nor are we pre- 
pariMl to prove tln^ innocence of tliesis six persons-of Musa Khan for iiisligating 
the murder ami of his five companions who carrn^d it out. Dut we- wish to repre¬ 
sent that Musa Khan’s party, thougli at presmit weakmied and exih'd, may still 
recover its former strength and influence if Government’s foreis an* withdrawn from 
th(*, Makin neighbourhood, since he receives sujiport in money and ammunition 
from outside the tribe. Thus we are not able to guarant(*e that- Musa Khan and 
his party will not return to Makin for tin* purjiose of intriguing against Govi‘rnment 
from the moment that Government withdraws its su])])ort from us For this 
re-ason we ar<‘, anxious that Government should migage our KJiassadurs from the 
Band Khel and Umar Khel sections of Makin, as well as from t he Abdullai, to 
support us in our (‘iTorts to maintain order and to put a stop to the mischief of 
Musa Khan’s party. These Khassadars should bo enlisti d as soon as possible and 
should be posted at a spot selected by Government. We an* anxious that a road 
should be built to that Khassudar post tluough our limits from Kazmak side and 
from the Piazha side and we re.quest that that road may be built now and that we 
may be given some share of the contracts thereof. 

Further we reipiest that now that good relations an* being restonid befween the 
GoveriiiiKuit and ourselves wc may be granted Maliki allowances like all the other 
Mahsud se-ctions, and in return we accept full resjioiisibility, si'ctioiial and terri¬ 
torial, as they have done. In future we will commit no offences against Govern¬ 
ment territory or the protected areas of Government, and w^e hold ourselves res¬ 
ponsible for all future misdeeds of any outlaws from British territory who may 
bo residing with us. 

We request that wc may receive an amnesty for any offences committed by 
our section during the past years of hostility, and in return W'3 undeitake to hand 
back to Government all Government rifles which are known to be with us at this 
time.

I wikIi to remind yon tliat you are liable by yoiir own tribal enstoin to mifTin 
for th(‘ nimdec'ds of yonr fe>llow tribesimni to surrender them for trial and ])unish- 
nieut Tli(‘ri‘ (ian b<‘ no qu(‘stion that the whole of Makin is liabli* to be punisln'd 
for t]i(‘ crimes of Musa Khan and lus associates who murdiTeil Lieutenant Diekstm. 
I have, however, taken all possible steps hitherto to confine tin* juinishment to fin* 
guilt y and to savi* the innocent from suffering. I realise, moreover, that in tin* ea.se 
of Mnsa Khan and his partv there an* certain facts which maki* it difficult for yon 
to exercise control over him according to yonr tribal custom It is well known as 
yon say that Ik* has received much support from outside* the tribe. 'Phis may make 
it difh(*ult for you at first to exclude him and his assoc'iates from your limits, but 
I warn yon that it is yonr duty to keep him away from Makin. Government is 
[irepared to assist you in carrving out this duty by engaging your Khassadars. It is 
also the* intention of Governnn'iit. as yon know, to locate its forces on the Razmak 
Plateau, wh(*ne(* tlu'y will be in a position to inflict serious damage on any yillagc 
which IS known to be sheltering these* offenders. The* roads connecting the Makin 
Khassadar jiost with Razmak and Piazlia are also ne*cos.sary anel th(*ir construction 
will he taken in hanel as seion as Government thinks fit In vie*w of the difiieultie*s 
caused bv Mahsuel cemtraetors in the ]»ast, J cannot jironiise that the road will 
bo limit solely by Mahsud cemtraetors and I propose* tei constrnet a eonsid(*rable‘ 
part eif it by means of the troops under my eeimmand. Rut if J find I can get tin* 
work satisfae-teirily and cheajily done by Mahsud contractors, 1 am quite read^ 
to consider yonr request on the subject. 

Your Khassadars will he e*ulisted in a few days and a peist will lie built on a 
sjiot whieh I will select. As reegards allowance, you will receive* them as from the* 
elate* eif this settlement on tlie same scale as the other Mahsiids and on the same* 
coiielitiems of full sectiemal and territorial responsihility. You will in future be* 
held strictly respemsible feu* iJn* acts of all out laws from British ternteiry residing 
with yem. Yeui will rcee*ive an amnesty for all past oiTeuee‘S on e*onditiem that 
you reitnrn all Geive'rnmemt rifh*s known t-e» be* in your possessieiii.

Amnounoement by the General Officer Gommandino. Waztrtstan For(;e, 
to the Mahsim) jiroa at Taiuia Ghina ('AMP, Makin, ein 23rd March 1923. 

1. On the bth Novem])(*r 1921, at Tank 1 announced through the Resideuit in 
Waziristan the emlers of Government reganliiig their future* policy in Mahsud 
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country to you, the rcpresontativfs of tho throe Mahsud soctiona. You remombor 
the terras which were then amiouneed. Tu piirauanc(5 of that policy you were 
granted increased Maliki allowances and a scheme was drawn u]> for alTording you 
generous ernployrnent in a Khassadar force for the purpose of enabling you to 
carry out your responsibilities for controlling your country. 

2. In July last, a further jirga of your representatives was held in Ladha in 
which the details of th(^ distribution of allowances and of the Khassadar scherac 
was worked out. You also accepted your full sectional and territorial n^sjionsi- 
bilities and these are now re-aflfirmed. 

3. Since July last, unfortunately, some of your sections behaved in a manuer 
which necessitated tho use of force against them, both by land and from air. I 
am glad, however, that the Abdullais and Band Khels of Makin have now made a 
settlement with Government, and T hope they will do their best to carry it out. 
The Jallal Khels have also made a settlement and I hope to see their representa¬ 
tive jirga at Sara rogha in a day or two. The Garrarai and Guri Khel sub-sections 
of tho Manzais, whose represimtatives are here today, have* made amends for 
their recent offences. A few sections, however, of the Bahlolzais and Manzais are 
not represented here now but T hope to go shortly i.o Sarw<‘kai where it may be 
possible to effect a settlement with them also. 

4. During the last ten days you have been here and have discussed in detail 
with the Resident the arrangements required for carrying into effect the policy 
of Government as now defined. That policy, as you have been informed, is in¬ 
tended to enable you to organise your tribe in such a manner that, you may be able 
to carry out the responsibilities which you owe to Government esjiccially to control 
the bad characters of your tribe. 

Your duties to Government include your assistance in th<‘. construction and 
protection of the roads which arc now being undertaken from the plateau of Kazmak 
to Sararogha and from Jandola to Sarwekai. Owing to the unsatisfactory nature 
of the work done by certain Mahsud contractors in the past Government has 
decided to e.xercise their right to construct as much of the road as they think fit 
by military labour and by outside contractors. But as you have presented many 
applications to be granted contracts on the road work, I am authorising tlie Resi¬ 
dent to arrange for tin* employment of such Mahsud contractors as may be con¬ 
sidered likely to execute their contracts satisfactorily and cheaply. The Resident 
will also arrange with you for the allotment of contracts in certain areas to cacii 
of the main sections and for the protection of the work by the 8(?ctions concerned. 

5. Later on, when the work of constructing jiermanent posts for the Scouts 
located at Sararogha, Kotkai, the Shahur Tangi and Sarwekai can be taken in 
hand, it will be seen whether your work as contractors on the road will justify 
your being given the contracts for the construction of the posts also. 

6. When the roads and posts have been constructed you will be allowed to assist 
in protecting them and for this purpose the scheme of Khassadar posts has been 
re-considered with you by tlie Resident, and you have agreed to the scheme as now 
recorded by him.

T hope, your conlractors who will be offered contracts on t he 
T)wa Toi-Taiida Ohina portion, will carry out their work so (dlicii'iitly that it- may 
not be necessary for me to bring a force to this camp in order to have the road 
completed by niilit-arv laliour.

Translation of the Statement given by the Maliks of tlu* Drk Mahsuds, 
dated 25th S(‘ptcmber 1924. 

1. We, the Maliks of the three Mahsuds clans, W(‘r<i summoned t-o at t end on 23rd 
September 1924 in case of some fires made over Government ollieials bi'tween 
Sararogha and Razmak and we were ask(‘d to submit a writtmi agreement for taking 
responsibility. 

We unanimously beg to say that wo have already subinitti'd a similar agree' 
mont at Ladha in July 1922, which we hope will be in the otTiee of Political Ageut 
Tho same agreement is quite corri'.ct and we are still bound to that. 

2. Wc also agree that if any badraash will fire on a Govermmmt oflic-ial on road 
or on a fort fiom a distance* of one mile, the Khassadars and the villagiTs of the 
neighbourhood will not be held responsible for that misehief. The ihditieal Offieor 
will trace out culprits and if tliey were found guilty the offic(*T will s<*nd for their 
raaliks who would bring fortli the badrnashes for the settlement. If they failed 
in bringing them the chief maliks of their sections will then produce tlii'm for trial. 
If no trace of the badmasluis could b(? found the fine im])osed will In* paid u]> by the 
three Mahsufl«. 

3. If Kabul hostiles will commit sucli mischief os mentioned above in jiaragraph 
2, we will not be held responsible for their misdeed as t hey are hostiles to the Govern- 
mont as well as enemies t-o us, and if any body will feed them he will be liable to 
punishment. 

4. If on convoy days badrnashes will attack the convoy on road and the Khas- 
sad.ars declined to oppose tbo enemy, then in this case the (iourt of Enquiry will 
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bo held for the loss siiBtaioed, and 1 he members will be taken from 1 he three Mahsiids

In return Government agrees that, as soon as the sixtc’cn Government idles 
arc hamh’d in and ajijirovc’d, Ihe a(;eount between Govi’rnmenf and the, Alidur 
RaJimaii Khel hostiles will he clear and amnesty will be given to the host lies, excejit 
in so laras it may be withheld from any section which refuses to hear its pait ui 
the payment of this fine.

I, Three shares ot the commission on the contracts on (he load ma\ he granttxl 
to the Die Mahsuds according to their “ Nikkat Taksiin ”, irrcspectivi* ol whethei 
the uiea through which the load is to puss is the property of an indi\idual, a sec¬ 
tion, or tube, is joint or sejrarate, cultivated or uncultivated or otlierwise , and one 
share to tlie section or sub-section or the owners of land through whicJi iJie road 
will jiass. 

II. (a) TIk' contracts to be given by the Pirliticnl Agent in accoidance with 
his own wishes to whomsoever he may jileasr* wh<‘ther on tmider or otherwise. 
A sum up to a maximuin of 10 per cent on the value of the contract and up to 5 }>er 
cent, on account of jiiotection, in accordance with custom ahead) established in 
the Tochi Agency, Will be distributed In tln‘ Ihditrcal Agent among the Mahsuda.

{!)) In case of work being done by daily labour by the Military Kngineermg 
Service, the usual commission will be payable to the tribe as laid down above. 
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III. The Political Agent, will further he at liberty to grant contract work, 
irrespective of “ Nikkat Taksim ” for special services and merit, to any Malik he 
consuhirs suitable. 

IV. Wo recognise the right of Government to construct roads in Waziristan 
subject to the payimuit of proper comjiensation where due The wishes of the 
trib(* concerned will how<‘V(*r be ascertained and dm* consideration given to tliein 
at the time, ol iiiuh'itaking con.strucliou. The compensation wliere dm* will be ])aid 
to tin* p(*Tson or jiersons to whom it is found to be due, ? c., the owner or owners, 
by tin* Political Agent, and not 1o the tribe or to tlie Dre Mahsiids. 

V. The (lov(‘rnni<‘nt is further at liberty to make* use of all water, springs,

tion (I) abo\e This, how(*\ei, does not ajqily to the I'lmurs t.o whom contracts 
and commission will he given separately for those ])ortions of tin* road which may 
pass thioiigli then teriitory. 

VII. Tlii're arc c(*rtain (hs])uted tracts of country" where the jiroposed road is 
Iikelv to jiass. We do not jiiopose to iai.se tin* (jue.stion of the juoprietor.sliij) of 
those tracts and tins may he h-ft alone for the ]iresent. Any p(*isoii or jK'r.sons 
aggru'ved may jxtition to the Political Agent for .settlement by “ Kivajor 
“ Shariat ’’ 

vnj. Annual repairs to the road when constructed will be done by the section.s, 
through th(*ii maliks, wlio are territorially re,sponsible for that, jiortion of the road 
--the repaiis of which become nece.sKary, jirovided that the rates hx(*d by the 
Government are acceptable to these jiersona, sections or tribes. If these rates are 
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not acceptable Government will be at liberty to call for open tenders, from Mali- 
sud tribesmen primarily, and thereafter from the general ]nd)lic. 

IX. The tribe within whose limits any work is being carried out will be res¬ 
ponsible for the proper protection of all Government officials and other persons 
engaged on that work. 

X. If the situation demands any modification in this agreement Government 
will primaiily consult the trdios concerned, and at the same time the tribes are at 
liberty to submit any petition to Government which Governmiuit may acce])t or 
reject, after due consideration.

Announcement regarding allowances and tribal responsibtlity made to and 
accepted by the Wana Waztrs on 10th November 1921. 

Preamble .—Owing to l.lieir sincere desire for peace and the betterment and 
free development of the tribes on the lines of their cherished insiitutioiis, the 
Government of India have decided to announce the following generous lines of 
policy by which they propose to be guided in the future in regard to the occu¬ 
pation and administration of Wana Wazir country. 
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(J) 'riiough it is the intention of CTOvernment to remain for so long as it pleases 
in occupation of tlic* Wana Wazir country, it has no intention of introducing into 
that country the regular administration of a settled district, but it will administer 
it on tribal lines in accordance with tribal customs and usage. 

(2) Allowances and other privileges will be. granted as Government may deem 
])ropiir having due regard to services rendered and especially to tin* degree in 
which the eo-operation of Maliks and tribesmen is forthcoming for the restora¬ 
tion and maintenance of law and order. 

(3) I'ln* eonditions for the jiayinent of allowances wdl be— 

(a) To the maliks for their serxices in actively helj)ing the Khassadars 

scheme. 

(b) To the maliks for the maintenance of ordm* in their sections. Those 

s(‘ctions which have cleared their account and such individuals as 
have r(“nder(‘d conspicuous service will be permitted to count thmr 
allowances trom tin* date of this announcement. Amnesty will be 
granted to all Wana Wazirs including Militia deserters, who return 
to their homes, Government reserving the right to lecover Govern- 
ncent rilles by whatever means they choose. 

(<*) Propriet ary rights of Wana Wazirs in all jiroduce will be re8])ected, but 
the (fovernment reserves to itself the right to levy after the next 
livti years as the due of the ISujneme Government a light toll in kind 
whether on thicks or otheiwise. 

(b) No land revenue whatever will b<‘ demanded tor the next twenty years, the 
matter to he turt hcr coiisidmed on the expiry of that period. 

(G) Then- will be no interference in women eases which shall be settled bj'^ 
Wana Wazir jirga wlieii W’ana Wazirs only are eonet-riied and wLeii WTizirs and 
other trilics are eoncernod, by joint jirga of W^aiia WTizirs and that tribe. 

(7) No court f<M‘s whatever will lie h*vied for t he next ti\e years, thereafter for 
the succeeding years an eiglit anna court lee will be levied. The matter to be 
further coiisidereil on expiry of that period. 

( 8 ) No forced enlistment will be imposed. 

(9) All cases will be dealt with by jirga except olfences eommitted against the 
Goxeriiment or Government servants or m tin* Government settlements.

As the Shakai Wszirs hav(‘ shown proof 
that they are anxious to make settlement, the (Joveriinient ol India has now been 
])leased to grant amnesty to all Shakai Wazirs also on the same terms as those 
given to all Wana Wazirs, that is that Government reserve- the right to recover 
Government rifles by whatever means they choose.

We, Maliks of the Dotaiinis, in 1897 entered into an agieeiiient with Goveinnient 
whereby in return tor allowances of Ks.

Now 111 order that tiion* may be no doubt in the mattiT we Maliks peisonally and 
as rejiresmitiug our s<u;tioiis duly renew this agreement aece.pting it- unreservedly 
and deolanng our intiuition to abide by its conditions. We on our jiart understand 
that so long as w<‘ pay the grazing tax demanded by Govi^rument and abide by the 
agreement abovt*, tliat Government will disburse to us the allowances of Rs 1,156,

In Tanuary 1871) (he Phitantiis made no al(einp( to pi'ev(‘tH, 01 resist 
(he Mahsud raid on Tank (.w Part TX) and were punished, and fined 
Ps 1(1,000. In March a renewed A^*oenn‘nt (No IT) was taken from 
all three elans. 

[n April 1880 (he Phitannis of Tandola ^ave some trfmble. A small 
force Mas sent aj^ainst them, and in Max” they submitted. 

In Kebruary 1888 their fiontiei seiviee, M’hi«*h had beer) siis[)end(*d in 
1870. Mas restored. The 1 eoru*anization of their service, and ilie 
redis(ribiition of their allowances. Mere carried out under conditions 
\o TIT) laid down in 1800. 

The Phitannis claim (o hav<* piven assistance in the Mahsud delimita¬ 
tion of 1804* and they undoiibtedh* p*av<* considerable help to the troops 
durinp* the blockade opc’rations apainst the Mahsuds in 1001-02. For 
(his they w^ere. piven a rc'Murd of about Ps. 2,000, and M*cie presented 
M'i(,h sanads. They did, however, commit one outrape durinp this 
period, by rohhirip the mail tonpa in the Pezu Pass in 1001, for which 
They w”ere fined Rs. 1,800. 

In 1008, in order to ensure the safety and tranquillity of the Tandola- 
Tank route, a striyr of Phitanui territory Mas marked out as a protoeted 
area, throuph whieli the Mahsud (radinp earavans could pass unmolested 
to Pritish territory. 

Tn 1007 all the three Phitanni clans sipned* an Apreement (No. IVl 
renewintr tind extendinp that of 1890. 
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Ghilzai and Shiranis, 

Ill 1014, owinjv to general inisoon(1 net of the tribe, and failure to 
take pass responsibility, the Bliitanni allo\vaii(‘e8 were suspended. They 
were restored in 1917. 

In 1918 the b'vy and silladari allowances, jiaid to the tribe in lien 
of liability to jirovide armed men to assist Government, amounted to 
Its. 12,712 per annum. Tn that year they were increased to Bs. 25,764 
but, owing to the subse((uent misbehaviour of the tribe, the allowances 
on this enhanced scale were not a<*tually granted till 1921. The silla¬ 
dari allowances are now known as maliki or Inngi allowances. 

In 1919 a revivsed agreement, similar to that taken from the Dhanna 
(vcc Part A ll, No. A^), was taken from the Tatta and Waraspnn clans. 

lletwH^en 1922 and 1924 the (dd Jlhitanni Levies w'cre exjianded into 
a Gor])s of Ivhassadars, whose functions are to protect the Hhitanni 
border of the Dera Ismail Khan Distriid, the road through the Tlinnis 
'fangi between Khirgi and Jandola and tin* Shahui road from dandola 
to Slnvak NaraT, a place three and a half miles from dandola. 

2. GHILZAT. 

Besides the permanent settlements of Dotannis and Sulenian Khel 
Ghilzai in the South AVaziristan Agency (fj.r.. Part IX), both these 
clans have semi-permanent settlements, during their ])assage betweim 
Afghanistan and India, in the Dera Ismail Khan district. Of the 
numeious other Ghilzai clans that do the same, the Nasii settle in tin* 
Deia Ismail Khan and Deia Ghazi Khan dot nets in the winter, and 
in Baluchistan in the summer: and the Alian Khel, or Miani, inhabit 
a portion of the Gonial Valley. 

In 1876, when the Bhitannis accejited pass responsibility on the 
Tank frontier, similar arrangements weie made with the Miani and the 
Ghwarazai (a clan of the Kakai tribe of Baluchistan, living apart from 
the bulk of the tribe) on the skirt of the Gomal A"alle;s. The Afahsud 
raid on Tank, in January 1879, was the signal foi general disorder, in 
wriicdi the Miani and Ghwarazai joined; but they were soon reduced to 
submission. 

3, SHIRANI8. 

The Shiranis are divided into the Largha, or eastern, and the Barglia, 
or western, Shiranis. The Largha Shiranis are under the political 
control of the Deputy Commissioner, Dera Ismail Khan : the Bargha 
Shiranis are included in the Zhob Political Agency, Baluchistan. The 
fighting strength of the fjargha Shiranis is about 2,500. They are 
divided into three clans—Hassan Khel, Gba Khel and Chubar Khel. 

In 1853 misconduct on the part of the tribe was punished by a military 
expedition. In 1874 the tribe formally acknowledged their responsi- 
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biliiy for ('riinos c*omniiitpil iji Hrilisli lorriforv; but in 188L* they weiv 
fifuillv uf several seriouh offerires. and were blockaded. I'hey soon 
Hubmitted : cand in Jiiiy 188d the whole tribe executed an Kiififag’einent 
(No. V). 

At the end of 1883 n nnlitary survey ex])edition visited the Takbt-i- 
Suliman, and a ieiuporary arrandemerit was made with the (3iuhar Khel 
clan for •'•ood belmviour durino- the expedition. Tlie Kliidarzai division 
of the t)ba Khel (dan had, however, maintained a defiant attitude for 
many years, and seized the opjiortiinitv ot the survey operations to 
attack the escort. 

In February 1890, in ronneclion witli the openinpf of the Gonial Pass 
to traffic, the Garp-ha Shiranis presented a petition (No. VI) asking? for 
Government seivic'e for fifuardinfr the ]mss. This was accepted, and 
allowances amountinfj; to Ks. 567 per mensem were fjranled. They also 
undertook to brin^ about the submission of the Kliidarzai : who, during 
the jirop'ress of the negotiations, had not only ignored an invitation to 
come in, but had fired on a cavalry patrol : and to hold themselves res¬ 
ponsible for their future ^ood conduct. 

Misconduct on the part of the Kliidarzai, however, continued : and 
in October and November 1896, their country was entered by a military 
foj’ce, whereujion th(»y submitted. A darbar, at which representatives 
of the w’hole of the Shiiani tribe were present, was held, all jiendin^* 
(Mines were settled, and the tribe as a whole was fined Hs. 6,000, w’hich 
was shortly afterwards lealised in full. In March 1891 an Agreement 
(No. VTI) was taken from the Ijar^ha Shiranis, under the terms of wdiich 
they were ^-ranted monthly allowances of Its. 917, and hostages were 
taken. (Vrtaiii Khidaizai headmen weie imprisoned: hut they were 
released in September 1891 on payiiij' the fines imposed on them, and 
flfiving security for future good behaviour. 

In 1899 the Largha Shiranis presented a petition (No. VIII) asking 
for increased allowances and offering fo jiay Ks. 2,000 a year by way ot 
revenue, in return for Government assistan(‘e in the management of 
their water(‘ourseN. The offer was accepted : and fhe allowam^es were 
increased by Its. 3,600 a year. 

In September 1901 the Largha Sliiranis weie held responsible for the 
murder of a Zhoh Agency muharrir, which took place in the riiuhar 
Khel-Dhanna Pass: and in Keliruary 1902 the Extra Assistant Com¬ 
missioner at the Domanda post was murdered by an Oba Khel jema¬ 
dar of the border military police, and the post destroyed. Foj* the 
former offence, the Largha Shiranis w^ere fined Ils. 500: and the latter 
was avenged by a small punitive expedition. The unrest among the 
Shiranis was of short duration, order was fjuh'kly restored, and the 
troops were withdrawn. 
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Ill the disiurbaucea conaequent on the cniibreak of the Afghan War 
of the poata in the Sfiirani fouiitry were evacuated and their 

garrisons withdrawn. Mosf of the posts were destroyed by the Shiranis, 
both the Jjargha and Jiargha, divisions of the tribe being implicated. 
The Sliiiani allowances were, in consequence, first suspended and later 
confiscated. In November 1919 the Ijargha Shiranis accepted the terms 
(No. IX) imposed upon them, and their allowances were restored with 
effect from the Jst April 1921.

(a) Only Bhittanni cultivators shall be entitled to a share in the remisBion and 
should the land be cultivatiul by a person belonging to another tribe or caste, the said 
share shall revert to the Malik of that particular sub-section. 

{h) In the event of an offence being committed on the border and not traced 
compensation will be paid by the mafidars and recipients of service allowances 
within whose limits tlie offence has been committed in proportion to their share of 
the same. The Deputy Commissioner shall, however, be at liberty in any suspi¬ 
cious case to realize the compensation from tho whole tribe should he deem it advi¬ 
sable to do so. 
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(c) Nomination for R(‘-rvico shall be 8ubj<*ct to the approval of the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, who is also at liberty to dismiss any nominee who for any reason is 
considered unfit for duty. 

(6) Service shall be permanent, and a nomintie once appointed shall not be chancrod 
save on the Deputy Commissioner's requisition or with his sanction. The distribu¬ 
tion of Silladan may, however, be rv-arningod with the consent of the whole jirga. 

(c) In the event of a post, being ostablisheil at Jandola no (*xtra service grant will 
be (^X])ect.ed, and thi* service connected with the post will be duly performed by the 
three sections of the tribe m jirojiortion to their shari'S. 

(/) ln<;a8e any Distrnd. Officer visits th<‘ Bhittaimi Hills, he will be provided 
with an escort, for which food only will be r<‘qiiire<l. 

(</) Should any Militia Sowar, Kootmaii, or Native Officer be sent anywhere on 
special duly outsid(‘ the Bliittaiini country, th(‘ whole of the Silladari allowance 
may, at the Deputy Commi.ssioner’s discretion, b(* jiaid to him. 

(k) In addition to the Oeneral resjumsibility of the tribe for offences committed 
within Its limits, the Maliks will he held ]>crRonallv responsible for the safety of the 
Pass<*s situated in, or in tin* vicinity of, their lands The Statement below gives a 
list of Riicli Passes, with the nam(‘s of th(‘ Maliks responsible for the same,.

The D(*puty (Commissioner shall, 
however, be at libert y in any suspicious case to re.alize the compensation 
from tJie whole tribe, should he deem it advisable to do so. 

(2) In case any District Ollicer visits the Bhittanni Hills, he will be provided 

with an escort, for which food onl> will be rt'ipiired. 

(.3) In addition to the gcmeral responsibility of the tribe for ollences committed 
within its limits, the Maliks will be held personally responsible for the 
safety of the passes situated in, or m the vicinity of their land. State- 
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nient A gives a list of such passes, with the names of the Maliks res¬ 
ponsible for the same. 

In addition to these tiiree conditions we will also he bound with other conditions 
which were approved liy the Punjab (Jov<‘riiim;nt and wiire em])odied in our former 
agreement. We aec<*pt the fourth condition laid down as below, whicli has recently 
been apjiroved, and will bind ourselves with the same :— 

(4) In future we, tin* JiJiiltaiim Maliks, will never give nduge to any of tho 
outlaws u(;rosH the border, but on the otlu‘r hand, we will surrender 
them to (Jovernment when required.

Translation of a Petition and Engagement {>riw*iit(Ml by tin* Shikam Jirga, 
dated 13t}i July 1883. 

The object of these lines is as follows :— 

Owing to the evil deeds of some of the Shiranibadeharaetms who have com mil ted 
oireiices in Rritish territory, tlie executive ollie^ers of Ooveriinient have sJiut out the 
tribe from British territory. We thendore now as r(*j)reHentatiV(‘H of all tlu' Shiranis 
make the following jiromises m oriler to have tin* bloekadi* raised — 

(I) Rupees 2,530-3 are still due by us ou account- of eoinjiensation for olTenct's 
eoininitted by the tribe. All the stolen jiroperly that can be eoll(‘cted will be now 
handed over to the executive ollicers of the Cloveniment. The Chuudwun dam and 
the water-mill which were burnt and destroyed by our tribe we will reconstruct with 
our own hands. The balance remaining after deducting value of cattle to be ret urned, 
and the labour we supply m repairing dam and re-building water-mill will be guaran¬ 
teed in cash by a trustworthy surety resident of British territory, who will jiay the 
amount due within a period of two months. The said surety will make up the sum 
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by levying one anna per rupee on our trade with, if necessary, the assistance of 
Grovernmeut. If, however, we wisli the blockade to be raised before tender of 
security, wo will place a number of our liostages (to be fixed by Government) in British 
territory, and the cost of their maintenance will b(‘ borne by ourselves so long as 
they remain in British territory. 

(2) As regards future offences, we engage to restore the actual stolen projicrty 
or to point out the offendiTS or their jiroperty whim they eonu‘ down to the plains 
and make tliem over to tin* Sarkar within three months from date of eomniitlal of 
offences. If we fail to do this, th(‘ whole tribe will be liable to jiay in compensation. 
Tlu'se tiTiiis meliide the Khidarzais and Gliuhar Khels. In the samv manner, we 
shall be responsible for individuals of other tribes who may be in the Shirani limits. 

(3) We imgagi' to exjx'l outlaws who, having committed offences in Bn; ish terri¬ 
tory, seek refuge in our country. Mir Khan, Gondapur niurdeier, who is now with 
us, we will turn out from our country. We will send down Mir Ahmad, Mian Khel, 
and Muhaniiriad Biluch to the plains if they agree to hav(‘ th(‘ir easi's tried by jirga, 
otherwise we will expel them from our country.

'fRANSLATiON oi a PETITION, presented by Shirani Maliks, dated 4tli February 

1890. 

We beg respectfully to represent that w<i the Shirani Maliks went to Appozai 
in comjihance with the Govi riiment invitation. The Government accepted the sub¬ 
mission of the Bargha division of our tribe, and granted them servici*, and entered 
into agreement with them, th(‘y becoming resjumsible on that sub*. Some of the 
men of the Largha division did not come in, and consequently no settlement was 
arrived at with us. We therefon* accompanied your camp to Dera. The KiddiTzai 
Maliks have not. come in and made submission In this th(*y are to blame^and we 
therefore consider them our enemies. Wc the Maliks of the Uba Khel and Hassan 
Khel sections pray that a settle,nient be made with us on the following terms :— 

Isf’ly —That the Gove,riini(;nt may grant us service allowance, which wc 
will distnbuti* between us, and we will carry out any orders the Govern¬ 
ment may be phiased to give in regard to those members of our tribe 
who have not yet come in to tender their submission. 
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2ndlij —-That within six months we will engage to bring tliem in and submit 
unconditionally, and in the meantime we will hold ourselves respon¬ 
sible for their good behaviour. If we fail to bring them in within 
that period, the service granted us may be forfeited. And in case the 
CTOvernment should ilee.nle lo send a force against them, we will ren¬ 
der every assistance in our power and Indp the Government army and 
servants through any route within our limits Should Government 
erect any fort or laiiitonimmt in our country, we will not object, but 
will rmider asHistance in tfuiir construction. If Government 0 ]>en 8 
routi'sin our country, av<‘ will ])rotect them and our servants (levies) 
will serve in such ]»o8ts as t he Government may fix, and we will serve 
loyally. 

Srdly .—That if ji,ny ba.d character, member of our tribe, commit s any crime 
and Gov(*rnment ri'cpiires us to do so W(* will capture and Hiirnmder 
him. 

4fhly .—That if anv olTimder, resident of British territory, commits a crime 
and takes refug(‘ with us, we will surrender him on Governmmit 
demanding it. 

W(‘ the Maliks will carrv out Gov<‘rnm(‘nt orders fully, and hold ourselvi'S res- 
ponsibh* for all t he jicts of our tribe. \V<‘ unanimously jiri'smit t his a])])lic.ition ami 
trust th.it- it will b(‘ .acce])te(l.

Translation of an Aorermrnt entered into by the LARaiiAWAi, Shtrant Maliks,

We, t he headmen of t he llassan Kind, Ubda Kind and (9iiihar Kind sections of t in* 
Shirani triln*, including the Sultanzai, Khiddarzai and Tsrnalzai Hub-S(‘ct.ionsand the 
residmits of Parwa-ia, Dra/aud and Khamistana, hav<* heard tin* oiders of Govern¬ 
ment, unanimously a,cce])t the conditions detaded Indow, and agree* t hat, we will raise 
no objection to carrying them out. 

(Umditiotis 

1. Besides carrying out the agreement jm*vioiisly entered into by us the orders 
now announced will be complied with. 

2. 'I’ln* three Passes, Zao, Khiddarzai and Ghiihar Khcl Dliana, will be open to 
caravans and travellers for trade and other purposes, and the sections above named 
will 1)0 responsible for any loss of life or projierty occurring in them. No tolls of any 
kind will be levied on these routes. 

3. European and Native olbcers and other public servants will be at liberty to 
travel in any part of the Shirani country, and the tribe will be responsible for the safety 
of their lives and property and for supplying them with such hadraggm (escort) as 
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they may need. These escorts will only be entitled to receive diet expenses, and will 
have no claim for further remuneration. 

4. Arrangemenls for the suppression of crime and enforcingeom})liane(‘ with 
the orders of rToverament will be effected through the headmen of flie tribe. 

5. If the orders of (government are disobeyed, disregarded or ignored, the (Jovern- 
nient will be at liberty to occupv the Shirani eountry 

0. 'IVclve selected headimm of the tribe, will be detained at Dera Ismail Khan 
as a pledge of the future good faith ol th<* tribe during the ])h‘asure of Oovernment. 
Beside,8 these men t he Deputy (lommissioner will have ])ower at any time to keep any 
ol the headmen of the Khiddarzais or any other section of the tribe as hostages at 
Dera Ismail Khan as long as Government may desire. 

7. Jf a bad character belonging to any section commits an offenci* on a British 
subject in the Shiraiii eountry or in British territory, tlu‘ sections concerned wull 
be responsible for tin* apjirehension and surrender of th(‘ offender. If that section 
fails in this, the whole tribe will be resjionsible for the surrender of the ciiljirits to 
Government, which may deal with him in any way it. may demn expedient. If the 
tribe fails to surrender t he offender, it shall be liable to pay the compensation ami 
line im))08ed by the Government after the due consideration of the merits of tin* eas(‘. 
'Phe Government shall also have the power to d(‘duet the amount, of eompmisation 
and fine from the tribal service emoluments. 

8. In consideration of the duties and responsibilities nderred t o above t in* Govern¬ 
ment has granted a sum of Rs 017 to the tribe in tln^ shafie of S(‘rvie,<‘ allowances. 
'rh(‘se allowances have been given on the condition that the post s will be built at the 
following places .— 

(1) Moglial Kot, near the (Oiiihar Khel Dhana. 

(2) Nishjia Atal Khan Kohol, lUMirthe Khiddaizai Dhana 

(.*1) Gandlii Kach, n(‘ar the Zao Dhana. 

(4) Drazand. 

(5) Doniandi. 

Tln'Se ]) 08 t .8 will be held by tribal levies in receipt of tin* service allowanees, but 
the Government will have jiower to reinforce t he garrisons at these posts by placing 
other levies there. 

'Phe levies will b(* generally footmen, but a few headmen shall also lie apjminted 
as sowars.

Translation of a T^ktition jiresentiHl by the Shirani Maliks, etc., to the Comniis- 
sidner and Sujierintendent, Derajat Division, datixi 4th March 1899. 

We, t}x‘ Shiranm TumandarB, Maliks and MiitaliiTH, bej^ to stall* that sinci* tlx* 
coristTuetion of levy posts in our country 8 or 9 yi'ars aj^o our trib(*8ni(*n havi* eoin- 
iriitted no seriousotr(*nees in British territory (’uses, howi'ver, arise uinonjroursi'lve, s 
and s]»*cially lxitw<*(*n us and the Barj^hawals , Cilovernin(*nt d(*mands olTenders from 
us, and wlu*u we an* unable to surrender them the authoritx*B an* <lis})h*as(‘d with 
us. Murders are coininitted in our tribe, and we an* unabh* to inflict d<‘terr(*nt 
punishnient on olTend(*rB. Ever since the Sarkar has entered our country culti¬ 
vation has incr(!usi*d, but as long as no satisfactory arrangement is nnuhi for 
wai-cr-courses (vials) tlx* whole of the culturable land cannot be brought under culti- 
vaixm. In tlx* construction of “ vials ” disjiutes regarding the distribution of 
Water ensue and until W(* conx* to an agreement nothing can lx* efT(*cted. If Clov- 
ernnient, however, will assist aiidhelj) us in the man{ig(*nx*nt of our “ vials ” great 
im})rov(*ment can lx* made in cultivation Wi* shall willingly pay revi'iiue to 
(Government, (jovcrnment, how(*ver,should show so much favour as not to imjiose 
a lx*avy revenix*. We shall ghidly pay Government th of the jiroduee in accord- 
anc(‘ with the Mulianiiuadan law (Hhariat) To determine t he shar<* of Gov(*rnment 
It will be nec(*8sary to nxuisure lands or weigh produce. To avoid this for the 
pres(‘nt we d(*sire that Gov(*rnment should accept Bs 2,000 a y(‘ar for two or threi* 
y<*urs as a fixed sum and afterwards assess the revenue by nx*a8urenx*nt of lands 
when it thinks proper. Gov(*rnnient should look upon us as its subjects and con¬ 
sider our country the same as thi* Daman and dec.uh* our casi's through its otHc(*rs. 
K'*gard should, however, be paid to our allowances. W(* have previously stated 
that our allowances are small, and now too beg to requ(*st that our allowances 
may bi* increased. The present amount is insufficient for us, for a large jiortion 
is paid as service allowance ; and the amount of Maliki allowance is only nominal. 
The Syads and religious leaders (Pirs) should be exempted from payment of tJ e 
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rcvoiiut 5 . As w<i are British subjects, we shall esteiim i 1 a f^riuit favour if Gov¬ 
ernment will assist us in the iireparation of our water chaimcls and construct 
roads in our country with a view to facilitate cominumcations. Gov(*rnment 
should confer honors on our leading men in the saiiii* way as they do in British 
territory.

Terms for the Largra Shiranis, —1010. 

1. All outstanding allowances to be confiscated and allowances will not again 
be granted until the British Government is satisfied ot tin* good b(‘haviourof the 
Larglia Shiraiiis. 

'2. All Government property taken by the Largha Shiranis sinci* 1 st, May 1010 to 
be r<‘turncd. A sum of Ks (iOO will be accejited in limi of any rifle which is proved to 
hav(‘ passed from the eonirol of the tribe. 

3. A fine of Rs 10,000 to be paid. 

4. Gov(‘rninent will station troojiB, constiuct roads, posts, a^^rojilaiu* landing 
grounds and water c.haiinels or other arrangeimmts for the su])])ly of water to posts 
wherever it may demn necessary. Tribal labour for t he same and tribal badraggas 
where rerpiired will be furnished at tin* normal rate's ol jiay locally in forci', but 
Government reserves to itself the right to (‘inploy any outside labour it may think 
fit. 

5. Any laml or tin' water of any s])rings or streams reijiuied tor the ])ur])Oses 
referred to in paragrafili 4 above to be made ov(*r to Government without jiaynu'iit 
of com])ensatiou. Wood may be cut and stone fpiariied for the same jniiposes 
without payment whenever required in the Largha Hhirain (’ountry. 

0. The ])loc,kade will not be hfteil until the conditions of jiaragrajihs 2 ard 3 
above have b(‘en coiujilu'd with, wdien any Largha Shiraiiis nownn custody will be 
released, except those who have }>een convicted of eiiminal olh'iiec's or against W’hoitt 
trial for such offiuKuiS are jiendmg. 

7. Forty Martini-Hi'iiry rifles will lx* handeil ovit by the tribe to Government as 
a guarantee of good Ix'haviour, to be ri'tained by Govu'rnim'nt until such time as 
the posts in Largha Shirani (^ountry have been r<‘-oeeiipil'd 

8 . The Indian Olliccrs of the Diaban Constabulaiy will be allowed to compound 
for their desertion on payment ot Rs l,(MHt each In deiaiilt of jiaymi'iit they will 
be arrested wherevei found and put on their trial. 

0, The Largha Shiranis will not interh're with tin' movi'inent ol troops and 
convoys within tlieir country and will not moh'st aerojiianes Hying over. Should 
an aeroplane land in Largha Shirani Gountry, the inhabitants will ensure th(' safe 
return of the occupants to British Territory. 
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SuUan Mohsin bin Ali Mani the Hauahald agrees to levy taxes on merchamlizc ex- 
ported from Aden at the follovdng rates.

AbdalJa and 
Salih and Aw^adlh-bin-Oniar This sale has paid oil all the debts that weie upon 
the late Nakib Salah-bin-Muhammad 'i'heie is notliinjj; now lemaimnj? of this 
debt. If any claim is advanced, it will be »/u// (J7fd 7H)id 1’hey have s»*ttled that 
Nakib Omar is to be Ciov'enior of Mokalla and to do justice* according to the Mu¬ 
hammadan law% and to ordiT for good and pr<*\ent evil, and not to o])prcss tlie 
Bubjects and others. If any qiiuiicl shotdd arise among the sealaiing men, they 
are to be sent, to those of their own class In all eases relating to law, jnstue 
to be done according to the Muhammadan law\ All mercantile cases to be sent 
to the merchants for trial. KhairuJla, the slave of the late Nakib Salah, is to 
do all work relating to the Bazar Nakib Ornur is to govern accoiding to justice 
in all small eases, and in cases of importance he should consult with any one of 
the sons of Omar-bin-Awadth If all of them are absent, then to consult with 
their Agents. Nakib Omar cannot settle anything without their consultation, 
nor can he write any correspondence with the High Ottoman Governments or 
its oHicers, neither to the English Government or its officers, also not with any 
other power, without consulting the Kaiti people or their Agents He also can¬ 
not have interviews with any of the above-mentioned (lovernmonts wdthout their 
or their Agent’s presence Their opinion and their voice should be one. Nakib 
Omar c-annot do an^i^hing without their consultation If he were, to do violence 
to any person, the Kaiti or their Agents should give him advice. If he does not 
hear their advice, Ibey can prevent his acting without right. The Kaiti can put 
their garrison in half of the Mokalla forts, and can also put their soldiers in the 
house (jailed Najdi, situated near the nortlu'rn foil, and the eastern fort., and also 
in forts situated out of Mokalla, 7 nz., Bakarain and 'I’hamaj, and Nakib Omar 
can keep his garrison in forts Nakan and Dis, and all the other remaining forts 
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are to be divided equally. The Kaiti ran put their garrison in Bandar Buram 
on account of their half-right. Nakib Omar should give them house. The Kaiti 
can build houses for themselves and put clerks in the Custom House and the gate 
to keep accounts of exjiorts and imports. All the revenue arising from the tax 
or other things is to be divided equally. The Kaiti can reside m the house of 
Nakib Abdulla for one year until he may build one for himstdf These agree¬ 
ments for the sale have been made with eae,h other’s consent without force and 
compulsion, ’rhe Nakib Omar and Nakib Muhammad have got jiosscssion of 
the amount of the value, and have given permission to those men whose names 
have been mentioned below to be witnesses of this :—

He who is an enemy to the Kaiti is an enemy of the 
Kasadi, and he who is an enemy of the Kasadis is an emuuy of the Kaitlii; the 
one IS not to give refuge to the eiieniy of the. other , but if tiie Kaiti see that it 
is good to s(‘1tlo with aii enemy lie can <lo so If the Kaiti have a claim against 
any one, he is to get it if the things clamuMl an* not burnt or destroyed. Kaiti 
are to be as lathers ami Kasadis to be as sons and attendants. 'I’he Kasadis arc 
to obey the directions of the Kaiti. Both jiarties are one, and each should do 
good to tlie other and prevent evil. Nakib Omar is not to keep friendship with 
the Kathiris and the Aulakis but through the Kaiti. The agreement that had 
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been made between the late Nakib Balah and Awadth-bin-Omar the Kaiti is ap- 
])roved by Nakib Omar, except about the money mentioned in the. agreement 
wl)U‘li has been paid off by the Hale of the hall ol Mokaila, wlinffi uIho ih mentioned 
in the agreement. Both parties agreed without force and compulsion to this 
before Ood.

said ruler Sultan Hhalib and his sujiplies wdule, within their abovc-rmmtioncd 
territory. 

The above is written and recorded in thi‘ presence of HeiuTal Delirath the 
Illustrious Kesident. ol Aden. 

Sultan Hhalib has the right, to remain with soldiers so long as may be nccos- 
sary under the conditions above mentioned. 
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Sultan Ghalib bin Awadtb, tbe Eaiti, and Sultan Mobsin bin Saleb and bis 
brotlieis should in no way interfere or exercise authority one in the other’s terri¬ 
tory. Each is lord of his own land.

An Act for carrying into effect Engagements between IIeu Majesty and 
certain Arabian Chiefs in the Persian Gulf for the more effectual suppres¬ 
sion of the Slave-trade, dated 1st August 1849. 

Whereas on the thirl,loth day of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-seven, an Engagement was concluded between Major 
S. Hennell, the Resident in the Persian Gulf, on behalf of Her Majesty tlie Queen, 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and Sultan bin Sugger 
Shaik of Ras-ool-Klieimah and Shargah in the Persian Gulf, tlie Chief of the Joasmee 
Arabs, whereby it was agreed as follows :— 

** I, Shaik Sultan Lm Sugger, Chief of tlie Joasmee tribe, with a view to 
strengthen the bonds of friendship existing between me and the British Govern¬ 
ment, do hereby engage to proliibit the cxjiortation of slaves from the coasts of 
Africa and elsewhere on board ot my vessels and those belonging to my subjects 
or dependents, such prohibition to take effect from the 1st day of Mohurrum 
A. II. 1264 (or 10th December A.D. 1847). 

“ And 1 do further consent that whenever the cruizers of the British Govern¬ 
ment fall in with any of rny vessels, or those belonging to my subjects or depen¬ 
dents, susjiected of being engaged in the slave trade, they may detain and search 
them; and in case of their firubng that any of the vessels aforesaid have violated 
this engagement, by the exportation of slaves from the coasts of Afnca or else¬ 
where, upon any pretext whatsoever, they (the Government cruisers) shall seize 
and confiscate the same.” 

And whereas on the said thirtieth day of April, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-seven, an engagement was also concluded between Major S. Hennell, 
the Resident in tlie Persian Gulf, on behalf of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and Muktoom bin Huttye, SJiaik of Debaye, 
wliereby it was agreed as follows :— 

“ 1, Muktoom bin Buttyc, 8haik of Debaye, with the view' lo strengthen the 
bonds of friendship existing bef-ween me and the British Government, do hereby 
engage to jirohibit the exportation of slaves from tlu* coasts of Africa and else¬ 
where on board of my vessels and tliose bidoiiging to my sulijects or dejiendants, 
such prohibition to take effect from the 1st day of Mohurrum A. 11. 1264 (or lOth 
December A. D. 1847).

IWS'J'UUOTIONS. 

To the Pommanders of fhe Honourable East India (Vimpany’s sliips for carry¬ 
ing into execution the provisions of the Act of XI and XIT, Vic., (!ap. 128, entitled 
an Act for carrying into ctlcct (he agrc(‘nicnt between Her Majesty and the Tmaiiin 
of Muscat for the more (dlectual suppression of the slave trade, also for carrying 
into execution the j)rovisions of the Act of XII and XIJI, Vh;., (^ap. 84, entitled 
an Act for carrying into efh'cl engag<‘inents bctwe(‘n Her Majesty and (Certain 
Arabian (Chiefs in the Persian Gulf for the more effectual suppression of the slave 
trade, copies of both of wlncli Acts are hendo annexed 

I. You are lequired to make youisclv(‘.s fully acquainted with the different 
jirovisions of these Acts of Parliament and to guide yourselves accordingly by 
them in all your acts when you meet or fall in with any vi'ssels belonging to the 
Imaum of Muscat, or any of his subjects, or with any \ esse) belonging to any or 
either of the Arabian Chiefs tlierein r<\spectivoly named, or any of their subjects 
or dependants engaged in the slave trade, oi fitted out for the jmrpose contrary 
to the Jirovisions of these Acts. 

IT. Your attention is to be directed to the third article of the agreement with 
the Imaum, dated 2nd October 1845, as set out in the Act of XI and XII, Vic., 
Cap. 128. 

HI. And also to the provisions of the first section of these Acts, which em- 
j)OweT the Comraand(‘rs of the shijis of war of the East India Company to visit 
vessels belonging to the subjects of the Imaum, witliin the limits therein specified, 
and also to visit vessels belonging to the (Chiefs, or the subjects or dependants of 
the (-hiefs, named in Act XII and XIII, Vic., Cap. 84, suspected of being engaged 
in the slave trade. 

IV. You will otsil and deUiin iu any seas, except within the limits exempted 
by the terms of the third article of the said agreement (contained in Act XI and 
XII, Vic., C-ap. 128), any merchant vessel belonging to the subjects of the Imaum of 
Muscat which shall upon reasonable grounds be suspected of being engaged in the 
export of slaves from the African dominions of the Imaum of Muscat, or the im- 
j)ortation of slaves from any part of Africa into lu's possessions in Asia except¬ 
ing such only as are engaged in the transport of slaves from one jiort to another 
of his own dominions in Africa, between the jiort of Lamoo to the north and its 
dependencies, the northern limits of which is the north point of Khyboo Island 
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in 1°57' south latitude, «'iTid the port of Keelwa to the south and its dcpondeneies, 
the southern limit of which is the Sonya Mauara or Pap:oda point, in 9°2' south 
latitude, iiKdiidinj? the Islands of Zanziliar, Pemlia and Monfia, ot avy vessel Jiffcd 
out for that puipose, and to send or carry away such vess<‘l, logcther with its 
masters, sailors, passengers, slaves, and cargo, for the ]>ur))Ose of sueh vessel heing 
brought to ad|udieation as m the Aet of XT and XU, Vic , mentioned. 

V. You will visit and detain in any si'as any vessel belonging to either of the 
said rcsjiective diiefs, Shaik Sultan bin Suggur, ('hief of the doasmee tnlie, Muk- 
toom bin Buttye, Shaik ot Debave, Abdool Azeez bin Bashid, Shaik of Egmaii, 
Abdullah bin Basliid. Shaik of Amiilgavine, Saeed bin Tahnoon, Sliaik of the 
Beni Yas, (_dii<*f of Aboothabee, i^lahomed bin Khuleofa bin Siilcman, ('hief of 
Bahrein, or to anv of their subieets or dependents, whicli shall U])on reasonable 
grounds be sus])ect(‘d of Ixang <*ngaged in th(‘ traffic in slaves or liaving been fitted 
out for that juirpose, and to send or carry away such vessel, togidher with its 
masters, sailors, passftng(*rs, slaves, and cargo, for the ]>ur])ose of sueh vessid being 
brought to adjudication, as in the A(‘t of XIT and XI11, Vic., mentioned. 

VI. On di'taining any vc'ssel visited by you under tin* aforesaid provisioixS of 
either of th(‘ said two Acts and of these instructions, von will take jaissession of 
the shiji’s jiapers, making a list tln'reot according to Form No 1, and ci'rtifying 
the same by your signature. 

Vll You will aho dravv out. .i deehirat.ion according to Form No. 2 stating 
the circuinstances attending the capture, and meiitiomug the dat(‘ W'lion and in 
the place where it was made, and von will certifv the same by your signature. 

Vfll. In smiding or carrying away such vessel with its masters, sailors, jias- 
sengers, slaves, and cargo for the ])ur])ose ol adjudication you w'lll do so 
w^ithout d(‘lay, and send or carry In'r wnth them to the nearest jiort or phee 
where a Bntisli (.'ourt of Ahce-Admiraltv may be (‘stablished, and on your arrival 
at such port or jdace you shall duly rejiort your arrival and dchver iij) to the 
proper authorities there the vessel, wuth its master, sailors, nassengers, slaves, 
and cargo, to be dealt with according to law, and you shall alnde sirdi further 
instructions on the subject as shall be given you. 

IX. The Officer in charge of the slave vessel is at the same time of delivering 
up the vessel to the pro])er authorities to deliver also the shiji’s pafiers and certi¬ 
ficates thereof and the cajitor’s d<'claration of capture 

X The circumstances attending the .seizure of a vessel under either of these 
Acts of Parliament must be fully rejuirted to the Officer under wdio.se orders you 
arc serving, and a dujilieate of the report must be sent at the earliest opportunity 
to the Comrao,nder-in-Chief of the Indian Navy at Bombay.

ever the said eutize'iis eif the Unite'el State's may think tit tei dejiart, tln'V shall bes 
at liberty to elei so , and il anv edlie ei e)f the* Sultan sliall e'emlrave'iie* this Artie-le 
he shall be se\e;rely [ninisheid It is umlerstoeiel ane! agreed, heiwever, that the 
articles e)f the* muskets, powder, and ball can emly be sedel te) the* Uovernment 
in the Islaml of Zanzdiar, but. in all othe*r ports of the Sultan the* said munitiems 
of war mav be treacly solel w^itlmut anv re*strie'tion wluite-ve'r tei the* highe*st bidder. 

Article 3. 

Veisscls e)f the Uniteel States eiilering any jiort within the Sultan’s dominions 
shall [lay mi more* than live* ]ie*r cent eluties on the* cargej lamb'd, and this shall 
bei in full consieleratiein ot all impeirt ami e'Xjieirt elutie's, l.oniiage*, lice*nse to trade*, 
pileitage, anchorage, eir any other charge* W'hate*ve‘r Neir shall any charge* be 
paiei ein that part e>f the cargei wdiich shall remain on beiard unseilel anel re*-ex}iorte*d. 
Nor shall any charge* whate*ver be paid ein any ve\ssel eil the Uniteel States which 
may enter any of the ports ol His Maje*sty for the ]iurpose‘ eif r(*iitting, or for re¬ 
freshments, eu to imiuire the state oi the market. 

Article 4. 

That American citizens sliall pay no other diitii*s on ex}K>rt or import tonnage* 
license to trade, or other charge* whatsoever, than the nation tlie most favoured 
shall pay. 

Article 5. 

If any vessel of the United States shall suffer shipwreejk on any part of the 
Sultan’s dominions, the persons escaping from the wreck shall be taken care of

Should a vessel under the French flag ent(‘r a port in the doTuinions of the 
Sultan of Maskat in distress, (he l(K*al authorities at such port shall afford all 
necessary aid to enalile the V(‘asel to refit and to prosecute her voyage , and if 
any such vessel should be wrecked on the coasts of tin* dominions of the Sultan 
of Maskat, the authorities on the part of the Sultan of Maskat shall render all 
the assistance in their power to recover a,nd deliver over to the owner, or the Con¬ 
sul, the profierty that may be saved from such wreck. The same assistance and 
protection shall be afforded to vessels of th<‘ dominions of ( he Sultan of Maskat, 
and property saved therefrom under similar circumsi.ances, in the ports and on 
the cousts of the French dominions 

Article 16 

If nny person not belonging to the Christian nntions shall st(‘Jil nny article 
from a French vessel, and take it to the rlominions o( (.he Suh.an of Mn.skat, it 
shall be reeov(‘red from (.lie robber and delivered over to the Consul. 

Article 17. 

The French shall be at liberty to hir<‘ or erect houses and wandiouses at Zan¬ 
zibar or anywhere else. 

Article 18. 

Any engagements which may have been enf-cred into previously to this arc 
null and void, and are not to lie ae1,ed upon or :it(ende<f (.o 

Article 19. 

The present convention shall be ratified, and the ratineations thereof shall 
be exchanged, at Maskat or Zanziliar, as smm as possible, and within fhe space 
of fifteen months from the date hereof

Whereas on the scm ond (la> ol Octolier, in the vear of our Lord one tliousand 
cMght liiindred and foity-ti\c. an agicement was concludt'd and signed at Zan¬ 
zibar between Captain Atkiius Hameiton, of Her Majesty’s Royal Navy, on be¬ 
half of Her Majesty the Queen of the Cnited Kingdom of Cr(‘at iiritain and Ire¬ 
land, and His Highness Seid Saeed Bin Sultan, the Imaiim of Muscat, wliereby 
it was agreed us follows :— 


Article 1 

His Highness the Sultan ol Muscat liereby engages to prohibit, under the 
severest, penalties, the export of slaves from his African dominions, and to issue 
orders to his ollicers to prevent and suppress such trade. 

Article 2. 

Ills Highii(\ss the Sultan of Muscat further engages to prohibit, under the 
sev(‘rest penalties, th(3 importation of slaves from any part ol Afiica into his pos¬ 
sessions in Asia, and to use his utmost inlluence with all the Chiefs of Arabia, 
the Red Sea, and the Persian Gull, in like manner to prevent the introduction 
of slaves from Africa into their respective territories. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat grants to the 8hi[)S of Her Majesty’s Navy, 
as well as those of the East India Company permission to seize and confiscate

The Sirdar can attend at the iiKpiiry, and take jiait in it, and if the 
Naib and the Sirdar agree in the linding and sentence tlx'v will together dispose 
of the case. Should they differ in opinion the case will be ief(‘rr(‘d to His ITigliness 
the Khan for final orders, which will be binding on the Naib and Sirdar. Should 
a Brahooee escape to any tribe after committing an oftcnci* the Sirdar of that tribe 
is resjumBiblc to apjirehend him, and to dis])osc of his offence in accordance with 
the ])rocedurc just recorded. 

4. Protection and aid to be rendered to the civil power hy the military.— 
His Highness the Klian lias the jiower to jdaee ir()(»])s in any jiart of the Khanate, 
wlu'iher inhabited by the Brahooecs or not, for the proteetion of the civil ])Ower 
fn the event of any tribe or jiortion of a tribe disobeying a lawful order of the Khun, 
the Sirdars will be called upon in aeeoidanee with ancient law and jireccdent to 
cause tlie offending tribe or portion of a tribe to submit In tlx* ev(*nt of its being 
n(*eessary to resort to arms to enforce submission, the Sirdars will aid the Khan 
w'lth their followers in aecordance with old custmn, but before war on the tribe or 
jxirtioM of a tribe is declared, the Khan will obtain first the sanction of the British 
(tov(*rnment lx*forc waging it. In the event of the Naibs using the troops stationed 
witJi tlit*m contrary to the procedure laid down for their guidance, and that of 
the Sirdars in the rules Jierem recorded, the conijilamant must refer the matter 
direct to His Highness the Khan, who will inquire and do justict*. Should the 
Sirdars consider that the Khan’s decision is unjust, they will not raise the 
standard of revolt, but will first refer the matter to the Ibitish Government for 
decision.

Memorandum of the proceedings of a Jirga rogardinc; the PERioiiioAL settle¬ 
ment of eases arising l)ot^^ecn the suiuects of ]*ersian Balucjiistan and 
Kalati Makran. 

A coHihinod Jirga of Persian and Baluchistan ^^ardars was held at Magas on the 
16th Febntary 1902 to consider the means that should h(‘ taken in future to provide 
for the settlement of cases arising between Persian and Makran subjects. The 
following were present;— 

On behalf of the Governor-General— 

(1) Mirza Patch Ullali Khan, Saiyid-ul-8altanah, and Nuib-uMIukuinali 

of Kerman and Persian Baluchistan ;

After a careful consideration of the question the Jirga ex]>ress the opinion 
that hitherto liordei criminals and others, incbn<*d to take the law into their own 
hands in the self lenient of local (lis])iitos, liave been under tin* impnsssion that 
ollenees committed in foreign territory are not likely to ]>o taken notice of by their 
own Sardars and ohicials and tliat on return to their own side of the border they 
are secured from ]>ursuit and other after-conse<]nenccs. This belief lias lieen the 
cause of mneli lawlessness and disorder on the border, and it is time that all 
badmash(‘s should be strictly brought t.o account for their crimes and all border 
disputes taken uj) and ernjuiriul into as promptly as possilile to prevent tlicir leading 
to serious disturbance. 

The Jirga accordingly make the followdiig recommendations— 

1. That Ibe Nazim of Makran and the Dcjmty Governor of Bampiir should 
correspond with regard to all matters, petitions, and complaints arising between 
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tlui subjects of Die two Governments resiflin;' on the frontici and arrange for the 
reihcsH of tiieir grievances. If the cases can be settled by correspondence, well 
and good, 

2. Ibitit is possible Diat llierc wdl alw<i\s be inanx ninttiMs wlielher with regard 
to border oibuiees and dispiij(‘'< or oflierwisi* oiilstanding betwiam the Nazin. and 
Dejuitv Govenmr whieh could not b(‘ dei idl'd bv eoriesjiondence.

APPENDIX No. IV. 

(Translation.) 

Memorandum of an arrangement come to in conversation between the Oovernor- 
General of Kerman and Persian Baluchistan and the Political Agent, 
Kalat, on the subject of the importation of Breech-Loading rifles and 
ammunition into British and Persian Baluchistan. 

The Political Agent informed the Governor-General that an extensive traffic 
in arms is being carried on at Maskat and other Persian Gulf j>orts, that the arms 
landed arc brccch-loadcrs of the Martmi-Henri, Lee Metford and Mauser patterns— 
all arms of the most advanced and effective types—and that these arms are coming 
rapidly into the possession of the tribesmen all along both sides of the Pcrso-Baluch 
border. In a very few years, if the traffic continues, the tribesmen will be as well 
armed as either the Persian or British troojis and the control of the country, difficult 
enough already, will become well nigh impossible or will at least demand the cni 2 >loy- 
ment of a largely increased number of troops. There is a grave political danger 
undcrljdng this re-armament of the people with modern weapons in place of their 
old and useless matchlocks. Should these wild and lawless tribes once think that 
they are in a position to cope with their masters on equal teims, there may be no 
limit to their excesses or to the distance from the border to which their depredations 
may extend. 

The Political Agent further informed the Governor-General that in Kalat-i- 
Makran the strictest watch is now being kejit over tins traffic and all arms imported 
into the country without permission are at once confiscated by the Khan’s officials. 

The Governor-General agreed with the views above exiiressed and said he was 
prepared to do all in his j)Ower to ])ut a stoj) to the traffic on his side of the border. 
To this end he will adojit the following measures :—> 

(1) a notification will be issued and x^'i^iishcd throughout Persian 
Baluchistan (including the seaboard) that in future all breech¬ 
loading rifles of whatever pattern and ammunition for the same 
brought into the country, except under the written sanction of the 
Governor-General of Kerman, will be at once confiscated and the 
importer or person in whose possession the rifle or rifles and ammuni¬ 
tion may be discovered severely punished ; 

(3) the Deputy Governor of Bampur and the leading Sardars of the district 
will be held rcsjionsible that the terms of the notification at (1) above 
arc strictly carried out, the Deputy Governor being responsible for 
the \ihole district and each Sardar or headman for hia particular 
sub-district or village ; 
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(3) the Deputy Governor to at once ascertain and report to the Governor- 

General the nuraber of breech-loading rifles now in the Rampur 
district (excluding, of course, Government arms carried by soldiers 
and oiBftcials) and the names of the persons who own them ; 

(4) the Deputy Governor to submit an annual report to the Governor- 

General, showing any changes that may have occurred in the list 
referred to at (3) during the past year; 

(5) the Governor-General will arrange to have a strict watch kept on all 

the custom and other ports, big or small, along the Kerman and 
Baluchistan portion of the coast with a view to all arms illicitly 
imported whether by traders or by private individuals being imme¬ 
diately confiscated; 

(6) all arms and aiumumtion confiscated will be forwarded to Kerman 

and the Governor-General should be informed of the punishment 
inflicted in each case of unauthorised importation ; and 

(7) with reference to the list at (3), if the Governor-General considers that 

any particular Hardar has in his possession more breech-loading 
rifles than are reasonably necessary for the purposes of supporting 
his dignity or securing him against attack from his enemies, he will 
cause such Sardar to deliver up to him all such rifles as are con¬ 
sidered to be in excess of bis requirements. Equally any breecb- 
loading rifle found to bo in the possession of a person, who by bis 
character or position in life is thought by the Governor-Gcueral 
unfitted to be trusted with a brecch-loading rifle, such rifle will be 
taken out of Ins possession.
